LAY REPRESENTATION: Upon motion of F. M. Larkin it was 
ordered that the vote upon-the Constitutional Amendment relative to Lay 
Representation be by ballot. The Constitutional Amendment relative to 
Lay Rpresentation as recorded in Paragraph 614 of the 1924 Discipline 
was read. B.S. Haywood, W. A. Brown, R. W. Plannette, W. B. Cole, 
George B. Cliff, and J. C. Livingston were appointed as tellers, in charge 
of Glenn R. Phillips, Assistant Secretary. After discussion the ‘ballot was 
taken and ordered sealed, to be counted during the afternoon, and not to 
be made public until tomorrow morning’s session. 

On motion of Ray C. Harker, following reconsideration, the report of 
the Board of Education was made the. third order of fhe day ation the 
reading of the Saturday morning’s journal. 

“COMMISSION ON ‘FINANCE: On motion of John Olive. the 
District Superintendents - were atithorized to nominate the Commission. on 
Finance by classes, one- -third each year. 


QUESTION 5 was asked, “Who have been received on trial?” Upon 
motion of Alfred Inwood, the rule relative to execttive session was sus- 
pended, and the Registrar and Committee on Conference Relations re- 
ported on the candidates for admission on trial and they were represented 
by their District Superintendents. Alex Lyall, George E. Root, Daniel 
Francis Miller, Jasper Franklin Redinger, Celso L. Acosta and Alfonso 1B) 
Escobosa were admitted on trial and advanced to studies of the first year. 
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Willard E. Schurr and Francis Bruce Ellis were admitted on trial, advanced 
to studies of first year, and it was requested that they be left without 
appointment to attend school. 


THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS TO THE CLASS: The class for ad- 
mission into full membership in the Conference, consisting of Harold E. 
Baker, Wm, Archie Matson, Henry I. Rasmus, Jr., and _ Benito Garcia, 
were called to the front and answered the required disciplinary questions. 
The Bishop then addressed the class for admission and the undergraduates 
of the Conference. 

He spoke in part, as follows: 

“My dear brethren of the Class of 1925, you are now come to a very 
significant point in your ministry in the church of Jesus Christ. You are 
now invited and elected to join a company of 20,000 choice and chosen 
and called men. The New Testatment gives to the position of the 
preacher an imperial place. You have been called by the Spirit of God. 
If you are saying to yourselves this morning and to this Conference, ‘Woe 
is me if I preach not the Gospel, then you are prepared to pursue the 
path further. 

“The preacher’s personal communion with the Master must be the 
inward source of power. If you walk with the Christ and follow the 
Christ, there will be hours when you will see and hear things which it 
will be almost unspeakable for a man to utter. One needs that vital 
experience of a personal Christ, sovereign and supreme in his life, in 
order to steady him in the hours of strain and toil and discouragement and 
despair which will sometimes come. People will come and linger about 
your church doors and walk about your altars and sit in your pews, and 
wait and wait and wait to see if they can discover that you have been with 
Jesus. 4 

“We are sending you out this morning to preach. The world will 
not linger very long around a pulpit that does not sound the note of 
redemption in it. You are to preserve a fine relationship between the 
truth in the old and the vision of the truth which is coming through the 
new phases of life and thought. You must be careful of the sin of in- 
tolerance. You must keep an open mind in order that you may be in- 
telligent servants of Jesus Christ. But remember there is something 
better and finer, and that is putting into practice the teachings of Jesus. 

“We need to be so intelligent in the adaptation of our messages that 
they will meet the needs of the human heart. eae: 

“Your life in your study must be carefully and sacredly preserved and 
followed. Your own personal relationship to Jesus Christ must be care- 
fully cultured. But out yonder is the great dying and weary world that 
is waiting for the coming of someone who can tell them something about 
Someone who can save. Thus we can make full proof of our ministry.” !

TUBERCULOSIS SANITORIUM: E. E. Helms presented the fol- 
lowing resolution and it was adopted: 

“A group of Ministers and Laymen met on Thursday evening to 
discuss the need for a Tubercular Sanitorium and Preventorium. Those 
present agreed to recommend to the Conference the appointment of a 
committee of ten—fiye Ministers and five Laymen—to investigate the need 
and advisability of such an undertaking and report back to this session 
of the Annual Conference, with recommendations of a possible plan of 
action.”

ORDER OF THE DAY: Charles E. Carver, president of the Board 
of Trustees of the Goodwill Industries of Southern California, was granted 
the privilege of the floor and presented the report of the Goodwill In- 
dustries and it was adopted. (See report.) A. S. Carlyle, Mrs, €. C. 
Douglas and F. H. Blair were introduced, and F. H. Blair, superintendent 
of the Goodwill Industries, addressed the Conference. 


GUSTAV BRIEGLIEB: The Rev. Gustav Brieglieb, pastor of the 
Westlake Presbyterian Church and Moderator of the Presbyterian Synod 
of California, was introduced by the Bishop and addressed the Conference, 
bearing the greetings of the Presbyterian Church. 
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BOARD OF EDUCATION: Ray C. Harker presented the following 
resolution and it was adopted: aye 

“The question of the relation of the Methodist Episcopal Churches 
to the Southern California Council of Religious Education: We make the 
following observations and recommendations: 

“(1) That it appears, after careful investigation, that the Southern 
California Council is desirious of initiating and carrying out a program 
of activities which in many respects is a duplication of the work carried 
on by the denominational Directors of Religious Education. 


“(2) That the Southern California Council seems to conceive of the 
merger agreement effected three years ago between the International 
Sunday School Association and the Sunday School Council of Evangelical 
Denominations, in the terms of certain organization, personnel and pro- 
gram, rather than in the terms of the needs of the field in respect to 
interdenominational work. 


“(3) That there is very definite need for an in‘erdenominational 
agency in the field of religious education in Southern California, but that 
such need should be of the sort desired by the denominations, rather 
than in the nature of a super-program, or a program made.necessary by 
certain organization of the International Council office. 


“(4) That we affirm our confidence in the leadership of Jesse L. 
Corley as the authorized representative in religious education of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in Southern California, and we are heartily 
in accord with the type of work and program which he is promoting. 


“(5) That we recommend to the other denominations at work in 
Southern California that a conference of Church School boards or com- 
mittees representing these denominations be convened at an early date, 
for the purpose of considering the entire question of the interdenomina- 
tional work. é 

“(6) That it is the sense of the Conference that if our churches 
are to continue to contribute financially to the Southern California Coun- 
cil, the type of organization and program of activities shall be modified in 
such a manner as will most adequately meet the needs of all the denomina- 
tions which participate in its work. j 

“(7) That two representatives be regularly elected from this Con- 
ference to the executive committee of the Southern California Council of 
Religious Education, and that Jesse L. Corley and Bruce Baxter be our 
representatives.” 

Ray C. Harker read the report of the Board of Education and it was 
adopted with the following amendments: (See report). 

“Resolved that we ask the Area Council and Commission on Finance 
to plan for a campaign for funds for the building and endowment of the 
Maclay School of Religion adequate to train ministers and leaders for the 
church and the Kingdom of God in this Episcopal area, and we suggest 
that the campaign be put.on in November, 1926. . 

“Resolved that a commission of nine members, to be appointed by 
the District Superintendents, be raised with power to act for the purpose 
of studying the entire question of the future of the Maclay School of 
Religion, and that the University of Southern California be requested to 
cooperate with said commission in every way possible, said commission 
to report at the next session of the Conference.” ; 

The Bishop was requested to re-appoint A, Ray Moore as Secretary 
of the Department of Epworth League of the Board of Education, and 
Jesse L. Corley as Secretary of the Department of Church Schools of the 
sb ailnrog: Education. 

e Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot and the followi 1 
declared elected Trustees of the University of Southern Caliloraiay: Weeley 
W. Beckett, George Finley Bovard, L. E. Behymer, Joseph E. Carr, 
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Prescott F.- Cogswell, W. L. Y. Davis, Alfred Inwood, A. J. Wallace, 
Harry J. Bauer and Robert Gillis (Class of 1928). 

Upon motion, President von KleinSmid was asked to address the 
Conference and spoke on the place of the University in the life of our 
Church. 

Upon motion of Ray C. Harker, a committee of five, representing the 
constituent interests of the Board of Education and the cabinet, was ap- 
pointed with power to determine the exact way in which the board shall 
be organized, and to appoint its members, this to be done in time that 
the names may be printed in the Conference Journal. 

Upon motion of W. A. Brown, the report of the Spanish American 
Institute was made the order of the day on Monday following previous 
orders of the day. 

Willsie Martin offered the following resolution and it was adopted: 

“That the District Superintendents be a Committee to study and to 
report through one of their number at the next Annual Conference what 
the churches are doing to keep in touch with the young people who go 
from them to college, and also to report what~percentage. enter again 
after college days into the activities of the church, and also to suggest 
such improvements as ought to be made.”

Request our Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
and all our district superintendents, to make a thorough study of home 
mission expenditures of the denominations with the purpose of reducing 
missionary aid, as soon as feasible, of non-self-supporting and competing 
churches in overchurched communities. Where the responsibility is di- 
vided with other denominations, equitable adjustments would oftentimes 
better be made. To illustrate, where four denominations are each compet- 
ing in four towns, it would be better to agree to accept full responsibility 
in one than to use missionary funds and man power in carrying on a 
competitive denominational program. 

“3rd. We request each annual conference to appoint a strong and 
active committee which in conjunction and conference with the district 
superintendents shall study, list and report to the Board of Home Missions 
and Church Extension with their recommendations, the churches which 
may be deemed to be located in overchurched communities.”

QUESTION 33 was asked, The Treasurer reported the aggregate of 
the collections ordered by the General Conference to be $325,727, and the 
aggregate of the collections ordered by the Annual Conference as $49,034. 


QUESTION 34 was asked. A Ray Moore, Chairman of the Board 
of Stewards, reported that the claims for annuity distribution amounted 
to $100,494; for necessitous cases, $6,250, total $106,744. 


QUESTION 35 was asked and the receipts were reported as follows: 
From the Book Concern $4,516; from the Chartered Fund, $40; from 
Annual Conference investments, $14,500; from pastoral charges, $73,711; a 
total of $93,767. Of this amount $86,366 has been applied to Annuity:

(a) District Superintendents 
FRESNO DISTRICT 


The Fresno District covers the most of the San Joaquin Valley. It 
furnishes in lavish abundance to the rest of the world, fruit and meat and 
grain and hay and butter and wine and oil and problems. Across it also 
lies the great and lofty range of the Sierra Mountains. 

_ Still to the East is a gigantic rift in the mountains, wrenched in 
resisting earth by titanic forces of primeval times. This is Owens Valley, 
200 miles long, six miles wide, and until two years ago inhabited by 6000 
people of pure American stock, 200 of them American Indians. 

Within this great area Methodism ministers to a large, sturdy, Ameri- 
can constituency, just the sort of folks of whom Protestantism is made. 
Here also is found a large group of Armenians who have settled in the 
vicinity of Fresno; a multiplying group of Italians; an incoming tide of 
Mexicans; a coherent group of Portuguese with Roman traditions in things 
religious, materialistic and worldly, but the finest dairymen in the world. 


Among these folks the Gospel leaven is being scattered by 48 Metho- 
dist ministers, and by means afforded by 68 church buildings. 

During the year Brother John H. Hodges, who was our pastor at 
Bishop, but who was retired on account of illness at the last Conference, 
passed from the labors of this life to the rewards of the better world. He 
was a man of wonderful winsomeness. 


‘THE FINANCIAL CONDITION: Before I present the record of 
the district, it will be proper to set forth the distressing financial situation 
in which the people of the Valley are now living. Sixty per cent of the 
raisins consumed are produced in the San Joaquin Valley. Following the 
war and the organization of the Co-operative Raisin Association, the di- 
rectors set a price of fifteen cents per pound for raisins. Men estimated 
income on this price, and seeing affluence just ahead, purchased land and 
branched out at inflated values, mortgaging their ranches for first pay- 
ments and expecting to pay out with returns from their now very valuable 
crops. But the public refused to buy raisins at that price. The Associa- 
tion found itself coming to the second year with a large carry over, which 
depressed the market until the crop had to be disposed of for what it 
would bring. It brought just about enough to pay the overhead expense 
of the Association, leaving the rancher not enough to pay for raising one 
crop, and did not pay the $18,000,000 which the banks had loaned to re- 
finance the Association. But for this $18,000,000 the crops were mortgaged 
and the banks took it out of the next two years. It costs 2 3-4 cents to 
raise raisins. The rancher received 2% cents. Unable to take the loss, 
large numbers have lost their places, and those who have not, have made 
nothing on raisins for two years. The first year it was bad; the next it 
was serious; this year it is tragic. Large areas of finest vineyards in all 
sections are passing into the hands of the banks, their former owners are 
moving away. It is a beautiful country, wonderfully productive, with many 

le broke. 
rT ae condition is affecting our churches in the following ways: 1. Our 
members are leaving, everything lost. Of those who remain, many have 
no money to support the church or with which to pay taxes. This has re- 
sulted in practically stopping the erection of churches, made payments of 
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debts difficult, sent some of our pastors to Conference with salaries unpaid, 
and the necessity of lowering salaries in some instances for the coming 
year. World Service askings will not be reached with all the tragic con- 
sequences in distant lands, and Conference claims will be met with great- 
est difficulty. ; ; 

And how are our people meeting this situation? The smile has not 
come off the face of our preachers. Our laymen are not thinking defeat 
for the Church. One pastor was told by his church that they desire his 
return but could not promise him any definite salary. His reply was, “I 
will come back and take pot luck with you.” Another, when told that 
he must take a reduction next year of $500, more than 25% of his salary, 
said with a smile, “Put me down for that.” A layman living in what was 
intended for a hay shed, with an open door for a window, paid $200 for 
the erection of a church in his town, and waited longer for his house. 


CONDITIONS IN OWENS VALLEY: One year ago my predeces- 
sor, H. W. White, described in his report the discouraging situation of 
the people of Owens Valley. He showed how the purchase of land by the 
City of Los Angeles, and turning it back to desert in order to secure 
water, was depopulating the valley, lowering property values, and ruining 
the life sources of business and professional men. 

Since that time the situation has progressed in the following -ways: 
The advertising which came to the Valley through the opening of the 
spillway and allowing the water to waste for several days, has acquainted 
the people of the State more fully with conditions there, and brought much 
assistance from the outside. The Governor sent in the State Engineer to 
make a report to him upon the conditions. His report was favorable to 
the Valley. This drew on his head the instant denunciation of the Los 
Angeles Water Board. This denunciation of a competent State official 
brought to the Valley support from all over the State, and the Legislature 
came to its assistance in two ways: First, by passing a measure making 
legal the payment of damages by Los Angeles, if she were willing to do 
so. Second, the Legislature refused to approve the effort of Los Angeles 
to organize a Metropolitan Water District in the Southland, in anticipa- 
tion of the coming of the Colorado River water, until the City should deal 
justly with Owens Valley. Intimation was also given that other desired 
legislative measures of similar import would await the same action by the 
City in the future. This stirred the Water Board to action, and instead of 
piece-meal purchases of land, fighting down the price to the lowest point 
in every instance, it has offered to purchase practically all of the land 
at an equitable price. Large purchases have been made and ranchers are 
planning to emigrate in numbers as soon as payments are made. This 
leaves the towns harder hit than ever, with the supporting constituencies 
going away. Since the Legislature has made the payment of damages to 
the towns legal, and has supported them in their fight once, the people are 
hoping that they will win and secure compensation for their losses. If 
these means do not succeed, they intend to base upon the action of the 
Legislature new contests in the courts for the justice so long delayed. 

The three towns in the Valley hope to survive, and within the space 
of some years change to tourist places and outing points for those seeking 
secluded districts and easy access to nature’s grandeur. The churches in 
the Valley are suffering along with all else, by the removal of the people 
and the depleted resources of those who will remain. Methodism has the 
strongest foothold in the Valley, of any denomination, and our work should 
be continued. Harry Banks, pastor of our church in Bishop, has done 


fine work among a people who were discouraged and whose nerves were 
close to the surface. 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S WORK: There is a fine enthusiasm in the 
work of Christ among the Epworth Leaguers. They are well organized 
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and led in local churches by sub-districts, and in the district as a whole. 
This may be traced to the fact that eight years ago a camp in the moun- 
tains was secured from the Forest Service, which has been developed by 
as fine and self-sacrificing devotion as you can find anywhere. Here the 
young folks gather for Institutes to fit them for the work of the Lord. 
This year there were 225 of them present from all over the district. In- 
structed, inspired and directed, they go back to make things different in 
their chapters. And I bear glad witness to the very great value of the 
leadership of A. Ray Moore among the young people who love him and 
gladly follow him. 

The Standard Teacher Training School, conducted by J. L. Corley 
in the winter, was fine, and made inadequate methods obsolete in many 
of our Sunday Schools. Daily Vacation Bible Schools were held in many 
churches. For three years a week-day school of Religion has been held 
in Grace Church, Fresno, on Wednesdays, with about thirty in attendance. 


CHURCH UNION: For years the division of Methodism resulting 
from issues which climaxed in the nation in 1861, forgotten in government 
but prepetuated in many villages in California, by the existence of two 
competing Methodist churches, the Methodist Episcopal Church and the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South, has amounted almost to a religious 
scandal. Wherever this condition prevails the Presbyterian Church is 
growing strong by the influx of Methodist people who will not be a party 
to such a condition. Devoutly do we hope, fervently do we pray, that 
unification, now being voted upon in both churches, may prevail. In several 
places in the Valley the local organizations are waiting impatiently for 
the result of the vote to be known. If it fails, they declare that they will 
take matters into their own hands and come together anyway. Concrete 
propositions for trading, we taking the work in one place and they in 
another, will be put up to the higher-ups for approval. Local leaders say 
they are “tired of this nonsense.” One congregation of the South Church 
has voted to come over to us in a body, but without the consent of the 
denominational leaders they cannot bring their property. I am heartily 
in favor of these trades. They should be carried also to other denomina- 
tions in over-churched communities. A Home Mission Council is at 
work in the district trying to bring this about. 


CHURCH DISUNION: While the above movements are going on, 
what a spectacle do we behold An influx of Texas evangelists, Pentecostal 
propagandists, Foursquare Revivalists, with a veneer of training, repeat- 
ing the discarded methods and interpretations of other days, has come to 
our Valley, differing mainly in emphasis on theories arising from a lit- 
eralistic interpretation of the Bible, they sometimes compete with each 
other in the same town at the same time for attention of the people and 
build an organization to perpetuate their peculiarities when they have 
gone. The result is to draw away from the established churches certain 
ones, and to confuse others until their religious faith is weakened. It is 
strange that the speaking in tongues, condemned by St. Paul in his day, and 
understood by no one, together with neurotic hypnosis, resulting in pro- 
miscuous rolling on the floor, should be taken as religion in an enlightened 
age. God be praised for the Methodist emphasis on intelligence, and edu- 
cation, and the test of wholesomeness as an evidence of our value in the 


sight of God. 


PERSONAL MENTION: Every preacher on the Fresno District 
has been faithful to his task and tried to be true to the trust committed to 
him by the Church. To mention every man and place would be a grati- 
fication to me, but in a letter sent to all I asked if they desired me to do 
it. The answer was unanimously “No.” There are, however, a few mat- 


ters about which you have a right to know. 
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Irvin Engle, our pastor at Trinity Church, Bakersfield, has asked for 
a Sabbatic year, and will study in Boston, and while there will scatter 
Methodist fire in a Congregational Church. c : 

Wm. A. Matson, having completed his course in the University of 
Southern California and Garrett Biblical Institute, and having persuaded 
Miss Martha Wagner, the accomplished Director of Religious Education 
at First Church, Santa Monica, to share with him the joys and vicissitudes 
of a parsonage home, will live at Kernville, high up in the mountains, 
ministering to the spiritual needs of a splendid people. : 


Caruthers and Raisin City were, at the last Conference, left to be 
supplied. C. E. Ruckman, a graduate of Ohio Wesleyan and Boston 
School of Theology, was secured by transfer from West Ohio Conference. 
Mrs. Ruckman is a trained and accomplished worker, and that Circuit is 
fortunate. 


Trinity Church, Fresno, near the Teacher’s College, with 1100 stu- 
dents from all over the Valley, merits the interest and should claim the 
support of the Conference. The attitude of the District may be known 
from the fact that the District meeting voted to give to this Church the 
entire appropriation of the District for Church Extension this year. Its 
pastor, J. E. Vandagriff, trained for work among students, enters upon 
his third year with equipment all too meager for successful work. | It is 
hoped that conditions may warrant the commencement of a new Church 
building during the present year. Besides his work as pastor, Brother 
Vandagriff serves as Executive Secretary of the City Church Federation. 

At Tulare during the year a fine new $6500 parsonage has been built 
on ground already owned by the church. Decorated by the pastor’s wife, 
who has rare artistic ability, it is a worthy home for any preacher. 

At Corcoran the property has been greatly improved with paint and 
sidewalks, and a new Sunday School and social annex, which adds greatly 
to the convenience and ease of doing the work of the Church. 


The church at Bonnie Brae which had been abandoned with the 
advent of the automobile was moved to Farmersville, and added to the 
equipment of that church and to their happiness as well. 

An outdoor court and playground was added to the equipment of the 
church at Bishop, so enlarging the activities of that interesting work. 


Delano has waited a long time for a worthy church building to 
come to that town. In the midst of financial depression in the Valley 
$18,000 has been subscribed, a fine site in the very center of the town 
has been purchased, a parsonage built and plans drawn for the erec- 
tion of a $35,000 church, which will be begun this fall. 

First Church, Fresno, put on a campaign to pay on the indebted- 
ness during the last winter, and raised $23,000 in subscriptions, besides 
easing the situation at the banks by the sale of bonds and making pay- 
ments on the notes. 


An_ interesting situation prevails at Hanford, where the pastor, 
L. V. Lucas, is mayor of the city. Besides attending to the work of; 
his church, he is rendering a wonderfully valuable service to the com- 
munity by furnishing an administration which is satisfactory to all but 
the wrongdoers. Should he be up for popular election again, it is esti- 
mated that he would receive the votes of ninety per cent of the people. 
A beginning on erection of a new church will be made within the next 
few weeks. 

For Building and Improvements we will report as paid over $10,000; 
for Payments of Church Debts, $14,000; for Retired Ministers, $11,000. 
The campaign for Retired Ministers Endowment was put on in but a part 
of the charges last year, on account of the difficult financial condition. 


It is planned to carry this out in the remainder of the field this coming 
year, 
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By intimate association with the pastors and their families I have 
come to know them well. If there is anywhere a more loyal, devoted, 
faithful, self-sacrificing set of men and women, I do not know them. 
For their fellowship, their kindness, and their patience during this year, 
when the work was new to me, I owe them a debt of gratitude which 
challenges me to greater consecration to their task and mine, to their 
Lord and mine. 

CHARIEES#PDAEEWIS: 


LONG BEACH DISTRICT 


A number of communities report a decrease of from 10 to 20% in 
population, and the entrance of other denominations in some fields have 
forced a condition whereby a pastor, to be content in his task, must die 
to the alluring ambition of a conference report vibrant with statistics 
showing increases. Let us assure our brethren in these places that their 
ministry is just as vital and worthwhile as that of the man favored by 
strategic conditions and opportunities. One pastor writes “Eleven more 
members have moved away since you held the Quarterly Conference. It 
is rather tough to take in over 50 members and then find that you have 
lost 80 in the shuffle. I am glad that I was returned at the last Con- 
ference to meet the problems of a decrease in population. A new man 
might have felt that the figures were padded.” We feel that on the District, 
a fine sense of balance has been maintained between a progressive educa- 
tional approach to the mind and a warm personal evangelism of: heart. 
Forty churches held eighty-seven weeks of evangelistic meetings. Twenty- 
one pastors conducted their own services. Nineteen churches employed 
evangelists. 1,002 people united with the church other than by transfer 
of certificate. 

The tragic fact that the Protestant Churches lose 60% of the youth 
enrolled in our Church Schools predicates the moral responsibility that a 
more adequate teaching staff be provided. To this end Teacher Training 
classes have been nurtured throughout the year. Twenty churches have 
enrolled 406 in Teacher Training Classes. Under the capable leadership of 
J. L. Corley a District Standard Teacher Training School was held in 
First Church, Long Beach. The enrollment was 197. 

The Epworth League Institute was held at Arroyo Grande. The at- 
tendance was considerably increased over that of last year. 

Eleven church conducted Daily Vacation Bible Schools with an en- 
rollment of 834 pupils.

The merging of Central Church and Trinity Church, Long Beach, 
making a larger membership, a more extended territory, and providing 
more attractive building and equipment, had been in the minds of some 
and came to a direct consideration when the Central Church received an 
offer for their building and location. A Quarterly Conference of the 
Trinity Church was called for Nov. 17, 1924, and voted in favor of the 
merger. The following evening in a like meeting the Central Church 
registered a favorable vote. Bishop Burns issued the decree and J. F. 
Humphrey and C. T. Harrison were appointed Associate Pastors. 

The High School was secured as a meeting place of the combined 
churches and on Dec. 8, the new church was organized. The first meet- 
ing of the united congregation and Sunday School was Sunday, Dec. 14 
when the District Supt. preached. A location which is considered strategic, 
at the corner of State St. and Atlantic Ave. was purchased for $50,000. 
A campaign for subscriptions for the building fund was launched, and the 
pledges secured thus far amount to $76,000. Three pieces of unsold prop- 
erty valued at $52,500 and a mortgage for $32,000 in Central Church, with 
the above subscription notes total $161,000 as resources. 


AS TO PROSPECT: A survey reveals that the new church site, is 
at the center of an area in which nearly one third of the school population 
of Long Beach live, and in which at the present time there are only two 
other small churches. A beautiful modern plant with accommodations 
for a full church program is proposed. j 


NEW WORE: Three Community Federated churches became Metho- 
dist Community Churches. Tujunga: On the evening of Dec. 17, 1924, it 
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was my privilege to journey to Tujunga and find there a well organized 
church with Edgar W. Paske one of our retired ministers serving in the 
capacity of acting pastor. After consultation it was decided that the 
Federated Church become a Methodist Community Church and Brother 
Pasko turned over a fully organized church of 198 members, a Sunday 
School of 400 and a church plant worth $20,000.

Zelzah. Alex Lyall of Chatsworth went over to Zelzah and after a 
few weeks’ labor organized a Methodist Church with 25 members. We 
expect to give leadership to these people and develop in a few years a self 
supporting Community Church. 


Palomar. Here for years the German Methodist Conference has main- 
tained a small organization. E. C. Jannusc the superintendent of the 
German work realizing that this field had become distinctly an English 
speaking church, made overtures that we take the responsibility for leader- 

_ ship in our Conference. In a splendid way he led these people into the 
acceptance of the plan and with the consent of the resident Bishop it 
will be reported as one of our churches this conference year. 


CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS ENDOWMENT FUND: The ap- 
peals for better provision for our retired brethren found access to the 
hearts of the people. We raised our quota of $75,000 with a surplus of 
$11,000. The appeal for the retired brethren has awakened a better ap- 
preciation of the needs of our effective men and it is with great pleasure 
I can state that 32 churches have this year increased their ministers’ salaries 
$11,053, an added increase of $4,433 is promised by 13 churches for next 
year. 


SANTA BARBARA DISASTER: On June 29th, a disastrous earth- 
quake destroyed one-third of the assessed value of the beautiful city of 
Santa Barbara. Our Methodist Church was so badly damaged that the 
authorities demanded that it be immediately demolished. This has been 
done at a cost of $5,000. 

The loyal people of the church had paid in actual cash the sum of 
$72,000 for improvement of the edifice in the past six years, and had just 
completed a fine Sunday School addition. All this was lost in the short 
period of 19 seconds. Our people are without a place of worship. During 
the summer they have met in the park. Starting next Sunday they will 
hold their services in the High School, until such time as a church can 
be built. 

We appreciate the immediate sympathic leadership of Bishop Burns, 
the proffered assistance of the Board of Home Missions’ under the leader- 
ship of Dr. David Forsyth, and the assistance of J. W. Patterson, President 
of the Laymen’s Association of the Conference. Bate 

We express our deep gratitude to Bishop Mead for his kindly con- 
sideration of our crisis, to the Cabinet for their approval of our need, to 
the laymen and ministers of the Conference for their splendid co-operation 
in the unanimous adoption of the resolution to assist us in the effort to

LOS ANGELES DISTRICT 


METHODIST INSTITUTIONS AND ACTIVITIES IN LOS AN- 
GELES: The University of Southern California is now the largest Metho- 
dist university in the world, enrolling 12,000 students. During the year, 
the Woman’s Building, costing with equipment $175,000, has been com- 
pleted, filling a great need. The School of Law is being erected, cost $185,- 
000, while the Science Building, costing $240,000, has also been completed 
and used for the first time this year. 
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The Spanish American Institute at Gardena is doing a noble work 
for boys. a 

The Woman’s Home Missionary Society has three notable institutions: 
The Deaconess Home, the Frances DePauw School for Girls, and the 
great Methodist Hospital. These women of holy daring borrowed a half 
million dollars and erected another wing to their building, with a Nurses 
Home. 

The Goodwill Industries of Southern California is a Methodist insti- 
tution, with a member of this Conference, F. H. Blair, as superintendent. 
Its Board has been reorganized according to the advice of the Board of 
Home Missions. One hundred thousand dollars of Centenary money 1s 
invested in the building. 

The Plaza Community Center is building and its fine work going for- 
ward; it is also a part of the denominational mission work in Los Angeles, 
and a member of this Conference, W. T. Gilliland, is superintendent. 

Pacific Palisades Association, organized on faith, has grown to be a 
$5,000,000 corporation, and in its development Charles H. Scott has built 
himself a great memorial. Its affairs are controlled and managed by a 
Board instituted by this Conference, and perpetuated from names approved 
by it. It will be a notable Methodist center and the greatest assembly and 
convention place in the world within a short time. 

The Epworth League and Sunday School work of the Conference cen- 
ters in Los Angeles, and the work of Secretary A. Ray Moore has been 
extremely helpful. Jesse L. Corley is steadily and persistently pushing 
forward the methods and ideals of real Christian education. 

It is pleasant to have the office of Conference Treasurer, J. B. Green, 
best loved of all our members, located here. We have Methodist Head- 
quarters now centralized and look forward to the time when we may have 
a building of our own and a book room. W. M. Jeffers manages the Con- 
ference Endowment Fund from the Headquarters, and the district com- 
mitteemen. have furnished him valuable aid in his great campaign. We 
“went over the top” handsomely, nearly every church reaching its goal 


and some going well beyond. Our cash payments upon this fund already 
reach $47,134. 


CLOSE-UP OF THE PROCESS OF LOSING AMERICAN 
CITIES: I present to you, not a moving picture, but a living exhibit of 
the process of losing an American city to Protestantism, realizing that 
this will not be a popular thought, for we Methodists dearly love to preen 
ourselves upon our growth and ability; but I do not know how we can save 
the future without facing the facts. 


For many years, Methodism (and I regret to say, Protestantism), has 
been declining in the cities as the urban revolution went forward. We 
are traveling preachers, traveling congregations; inded, we have a traveling 
population. Some folks express their reversion to nomadic type by gypsy- 
ing along the highways in flivvers; but others yield to the urge by chang- 
ing their domiciles frequently; and this fact seriously complicates our 
church life. 

In addition to the influx’of more than 100,000 new residents in 1924, 
there has been a constant shift of population, in which foreigners and Jews 
supersede the Americans and in some sections a tenement class succeed 
those who owned their homes, while homes give place to apartment houses 
where the modern cliff dwellers return to their cells only to sleep. 

Twenty-five years ago the ratio of Methodists to the population in 
Los Angeles was | to 29; now it is barely 1 to 50. There are reasons. 

_ Despite splendid pastoral effort, we lose more than 50% of the Metho- 
dists who come to California; thus immigration steadily runs the ratio 
down while adding to our responsibilities. The peculiar psychology of 
this city with its countless bootleg religions; the aggressiveness of some 
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patentable improvements upon the “faith of our fathers,” which include 
“foursquare gospels,” healings, talking with tongues, premillennialists, 
etc., draws from some of our churches earnest people who love an emo- 
tional religion and who do not discriminate. Some of our ministers have 
had their best work annulled by the invasion of peculiar interpretations of 
the Scriptures actually bringing back the high Calvinism supposedly driven 
from the field by John Wesley and Fletcher of Madely. 

Our people are gathered from the four quarters of the land and are 
not homogeneous. There is little authority left in the church save that 
of the minister’s personality. In some congregations we have “the revolt 
of youth,” the “sotness” of middle life with the “petrifaction” of age. The 
lack of suitable buildings handicaps us sorely. We cannot impress the 
great civilization about us by small, feeble churches on back streets. We 
must make the sacrifice to build great institutions and equip them for do- 
ing modern work. To stem the tide of defeat in the city we must have 
the best men; men who will sacrifice to work day and night, on salaries 
less than the smaller towns pay; men who will meet adversities with a 
smile and who are willing to consume their lives quickly in the heat of 
extreme toil, distractions and difficulties. 


MEMBERSHIP: I doubt if the membership report will show much 
gain over last year. The real gain has been fully equal to the usual record, 
but the opportunity to place names under the “inactive” list has given a 
long desired opportunity to relieve the church records of so-called “dead 
timber,” an idea very appealing to Quarterly Conferences with an eye 
upon apportionments. Pastors are urged not to fail still to cultivate and 
endeavor to interest those on this “inactive” list. 


SNAPSHOTS OF THE CHURCHES: The east side problem is 
aggravated by the settlement of many thousands of people in the county, 
outside the corporation lines, where without city government, with doubt- 
ful provision for sewage and with risky water supply, poor people strug- 
gling to obtain homes, and a horde of foreigners, largely Mexicans, but 
also including a polyglot of tongues, have built shacks close together, and 
live in conditions dangerous to health and morality. Some effort is made 
for their religious care, but it is utterly inadequate. Brooklyn Heights, a 
church of good record and containing a small band of devoted people, has 
been overwhelmed like Canaan of old, by a Hebrew invasion. A neigh- 
borhood wherein the two public schools have an enrollment of 95% chil- 
dren of Israel, is not fertile in producing Methodists. It has been neces- 
sary to close the church and the property will be sold. 

Belvedere holds its own, and Wilbur Fisk and his family are beloved 
by the fine people who stand by in that fortification of the Kingdom, where 
to hold your own is manifest progress. : 

Because the avenue of that name ceased to exist, Stephenson Avenue 
Church changes its name to Emmanuel, and R. T. Simpson, a local elder, 
continues diligent care of the flock. 

Euclid Heights has stemmed the drift, like “the great rock in a weary 
land.” W. A. Reynolds, with tactful management and skillful financiering, 
completed the church building, which Bishop Burns dedicated October 
19th. A new lot has been purchased giving the church access to another 
street and changes in the parsonage property will improve Euclid’s situa- 
tion. 
In the center of the city we have a miniature world with inherent prob- 
lems, requiring the church to speak in all the tongues of Petecost. Thou- 
sands of people of varied nationalities have their homes here in conditions 
which would give inexhaustible materials to a Dickens, leaving a residue 
sufficient for a Victor Hugo. In this part of Los Angeles the pneumonic 
plague originated and raged with deadliness which defied the health author- 
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ities, and menaced the whole country. The conditions are such as to de- 
velop any deadly thing. : 

To meet this, some years ago the Church of All Nations was estab- 
lished in some old dwellings on Sixth and Gladys Streets with the inten- 
tion of making a center of evangelistic and social forces for 60,000 people, 
speaking ‘20 languages; with only one Protestant church attempting any- 
thing among them. Here G. Bromley Oxnam has carried on, repeatedly 
refusing flattering invitations to great pulpits and even to a college presi- 
dency, for “he loves the people.” 

Last year, we combined Grace, the Church of All Nations and some 
small churches into the City Parish, hoping also to unite some of the 
other social agencies of our Methodism with them. We had hoped that 
the Goodwill Industries and possibly even the Plaza Community Center 
might in the end be unified with these projects under one administration, 
all integrated with this Conference. 


When Brooklyn Heights was closed in May, Wm. Clyde Beecher was 
transferred to Westland Church. 


At Epworth, Byron Hovey has developed notable work among the 
boys and girls of the neighborhood, mostly from foreign born parents. 

Harold E. Baker was appointed to Elysian Gardens and has given 
full time. Here the City Missionary Society has purchased a desirable lot, 
our property having been condemned by the city for Riverside Boulevard, 
and we hope to build. 


Bro. Oxnam secured assistance from the Community Chest for some 
of the philanthropic work of Grace and also for the Church of All Nations. 
A staff of workers has functioned in the various stations of the parish. 


The Conference, the Area Council and the Finance Commission having 
performed their various functions in legitimizing it, the long delayed effort 
to raise money for the building of the community house for the Church of 
All Nations, combined with the same effort for the Plaza Community 
Center, is about to be made. Building is far along at the Plaza and is 
about to begin at the Church of All Nations. In this effort to centralize 
and unify the Methodist Mission work in the central part of the city we 
have followed the very well devised plan of the Discipline to make the 
City Missionary Society a clearing house. It has part of the trustees in 
the smaller churches; it directs the City Parish and it now has within its 
Board representatives of all our City Methodism, viz., the German, Danish- 
Norwegian, Swedish, Japanese, Latin American Conferences and Maclay 
School of Religion. Bro. Oxnam has served as its secretary, giving it 
much time and attention, receiving no salary for this work. Mr. F. A. 
Powell, the president, and a number of our laymen have given us much 
time and valuable counsel. It is the hope of solving many of our city 
problems. 


In the center of the city are also located Wesley, Hamilton, Vincent, 
Vernon Avenue, Union Avenue, Echo Park, Westlake, South Main Street, 
First Church, and St. James. Wesley is a great church and A. P. Shaw 
enters upon his ninth year by the unanimous request of his large Quarterly 
Conference. S. M. Beane and Hamilton have progressed happily together 
and are paying off the mortgage. He is requested to remain for his 
seventh year. 

Vincent Church is one of the happiest, most congenial organizations in 
the city, and it does things. George A. Monkman is loved by all. 

Vernon Avenue is alive and has large congregations. Few churches 
See devote as great a portion of their means to the Kingdom. C. 
anne Stee eee and resourcefulness which solves the ques- 
Sreari crise ey Lenemec O and of holding his own in the con- 


Union Avenue has had a long struggle and its problem is not yet 
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solved, but it has nearly paid off the mortgage. The people desire the 
reappointment of C. L. York. 


Echo Park’s new church is a delight to its people. This is another place 
where we have taken a determined stand. A fine field of American people 
about the church; many young folks and an official board awake to the 
requirements, have been served by O. W. Renius, who has toiled dili- 
ae and faithfully amid discouragements. which would daunt a stouter 

eart. 


First Church has the largest membership of any white Methodist 
Church in the world and it ministers to a cosmopolitan throng which 
Sunday by Sunday touches its altars to be inspired by its vast and varied 
ministry. Its net membership is 3663; in the five years’ pastorate of Bro. 
Helms, it has contributed more money than in the previous 45 years of its 
history. Despite the immense total contributions for benevolences of last 
year, this year exceeds it by more than $9000, increasing World Service 
by $2000. The two women’s Missionary Societies lead the giving of the 
world in their order. For poor relief, more than $4500 was contributed. 
The total moneys raised by this wonderful church, for purposes other than 
conducting its own work, reached this year the enormous sum of $85,440. 
Their “local budget” was $67,000 apart from the building fund. The edu- 
cational program of this church is of the highest order; its social and young 
people’s work unexcelled, and in every way First Church makes itself felt 
in the life of this city. Bro. Helms and Bro. Leitzell are a fine example of 
how ministers can do team work. 

Westlake Church made a sincere effort to enter the great field lying 
west of Western Avenue, but this was not to be. The fine membership in 
this church of noble history then rallied to the sanguine and cheery lead- 
ership of George A. Warmer, and purchased a $30,000 lot to the north. As 
to the other improvements, I may pertinently quote the epitaph of Wren 
in St. Paul’s, London: “Look around you!” Westlake hospitably opened 
its doors when those who invited us to meet with them one and two years 
ago left us as waifs in the street, with no place to meet. The church is 
growing and has a future; such men as are numbered in its officiary will 
never let the Cross touch the ground. 

At St. James, A. F. Hasse has served four years with many conver- 
sions, more than 100 this year. The new pipe organ proves a delightful 
accessory of worship and good congregations have been maintained. 

At South Main, Don S. Ford, assisted by R. Fred Moseley, has a church 
organized for work and efficiency equal to anything in the Conference, 
During the four years of Bro. Ford’s ministry, the pastoral support has 
been doubled; membership nearly doubled despite the constant attrition 
always in this type of church, and property values have more than doubled. 
A constituency list of 3000 and the church workers reporting more than 
3000 visits apart from the nastor’s, shows something of the activities. Dur- 
ing these four years, Mr. Ford has had the joy of knowing that more than 
a thousand people have accepted Christ at his invitation. 

Arlington and Pico Heights. After due consideration and unanimous 
request of the Quarterly Conferences, these two churches were united by 
Bishop Burns. A site was finally chosen on Country Club Drive and 
Manhattan Place, and the new enterprise christened St. Paul’s. E. H. 
Nicholson was asked to do some other work and W. C. Botkin has man- 
aged the moving of Pico Heights Church and the intricate business adjust- 
ments necessary. The new enterprise will cost about $100,000. ° 

We formerly considered the Wilshire district to be the western part 
of the city, but now that our boundaries reach to the sea, it is scarcely that. 
Wilshire Church has built a magnificent educational, athletic and com- 
munity plant costing $125,000. Benjamin. Sherwood Haywood has dili- 
gently carried on the diversified work of this church. 
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To the south we have West Adams, a beautiful churchly building, with 
a refined, capable membership, where D. Roland Martin has passed his first 
year in our Conference with increasing congregations and notable finan- 
cial achievement. 

Normandie Avenue loves D. W. Wilt and believes that it and he have 
a future together. 

Santa Barbara Avenue has pledged its well trained pastor, aN 
Ashley, to a building enterprise next year in this fine field. He knows how 
to survey a parish and discover the latent possibilities, and he works. 

Chesterfield Square, also a fine field, is a young church with a great 
future, where J. E. Dunning is closing his fourth year. He carries on a 
modern educational program, has steadily increased the membership and 
decreased the debt. 

University Church, with fine tradition, impressive - history and most 
remarkable achievements has lived up to its record in benevolence under 
the leadership of William A. Brown. He has directed the staff and the 
volunteer workers with masterly skill. 

An outstanding piece of work has been accomplished at Vermont 
Avenue Square.by J. Wesley Neely and his enthusiastic people. The build- 
ings in use were too valuable to be discarded; they were rebuilt; a new 
athletic building and a new house of worship erected. The latter is church- 
ly, unique, and one of the best in California. The entire cost, $143,000, 
was provided before dedication. The organ is a notable addition to the 
musical equipment of the city. Byron S. Horn has been the assistant pas- 
tor, beloved by the young people and putting over a worth while educa- 
tional program. 

Florence Avenue occupies a location of strategic value and has an 
inspiring history. It is one of our oldest churches. J. E. Ferris and his 
capable wife are dear to the people and are undaunted by difficulties. 

Bethel will eventually become one of the strong churches of the city. 
M. A. Wimberly has worked as would be expected from the faithful Metho- 
dist preacher he has shown himself to be, and the church is so encouraged 
that at the-end of the year they added $100 to the salary paid him and 
have increased $500 for next year. 


H. Donald Clarey and a far-sighted, forward looking band of laymen 
have gathered many into the Haven Church. The Church School has 
passed all others in the District in training for modern work and is highly 
efficient. A building enterprise is under way to be consummated next 
year. A fine new parsonage now houses the pastor’s family and the several 
lots on a prominent corner provide a basis for a future church which will 
be conspicuous and of wide influence. 


Within and alongside the “shoestring strip” the city builds southward 
to the sea. A few churehes, planted in poverty by devoted Methodists, 
struggle to meet the demands of the increasing numbers. Woodcrest, with 
a fine location for the future, finds itself crowded by oil wells, yet does 
not participate in the profits. Derricks encroaching upon homes, and the 
constant excitement and expectation, tangle the work of the church, and 


prevent the growth confidently expected under the wise leadership of T. 
H. Dodd. 


Sunnyside, with heroic effort, completed its Sunday School and com- 
munity building at a cost of $8000 and Bishop Burns dedicated it early in 
the Conference year. Luther A. Rice and his gifted wife have a great 
modern Church School, and their reappointment is asked. cm 

Farther south, S. J. Lindsay has struggled with the twenty-year prob- 
an of Moneta. He broke the record by remaining two years and is well 

oved. 

In Harbor City we have the only church in town, and while tem- 
porarily industrial and economic conditions are adverse, W. L. Summers 
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has worked efficiently. One could but love the brave little band who 
“stand by.” 


Gardena “every day in every way grows better and better.” August 
16th Bishop Burns dedicated the new community building and the athletic 
building. The two have cost $70,000 and the town appreciates them. V. 
Hunter Brink took this enterprise, begun by E. B. Cole, and without a 
hitch carried it forward to completion. 

The northeastern part of Los Angeles, beginning where the ostriches 
tile the Pasadena District, has some aggressive churches. At Garvanza, 
W. W. Kaler is well beloved by old and young, who insist upon his re- 
appointment. 
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Highland Park has rivalled Wilshire and Vermont Square for laurels 
in building. The fine educational and community plant, costing $75,000, 
was dedicated by Bishop Burns while C. O. Kimball was absent on that 
pilgrimage every minister longs to take, to the Holy Land. His people 
feel that they are enriched by his trip. The church is thoroughly organ- 
‘zed and an admirable working force. This pastor does his work with- 
out any lost motion. 

At York Boulevard, P. P. Carroll for four years has led the steady 
activities of a growing society, rebuilding the church and erecting a good 
parsonage. 

Asbury Church is worthy of the name it bears. A sacrificial mem- 
bership, a modern program largely conducted by its own people, and a 
pastor whose executive and pulpit ability stand out conspicuously makes 
a highly effective combination. Harry Slater has refused invitations which 
gave more conspicuous fields and larger salaries, and his middle name is 
“Work.” The pastor’s salary is increased $300 for next year. 

Annandale has had the fourth year of G. A. Porter’s pastorate, and 
despite adversities, it has been quite what our old fashioned presiding 
elders used to report as “a good year,” closing with a midsummer revival 
meeting in which twenty persons accepted Christ. 


Along the Hollywood mountains, our line of churches stretches to- 
ward the sea. At Mt. Olive, W. H. Rogers has closed his fifth year in 
exultation over the church debt of nearly $5000 paid off this year; with a 
goodly increase in membership and unanimous request for reappointment 
for the sixth year, backed up by a salary raise of $500. 

The difficulties at Melrose seem to be mastered by R. J. Wyckoff, who 
admits the most unique year of a fertile and varied ministry. The church 
project involved the sale of the former site, the sale of parsonage and 
purchase of new parsonage property and a church site upon which a 
beautiful brick church is being erected, the cost of which without fur- 
nishings will be $70,000. 

Larchmont Heights has a location which is something of a problem, 
but has a devoted and sacrificing band of people who greatly loved A. W. 
Lamport. G. W. Richmire, pastor, Mrs. Richmire’s Junior Church, and the 
activities of their son with the boys, have all been an asset to the work. 
The people are agreed upon a decidedly progressive movement for next 
year. 

First Church, Hollywood, has determined upon a location at Highland 
and Franklin Avenues; part of the present site has been sold and the 
official body has voted to proceed to erect a worthy structure. Willsie 
Martin has had tempting invitations to other great fields, but realizes 
that we ought to have here, please God, will have, a church to rank 
with First Church, Los Angeles, and First Church, Pasadena. 

_ Early in the Conference year, Crescent Heights finished the $38,000 
building begun under Floyd Seaman’s pastorate, and it was the privilege 
of E. B. Cole to lead the completion and dedication of it. 

Calvary Church was finished last year. W. E. Edgin and this recently 
gathered society, finding themselves already like “the old woman who 
lived in a shoe,” proceeded to build added rooms for the Church School, 
and included a parsonage in the structure, at an expenditure of $6000. 

Their nearest Methodist neighbor is our Culver City Church. M. 
Me! cares for os mere of the church intelligently and is

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Pacific Palisades asks for a full time pastor this year. Ov B. Waite 
has served since the organization of the church in dual capacity as pastor 
and also educational director of the Palisades Association. The society 
has a parsonage project under way. 


: UNOCCUPIED TERRITORY: Here we face a formidable situa- 
tion, mentioned in my report last year. Between Fountain Avenue and 
West Adams from Western Avenue to Sawtelle, we have no Methodist 
Church, excepting Larchmont Heights, in the northeast corner of this vast 
area. St. Paul’s has just been established on the line. It is one of the 
fairest regions of the city; already thousands of beautiful homes are estab- 
lished and perhaps 150,000 people are living therein. Sherman and Bev- 
erly Hills are included, with the tract where the new State University will 
be erected. 

During the year we have made persistent effort to enter this terri- 
tory, enlisting the activities of many laymen and real estate agents. Our 
work reveals the astonishing fact that in platting subdivisions, building 
restrictions are placed upon the residence lots, usually for 50 years. These 
restrictions prevent churches from building in residence sections, forcing 
them to the business lots which are exorbitantly priced and really unsuit- 
able. The only desirable lots for a church, 100 feet front, in a large area 
recently explored, were priced at $37,000. Real estate greed is strangling 
the church. 

The location of the State University beyond Beverly lays another re- 
sponsibility upon us. We need, we must have, funds to enter there. Tech- 
nically some of this territory is in Long Beach District, but my brother 
Superintendent and I are not haggling over district lines—if we only 
had the money we would enter. 

I am proud of the men of the district; if I only could solve the ap- 
parently insoluble problems of that unchurched area, of the mass of for- 
eigners who are not assimilated by the melting pot of the public schools; 
if I could help these ministers and the splendid laymen of our churches 
to take Los Angeles for Jesus Christ and dominate its life by His Spirit, 
I should be grateful. It is saddening to know that despite our efforts we 
are falling behind the population. We must find the way. 

Working these brief months with my splendid comrades of the Los 
Angeles District, I am sure that I represent them when I say, despite the 
difficulties, toils, wearinesses, misunderstandings, heartaches, it is our joy 
to establish the Kingdom in this imperial city, and to salute our brothers 
in this annual meeting, and if it were ours, we would write above the door 


of the Conference: 


“Vet take heed of Him; for as thou pass 
Beneath this archway then thou wilt become 

A thrall to His enchantments; for the King 
Will bind thee with such vows as is a shame 

A man should not be bound by; yet the which 
No man can keep. But so thou dread to swear 
Pass not this gateway, but abide 

Without, among the cattle of the stall.”

PASADENA DISTRICT 


The names of but two men appear in this report. A. W. Adkinson, 
having completed an even fifty years in the ministry of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, steps out of the active into the retired relationship, 
leaving behind him an unbroken record of conspicuous service seldom 
equalled in our ministry. With his retirement, a courtly Christian gen- 
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tleman, typical of the finest traditions of the Christian Church, ends a pub- 
lic career of half a century, crowned with the love and admiration of a 
host whom no man can number. The ministry of his closing pastorate at 
Chino has been a gracious one. No more tender expressions of genuine 
esteem could be uttered than have come from the flock who have had the 
honor of sharing the final two years of his long pastoral career. His 
health may not permit his attendance at any of the sessions of Conference, 
which is a keen disappointment to him and to his brethren. 
W. L. Y. Davis, my predecessor, who could write a report to which 
the entire conference would listen, and who could leave the District after 
six years of administration with everybody loving him, bequeathed to 
this superintendent a district second to none in organization and morale. 


INGATHERINGS: Easter Sunday was very like a Pentecost on the 
Pasadena District. The pastors reported 1498 accessions on that single 
sunny day. Up to that date 2560 had been gathered to the church since 
the beginning of the Conference year. In seeking for the most effective 
method of present day evangelism, it is worth noting that of this number 
290 were won by so-called mass evangelism and 2270 by the personal 
visitation method. 

Our committees on church membership, working under the new pro- 
visions for disposal of inactive members, have cleared up the membership 
records in a thorough-going fashion. This transfer of hundreds of names 
to the inactive column is one of the most wholesome features of the year’s 
work. 

We have received into preparatory membership, 859. Into full mem- 
bership 2878. The present full membership shows a grand total of 19,417. 


CHURCH SCHOOLS: First Church, Pasadena, leads the District 
with an enrollment of 2231, Glendale First follows with 1369, then Hollis- 
ton Avenue, Pasadena, with 1148 and First, Redlands, with 939. 

The District has a grand total enrollment in church schools ore VAISS 

Three District Leadership Training Schools under direction of our 
Conference Department of Church Schools, and several interdenominational 
schools have given a most gratifying impetus to the movement for better 
trained teachers. 


EPWORTH LEAGUES: The Epworth Leagues of the District re- 
port an enrollment of 2652. The District won the attendance banner at the 
Pacific Palisades Institute held in July, and Redlands First Church the 
chapter banner in the same contest. At the District Convention held at 
Monrovia in the spring 700 delegates sat down to the opening banquet, 
and following the feast, when voluntary subscriptions were taken to cover 
an apportionment of $2000 for Central Office, District and Conference pro- 
gram, they responded with subscriptions of approximately $2500. The 
District Cabinet of ten members has divided itself into five Gospel Teams, 
one of which will appear in each church of the District during the Con- 
ference year to take charge of the Sunday evening preaching service, not 
to preach, but to tell their Christian experience and call their young com- 
rades to consecration to Christ. 


LADIES’ AID SOCIETIES: Reports from Ladies’ Aid Societi 

E cietie 
taken at the Fourth Quarterly Conferences, many of them in June, with 
their year’s work incomplete, show this indispensable department of the 
church as having made 26,942 calls and raising $18,091. 


WOMEN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETIES: The Women’s Mission- 
a Societies will show, both Home and Foreign, a gain over last year in 
ue aereene of conditions which seem to explain the widespread falling 
i zs orld Service receipts. The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 

ports, incomplete at time of Fourth Quarterly Conferences, show a

grand total of $21,572. The Women’s Home Missionary Society report 
$38,720. Their beautiful and commodious new David and Margaret Home 
for orphan children, costing $160,000, will soon be dedicated. A summary 
of the women’s work of the District causes us to break forth in the words 
of Christian men of old, “and certain women of our company amazed us.” 


BUILDING AND IMPROVEMENTS: The strength and beauty 
of a people’s faith is sooner or later reflected in their temples of worship. 
Our people have this year completed buildings and improvements costing 
$855,627. They have paid on old indebtedness $57,342.

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ALHAMBRA, FIRST: Amid the fine old trees and lovely shrubs of 
the former Temple estate in Alhambra, on the corner of Main and Alman- 
sor Streets, one of the most beautiful and commodious of Southern Cali- 
fornia’s great temples is now being erected. 


On this property an up-to-date educational and social plant is nearing 
completion, and will be ready for occupancy the first Sunday in October. 
The auditorium is well on the way with the most approved earthquake- 
proof construction, and will be finished about the first of January, and is 
of attractive Spanish Renaissance architecture. The total cost of the build- 
ing will be about $165,000, which, with the value of the property and the 
new parsonage property, will bring the holdings of our Alhambra First 
Church nearer the half million than the quarter million mark. 


NEW CHURCHES: New churches dedicated this year are Los 
Vegas, $35,000; Baldwin Park, $40,000; Temple, $30,000; Pacific Avenue, 
Glendale, Sunday School addition, $4500; Redlands, First, Church School 
plant, $42,000; Pasadena, First, $1,000,000, all provided before dedication. 
This latter is no doubt the finest working church plant in Methodism. It 
is the result of a generous mixture of money and brains and both expended 
freely, and this church seems to have both money and brains left. The 
total cost of the six churches dedicated this year was $1,151,500. 


Two churches now nearing completion will be dedicated early next 
year; Lancaster at a cost of $15,000 and Alhambra, First, at a cost of $155,- 
000. ; 


NEW PARSONAGES: Alhambra, First, and Holliston Avenue, 
Pasadena, have added new parsonages to their property this year. 


SALARY INCREASES: The following charges increased pastors’ 
salaries this year: Washington Street, Pasadena, $380; First, Alhambra, 
$600; San Bernardino, $600; Scott Chapel, Pasadena, $100; Montrose, $550; 
South Pasadena, $600; Pomona, First, $500; Baldwin Park, $500; San 
Dimas, $300; Cucamonga, $200; Pasadena, First, $500; Altadena, $200; 
Central Avenue, Glendale, $200; First, Glendale, $1700. Total increase 
this year, $6930. 

The foiiowing have already voted increases for next year: Monrovia, 
$600; Upland, $300; Pasadena, First, $500; Temple, $500; Eagle Rock, 
$500; Holliston Avenue, $2000. 

Of the 48 charges on the District, 34 will next year be paying $2000 
and house, or more; 4, $2500 or more; 16, $3000 or more; 11, $3600 or 
more; 3, $5000 or more. 


WORLD SERVICE reports $85,000; Conference Claimants, $35,000.

SAN DIEGO DISTRICT 


The close of the Conference year finds the families of our San Diego 
parsonage homes, in the spirit of hopefulness and with the attitude of 
devout thanksgiving to Almighty God. For the most part our pastors 
and their families have been preserved in life and health. 


With saddened hearts we note the death of F. P. Morgan, our pastor

sublime, went out to meet her Pilot face to face. 

__ Will E. Malan has recovered after a major operation. Joseph E. 
Fisher, of Arlington, is now lying upon a bed of suffering. 


CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS ENDOWMENT: The campaign 
for Conference Claimants Endowrfhent was put on in earnest, early in 
the year, resulting in an over-subscription of the apportionment and the 
San Diego District was the first to go over the top. 


.WORLD SERVICE: There can be no doubt but that the Conference 
Claimants Campaign, which had right of way according to the vote of the 
Annual Conference, crippled the World Service program, making impos- 
sible the raising of our district quota. We cannot expect to put over the 
regular work of the church, and at the same time put on year after year 
these special financial drives. 


The San Diego District includes Orange, Riverside, San Diego and 
Imperial Counties and juts into Los Angeles County at one point. After 
the figure of a man, its trunk lies in the Riverside-Orange group, while the 
legs reach down on-either side of the Mountain Range with both feet wet, 
one touching at Tiajuana and the other at Mexicali. This district, in 
extent of territory, as well as in the outline of its borders, is a difficult 
one to administer. The difficulties, however, are not so much to the ad- 
ministration as to the district itself and lie in the fact that its groups are 
so separated that some of them are quite inaccessible to others, thus 
making exceedingly difficult a district consciousness. One of the problems 
we face in this division of the work is that of a district program that 
really brings together all the forces of organization and all the powers of 
leadership. The solution of this problem is now under way, we believe, 
by an association recently effected, known as the San Diego District Or- 
ganization of Lay Activities, headed by one of our upstanding younger 
men in San Diego City, Wilbur Thomas. Much may be expected in the 
future as the result of the functioning of this vital laymen’s organization. 
Imperial Valley Group: 

Calexico. Arthur T. Hobson, one of our own young men, last year 
returned from Boston School of Theology and was assigned to this im- 
portant charge. Under his faithful ministry the work has prospered great- 
ly—the membership in the church, the Sunday School and the Epworth 
League has increased. 

Heber. N. H. Hudson, Pastor. There are increases in every depart- 
ment of our work in Heber. 


El Centro. Arthur E. Schultz is to be returned. He has served four 
years with great acceptability, and was never more popular than now. 

Holtville. W. L. Dexter has had another good year. The people 
have been happy and greatly blessed under his faithful Gospel ministry. 

Imperial. This has been a year of uncertainty and disappointment for 
our church at Imperial. An unfortunate “suppply” arrangement brought 
grief and considerable loss to our cause. Q. P. Royer came to our relief, 
however, near the middle of the year and has done what he could by way 
of a Sunday ministry to bring together our scattered forces. This next 
year a most challenging opportunity will be given to some Conference man 
to lead this discouraged band of Methodists back into a position of hope- 
~ fulness in that community. a 

Brawley. B. F. Davis, Pastor. There has been a membership increase 
this year of 55, World Service raised in full, and all the interests of the 
church have been cared for, and B. F. Davis is asked to return. 
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Alamorio & Mulberry: Extensive improvements are being made for 
the pastor’s comfort, and the whole community is uniting for a forward 
move in the church work. Bro. Benefiel has served well. 

Indio. Daniel Miller, pastor, has had the joy of “picking up the 
pieces” of a broken organization. He is asking to be admitted on trial 
in our Conference this year and is asked to return to Indio for another 
year’s service. 

Riverside Group: 

Banning. Leonard Oechsli, pastor, has had a great first year in our 
Conference, Bishop Burns having transferred him from the North Sumatra 
Conference. He has had a really great year in his own church, and has 
helped in many ways churches all over the district. The salary is raised 
200. 

; San Jacinto. This church has had.a year of healthy growth under 
the pastorate of M. K. Stone. A good increase in membership, and almost 
a three-fold increase in World Service giving. A movement is on whereby 
the old parsonage property is to be sold and a new and more modern home 
constructed for the pastor’s family. 

Hemet. J. S. Troxell has, for two years, occupied this, one of the most 
difficult, of our charges. The oppressive debt and adverse crop conditions 
bear down hard on the pastor as on the people. Yet this year has seen 
some improvement. The membership has grown, the Sunday School 
prospered, and besides meeting the World Service assessment in full, 
$2010 has been paid on the debt. 


Murrieta & Wildomar. J. W. Carson, supply pastor. This has been 
Bro. Carson’s first year on this circuit. The membership has been almost 
doubled; the church building at Wildomar was renovated and seated with 
pews, the parsonage was made modern by the installation of all that is 
necessary to the convenience and comfort of the pastor’s family; the whole 
community has been visited from house to house, and besides all this, the 
World Service has been exceeded by almost 200%. 

Perris. Guy Benton has served this difficult place as a “Supply” with 
great fidelity. The property, church and parsonage, has been painted by 
the pastor. : 

Elsinore. Will E. Malan has had a most remarkable year as pastor. 
The membership of the church has been more than doubled, the World 
Service apportionment more than met. There has been paid on pipe organ, 
pews and other improvements $3550 and $2477 on old indebtedness. Bro. 
Malan’s salary is increased $250 for next year. 

Highgrove. Burton Hamlin, pastor. Good work has been done all 
along the line. The World Service apportionment has been met in full, 
and the interests of the church generally were conserved. Bro. Hamlin, 
because of ill-health, is compelled to ask for the retired relation this year. 

Riverside, First. J. Lewis Gillies is in command of a great situation. 
The Kernahan Evangelistic Campaign netted a total of 360 confessions, 
60% of which were for the first time, and the First Church received the 
largest number of these converts. 

Roy Bose, the Religious Educational Director, is supplying a much 
needed help. A Junior Church with an average attendance of 84, the 
School of Missions, and the Church Training night with over 200 average 
attendance, make a new day in Riverside Methodism. One of the most 
successful Daily Vacation Bible Schools was carried on, also, with Bro. 
Bose as Dean. A most hearty invitation to return for another year was 
extended to Bro. Gillies and to Roy Bose. 

_ Riverside, Grace. Membership increase 79. The securing of the dona-

_Riverside, Arlington. J. E. Fisher has had three excellent Viearsieat 
Arlington. A Quarterly Conference Committee has been appointed to 
solicit subscriptions for a much needed addition to the church to meet 
the demands of this expanding institution. Brother Fisher’s serious illness 
will make it necessary for him to retire this year. 

Corona. Corona Methodism is making advances, and the spirit of 
enterprise is increasing. There have been improvements on the church 
property by way of painting and the installation of a new heating system. 
The Visitation Evangelism effort resulted in the reception of over 30 mem- 
ber. Bro. C. J. Oleson, the pastor, has done good work. 


Santa Ana Group: 


Yorba Linda. R. C. Lord was excused from his pastorate here in mid- 
year because of the serious illness of Mrs. Lord. He is requesting a 
change in Conference relations. Geo. A. Rogers, a Local Preacher, took 
up the work and has made a signal success. One thousand dollars has 
been spent on old indebtedness and in necessary alterations on the church. 

Olinda. J. R. Woodcock, supply pastor. This field is a most discour- 
aging one, because of the abandoning of the oil well industry, but our 
brother and his good wife have been courageous, and much worth while 
work has been accomplished. 

Fullerton. Fullerton reports a net increase in members for the year 
of 70; the raising of the World Service in full; the subscription of $5000 
on the Conference Claimants Endowment Fund. There has been paid 
also over $3300 on indebtedness and improvements. It has been a good 
year and the universal demand is for the return of W. T: Wright. 

Santa Fe Springs. The pastor, Crawford Trotter, is doing an unique 
piece of work. With a small membership and with a territory covered 
with deserted oil derricks, he is ministering to practically everybody left 
in the community. This year $2200 has been paid on indebtedness. The 
Buena Park church property has been sold, and the money used in helping 
to save the Santa Fe Springs situation. The World Service was met in 
full, and a fine record in every particular has been made. The salary has 
been raised to $3000, including house, if Mr. Trotter is returned. 

La Habra. Albert Ore, pastor. This field is one of those affected by 
the decreasing oil activities. In spite of this fact, the Sunday School 
enrollment has made a substantial increase, and the church is optimistic- 
_regarding the future. 

Anaheim. J. A. Geissinger has had a most trying year; to one of less 
ability it would have been an impossible one. The city of Anaheim has 
been hopelessly divided between Klan and Anti-Klan forces; unrest and 
dissension have left their wreckage and probably no one can even guess 
the extent of the havoc wrought. Anaheim is a great church, and with a 
membership of over 700 is looking out hopefully toward the future. Bro. 
Geissinger received for the Conference Claimants Endowment fund a 
splendid annuity donation of $18,000; a $10,000 gift for the David and 
Margaret Home is also recorded; and there is now in process of settlement 
a cash gift of $10,000 for the Foreign Missions Board. 

Orange. C. B. Dalton has had in many respects one of the greatest 
years of his able ministry. There has not been a financial report given 
but that showed throughout the year “all current expense bills met in 
full.’ Two thousand dollars has been expended on old indebtedness and 
improvements. 

Santa Ana. W. A. Betts, pastor. This is one of our really great 
churches and one of our most successful pastors. The outstanding accom- 
plishment of the year was Church Night covering a period of ten weeks. 
Each Wednesday evening no less than 200 sat together for dinner, and at 
the various classes each week the average was over 300. 
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Garden Grove. David Loofbourrow, pastor. There has been a sub- 
stantial increase in membership, and a particularly fine piece of work done 
with the young people. There has been an increase in World Service over 
the preceding year; $5000 has been paid on old indebtedness; and $500 
expended on Sunday School equipment. Brother Loofbourrow was unani- 
mously invited to return, with $250 increase in salary. 

Wintersburg. J. Scott Willmarth has served six years as pastor, 
and is to be returned for the seventh year. Two hundred and fifty dollars 
has been paid on old indebtedness. : 

Huntington Beach. The year has been a difficult one financially, but 
notwithstanding this the word “success” is written big in all departments 
of the church life. S. J. Rogers has a unanimous invitation to return. 

Richland Avenue, Santa Ana. H. G. Burgess has been a man with 
one purpose in his ministry in Richland Avenue other than that of push- 
ing the Gospel, and that is the building of an adequate church. It now 
seems that soon after Conference he will begin the long-looked-for enter- 
prise. A fine location has been purchased and the building will cost prob- 
ably $75,000. 

Costa Mesa. John Engle and his energetic Board have purchased a 
fine site this year, and next year will see them engaged in the construction 
of an adequate church building. The salary has been increased $300. 

Newport and Balboa. Grover Ralston has supplied Newport and 
Balboa, and has succeeded in doing the impossible. A splendid new par- 
sonage, valued at $3000, has been built and paid for. Next year the church 
at Newport is to be reconstructed and adequate quarters provided for spe- 
cial work among the boys. 


Escondido Group: 


Escondido, Geo. Graff’s ministry in Escondido has been one of most 
fruitful returns. The entire indebtedness of $8000 has been fully sub- 
scribed; a new parsonage is now being constructed at a cost of $6000, 
including lot. The parsonage is to be nicely furnished and the salary has 
been increased $500 for next year, making a total of $3100. A gracious 
revival during the year resulted in 35 conversions. 

Oceanside. Frank R. Newman, pastor. The year has been a good 
one at Oceanside. Special activity in the interest of the children has been 
an outstanding feature. The salary has been raised $300 for next year. 

San Marcos. E. R. Kelly, supply pastor. The church at San Marcos 
has been completely renovated and furnished with new pews and aisle car- 
pets, and has also been painted and tinted. This was a great achievement. 
The pastor not only engineered the job but he helped to do the work. 

Fallbrook. There are saddened hearts and bowed heads in our Fall- 
brook Church. Bro. F. P. Morgan, the faithful Minister of Christ, was 
suddenly stricken a few weeks ago and has gone out, not to return. Bro. 
Morgan had done effective work in his pastorate here, having built a fine 
new parsonage, and cared for the work generally. 

Cardiff. Our church at Cardiff is small but under the inspiring lead- 
ership of T. E. Stevens a miracle is being enacted. Two weeks ago 27 
were received into church fellowship and many of them on Confession of 
Faith. Plans are now definitely made for the moving of our church to a 


more favorable site, and the expenditure of a considerable sum in added 
equipment. 


San Diego Group: 


San_ Diego rightly occupies a big place in the eyes of the church, but 
more things are being wrought there than the church has yet dreamed of. 
Methodism has taken a decided step forward during the past year. Two 
fine new churches have been dedicated by Bishop Burns, and two others are 
to be brought to a glorious realization this next year. A City Missionary 
Society has been organized, with E. A. Edmonds, of the First Church, as 
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President. _It is earnestly hoped that Dr. M. P. Burns will give us such 
representation in the Councils of the Home Board as will make possible 
the carrying out of a great constructive program. 

San Diego Environs: 

Santee. D. D. Woodworth, supply pastor, has been leading this small 
group of loyal Methodis‘s in a big way. A fine record was made in World 
Service in that more than the quota has been raised. The salary for next 
year was increased $160. 

La Mesa. J. W. Mahood has had a good year. All benevolences will 
be reported in full. The salary has been increased $200 for next year, and 
Bro. Mahood’s return is desired. - 
: Encanto. F. W. Straw has supplied this charge for several years and 
is doing effective work. 

Coronado. Geo. Cocking has done excellent work here this year, but 
owing to Mrs. Cocking’s ill health, he is asking for the retired relation. 

Chula Vista. There has been accomplished here most gratifying re- 
sults during the five-year pastorate of Lyman R. Bayard. He and his wife 
have had an extended trip abroad this year in the interest of the study of 
pageantry. Bro. Bayard has writ‘en a number of pageants that have had 
wide circulation. This year he is asking to be left without appointment 
to attend Boston University so as to specialize even to a greater extent 
in his chosen field. During Bro. Bayard’s extended vacation, the church 
was most acceptably supplied by F. C. Neptune. Five hundred and twenty- 
seven dollars was spent in installing new furnace and in repairs. 

National City. National City Methodism has had a good year under 
the faithful ministry of Bro. Weyant. Mrs. Weyant, after years of suf- 
fering, has passed on to the Better Land. While the hours have been 
lonely, Brother Weyant has been faithful to his work. A good increase 
in membership is reported. 

Nestor. This charge has been supplied by J. M. Crenshaw. Good 
work has been done in a very difficult field. 

San Diego City: 

Mission Hills. Wm. T. Butcher, the pastor, has had the joy of seeing 
his work steadily improve. There has been a net gain in membership of 
20, an increase in Sunday School enrollment of 63, and $350 has been 
paid on old indebtedness. 

Taylor. W. G. Barron has served as pastor for four years and has 
brought the church up to the building program. Next year will see, it 
is hoped, one of the great church enterprises of San Diego launched. Seven 
hundred dollars has been spent this year in improvement of the present 
property. The salary is to be raised to $3000, including parsonage. _ 

Trinity. Daniel Dundas has filled out his pastorate in Trinity by 
having had dedicated this year one of the most churchly edifices of the 
city, at a cost of $57,000. There has been paid this year on indebtedness 
$13,168. Our property at Otay was sold this year and the proceeds ap- 
plied on the indebtedness on Trinity. There has been a fine membership 
increase in the church and the Sunday School. The salary has been raised 
$200 for next year. ; ity 

Central. Wilfred Kent has given splendid leadership in a difficult 
field. His people are united in their affection for him. A fine record has 
been made in all departments of the church work and Bro. Kent is en- 
thusiastically invited to return. . 4 

Inwood. W. R. Weckerley, a local preacher, has supplied this church 
for several years. There has been established at this missionary point a 
fine Sunday School, and a good property will soon be without indebtedness. 
Bro. Weckerley has been sacrificial in his service and has the love of the 

hole community. 
? Normal Riese, Ray Willing Smith went to Normal Heights last 
year to undertake a most challenging enterprise. The church is located in 
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a rapidly growing section of the city and a new building is imperative. The 
year’s work of this pastor is phenomenal. The membership has increased 
from 140 to 240, with a Sunday School average attendance of 223. There 
has been paid on old indebtedness $800. A site for the new church has 
been secured, the best in the entire district. Pledges as of Sept. 4th, 
amounting to $27,340, have been secured, and with present assets conserva- 
tively estimated at $10,500, there is now in sight $38,000. With all this as 
a program, the current expenses are met, the benevolences are paid in full 
and the salary has been raised $500 for next year. 


Fairmount, San Diego. Trinity, San Diego 


_ Fairmount. W. M. Harkness, pastor, has had a really great year. 
Fairmount Methodist Church was dedicated by Bishop Burns on January 
11th at a total cost of $45,891. This is one of the outstanding achievements 
of the District. There has been paid this year on indebtedness $18,545. 
The Sunday School enrollment has almost doubled, reaching a total of 
607. The church membership has increased 63. The World Service has 
been paid in full. The spirit of victory is evident in every department of 
the work. The salary has been increased $200 and Bro. Harkness is en- 
thusiastically invited to return. ‘ 


First Church. Frank Linder, pastor. There has been ac i 
under the first year’s pastorate of Bro. Linder one of the most med dirt 
pieces of work I believe to have been done throughout our Coast Method- 
ism. In the heart of that great city stands this First Church with this 
se minister helping in the solution of every problem that affects humanity 

Ae the wisdom of a seer and a consecration that knows no bounds this 
Ase of God leads on in a mighty endeavor. The city is responding 
. es saa and morning and evening finds the church filled and the 

unday School room and gallery crowded with men and women in readi- 
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ness for his virile message. Soon after Bro. Linder’s assuming this pas- 
torate, he put over on one Sunday the Conference Claimants Endowment 
apportionment, raising $14,000. Conservative dealing with the membership 
roll has resulted in a slight decrease of members in the report this year. 
Two thousand dollars has been paid on improvements. The spirit of the 
whole church is one of victory. 


A RESUME: 


25 Churches had a total increase in full members of 749. 

10 Churches had a decrease of 341. 

15 Churches had a total of 31 weeks of Special Evangelistic Services. 

34 pastors received, other than by certificate, a total of 856 members. 

30 Sunday Schools made a net increase of 1034, while 5 Sunday Schools 

had a net decrease of 290. 

The following charges conducted Daily Vacation Bible Schools: San 
Diego, First; Fairmount; Trinity; Chula Vista; Santee; Costa Mesa; Santa 
Ana, First; Richland Avenue; Huntington Beach; Orange; Riverside, 
First; Riverside, Grace; San Jacinto and Banning. These had a total of 
1368 average daily attendance. 

There was paid on Building and Improvement by 20 Churches, a 
total of $52,101; and by 15 churches, a total of $20,248 on old indebtedness. 

Other Benevolences amounted to $21,322. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies raised $21,031. 

The W. H. M. S. totaled $27,153 (including .a $10,000 annuity gift). 

The W. F. M. S. totaled over $20,000. 

13 Churches this past year increased the pastors’ salaries a total of 
$3595. 

16 Churches have voted to increase pastors’ salaries for next year a 
total of $4025. 

The most effective evangelism of the year was that under the direction 
of A. Earl Kernahan, in the Riverside Churches, Highgrove and Elsinore. 
There were 360 converts in the Riverside meeting, and in Elsinore the 
record of membership was increased from 98 to 195 full members and 49 
in preparatory relationship. 

Brothers, in this Gospel Ministry there may be much to lament in the 
passing of the old fashioned revival. Be that as it may, but the Visitation 
Evangelism Campaign, where put over intelligently and with real earnest- 
ness, brings heartening success. It is the desire of this Superintendent that 
throughout the entire District this next year, there shall be waged this 
glorious warfare that brings such gratifying results. 


APPRECIATION: Besides the general leadership afforded by him 
in his chosen field, Jesse L. Corley has put over most successfully two 
Standard Officers and Teachers’ Training Schools this year, one at River- 
side and the other at San Diego. These are to be continued next year and 
another one instituted also in Santa Ana. 

Our words of appreciation also include A. Ray Moore. His genuine 
love for the young people of our Epworth League, and his compelling 
personality, have put him in the position of tremendous influence and 
commanding leadership. 

The San Diego District, as we believe the entire Conference, wishes 
to hereby declare its sincere appreciation of F. M. Larkin. His services 
in his high office as Secretary of the Church Federation, are invaluable, 
and we again pledge him our moral and financial support. 


CLY DEAM CRIST. 
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The year on the Arizona District has been one marked by the favor 
and blessing of our Heavenly Father. Death has not come near our homes 
and yet in several there has been severe illness. The good wives in the 
parsonages at Needles, Prescott and Ajo have been and are yet under 
affliction’s hand. Brother Speck of Winslow was very ill at spring time 
and will be compelled to take part time work another year. 


Our greatest asset is the quality of our preachers and their families. 
These men, loyal, consecrated, sacrificial, on the trigger, have been bringing 
a new day in the churches of Arizona. I have searched diligently but not 
a single man in regular work desires to come to California this year. There 
is a new district consciousness, a spirit of confidence in relationships which 
has made the year one of delight and blessing. Churches have also caught 
a new note of hope, and new joy in service for the Master. 

These pastors have been in difficult fields. At least half of them have 
served communities where there are but few Methodists and not many real 
Christians. 


To go into one of these communities and, while honoring Methodism, 
yet to so tactfully serve the interests of the Kingdom as to get people 
of all creeds and faith to work together in a community effort, is a task 
worthy to challenge the strongest and best. Our Methodism is peculiarly 
fitted for this task, and everywhere up and down the valleys and in the 
mountains and out in the desert we have been calling people to serve the 
Christ, not by creeds or statements of faith or forms, but by living Him 
in daily life. 


PERSONNEL: Arizona is a young.man’s country. The task of the 
Kingdom building in that great state is a young man’s job. He must be 
well prepared for his work. There are more college folks and men and 
women of high intelligence and training in Arizona, according to popula- 
tion, than anywhere I know. Yet we are on the frontier. Folks are 
frank, rough, daring, but sincere and genuine, having no patience with 
one who does not strike out straight from the shoulder, who is afraid 
or hesitates. With this in view we have been asking red-blooded young 
men, college and seminary trained, to become pastors, guaranteeing them 
a minimum salary of $1800 and furnished house. The past year all but 
six men were college and seminary graduates, and the coming year we 
are expecting that there will be but three men who do not measure up to 
this standard. 

Four conference men from Southern California, J. Hunter Smith, W. 
C. McIntire, Floyd J. Seaman and C. L. Calkins, were sent to Arizona 
last conference, and all have had a happy year. Dillon W. Throckmorton, 
a son of a Methodist preacher, from South Main Street, Los Angeles, has 
given a year of fine service at Gilbert, while taking part of his college 
course at Tempe Normal. C. W. Harshman, a retired minister of this 
conference, who served Bisbee five years, volunteered out of his love for 
the people to try and gather up the fragments of that broken church. He 
has accomplished this in a remarkable way, and Bisbee will receive a full 
time man with the promise of a bright future. Edwin W. Stricker, of 
Detroit Conference, was transferred and became pastor of the church at 
Needles and has put new life into almost a hopeless church. 

Frank Williams of Kingman, admitted on trial and ordained deacon 
at last conference, took the first train for Appleton, Wisconsin, and brought 
back as his bride Miss Margaret Nicholson. The people of Kingman liked 
the thought of a young bride in the parsonage and spent $2200 in remod- 
eling, decorating and furnishing, and now a young Miss Williams has 
come to abide with them. 


Russell E. Clay was ordained last conference, had five hundred Tempe 
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Normal girls for his parishioners, but in July he journeyed to his boyhood 
home in Ohio and returned with Miss Dorothea Pool as his bride. The 
Tempe parsonage also was made over and beautified for this happy couple. 

Russell Eldredge Kletzing, a new son, has been added to the flock in 
the parsonage at Blythe. 

In February W. H. Zook exchanged with A. S. Hale of Northwest 
Kansas Conference, who became pastor at Mesa. Since that time the 
Sunday School has increased one-third and the membership of the church 
one-fifth, the salary increased six hundred dollars for next year. 

W. T. Loomis left his work at Chandler the middle of June and re- 
turned to the Dakota Conference. 


CHURCH MEMBERSHIP: Over seven hundred members have 
been received during the year, largely a result of pre-Easter services and 
personal work. All salaries and conference assessments will be met in full. 


BUILDING AND IMPROVEMENTS: Twelve parsonages and ten 
churches have been repaired and decorated during the year.. In many 
cases much of the work was performed by the pastor’s own hands. 

The following amounts have been expended on debts and improve- 
ments: Needles, $600; Bisbee, $1200; Blythe, $175; Chandler, $200; Clark- 
dale, $1000; Creighton, $300; Douglas, $1000; Flagstaff, $30,000; Gadsen, 
$300; Gilbert, $300; Glendale, $568; Globe, $1000; Hayden, $150; Jerome, 
$23; Kingman, $2200; Mesa, $650; Needles, $800; Phoenix, First, $11,000; 
Garfield, $2600; Prescott, $400; Ajo, $5000; Tempe, $500; Tucson, $500; 
Williams, $850; Winslow, $250; a total of some $40,000. 


Flagstaff 


The outstanding church building of the year is the Federated Church 
at Flagstaff, which has added a modern community and Sunday School 
plant to the old Methodist church. H. F. Softley, Presbyterian minister, 
has led the united forces in a masterful way and has now a great oppor- 
tunity for a modern program. 

C. L. Calkins, a college and seminary graduate with M. A. degrees 
from Northwestern and Chicago Universities, volunteered last conference 
to go to Arizona and was assigned to Clarkdale. Under his guidance the 
auditorium of the church was completed and the building dedicated by the 
Superintendent on April 12th. ' 

At Ajo the Federated Church has been organized by Herbert Brooke 
and $5000 raised in cash in the bank for the community share for the new 
Protestant Church, the new Cornelia Mining Company furnishing the 
balance necessary for the erection of the building. At Easter time 58 per- 
sons were received into active and affiliated membership. The largest 
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membership ever reported was but eight when the organization was straight 
Methodist. The federated church is under the supervision of the Methodist 
church but can be changed to another denomination by vote of the mem- 
bership when application has been made through the Comity committee 
of the Council of Churches. We hope to put such a fine type of man 
into this pastorate that they shall never want to change affiliation. 

The head of the Gadsen Circuit has been removed to Sommerton and 
a new parsonage purchased where the pastor, Geo. Quayle, will hereafter 
live. The old parsonage will be used as a Community plant at Gadsen. 

At Hayden, Brother Mathewson, a Baptist preacher, with a Methodist 
theology and bent, has seen most of his folks move away, but others have 
come and he acceptably hands out the gospel at the morning hour to the 
Presbyterians at Winkleman and in the evening to the Methodist Com- 
munity Church at Hayden. 

Wilcox, after years of discouragements with only part time pastors, 
has asked for a full time man and with the missionary money will pay 
the minimum salary of $1800 and furnished house. 

W. C. McIntire at Prescott has increased the world service giving, 
paid the entire asking of $1200 in cash to the endowment funds, reports 
many conversions the past few weeks and 45 new subscribers to the Cali- 
fornia Christian Advocate. 


The entire indebtedness of Garfield Class was raised at Easter time 
and we now have four fine lots with a good commodious parsonage, on 
which site we hope ere another year to build one unit of a modern church 
plant. 


First Church, Phoenix, has had a harmonious and prosperous year 
under the leadership of H. A. Ingham. With eleven hundred members, 
and with leaders in city and state life, First Church should be the greatest 
moral force for righteousness in the state. 


F. J. Seaman has had a good year at Tucson. The settlement of the 
vexed question as to whether the church should be removed to the North 
side, by the decision to build in the present location, has given new interest 
and vitality to the work of this well organized church. 


Yuma, W. I. Lowe, pastor, and Jerome, J. T. Black, pastor, have 
already begun the movement for new community plants, and Globe wil 
do the same in the near future. : 


Our greatest need is the financing of these projects. We have received 
no Church Extension help in two years and the maintenance has been 
cut from $6210 two years ago to $3550 last year and $3400 next year. This 
to take care of the interests of a great state plus much of Eastern Southern 
California. 


The Presbyterians are spending $160,000, the Southern Methodists 
$75,000, the Baptists turn back all that their churches raise, and other de- 
nominations have two to four workers as superintendents and helpers, 
where we have but one man who is compelled to travel nearly forty 
thousand miles yearly to do his work. Some Methodist layman could 
find no greater service than to establish a loan fund to assist churches to 
build, thus serving a very vital need. 

The Deaconess Hospital will report a year of great advance. 

The School of Methods held in Phoenix in January had an enroll- 
ment of nearly 200 and was of the very highest standard. Every regular 
pastor of the district was present and many came over 500 miles. Again 
in June the Epworth League Assembly at Grand Canyon proved a great 
inspiration to 170 persons who gathered there. The splendid co-operation 
of J. L. Corley and A. Ray Moore in correlating Sunday School and 


Epworth League work certainly marks a new day in religious educational 
work in our churches. 
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FUTURE PROGRAM: 1. Arizona will always be the feeder for 
California. Her members will come in larger numbers every year to this 
salubrious clime. Her preachers must be trained men. We are almost a 
conference of old men. Our average is many years above any conference 
in Methodism. Unless we want to die at the top, we must keep our own 
young men and then bring in the best from our schools who, after a 
few years in Arizona, may easily be placed in California. The best day’s 
work this conference ever did was to establish the educational standard 
and it will be a sad day if this is ever removed. We did another good 
day’s work last year when we said we were going to take care of our 
own young men first. It is my hope that we keep faith in both. 

2. To keep in the lead in the Community and Federated church 

movement and develop in every one of the small places organizations that 
will be friendly to this demand for denominational co-operation. Along 
with this, to build adequate modern community plants that will take care 
of the educational, recreational, and social interests of our churches. 
.. 3. Arizona has 100,000 Mexican people who need Protestant teach- 
ing. We have but three men working among these folks in the state. 
There are many villages and towns untouched. Our World Service giving 
has been constantly menaced by the fact that the Board of Home Mis- 
sions does not put enough money behind these projects to carry them and 
our mission churches are called upon to furnish the balance of the funds, 
with no credit given. They cannot do both and therefore the World 
Service suffers. 

Following the instructions of the last General Conference we have 
appointed in the Fourth Quarterly Conferences committees on foreign 
speaking people and already work has begun in several places among these 
people. My conviction is that both the Spanish American and the Indian 
work should be given over to the supervision of the English speaking 
churches and District Superintendent and that credits should be allowed 
so we could adequately provide for this work. 

4. To develop the School of Methods and Assembly work of the 
state until we have efficient workers in all departments of the church. 

5. There are new physical developments in Arizona. The San Carlos 
dam when completed will add 250,000 acres of irrigated lands to the state. 
Some day when the Colorado river is taken out of politics and men and 
cities forget their own interests for the sake of the good of the whole 
people, there will be marvelous developments which will surpass the 
wildest dream of man. Great stretches of the desert will be reclaimed by 
new irrigation projects and the development of electrical power will make 
possible still other vast resources of this great state. In the irrigation 
country communities and population will become permanent and here our 
best churches will be developed. Me 

With gratitude to Almighty God for His care and with joy that He 
has counted me worthy to be given an humble place to labor, and with 
deepest appreciation of the love and confidence of my brethren in the

RESOLUTIONS 


We have learned with pleasure of the success of the California State 
Federation during the past year, under the direction of Mr. Fred B. Parr, 
the President; F. M. Larkin, the Secretary; and the Executive Committee. 
We are especially gratified to know that because of the special contribu- 
tions, made at our Conference one year ago, and others secured by special 
solicitation from individuals and the regular contributions of the churches 
the organization is now within a few hundred dollars out of debt and all 
current expenses paid. Federation is the keynote of our day in all fields 
of co-operative work and is especially essential for the future success of the 
Christian church, not only in America, but in Foreign Mission Fields. 


Suggested Religious Program 
Whereas the State Church Federation has published a very valuable 
“Suggested Religious Program” in the interest of practical and successful 
Christian Evangelism, for the current year, therefore be it resolved, 


That we very heartily recommend this program to the careful con- 
sideration of the pastors and laymen and urge that it be carried out as 
far as possible in every community. 


Prohibition, Enforcement 


As a Conference we wish to reaffirm our purposes to support the 18th 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United States and we pledge our- 
selves to use all honorable means for the accomplishment of its supreme 
ideal—a dry America and a dry world. 

Anything less than our best endeavor in this direction would be dis- 
loyalty and sin. Every moral impulse of our lives calls imperatively for 
the enforcement of this law. We will not falter until it is done. 

The Bible Is on the Ballot: 

WHEREAS, after careful consideration and consultation with two 
lawyers, one of whom is a judge of the Supreme Court, the California 
State Church Federation at its annual meeting endorsed the Initiative 
Constitutional Amendment to give the legal right to read the Bible in the 
public schools of the State of California, 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: That we, the members of the 
Southern California Conference, hereby heartily endorse this action and 
recommend that we urge upon our constituency to accept the responsi- 
bility for the active support of this amendment which will be on the ballot 
at the next State Election in November, 1926, and, 


Inasmuch as this is the four hundredth anniversary of the translation 
of the New Testament into English by William Tyndale, we recommend 
to all our Churches and Sunday Schools that suitable anniversary service 
be held on or before Sunday, December 13, the day recommended by the 
American Bible Society, in which emphasis shall be laid upon the im- 
anes of carrying the amendment at the next State Election in Novem- 

er, :

EDUCATION 


Department of Epworth League 


The work of the Epworth League has been signally blessed this year. 
In Institutes, Win-My-Chum campaigns, enrollments of Comrades of the 
Morning Watch and beginners in Stewardship it has been a good year. 
Nearly 1000 young people were in attendance in the four summer insti- 
tutes besides a large number in the winter institutes and pastors and 
churches may well rejoice in the gracious uplift that has come to many 
of these groups. The institute produces new visions of service and this 
year 305 responded to the call for a life of full time definite service for 
the church. 

The evangelistic note has been well stressed and many conversions 
have been reported. The Field and Life Work Secretary, A. Ray Moore, 
has been untiring in his service. His labors have been abundantly blessed 
of God. He reports that from his own call more than 400 young people 
have started to serve Jesus Christ as a personal Savior, and many others 
have been won through the Win-My-Chum campaigns carried on by mem- 
bers of the League. Plans are under way for a more extensive program. 

We recommend the reappointment of A. Ray Moore as Conference 
Epworth League Field and Life Work Secretary. 


Department of Church Schools 


The work of our churches in the field of religious education is spe- 
cially worthy of note. Comparative tables show that in the seven years 
from 1917 to 1924 the number of schools was reduced from 332 to 310. 
In the same period there was a gain of 2014 in officers and teachers and 
an increase of 35,003 in total enrollment, from 71,419 to 106,422. 

The most notable development, however, has been in the training of 
workers. There is an ever-increasing conviction that our Church Schools 
must be brought to the same high educational level as we demand for our 
public schools—that Religion must_be as thoroughly taught as the other 
three “R’s.” The series of seven Standard Training Schools held in the 
several Districts in January and February enrolled a total of 1323 students, 
with 656 doing the work for credit. Standard Schools with the approval 
of the Department of Church Schools were also held in Ontario; First 
Church, Los Angeles; First Church, Long Beach; Haven Church, Los 
Angeles, and Pacific Palisades. These brought the total to 1548 for en- 
rollment and 774 credit students. In addition there were 91 classes in 
local churches with a total enrollment of 1080 and credits issued to 278. 
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Forty-three Vacation schools were reported, with a total enrollment 
of 6900 and average attendance of 4550. Many were community schools, 
but of the total enrollment about 3300 were from Methodist Schools. 

An important factor is the large number of educational units that are 
being built. The Conference is putting literally millions of dollars into 
buildings and equipment for this work. ; Same 

The constructive work of Jesse L. Corley has been an inspiration to 
the local and District leaders. We recommend his reappointment as Con- 
ference Superintendent of Church School Work, and instruct the Com- 
mission on Finance to apportion to the churches the sum of $3000 for the 
maintenance of the work in the Conference year 1925-6. 


Department of Schools and Colleges—Pacific Palisades 


Your Board recognizes in the work of the Pacific Palisades Associa- 
tion one of the major educational interests of Methodism in the Southwest. 
The educational work there undertaken is still in its infancy but has 
far-reaching possibilities. | 

The season just closed has been the most successful in the history 
of the Association, viewed from the educational standpoint. In the cal- 
endar year, 65 separate organizations held their gatherings on the grounds, 
there being as many as seven different groups carrying on simultaneously. 
These groups represented 29 different religious organizations, including 10 
of the major denominations and such other organizations as the Young 
Men’s and the Young Women’s Christian Associations, the J.O.C. Na- 
tional Executive, various groups from the Bible Institute, the Southern 
California Holiness Association, the Southern California Veterans’ Asso- 
ciation, and various organizations of our own denomination, such as the 
Epworth Leagues and the missionary societies. 


The Pacific Palisades Summer Schools and Assembly presented a 
remarkable six weeks’ program between July 6th and August 16th. Six 
different schools in the mornings and the Assembly Program afternoons 
‘and evenings offered an educational opportunity not paralleled west of the 
Allegheny Mountains. The records of the summer show something over 
60%) increase in attendance. 

The possibilities of this Summer School as a means of stabilizing the 
thought of our people in these times of discussion and strife cannot be 
over-estimated. The service which can be rendered to our church schools 
by the courses in Religious Education which are there offered is of the 
highest value. We heartily urge the cordial support of this institution by 
our pastors and laymen. It is of the utmost importance that the atten- 
ion of our people be called to the Pacific Palisades as the ideal place for 
the family summer outing. Every member of the family will find some- 
thing of interest and profit ministering to the recreational, religious and 
educational needs of the individual. 

University of Southern California 


_ The advance of the University of Southern California, under the ad- 
ministration of President Rufus B. Von KleinSmid, is a march of triumph 
The total enrollment of the university for the year 1924-25 was 10,559. ; 

The graduating class was so large that it was thought necessary to 

have two Commencements, one in February and the other in June. There 
were over one thousand graduates. The class for the current year will be 
the largest in the history of the institution. Thirty-five new members have 
been added to the staff of the university for the coming year. 
; Our university is dedicated to that program of education which has as 
its primary purpose the development of character. Never was the need 
of education for character more clear and tragic than now. God is not 
an elective in the University of Life. The University of Southern Cali- 
fornia believes in the way of Jesus for the mind and character of a man 
and for the mind and character of nations and races. 
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_ Jowett said at Balliol: “The college should be, first, a place of edu- 
cation; second, a place of society; and third, a place of religion.” And 
this vision we hold before ourselves in this new day. 

The administration also insists upon a scholastic standing in all its 
schools and colleges which will reflect credit upon the degrees granted by 
the institution. As a whole, the university is accredited by virtue of its 
recognition by the Association of American Universities. All of the pro- 
fessional and technical departments have class “A” rating by the stand- 
ardizing bodies in their respective fields. 

During the last three years, the university has maintained publications 
from the School of Religion, School of Social Welfare, Department of 
Philosophy, the College of Commerce and the Department of English. 
During this time, the university faculty has produced over one hundred 
books and pamphlets, to be used as texts and supplementary texts through- 
out the country. 


There has been steady growth and development of the Graduate 
School. The University now gives advanced work leading to eight grad- 
uate degrees. Theeuniversity awarded ninety-five graduate degrees this 
year. Besides this, over 250 high school teachers received their certificates 
from the Graduate School after having pursued a-year’s course of study 
beyond the Bachelor’s degree. The Graduate School enrolled 1185 stu- 
dents during the year and Summer Sessions, representing eighty-five col- 
leges and universities, not only in all parts of the United -States, but also 
in Japan, China, India, England, Ireland and Canada. 

During the year the university -has issued its final announcement re- 
garding courses leading to the Ph.D. Degree. 

The School of Religion during the past year has shown the greatest 
activity since its organization. Over 600 students were enrolled in its 
various classes and departments. The students of the School of Religion 
have exerted more effective influence in the Student Body, and the prestige 
of the School has been strengthened. 

The university has dedicated a building at the corner of University 
Avenue and Thirty-fourth Street to the use of the Maclay School of Di- 
vinity, the graduate division of the School of Religion. This will give 
the School a more definite identity. 


During the year the New Era Foundation lectures were delivered by 
Bishop Edwin H. Hughes. The general subject was “The Family of God.” 
The lectures were largely attended and will be published by the Univer- 
sity. Members of the staff have assisted in the Teacher Training Insti- 
tutes, Schools of Missions and similar occasions for the Methodist Bap- 
tist, Congregational and Presbyterian churches, and the Southern Cali- 
fornia Sunday School Council of Religious Education. 

There are three functions of the School of Religion of the University. 
The first is to assist students in their religious life and experience and to 
directly contribute to the religious training of young people enrolled in 
the University. The second is to provide technical training for students 
who will later work in Sunday Schools, young people’s societies, and other 
church activities as voluntary workers. The third is to thoroughly train 
all those who are looking forward to professional relationships as minis- 
ters, directors and teachers in religious work. ; ; 

The religious education program of the university requires a far 
greater outlay of funds than the income of tuition and endowment in that 
department affords. By virtue of the modern requirements in the field 
of religious education and professional training, a greater outlay must be 
reckoned with if the university is to maintain a standing in this field, com- 
parable to its recognition in other fields of professional activity. There 
are hundreds of students who annually take some of the work in the 
School of Religion. Beyond that number are the students who pursue the 
work for professional standing and degrees. Inasmuch as this number is 
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limited, the proportion of outlay must be much greater. All this is to 
emphasize the urgent need of a sum of money, probably about five hundred 
thousand dollars, to be used as productive endowment for the School of 
Religion. Southern California affords the most outstanding opportunity 
for the development of religious leaders of any place in America. It is 
the hope of the university that this Conference will set itself in the near 
future to the task of providing ways and means of the raising of this sum 
of money. 

In the week previous to the formal opening of the university, the 
incoming freshmen were invited to attend a series of conferences and 
meetings especially for freshmen. Members of the faculty, officers and 
social organizations, and special committees of students, meet each indi- 
vidual freshman and initiate him into university life in its academic, spir- 
itual and social aspects. He becomes acquainted with the accepted uni- 
versity standards, ideals, student methods and traditions. Prof. Bruce 
Baxter, of the School of Religion, is the active chairman in charge of this 
Freshman Week. 

The Student Body has achieved dis‘inction in the field of athletics 
this year by virtue of its tremendous victory in winning the national track 
Foe field championship of the United States in the Harvard Stadium last 
une. 

Not less notable have been the debating activities of the Student Body. 
Over 150 men have competed in various lines of forensic activity. The 
university team defeated the debating team of Oxford University, England, 
in Bovard Auditorium, before a crowd of over two thousand people, up- 
holding the affrmative on the Prohibition Amendment. 

The Student Body of the university received notable recognition dur- 
ing the year by virtue of its endorsement and resolution calling upon the 
government and the people of the United States to enforce the Eighteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution. The resolution was adopted in such a 
way as to urge other schools and colleges to take similar action through- 
out the United States. The resolution was adopted several months ago, 
and up to the present time over 200 schools and colleges have followed the 
lead of the Student Body of the University of Southern California, in 
this respect. The Student Body’s action has received favorable mention 
from law enforcement organizations all over the United States. 

The following are recommended for membership on the Board of 
Trustees of the University of Southern California, term to expire in 1928: 
Dr. Wesley W. Beckett, George Finley Bovard, L. E. Behymer, Joseph

Wallace, Harry J. Bauer, Robert Gillis. All of these gentlemen are rec- 
ommended by the Board of Trustees to succeed themselves. 

: During the first of the college year the university moved to the Science 
Building its Department of Chemistry and College of Pharmacy. The 
Women’s Residence Hall, the first unit of a group of women’s buildings, 
is now occupied. It is a three-story, brick structure of modified Italian 
architecture, capable of housing one hundred women students. 

__ The ground was broken for a new Law Building, two months ago. It 
will be one of the finest buildings of its kind on the coast. ; 

The University High School is being moved into a building of its 
own this summer. The playing fields of the university are being enlarged 
A temporary building, to house the Department of Architecture, is being 
erected. The new buildings will beautify the campus and result in : 
more solid continuity of buildings from the old college to Exposition Park 

Friends of the university were greatly cheered by the announcement 
that Dr. Norman Bridge, who had for a number of years been one of the 
outstanding members of the community, had provided very generously in 
his will for the support of the university. Some of the funds will be 
available during the first part of 1926, and the balance of the estate, when 
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it is finally settled, will mean an addition to the endowment of the uni- 
versity of over one million dollars. Following this announcement, other 
friends of the university have indicated that they have generously provided 
for the institution in their lists of bequests.

PLAZA COMMUNITY CENTER 


The year just closing has marked a milestone in the progress of the 
Plaza Community Center. Through shadows and darkness, this institu- 
tion has groped its way into the light; for we stand today at the beginning 
of a new era for this missionary work. 


Overcoming the many technicalities and obstacles which presented 
themselves, in properly financing the construction of our permanent build- 
ing, we were able to put into its actual construction the gifts of those who 
for the past seven or eight years have been making contributions to the 
building fund. To. show the wisdom of the investment made of part of 
these funds in a suitable location, we should state that our site, across 
from the plaza on Marchessault Street, is valued tuday at $100,000. The 
continued increase in the value of this lot is due to two great civic propo- 
sitions—the one being the new terminal depot project, which will flank 
our property on our left, placing us at the very gateway of the city; the 
other being the new Civic and Administration Center, which has been voted 
upon favorably by the people of Los Angeles, which will place, immedi- 
ately to the front and to the right of our property, a group of wonderful 
buildings and parkways. Surely this is an exceptional and most appropriate 
location for an institution which shall serve as a perpetual announcement of 
the Christian interest, taken by Methodism, in the social, moral and spir- 
itual life of the city, especially as it regards our Mexican brothers who 
flock to this great metropolis. 


Unable to construct the entire building, the board of trustees of our 
corporation unanimously decided to erect first the church unit, inasmuch 
as the building naturally divides itself equally into the church and social- 
service portions. On April 27, of this year, ground was broken, and now 
there stands the completed form of the church in steel and concrete. Exte- 
rior and interior finishing work is now going on apace, and our full ex- 
pectation is to have the building dedicated early in November. 

The total registrations at the desk have numbered 10,159, of which 
2807 have been clinic cases, 286 examinations and references to other clinics, 
5730 general interviews, regarding miscellaneous matters, and 1336 legal 
interviews. Calls and visits made total 1260; 523 religious meetings have 
been held, 153 classes have been conducted, not including the classes in 
our Christian Training School, where twelve pupils met each week for 
thirteen hours of instruction in these special coursse. Employment was 
given to 123 men and women; 869 garments were given out to deserving 
persons—practically all of whom were women and children; while $200 
was the value of medicines given to the needy sick. Bibles and portions 
have been distributed, together with numerous tracts and text cards. 

A notable gift came to us this year, through the fine generosity of 
Miss Mary H. Bingham, who for years has interested herself in welfare 
work among the Mexican people. This gift consisted of a working law 
library of 311 volumes, with complete office equipment, the whole valued 
at $1000. This splendid contribution to our legal welfare work was es- 
tablished by the donor as a memorial to the late Robert Porfirio Rivera, 
a noble, capable and conscientious attorney of Spanish descent, who de- 
voted himself unselfishly to the welfare of the Mexican people. 

Space and time forbid the mention in detail of the Children’s Home in 
Sierra Madre, where we are now mothering fourteen little Mexican folk; 
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nor can we do more than merely to state our deep satisfaction in having 
secured, as members on our Plaza staff, Miss Olive A. Knoch, our clinic 
nurse, and Miss Elsie N. Gibson, the manager of our Children’s Home.

GOODWILL INDUSTRIES 


“When a mother loves, though she be a queen, she becomes inter- 
ested in soap and water, sheets and blankets, food and clothing, and 
other mundane things, And when the church loves, it becomes in- 
terested in rents and wages, houses and workshops, food and cloth- 
in oF, 

: It was to give expression to that mother love of the church for 
those, particularly in our congested city districts, to whose homes have 
come these economic disasters of life, that seven years ago induced the 
Board of Home Missions of our church to constitute the Bureau of 
Goodwill Industries. 

The Goodwill Industries of Southern California has an authorized 
Board of Directors of thirty-three members, with whom rests the re- 
sponsibility for. the management ,of the institution. A majority of this 
board must at all times be members of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Goodwill also practices the principle of democracy in industry, and ac- 
cords to the workers in the ranks representation on the Board of 
Directors. 

This institution occupies its own three story and basement build- 
ing fronting 181 feet on Main Street and 118 feet on Arcadia Street, 
located at 342 North Main Street, Los Angeles, now known as __ the 
Munger Building. This property was given to the institution for ‘n- 
dustrial puroposes by Mr. and Mrs. Charles W. Munger, and is a memo- 
rial to them. It is there giving employment and paying self-respecting 
wages to about 200 of God’s poor and handicapped men and women. 

Since its organization in 1919 this institution has created more than 
half a million dollars worth of value out of life’s waste material and con- 
verted that value into human helpfulness. ‘This is five times the original 
investment in our property. ; 

_ This institution, by its program of thrift and saving, by its program 
of gathering up the waste and cast-off articles of society and converting 
those articles into value, thereby giving employment and paying wages 
to the poor and the handicapped, is every year returning in relief wages 
100% on the original investment in the property, besides creating un- 
measured values in life and character. This is done without using one 
dollar of the church’s missionary money. 

The Goodwill Industries of Southern California is second only to the 

Morgan Memorial at Boston. 
During the severe unemployment period last winter, the Goodwill 
Industries, cooperating with other agencies and the city park depart- 
ment, signed up an aggregate of 845 men for jobs, issued bed and board 
tickets and gave hundreds of meals free. Moreover, when the stress 
Yan heaviest the Goodwill Men’s Club was open twenty-four hours a 
ay. 

Under the leadership of a devoted Christian woman, Mrs. C. C. 
Douglas, the wife of a member of this Conference, there has been or- 
ganized a Women’s Auxiliary of the Good-will Industries of Southern 
California. More than one thousand women active in church, club and 
social circles in Southern California are on the roll of this Auxiliary 
and have rendered a wonderful service to the Goodwill. The — first 
activity of the Auxiliary was in establishing and fostering the finest, 
ee pau ‘and most attractive’ Day. Nursery-in the city of Los

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Each day’s work is opened with a chapel service attended by our 
200 workers. 
_What are the dividends flowing from this spiritual enterprise in 
which Mr. and Mrs. Charles W. Munger have made this investment? 
Dividends in Human Helpfulness: More than 350,000 articles of 
clothing’ cleaned, repaired and put into service, and 307,818 hours of 
work given to poor, handicapped and unfortunate people in the process. 
Dividends in Immed‘ate Relief In our men’s club 258,162 meals 
served at an average cost of 8c per meal. Those unable to work served 
without cost. Hundreds of articles of clothing distributed to them. 


Dividends in Economic Independence: 130 persons daily employed 
in learning trades and becoming equipped to find employment in com- 
mercial institutions, thereby becoming self supporting units in society. 

Dividends in Self Respect: 2186 people given employment and en- 
abled to do some work for what they receive, thereby shielding them 
from the stigma and weakening influence of a destructive and pauper- 
izing charity, and exemplifying our slogan “Not Charity, but a Chance.” 

Dividends in Actual Dollars: By its program of creating clean, 
useful articles of value out of life’s waste material, the Institution last 
year created more than $100,000 worth of value, out of these materials, 
which is more than 100% on the original investment in the property. 

Dividends in Contracts made with Families and in the Christian 
Grace of giving developed therein: 72,500 families by means of the re- 
lfef bag have been brought to think of those less fortunate and to make 
some contribution to them; and to these 72,500 families have been dis- 
tributed 250,000 copies of our paper “Good Will,” carrying to them the 
message of our church’s program of Christian helpfulness for the poor, 
the handicapped and the unfortunate, and enforcing on the minds of 
these 72,500 families the thought that the Church does care. 

‘Dividends in Character: 314 evangelistic meeting held in the men’s 
club with an attendance of 20,280 and 455 meetings held for religious 
instruction, with a total attendance of 24,672. 

This is the ministry of the Goodwill Industries of Southern Cali- 
fornia.

METHODIST HOSPITAL OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


It is a very great pleasure to report that the nurses’ home and the 
new pavilion, for which ground was broken a year ago, were completed 
and dedicated by Bishop Charles Wesley Burns on July 1, 1925. 

SCHOOL OF NURSING: There are at the present time seventy- 
eight young women in our school of nursing preparing themselves for this 
fine type of service. They have come from our homes not only from all 
over the Conference, but literally from many distant parts of the world, 
from Panama, Guatemala, Korea, China and Japan, so that the school is 
very distinctly a missionary evangelistic enterprise. They, with the head 
nurses, are housed in the nurses’ home and are, of course, very happy and 
proud of this great new modern home. It is connected with the hospital 
by a tunnel under the street, which protects the girls changing on the 
night shift and also makes it unnecessary for them to go outside as they 
pass back and forth during the rainy season. 


_ The school is now under the direction of Miss Ethel Swope, thoroughly 
trained and experienced, and than whom there is not a more competent 
Superintendent of Nurses to be found anywhere. 


The hospital now ranks as one of the largest and best of the hospitals 
owned by the church, with an adult capacity of 225. It is fire proof and 
modern in every respect, in construction and equipment. The surgical, 
X-Ray, laboratory unit on the fifth floor is splendidly arranged for the 
convenience of doctors, patients and employees, and gives the best and 
quickest possible service at all times. I am quoting one of our surgeons 
when I say that there is only one other hospital in the whole country with 
an arrangement so complete and practical. Several outstanding executives 
from the east and middle west have visited the buildings since their com- 
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pletion, and they all have been enthusiastic about the general and the de- 
tailed plan, and the first question has been, “How in the world was it done 
for the money?” Too much credit cannot be given to the Woman’s Home 
Missionary Society and to the Board of Directors of the Hospital for the 
outstanding achievement. 


_ During the year we have handled 4500 patients in the hospital, of 
which 2172 have been medical, 1701 surgical, and 717 obstetrical. Three 
hundred and eighty-one of this number have received free treatment for 
a total valuation of $15,534. Besides this, our free treatment in these cases 
has been matched by the free treatment of the doctors of our staff, which 
would run into many thousands of dollars more. With all of this, our 
mortality rate has been but 3.52 per cent, which is far below the general 
average of the country. The average length of stay of the patients in 
our hospital has been 9.7 days, which is a tribute than which a finer cannot 
be paid to the doctors of our staff and to the nurses of the hospital. Six- 
teen members of our Conference and forty-nine members of their families 
have been patients in our hospital within the year, and the service ren- 
dered to them has a cash valuation of $4154. This is a direct and distinct 
service to this Conference and is equivalent to an incréase in salary of 
that much to those members. 7 

Every department of the hospital is functioning in a splendid way, 
and the morale and spirit of the institution is commented upon by many 
who are familiar with such institutions. 

The ladies of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society have undertaken 
a great task in bonding their property for half a million dollars to make 
possible this service. From the foregoing I am sure you will agree it is 
a very great service, and that you will give to the ladies of the Woman’s 
Home Missionary Society, through Harry Shepherd, our Field Secretary, 
every co-operation in helping to wipe out the debt and to make possible 
an even greater service in the years to come.

ARIZONA DEACONESS HOSPITAL 


During the past year we have made numerous physical improvements 
—such as enlarging our faculty house, and completely furnishing same, 
putting in a modern heating plant in our nurses’ home, changing two large 
wards into eight beautiful private rooms, equipping in a most thorough way 
a first-class cystoscopic room, putting in the latest and most up-to-date 
plant we could find in an emergency lighting system, changing our 
scrub-up room equipment to take care of our increased business, and 

other small items. 
We have made real advancement in our School of Nursing. This 
has taken a great deal of work, but we are sure that today we have a 
high grade group of girls that are earnestly trying to equip themselves 
and are applying themselves most strenuously for this important calling. 
We have a full accredited School of Nursing, according to the standards 
of our state. The class just entering training last week were selected 
with the utmost care. We have placed our standards high, and while 
we only received a class of eight at this time, we could have received 
twenty-five if we had accepted each one who wished to enter our school. 

During the past year we cared for 1,817 patients, as compared with 
1,029 for the previous year. During the past year we have received 
from patients $99,688, as compared to $61,415 for the previous year. 
This is not the only thing in a financial way that makes us happy, for 
during the past year we have received from other sources over $65,000. 
$60 000 of this came from an estate that was left us, the other coming 
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from old pledges and contributions, making a total of $169,584 received 
from all sources during the past year. 

‘At the same time we have not neglected those who could not pay 
their way and we have been able to do for those unfortunate ones 
work to the amount of $11,755. We have been so blessed financially 
that we have been in a position where we have paid our bills promptly 
each month since February. This is quite a relief when we compare 
it with our last year. 

The audit of last year showed that we owed on outstanding obliga- 
tions a total of a little over $130,000. We have reduced this item to 
$70,000. 

Also we are grateful to the splendid group of doctors who have given 
so unselfishly of their time and ability to make our hospital a success. 
We would not want you to believe from the above financial or business 
side that we consider that first—our hospital was built through prayer 
and sacrifice of our people and dedicated to Almighty God for suffer- 
ing humanity, and the welfare of the patient is always our first thought. 
Christ went everywhere healing the sick of their various diseases, open- 
ing the eyes of the blind, giving hearing to the deaf, and cleansing the 
leper of his filth. We are trying to emulate his example in our work. 


As our business increases, our problems and obligations also increase. 
We are looking forward to larger things, knowing that the time will 
soon come when we will feel that we should increase the capacity of 
our hospital. 


We were forced last winter to refuse admission of patients for a 
period of some two or three months. We know we will meet the same 
questions again this winter. We are grateful indeed to the community for 
the liberal support they have given us. 

We have invested, at the present time, more than $450,000 in our 
institution, and with us at the present it is a question of just how we are 
going to keep abreast of the time and make proper provisions for the 
future. But as I said in my last year’s report, we feel that the Lord has 
been leading us in this great work for humanity and that he will con- 
tinue to lead us to still greater victory.

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PACIFIC PALISADES ASSOCIATION 


; We bring you this Annual Report of our stewardship in accordance 
with the Articles of Incorporation and By-Laws which you have adopted 
for our guidance in the fulfillment of our trust. 


1. Religious and Educational Activities. 


The first object of this Association is to establish and carry on our 
own Assemblies and Training School courses, and to furnish a con- 
venient and well equipped center for the Assemblies and Training Schools 
of other religious and educational bodies. During the past year we have 
entertained seventy different groups, composed of schools, conferences, 
conventions and camp meetings. Our own program of the Summer 
Schools and Assembly was in every way the best we have thus far had. 
The actual increase in attendance and income was over 60%. Oren B. 
Waite, our Director of Education, laid tribute upon the intellectual and 
spiritual leadership of the world for the benefit of those in attendance. 
Among the most notable leaders were Dr. J. Langdon Davies, of Oxford 
University, Dr. Edward A. Steiner, Dr. Aaron J. Rosanoff, Dr. Edward 
Howard Griggs, Reinold Neibuhr, Prof. Henry S. Curtis, Dr. J. Wardell 
Stafford, Payson J. Treat, Prof. Edmond D. Soper, Bishop Charles 
Mitchell, and our own Bishop Chas. Wesley Burns. 

The Southern California Camp Meeting Association brought Dr. 
Chas. L. Goodell to Pacific Palisades this summer, and broadened the 
scope of their work, inviting the ministers and members of all the Protest- 
ant Churches in Southern California to attend. The result was so 
gratifying that steps were taken during this summer’s gathering to bring 
about a Christian Worker’s Conference next summer, in which as many 
as possible of the Protestant denominations will be officially represented. 
There is an earnest desire that the Christian Workers’ Conference at 
Pacific Palisades may come to mean as much to the Protestantism of the 
West as Northfield and Winona mean to the East and Middle West, and 
the Keswick movement meant to British Protestantism. 

Probably the most significant feature of the summer was the in- 
creased attendance and interest of ministers and their families. This 
was a partial fulfillment of one of our cherished hopes. We believe the 
ministry of the church in this region will bear fruit unto the seed sow- 
ing of this summer; but our desire will not be fully accomplished until 
we can make the inspirational, educational and recreational advantages 
of Pacific Palisades available to our ministers and their families at a 
cost consistent with their means. 

2. Community Growth. 

Pacific Palisades is now a beautiful community of homes ranging 
in cost from $3000 to $15,000. The total value of those constructed to 
date is approximately $693,000. More than one hundred have been built 
during the past year. Building has been particularly active this spring 
and summer. There was a new foundation laid for each day in the 
month of May. There are twenty-two homes in process of building 
now. This has brought with it a large increase in our local church 
membership, which now totals, two hundred twenty-six. The church has 
purchased a sightly lot for a parsonage and plans to build on it this 
fall. They are asking the Conference to appoint a full time pastor, and 
it is hoped that the first unit of the permanent church building may 
be undertaken during the year. 

The Beverly Boulevard, which has long been awaited, is now graded 
and the contract let for paving 40 feet of its 100 foot surface. During* 
the year the State University has located on this boulevard about five 
miles from Pacific Palisades. These improvements mean much to the 
growth of the community. 
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An important addition to our community life is the Bishop's bunga- 
low, which the Association has furnished and put at the disposal of 
Bishop Burns and his family, for such time as they are able to make 
their residence in southern California. They occupied the bungalow a 
part of the summer, and we are in hopes that this may make possible a 
closer contact of the whole southland with our resident Bishop and his 
family, through the years. 


3. Business Activities. 

This has been a difficult year for our land interests, but it has never- 
theless measured substantial progress. There are now 1304 of our lease- 
holders who have fully paid for their property, and 1141 lots are under 
contracts of purchase. 

We have 423 unleased residence lots in our subdivided property, in 
addition to 72 lots which we have reserved for the expansion of the Busi- 
ness Center—a total of 625 acres have been subdivided, leaving 1313 
acres for later development, about 150 acres of which will be required 
for Institutional grounds. Our funded debt, represented by bonds, has 
been reduced more than half a million dollars. 

Our first bonds were delivered two years ago the 14th of last July. 
A total of two and a half millions have been issued and approximately a 
million and a half paid off. The rapid retirement of these bonds and the 
slow payment of some of our constituents has compelled us to defer the 
construction of our permanent Institutional buildings longer than we 
wished, but we hope this may be made possible during the coming year.

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We believe this to be a conservative statement. The land value was 
set by the appraiser for our bonds three years ago next January. It has 
materially advanced since then. The value of buildings and equipment 
has had heavy depreciation written off for the two past years, amounting 
to a total of $208,000, or about 40% of the original cost. For convenience 
in reading the statement we have numbered the assets listed and lettered 
the liabilities. It may be noted that the assets numbered from 4 to 13 
comprise cash and various forms of obligation payable to the Association 
totaling $2,206,000, while the corresponding liabilities lettered from “a” to 
“f” total $1,448,000, the difference of $756,000 representing money payable 
to the Association in excess of amounts the Association owes. 

In considering the bonded indebtedness indicated in item “a” account 
should be taken of item “13,” which represents funds in the hands of the 
trustee for the benefit of the bonds. The surplus indicated in item “h” 
amounting to $3,749,000 should not be taken to mean an easy affluence. 
The Trustees believe it to be adequate to the future program of the 
Institution, but only by business wisdom, hard work, and Christian con- 
secration can it be transmuted into the permanent Institutional buildings 
and equipment with the necessary $2,000,000 of endowment to permanently 
support the work. We are not disposed to boast of our successes hitherto, 
but ask your confidence and prayers that we may measure up to the 
responsibilities and opportunities which are before us. 


4. Plans for the Coming Year. 


We believe the time has come for a decided expansion of our activities. 
The first unit of our permanent auditorium should be built, a golf course 
should be added to our recreational facilities, and extensive improvements 
should be made at our water front. These things cannot be done unless 
our general finances are reshaped to permit our major income from land 
being used for these purposes, instead of being applied to the reduction 
of our funded debt, as at present. 

We have this whole matter under consideration at the present time 
and if favorable conditions present themselves for making such financial 
arrangements, we shall undertake to carry out this expansion program 


during the coming year. 
CHAS HY SCOTT: 
SOCIAL SERVICE AND PUBLIC MORALS 


There is a great note of universality in the historic emphasis of Metho- 
dism. Its insistence upon the extension of the benefits of the atonement 
to all mankind, carries with it likewise, an extension of the same benefits 
to all the relations and institutions of life. Thus the universality which is 
most vital in the historic heritage of the church, is found to be most vital 
also in the modern demand of our complex civilization. As all things 
must be judged in the light of the Gospel, so all things must come under 
its regenerating power. The necessity for the new birth is so imperious 
that there can be no exemptions. There must be a new heaven and a 
new earth. 

The Social Gospel, not altogether a fortunate phrase, but one we must 
use until a better can be coined, is not to be set in antithesis to the indi- 
vidual gospel. We must beware of this false alternative. We have not 
two gospels, but one,—the good news of God’s dynamic energy in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto Himself. It is a divine power, redeeming both 
individuals and society. To be saved the individual must accept Christ. 
But the individual in accepting Christ, must accept likewise Christ’s pro- 
gram of life. And that program is social. No man believeth unto himself 
and no man liveth unto himself. The individual must function socially 
or be lost. 

On the other hand, the institutions of society can be redeemed only 
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as men have the kingdom mind. We are called not to selfishly save our 
own lives, because “he that saveth his life shall lose it,” but we are called 
to fling our lives with holy abandon into the great kingdom enterprise, 
because “he that loseth his life shall save it.’ True it 1s that we make 
no progress by the mere attempt to cleanse the outside of the cup and 
the platter, neither do we advance by the use of any “safety first” device 
while Christ is crucified daily in the common and established practices of 
society. Christian principles must prevail in the whole domain of life 
and throughout all of its complex relationships. When God’s will is done, 
the Kingdom has come. Also until God’s kingdom comes, God’s perfect 
will cannot be done. We must crown Christ King over all or we cannot 
crown Him king at all. 

It has seemed good to the Holy Spirit to lay these things heavily upon 
the heart and conscience of the church of-today. The Social Creed of the 
churches is an attempt to carry this burden and to follow the light which 
the Spirit is assuredly shedding upon us. We should cause our people to 
become familiar with it and with the grounds upon which its conclusions 
rest. Asa step in this direction, we call attention to the recommendations 
of the discipline that the social creed be read in our congregations the 
Sunday preceding Labor Day. 


We commend the use of every agency which will effectively lay upon 
the hearts of our people the church’s true responsibility for the cause of 
labor. We rejoice to believe that a day of better understanding is ap- 
proaching and that with the ultimate coming of democracy in industry, 
the problems which inevitably emerge, will find Christian solution in the 
rational give and take of common counsel and_ sincere good-will. 

We rejoyce in the fact that the California Legislature has ratified the 
Child Labor Amendment to the Federal Constitution. We are chagrined 
over its failure elsewhere, but remain unfaltering in our faith that the 
bitter cry of the chlidren who are exploited in industry, will yet so stir 
the hearts of our people that their emancipation will be assured. We 
pledge ourselves to wage this warfare to a successful end. 

We reaffirm our devotion to the cause of National Prohibition and we 
pledge our best energy to the success of its rigid enforcement. We would 
caution our people against a too easy acceptance of the verdict of its foes 
as to the degree of success already achieved. Some things, at least, would 
seem secure. The traffic is now unconstitutional and criminal. Whoever 
finds it may slay it. The saloon as an accepted and legal institution of our 
society is gone forever. These things are certain to affect profoundly and 
for good the thinking of the rising generation. 

Comforting as all this is, it does not release us from the responsi- 
bility of seeing to it that the work “enforcement” goes on. We welcome 
the recent organization of the Federal enforcement forces and pledge to 
them, as likewise to all local officers, our hearty support in their every 
sincere endeavor. 

We renew our endorsement of the Anti-Saloon League and the 
W.C.T.U., and we seek co-operation with every other agency and organiza- 
tion working effectively to make prohibition prohibit. 

We reaffirm our hearty approval of the strong pronouncement of our 
General Conference on the subject of war. Mind and heart and will must 
be set unconquerably against the whole war system. Recognition of the 
essential wickedness and futility of war, though good, is not enough. We 
must determine the causes of war and remove them. We must sow the 
seeds of international goodwill and bring all international relationships 
to the bar of Christian judgment. We are convinced that the creation of 
some form of international tribunal before which international problems 
may be brought for adjudication, will mark a long step in our progress 
toward their peaceful solution. a 

Let Christ be enthroned in the commerce of the world, let economic 
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imperialism be abondoned, let all races become one in Christ, let His Spirit 
of justice and good-will prevail, and then nations will learn war no more.

STATE OF THE CHURCH 


We need not dwell upon the subtilty of the forces of evil that are 
hurled against the church. “We wrestle not against flesh and blood, but 
against the principalities, against the powers, against the world rulers of 
this darkness, against the spiritual hosts of wickedness in the heavenly 
places.” 

Is the church winning or losing? There are many discouraging facts, 
and many Christians lose heart; but history repeats itself within as well 
as without the church. Progress is never a steady advance. We face the 
surging backward and froward of two gigantic armies, but if God be for 
us, who can be against us? Certainly no force superior to God Himself. 

Our problems are not new. The sins of our modern cities were prac- 
ticed in Chaldea before Abram started on his journey, and we have very 
few sins in our modern churches that Paul does not criticize in his let- 
ters. Sometimes we feel that our young people are a new problem, and 
so they are—and so they were in the days of Hammurabi, and Socrates, 
and John Wesley. Occasionally at a convention or at a League Institute 
for a little while, a group of them admits some of us old folks to the inner 
circle, and we can all but hear a voice saying, “Put off thy shoes from off 
thy feet, for the ground whereon thou standest is holy ground.” Ask any 
member of the faculty if they ever felt a more deeply spiritual atmosphere 
than at some of the services at Pacific Palisades, and many of us pastors 
know that it was an atmosphere that is carrying on. 

The church has some controversies. It has always had controversies, 
sometimes less, sometimes more than now. As ministers, we cannot be 
true to our trust and hold our peace regarding the great controversies of 
the day. But, brethren, let us approach these questions, not as contro- 
versialists but—with our people as seekers after truth. Our people, espe- 
cially our young people, need help in thinking their way through. We 
need as never before to preach the basic truths of Christianity, and, like 
the preacher of Galilee, clothe them in such language and imagery that 
they can be grasped by and will appeal to the modern mind. Intolerance 
has no place in the church. It is never there save as an intruder. Very 
generally men and women are seeking the truth. Sometimes they go far 
astray and their thinking is very much at fault, but—“Brethren, if a man 
be overtaken in a fault, ye which are spiritual restore such an one, in the 
spirit of meekness, considering thyself, lest thou also be tempted.” 

As never before, we have a Protestantism that is organizing for united 
drives against the strongholds of sin. We have the equipment. The one 
‘thing needed today is a Pauline confidence that God is able to do “exceed- 
ingly, abundantly above all that we can ask or think,” and that “we can 


do all things through Christ which strengtheneth us.”

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Eight years ago the annual income of the Society was about 
$6,000.00. Last year the Society received from the churches $13,610, 
from the Board of Home Missions $13,564, and from other sources an 
income to make a total: receipt of $37,995. Eight years ago the Society 
owed $3,000 in notes due at the bank, unpaid pledges to churches of 
$2,000.00, and unpaid bills of $500. In a word, the organization was in 
debt to the sum of $5,500. Today the Society owes no bills, all notes 
have been paid, as have all pledges to churches and in addition owns 
property valued at approximately $100,000. During the history of the 
Society this organization has made church extension donations and 
extended missionary aid to thirty-six of the churches on the Los Angeles 
District. It has actually owned and deeded to the local Church seven- 
teen of the churches now on the Los Angeles District. 


The Society has provided proper offices for the District Superintendent 
of this district, and a secretary, that his services may be turned to the 
greater problems of the district. Eight years ago, housed. in a tiny 
cubby hole on the top floor of the Wright and Ca lender Building, in a 
corner of the. Church Federation rooms, the District Superintendent 
wrote his letter by hand, kept the records of the district in the fashion 
of two generations hence in business. Today all the Methodist offices 
are located in one place. We assure you that we are not over proud 
of the Headquarters, but we are glad we are united and that the Society 
is now planning a respectable Headquarters for all Methodism. Today 
competent secretaries do the work which no District Superintendent 
should be called upon to undertake. 


With the exception of the brief period when Mr. Reynolds was 
Secretary of this Society, the work has been done entirely by volunteer 
services upon the part of busy pastors and laymen, who have quietly 
but efficiently and very generously given of their time to Kingdom enter- 
prises. The President of this Society has given many thousands of 
dollars of time in service. This has been true of the District Superin- 
tendent. The problems of this City have so gripped the soul of Dr. 
Guild that the Secretary wishes here to pay tribute to the services of the 
man so indispensable in planning, so strong in executing, and so keen in 
envisioning the work of the City. 

The Los Angeles Missionary and Church Extension Society, at a 
regular meeting of the Board of Trustees, adopted the following state- 
ment of policy, which will determine its future activity in Church Ex- 
tension and in Missionary Maintenance: 


“The Los Angeles Missionary and Church Extension Society is 
organized for a two-fold purpose, namely, Church Extension and Church 
Maintenance. In the matter of Church Extension the Society séeks 
to purchase or aid in the purchase of new sites and to aid in the erecw 
tion of new buildings. It is the policy of the Society that it takes a 
negotiable note from the Church aided, for not less than 75% of the 
amount loaned; it being understood that no loans are to be made to any 
unincorporated church. The amount returned to the Society from the 
negotiable notes taken from the Church shall be used as a perpetual loan 
fund for purposes of Church Extension only, and not for Maintenance. 
In the matter of Church Maintenance the Society adopts a policy of de- 
termining its course in the individual case upon presentation of facts. 

It is the further policy of the Society, when appealed to by local 
churches, to secure credit for them at the banks, to do so in the follow-’° 
ing manner: The Society will make arrangements for the negotiation 
of the loan, but the local Church must sign the note, the Society en- 
dorsing same to secure credit. In carrying out its program of Church 
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Extension it is the policy of the Society to have as its basis of action 
a thorough survey of the community. In addition, it is the policy of 
the Society to work in harmony with interdenominational comity.” 


Ach‘evements of the Year 

In accordance with the statement of policy noted above, the Society 
has received from churches to whom loans have been granted, negoti- 
able notes. From such notes, together with additions from sale of 
property and saving in Church Maintenance money on the Los Angeles 
District, the Society has built up a Revolving Fund this year in the 
sum of $8,698, $2,320 of which has been invested in a new location for 
the Elysian Gardens Methodist Episcopal Church. The Revolving Fund 
will be kept as a perpetual fund for Church Extension, and is named— 
“The Charles Wesley Burns Church Extension Revolving Fund”, in 
honor of Bishop Burns, who presented the work and raised $2,993 at 
the meeting of the First Methodist Episcopal Church, upon presenta- 
tion of Dr. L. T. Guild, held September 17th, 1924. 

The Board has definitely entered upon a policy involving the coor- 
dination of all Methodist activities. Necessarily these activities will 
maintain independent Boards, but the reorganization of the Board of 
Trustees of the City Society makes possible adequate representation of 
all Boards upon our Board of Trustees, so as to insure unity ‘of action 
in Methodist missionary activity. The reorganization has brought to our 
Board representatives from the Goodwill Industries, Woman’s Home 
Missionary Society, City Parish, Plaza Community Center, District 
Board of Education, University of Southern California, Federation of 
Ladies Aid Societies, Latin American Mission, Pacific Japanese Mission, 
Pacific Chinese Mission, California German Conference, Swedish Mis- 
sion Conference, Western Norwegian and Danish Conference. 


The work of the Board of Trustees has been reorganized and 
assigned to the following committees: Church Extension and Location 
and Survey, Policy and Program, Pastoral Support and Estimation, 
Christian Service, Consolidation, Social Union, Institutions, Headquar- 
ters, City Parish, Property and Finance. 

Finally the Society will close its year with all bills paid, with no 
obligations in the way of notes payable, excepting notes endorsed for 
local churches, wherein the local churches are responsible, and with a 
net worth in actual property owned of $100,000. This is the first time 
in the history of the Society that all outstanding obligations have been 
paid. 

Imperative Needs of the Hour 


The following brief statement of needs are more than the ordinary 
requests for aid. Unless these needs be met Methodism and Protestant- 
ism as a whole will suffer seriously in the decades to come: 

FIRST: The Church of All Nations, at the corner of Sixth Street 
and Gladys Avenue, must be erected, in order that we may keep faith 
with the people who have given to this project, and the people in the 
field to whom wider service has been promised. 

SECOND: There must be an increase of giving from the churches, 
enabling an extension of the present missionary maintenance work of the 
Board, together with an attempt to subsidize underpaid pastors, until 
at last no brother shall be working in the district for less than $1500. 
and house. 

THIRD and MAJOR need is to secure from the Board of Home 
Missions, or other sources, a fund of $100,000 to be used for the purpose 
of purchasing new sites in advance of the rapidly increasing realty 
values. 
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During most of the year the Board met at call of the Chairman and 
Secretary for the reason that there were no Church Extension Funds 
to be drawn upon and such meetings were sufficient. All applications 
were carefully examined and inquired into, and all disciplinary require- 
ments were carefully observed. The records are kept accurately.

COMMISSION ON CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS 


The campaign for a half million dollars endowment for Conference 
Claimants began with the appointment of Walter C. Loomis in 1920. 
After four years spent in cultivating the field, the intensive campaign 
was started November 1, 1924, and continued until the holidays. 

One hundred fifty churches actually put on the campaign and secured 
subscriptions; 13 churches put the full askings into their budget, while 
9 churches, wishing to defer the campaign until a later period underwrote, 
promising to put on the campaign later and secure the full amount of 
their askings. The total amount of subscriptions, including those who 
put their claims into the budget and those underwriting, amounted to 
$411,000, not including property gifts nor annuities. The property gifts 
and annuities amounted to $118,700, making a total for the campaign to 
date of $529,700 secured. 

Experience has taught us that it is not a good plan to depend on 
the budget for Conference Claimants and we confidently expect that all 
churches that have adopted the budget plan, or underwrote, or have not 
put on the campaign at all, will follow the leadership of the Fresno 
District in November and finish the job by securing subscriptions cover- 
ing the entire amount of their askings. Escondido lacked a little over 
$300 in meeting their apportionment. The church assumed the balance 
and before Conference sent us the one-third of this amount and two 
epee notes for the balance payable in one and two years from 
ate. 

There has been received this year from all sources for Conference 
Claimants Endowment the sum of $193,300. 

The total receipts from the half million dollar campaign since my 
appointment is in excess of $270,000. 

The giving in the campaign was heroic. It would have warmed 
your heart to have been present at First Church, Los Angeles, and heard 
the masterly sermon by our own resident Bishop Burns, picturing the 
heroic and sacrificial service of the early pioneer minister, and then to 
have witnessed the giving under the leadership of the pastor, our Con- 
ference chairman, until $36,000 had been subscribed. 

Crescent Heights, Los Angeles, with a building program on hand 
under the leadership of the pastor, Brother Cole, subscribed 250% of 
the askings and have paid nearly half of the entire subscription. The 
Pacific Palisades, Oren B. Waite, pastor, with no church building and 
a small membership, subscribed double the amount asked for. 

William McKinley Walker returned to Cucamonga, his former parish 
and before moving, on the very first Sunday after Conference put on the 
campaign and easily went over the top. 

Some said Arizona could not be expected to do their part, but it was 
only the Californians who had the nerve to say it. Everything depends 
upon the leader. Warren C. McIntire was assigned to Prescott. Only 
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100 members with 75 in Sunday School. The apportionment to this charge 
was $1200. The pastor said, “The apportionment is large. I do not 
know how we can raise it, but it ought to be done and if it ought to be 
done, it can be done, and if it can be done I’ll do it. TU bring you one- 
third of the entire amount to Conference. I do not know how I will 
get it, but I'll bring it.” A few days ago Warren C. McIntire sent me 
a check for $1200, the entire amount of the askings for the three years. 
Some of our California pastors are still saying “It can’t be done.” If 
the Bishop will assign Brother McIntire to one of these good churches, 
he'll bring in the entire apportionment in cash to Conference next year. 

Quite a number of our friends have remembered our cause in their 
wills this year and many others are contemplating gifts of properties and 
annuities. 

We have a new tract containing specific information on wills and 
annuities that will be glad to mail or furnish churches for free dis- 
tribution. Our office will furnish expert advice and blank forms free to 
those who desire to make their wills. 

We are preparing to carry a page in the Conference minutes suit- 
ably designed as a memorial tablet, on which will-be entered the names 
and the dates of service of deceased ministers whose sons and daughters, 
or families, shall have contributed $500, or more, to the fund as a 
memorial. This, we believe, will be a fitting tribute and will not simply 
add to the fund by the amounts thus given, but will be a constant and 
perpetual incentive and encouragement to men and women of larger 
means to give to this worthy cause.

Report No. 3. 


The Commission recommends that the apportionment set by the 
Los Angeles City Missionary Society for the churches of that city, be 
accepted and approved by the Conference. 

Report No. 4. 

The Commission recommends that the charges of the Conference be 
requested to contribute 6c per member for the support of the State Church 
Federation. 

Report No. 5. 

The Commission recommends that the charges of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference be requested to contribute $1000 toward the support of 
the University pastor at Berkeley, and that the same amount be raised for 
the University pastor at the Southern Branch of the State University at 
Los Angeles, the amount for each church to be worked out by the Com- 
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mission, with the further recommendation that any money contributed by 
the Arizona District shall go for similar work at the Arizona State Uni- 
versity. 

Report No. 6. 


The Commission recommends that the report of the Conference Stew- 
ards be accepted, and that the amount asked by them be apportioned to 
the churches by the Commission, but with the recommendation that the 
Board of Stewards ask for no increase, but if possible report a reduc- 
tion. ; 


Report No. 7. 


The Commission recommends that the salaries of the District Super- 
intendents be fixed for the coming year at $4000 and that in addition 
they be allowed $400 for traveling expenses and $600 for house rent, and 
that in the case of the Los Angeles District Superintendent, an allowance 
of $500 additional shall be given toward office expense. 

It is further recommended that where a District makes further 
provision for house rent or traveling expenses, that said amount be added 
to the quota asked from the charges of that district and be set down as one 
item to the churches. 

Report No. 8. 

We would again recommend that the Commission on Finance be 
given power to fix the time for the presentation of special financial drives 
for the institutions of our Conference and Episcopal Area. To avoid 
abortive drives and conflict in financial campaigns, all Conference-wide 
movements for raising money shall be referred to the Commission on 
Finance, to determine the question of priority of appeal. 

But the definite date for the inauguration of each campaign shall be 
left to the determination of the area council. 

Report No. 9. 


The Commission recommends that the campaign for the Maclay 
School of Religion shall have priority of appeal for funds for building and 
endowment, following the campaign already scheduled for this year, it be- 
ing understood that this campaign shall be in the next Conference year, 
following the campaign for the Plaza Community Center and the Church 
of All Nations. 


Report No. 10. 


The Commission recommends that a special Commission be raised to 
make a survey of our needs for advanced programs in our Conference for 
the next five years, said commission to make report at the next annual 
conference. 


BENEVOLENCES 


At the moment when social, economic and political conditions are the 
most acute in several foreign missionary fields, and when the tides of 
worldliness are at peak in our home borders, our great Methodism finds 
itself first hesitant, and then retreating. When we should have sent more 
money we sent less. When we should have dispatched more workers, we 
recalled them. Instead of adding to the ranks, we have made wide open 
spaces in them. A cut of more than one-third of the money with which 
to carry on has brought to a halt many promising projects, closed the 
door of salvation in the faces of multitudes who were trying to enter, and 
has brought heartache to cur workers. Our hope is that the worst is over. 
We note with gladness that definite plans to remove the heavy debt of 
the Foreign Board lave been formulated and that sufficient funds have 
been received from month to month to carry out these plans without re- 
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ducing the appropriation to missionary fields below that of last year. We 
record our appreciation of the marked reduction of overhead expenses for 
World Service operations. 

_ We urge our preachers and people to study more carefully our great 
missionary enterprises that they may support them more intelligently and, 


we believe, more willingly.

Financial Rules of the 
Southern California Annual Conference 
of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church 


GENERAL RULES 


1. All the funds of the Southern California Annual Conference shall 
be in the custody of its Board of Trustees and shall be held and ad- 
ministered under such rules as the Conference may from time to time 
adopt for their guidance, and such rules when once adopted shall not be 
changed except in an executive session of the Conference and after at 
least ones day’s notice of the proposed change shall have been given. 

2. All permanent endowment funds shall be invested by the Board 
of Trustees only in first class properties and securities, never for specu- 
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lative purposes, but always in order to keep them safe and produce a 
reasonable income for the Conference. 

3. The Trustees shall anuually report to the Conference through 
their Secretary or Treasurer the condition of the various funds held by 
them, and shall pay to the Board of Stewards the amounts in hand for 
disbursement to the Conference Claimants. Said annual report shall be 
for the fiscal year ending September Ist, immediately preceding each 
Conference session. 

4. The Treasurer of the Board of Trustees shall give bond, to! be 
approved by the said Board, for the faithful performance of his duties, and 
his books, accounts and the securities of which he is the custodian shall 
at all times be open to the inspection of any committee appointed by the 
Conference for that purpose, or any member of the Conference who 
may ask for that privilege. 

5 The Trustees are authorized to receive cash or income produc- 
ing property as gifts to the Conference for its endowment funds, under 
their agreement to pay the owners thereof a certain amount of annuity 
thereon, during the term of the donor’s life. The amount to be paid 
under such agreements with donors, shall be determined by the Trustees 
in view of the purpose of this rule—to safely facilitate the making of 
donations of money and property to the Conference as a religious and 
benevolent institution, and not as a business enterprise in competition 
with secular annuity and insurance societies. 

6. At the close of each Conference session all unexpended balances 
of appropriations to the Conference claimants shall be returned to the 
Trustees of the Conference by the Board of Stewards, and shall be held 
by the Trustees for the benefit of the claimants. 


Permanent Endowment Funds 


7. That special fund held in trust for the Conference and known as 
the Hough Endowment Fund was constituted by a deed of trust given 
by Rev. A. M. Hough and his wife, Anna G. Hough, on Sept. 14, 1895. 
In accordance with the terms of said deed, the Trust is administered by 
the acting Trustees of the Conference and three additional trustees who 
shall be lay members of the church, and its annual net proceeds shall 
be distributed through the Board of Stewards to the Conference Claim- 
ants, as their necessities may require. 

8. The accounts of the Hough Fund shall be kept separate from 
those of other funds in the hands of the Trustees, and its securities, cash 
and other credits shall not be held in common with them, nor shall this 
fund be in any way involved in business transactions with other Endow- 
ment Funds in the custody of the Trustees. ; 

9. All moneys and properties received by this Conference in trust 
for our churches, our connectional societies or other beneficiaries to whom 
we may become legally accountable, shall in every case be promptly re- 
ported to the Conference itself, to the church or society or other bene- 
ficiary interested, and paid to the proper parties as soon as practicable 
and while held by the Trustees shall be kept in separate accounts from 
the Endowment Funds of the Conference. 
hit he Hough Endowment Fund is governed by its own rules,—its net 
income being distributed as “Special.” All other property received for 
the support of Conference Claimants shall be placed in the Conference 
Endowment Fund. 

The Conference Fund shall consist of the following items: 


‘ (a) The permanent capital now invested for the benefit of claim- 
ants. 


(b) Specific donations and bequests. 
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(c) Any otherwise unappropriated funds which may be added 
thereto by action of the Conference. 

The annual net income of this fund, together with such moneys as 
shall come to the Stewards from Connectional sources, such as the reg- 
ular annual collections in the churches, the Book Concern, Chartered 
Fund, Board of Conference Claimants, etc., shall be paid to the Board 
of Stewards, who shall pay the same to the claimants as ordered by the 
Conference and the Discipline of the church.

In Hemoriam 


JOHN A. McMILLAN 


John A. McMillan was born in Scotland February 9, 1851. 

He entered the Southern California Conference in 1878, and was 
assigned to Paso Robles. That same year he opened work in the territory 
of the Dalton gang, on the Estrella 
Plains, about six miles from Paso 
Robles. Here he built a little adobe 
church, which still stands as a mon- 
ument to his heroic work. 

In his youth he was married to 
Miss Abbei J. Wood. Four chil- 
dren were born to this union, two 
of whom are still living. A few 
years later his companion passed to 
her reward. 

On May 6, 1889, he wooed and 
won Miss Olive S. Eaton. Four 
children blessed this union. Three 
are still living, but Marie, a mis- 
sionary in South America, failing 
in health, started home on_fur- 
lough. She arrived at New York 
in a very weakened condition, was 
taken to the hospital, where she 
soon passed to her reward. 

During the last few years his 
hearing was greatly impaired, yet 
this did not keep him from church 
and his devotion to his God. In the 
last year he failed rapidly, and when 
his friends urged him to stay home 
from church to rest, he always re- 
plied. “I may help someone by my presence.” 

_ He prayed long and earnestly for a new church at Annandale. So 
intensely interested was he that every day he would walk to the church 
to watch the progress of the construction—sometimes so weak that it 
was necessary for him to be taken home. His prayer was realized when 
on April 6, 1924, the church was dedicated. Realizing that his prayer was 
answered, he was ready to go, and on October 11th, just two weeks after 
his return from Conference, he closed his eyes, no more to open them 
File he should look upon the home prepared for him, eternal in the 
eavens. 


He was buried from the church he loved on October 14th. The sery- 
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ices were in charge of the pastor, G. A. Porter, assisted by J.-B. Green 
and S. A. Thomson. 
He leaves to mourn his loss besides his wife, three sons and two

D. H. GILLAN 


D. H. Gillan was born February 21, 1852, in Taswell County, Illinois. 
The family consisted of nine girls and three boys. His mother was known 
all through the country as “Mother” Gillan, and her life was devoted to 
her family, to the sick and to the 
needy. Through her influence they 
moved to Colfax, Illinois, where she 
felt the environment would be bet- 
ter for the children. From the age 
of nine until he was twenty-one, 
Mr. Gillan worked with his father 
on the farm; then he determined to 
start out for himself and made two 
trips to the Nebraskan frontier, 
where he took up land. 

Soon after his return he had a 
wonderful conversion and receiveda 
definite call to preach the Gospel. 
By his untiring efforts he overcame 
the obstacles of a lack of education 
and spent years in Westfield College 
and four years in Bloomington Wes- 
leyan. He joined the Illinois Con- 
ference in 1881 and served LeRoy 
Circuit and Havana. He was trans- 
ferred to the Southern California 
Conference in 1886 and served the 
following churches: Riverside, Cen- 
tral. San Diego; Boyle Heights, 
Los Angeles, now Grace; First 
Church, Fresno; Pomona; Asbury, 
Los Angeles; and San Bernardino. 
In 1905 he took the supernumerary ; j 
relation and in 1910 the retired relation; but even after this he continued 
work, acting as Supply for Altadena, Eagle Rock, Baldwin Park and 
Indio. The last few years of his life were spent in developing a date 
and grapefruit orchard near Indio. This “oasis in the desert stands as a 
lasting memorial to his life of unceasing effort for development, whether 
of character or of soil. 

His death occurred at the Methodist Hospital, Los Angeles, July 21, 
1925, and his funeral services were conducted by his long-time friends, 
George W. White, G. F. Bovard, S. A. Thomson, D. F. Howe and Supt.

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JOHN H. HODGES 


John Henry Hodges was one of the sweetest, most tender and trust- 
ful children of God that ever lived on the earth. Every act of service he 
rendered was qualified by the conscious indwelling presence of the Christ: 
the spirit of his Master was rich and 
recognizable in all his ministries. 

Christ found in John Hodges the 
plastic, obedient will through which 
to re-live His own blessed life— 
when he read the Scripture, Christ 
spoke again and the people heard 
him gladly; when he prayed, the 
atmosphere became heavenly and 
all felt the Father accessibly near 
to hear and answer. The flock of 
Christ and especially the lambs 
were. the treasures carried in the 
bosom of this lover of Christ and 
humanity. In the pulpit, m the 
homes, and on the streets he was 
recognized as the friendly minister 
of Christ. 

John Hodges never knew the time 
when he did not love the Savior. 
Born in Cumbryn, Wales, he was 
left fatherless at the age of seven, 
but his godly mother prayed and 
planned that he might become a 
minister of her own Christ, and in 
Wales and Canada and California 
the Spirit of God answered her 
prayers and brought fruitage to her 

: consecrated plans. 

The son of this godly mother made his first address before a Temp- 
erance Band when but twelve years of age, and at seventeen he became 
a local preacher. He heard the call of God in 1905 and came toi Canada 
as a missionary. He graduated from Wesley College at Winnipeg, and 
was ordained to the regular ministry and became a member of the 
Saskatchewan Conference in 1914, The same year he was united in mar- 
riage to Isabel Geddie in the City of Winnipeg. 


He came to California in 1915 and was stationed at Orcutt: later 

he served Normal Church, Fresno, East Bakersfield, and Bishop. He was 
well-beloved by all whom he served. He loved the Christ so sincerely 
and served him so simply and wholeheartedly that his personality was 
a gospel manifestation of love, and in loving this wonderful pastor the 
people were drawn into the inner love circle with Christ. 
_ Born on September 2, 1888, and passing from us January 17, 1925, he 
lived all too short a time with us. The church at Bishop loved him in i 
Christ-like manner. They supported him through all his long illness; and 
when he was taken from them, they put the arms of Christian affection 
around the dear wife and the two fatherless sons and sought to comfort 
and care for them. 

John Hodges, though his life was brief among us, enriched the Con- 
ference by his cultured and devoted service, challenged us all to a more 
simple and vital faith and left us a heritage of blessed memories. He

For the past two years he toiled with 
devotion at Fallbrook, where on Monday, July 13th, after only two days 
of illness, he was called into the Master’s presence. The funeral was 
held in the Methodist Church, Fallbrook, Wednesday afternoon. Clyde

__ On Monday morning, March 23, 1925, Ida L. Perry Wood, beloved 
wife of John A. Wood, passed from her earthly home, at the foot of the 
verdant Monterey Hills in South Pasadena, to the Paradise of God where 
the trees of Life make healing music forevermore. 


Ida L. Perry was born in Baltimore, Maryland, sixty-nine years ago. 
She was reared in the home of her grandfather, Levi Perry,—a home of 
culture and piety. She had a wide and thorough education. She graduated 
from the Eastern Female College of Baltimore with the highest standing 
in scholarship ever attained in the history of that institution. She was 
also a graduate of the Peabody Conservatory of Music and pursued post- 
graduate courses of study in other institutions. She was a teacher of music 
in Colvin Institute for some years. 

She was married to John A. Wood June 27, 1878, and entered upon 
their life work in the Christian ministry. To this work she consecrated her 
entire being, and hers was a wonderful career of service. Her fine culture 
in the fields of literature, music, and art, together with her beautiful spirit, 
gave her a unique influence upon the people of the cities and churches in 
which they served. She was broad as the kingdom of her Lord in her 
sympathy and labors, and volumes could be written upon the results of 
her work throughout the years of their ministry in the larger churches of 
the Central Pennsylvania Conference.

She made many salient. selections from cur- 
rent literature, and in all these tasks her buoyant spirit never flagged. Her 
radiant intellect was never quenched, but simply eclipsed by Death s shad- 
ow, and she fell asleep among her books, her beautiful paintings, and the 
works of art with which her home was filled. 

She was the mother of five sons and one daughter: Judge J. Perry 
Wood, of the Superior Court of Los Angeles; Earle GC: and Melvin S. 
Wood, members of the faculty of the Spanish American Institute at Gar- 
dena, California; John A. Wood, Jr., and Mrs. Margaret A. Morse of 
South Pasadena. One son, Gilbert Haven Wood, was taken at the age of 
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twenty-three, on the threshold of a great career in scholarship. She 
guided the others through infancy and youth to careers of honor and use- 
fulness. A wonderful Mother! Her children rise up and call her blessed. 
Her real character is imprinted on the hearts and lives of those who 
knew her and loved her best. She came to her last conscious hour with 
happy confidence in her Savior, and quietly spoke her wishes _regard- 
ing her burial services.

RULES FOR EXAMINATIONS 


1. Examinations in the Conference Courses of Study will be held the 
Tuesday preceding the opening of the Conference and at the*seat of the 
Conference, and that afternoon at 4 o’clock the Board of Examiners will 
hold its annual meeting. 

8. All candidates holding a bachelor degree from an accredited college 
or university shall be exempt from examination in all studies not biblical 
and theological, and all graduates from accredited theological seminaries 
shall be exempt from examination in theological and biblical studies. 
This exemption shall not, however, exclude examination on the Discipline. 
All candidates whether excused from other examination or not must take 
examination in this study. (See Discipline, par. 597, Sec. 4.) Certificates 
of such work must be sent the Registrar. not later than Sept. 1st. 

4. A syllabus of each book in the “Collateral Reading and Study” 
shall be presented to the respective examiner, but this rule shall not apply 
to the College and Seminary graduates excused from examination in the 
courses of study But these latter must present to the Registrar a certifi- 
cate giving the grade of each study for work done in college or seminary. 

6. Sermons must be typewritten and sent to W. E. Tilroe, University 
of Southern California, not later than Sept. 1st and should contain from 
2000 to 3000 words. The paper used should be letter-size and should be 
folded not rolled when sent. Deduction will be made when the spelling, 
grammar or general execution is faulty. 

7. A pre-requisite to being admitted to full membership in this con- 
ference shall be a Bachelor’s Degree from an approved college or univer- 
sity and graduation from one of our theological seminaries. Exceptions 
for special reasons may be allowed under this rule when endorsed by a 
two-thirds vote of the conference. 

Henceforth the educational requirement for admission on trial into this 
conference shall be the A. B. Degree, this requirement being excepted in 
special cases by a two-thirds vote of the Board of Examiners and of the 
Conference; and in the case of the Mexican and other Latin American 
brethren in addition to the new and exacting courses of study in the ver- 
nacular, the candidate shall be expected to have completed, before admis- 
sion into full membership in the Conference, a High School course in Eng- 
lish or its equivalent in the vernacular, or three years of training in one of 
our training schools or universities. (Adopted Conference session 1924.) 

9. The examiners and the Registrar will be glad to communicate with 
the under-graduates regarding studies. Enclose stamps for reply. The 
addresses of the examiners will be found in the List of Appointments.

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(b) Conference Rules of Order 


1. Conference shall meet at 8:00 a. m., spend half an hour in devotional 
exercises, the regular business session commencing at 8:30 and closing at 
12:30 p. m. 


2. The regular standing Committees shall be appointed at the morning 
session of the first day. 


8. The District Superintendent shall be a Committee to nominate 
Standing Committees. 


4, All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the Secre- 
tary of the Conference or of the Presiding Officer. 


5. When a member wishes to speak he must arise and address the 
chair, but shall not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 


6. The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom 
he assigns the floor. 


7. Motions made and seconded, reports made and accepted, shall be 
deemed the property of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without 
the consent of the Conference. 


8. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to in- 
definitely postpone, shall be taken without debate. 


9. The following motions may take precedence of the original motion 
and precedence of each other in the order they are here named: (1) To 
adjourn to a given time, (2) To adjourn indefinitely. (3) To take up the 
order of the day. (4)| To lay on the table. (5) To move the previous 
question. (6) To postpone to a given time. (7) To refer to a Committee. 
(8) To amend. (9, To postpone indefinitely. 


10. Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the 
President, or a member through the President. 


11, All questions of privilege must be decided by the President. 


12. No Member shall speak on any question more than once until all 
who wish have spoken. No member shall speak more than ten minutes, 
except by permission of the Conference. Nor shall it be in order to move 
the previous question, nor to lay on the table at the close of a speech in 
which the pending question has been discussed. 


13. The one who offers a motion or resolution may have five minutes 
to close the debate and this right shall not be forfeited by a motion order- 
ing the previous question or to lay on the table. 


14. Any person voting in the majority may move a reconsideration, but 
such motion shall not be debatable.

19, All reports prepared for adoption shall be presented in duplicate, 
one copy of which shall be suitably written in ink for the printer, using 
one side of the paper. 


20. <All persons desiring a change in their relations shall first be con- 
sidered by the Committee on Conference Relations 
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21. All applications for admission into this Conference on trial, into 
full connection, or from other denominations and all Changes of relation 
of members shall be considered in executive session, and no one shall 
be admitted into the Conference except by a two-thirds vote. 


22. The Memorial Service shall be held the first morning of the Con- 
ference immediately following the Communion Service and shall include the 
Calling of the Roll.,of the Honored Dead. 


23. The Commitee on Conference Relations shall consist of nine mem- 
bers, who shall be elected for a term of three years, but they shall be 
divided into three classes of three members each, one class to be elected 
annually. 


24. The Committee on Conference Relations shall report each year their 
recommendations as to the continuance in the effective relation of all mem- 
bers of the Conference appointed to work outside of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, except where such appointment is provided for in the law of the 
Church; also all recommendations for such appointments shall first be 
presented to said Committee.

The Secretary was instructed to extend a vote of thanks to the pastor 
and officials of the Westlake Presbyterian Church, for their kindness in 
allowing us the use of their church edifice for our gatherings, and the 
treasurer was instructed to send a check for $10 to the janitor. 

During the noon recess, the members of each District met in dif- 
ferent parts of the auditorium, and nominated a Vice-President represent- 
ing eacr of the Districts, to be voted on when question of electing 
the new officers should come up. 

Report of Resolutions Committee were reported favorably by the 
Committee, and each was approved by the Association: 

1. Believing as we do in the judgment of the American people in 
adopting the 18th Amendment to the Constitution of the United States, 
we call upon all citizens to observe the law in spirit and letter. We com- 
mend those officers of the law who have faithfully endeavored to see that 
the law is properly enforced, in some cases even unto death, and we 
denounce with all our might those officers who have perjured themselves 
either openly or secretly for political, financial or personal gain, and 
promise to use our franchise and influence to retire them to private life, 
and we pledge the Laymen’s Association of Southern California our 
hearty support in the enforcement to the officers appointed by the Goy- 
ernment. 

2. Owing to the fact that many of the pastors on the outlying 
charges receive small salaries, while many others receive very large ones:

RESOLVED: That this convention go on record as favoring a 
more equalized salary or a living wage for God’s workers. 

3. RESOLVED, by the Laymen’s Association of Southern Cali- 
fornia, that we heartily endorse the evangelistic note in the addresses made 
this morning before the Association by President Patterson and Messrs. 
Ballinger, Hume and Hodges. ; 

4. WHEREAS, Dr. Larkin is doing such splendid and constructive 
work for the Church Federation of California; 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That we commend and pledge 
our support to Dr. Larkin. ; 

5. WHEREAS, During the last session of the State Legislature, 
splendid progress toward securing week-day time for Bible study during 
the school period was made by the Southern California Sunday School 
Council of Religious Education. 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That the Laymen’s Associa- 
‘tion of Southern California do approve all such effort for Bible instruc- 
tion for our youth. 


6. RESOLVED, by the Laymen’s Association of the Southern 
California Conference: That a committee of one from each District be 
appointed to select twelve of our best speakers to go throughout the 
Conference, this coming Conference year, and speak for the Laymen’s 
Association from the pulpits, wherever permission may be granted, along 
the lines of the President‘s address, and any other vital points from a 
layman’s standpoint, the Vice-Presidents to constitute the ones referred 
to “from each District.” 


7. RESOLVED, That we, as laymen, are mindful of the fact that 
a workman is worthy of his hire, but we are also mindful of the fact 
that when a minister takes his vows, he renounces commercial gain and 
gives himself to a life of service; and we deplore the modern tendency 
of District Superintendents and Cabinets of matching salary against 
salary and the tendency to disregard the unanimous judgment and call 
of official boards made up of active and consecrated laymen, disregarding 
the unanimous judgment of these laymen that a certain pastor was need- 
ed for a certain community and church and refusing to appoint him solely 
ae the ground that such an appointment would be outside of his salary 
class. 


8. WHEREAS, The last session of our Conference was hospitably 
entertained by the First Methodist Church of Santa Barbara, which has 
often extended to us its courtesies, and we remember its fine record of 
achievement and of generous and loyal sustentation of every benevolent 
cause; and 


WHEREAS, on June 29th an earthquake destroyed more than one- 
third of the property values of the city, including our beautiful church, 
and the Executive Committee of the Laymen’s Association voted to 
sponsor an effort to raise a sum of money to assist in reconstruction: and 

WHEREAS, it is utterly impossible for our people in Santa Barbara 

to rebuild without substantial financial aid; therefore be it. 
_ RESOLVED, by the Southern California Conference of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church and the Laymen’s Association that we pledge our- 
selves to raise the sum of $75,000 to assist our brethren so sorely smitten 
by this disaster; and further 

RESOLVED, that a joint commission of ministers and laymen be 
appointed by these respective bodies with authority to raise this sum 
of money by subscription, apportionment or other means, the amount 
to be paid to the treasurer of the Reconstruction Fund of the Santa: 
Barbara church, not later than the Annual Conference. 
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9. RESOLVED, That the Laymen’s Association of the Southern 
California Conference heartily endorses the work of the Plaza Com- 
munity Center and the Church of All Nations of Los Angeles, and 
enthusiastically agrees to support and otherwise help to put over the 
Joint Financial Campaign, authorized by this session of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference, for the raising of $300,000, in an intensive Conference- 
wide canvass next March, for the erection of adequate and serviceable 
plants in which these two metropolitan missionary institutions may the 
better and more efficiently carry on their unfolding programs of con- 
structive social service and Christian Americanization—to the end that 
the unchurched masses and the foreign language groups in their re- 
spective communities may be ministered unto in the Master’s Name, and 
thereby come to know and love and serve Jesus Christ, the Friend. and 
Savior of all mankind. 

The secretary was instructed to write a letter of appreciation to Don 
Gridley and Miss Lorelle Chase, for their fine singing and music. 

Dr. Brieglieb, on hearing the vote of appreciation extended to him 
and his officials, came to the platform and gave a very interesting and 
friendly talk. 

The Credentials Committee: The Credentials Committee reported 
receiving $115.50 from delegates who secured badges, and presented their 
credentials at the door. The Association voted to seat all the delegates 
who were occupying the main body of the church, and approved of them 
as being legally entitled to vote on all questions.

BY PAWS OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF 
pie Mitt HODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH: 

Adopted September 13, 1926. 


Art. 1. Election of Trustees. 

The Trustees shall be elected by ballot at the annual sessions of the 
Southern California Annual Conference, and shall hold office until their 
successors shall have been elected. Their terms of office shall begin im- 
mediately after their election. As soon as possible after their election at 
said Annual Conference in 1926 and before the final adjournment of said 
session, they shall meet and be divided by iot into four classes; the first 
class shall consist of two trustees whose terms of office shall expire at the 
session of said Annual Conference in 1927; the second class shall consist 
of two trustees whose terms of office shall expire at the session of said 
Annual Conference in 1928; the third class shall consist of two trustees 
whose terms of office shall expire at the session of said Annual Confer- 
ence in 1929; the fourth class shall consist of one trustee whose term of 
office shall expire at the session of said Annual Conference in 1930,

Art. 2. Vacanctes_— } 
Vacancies occurring in the Board of Trustees in the interim of the 


sessions of the Annual Conference shall be filled by election by the re- 
maining trustees, the person or persons so elected to hold office until the 
ensuing session of the Annual Conference. 


Art. 3. Duties of Trustees. 

It shall be the duty of the Trustees to cause to be kept a complete 
record of all their meetings, acts and proceedings; and to present a full 
statement in detail of the assets and liabilities of the corporation, and the 
condition of its affairs, at each session of the Annual Conference. 


Att. 4.) Officers, : : ; 
The officers shall be a President, two Vice Presidents, a Secretary 


and a Treasurer, all of whom, except the Treasurer, shall be elected by 
the Board of Trustees at their first regular meeting in each year. The 
Treasurer shall be elected by the Trustees annually at their last regular 
meeting preceding the session of the Annual Conference. 


Art. 5. President. 
The President shall preside at the meetings of the Trustees and shall 


have the casting vote. 
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He shall sign as President all contracts and other instruments of 
writing which have been approved by the Trustees, and, when so directed 
by vote of the Trustees, shall draw warrants upon the Treasurer. 

He shall, subject to the advice of the Trustees, have direction of the 
affairs of the corporation. In his absence one of the Vice Presidents 
shall act in his stead.

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a record of all the pro- 
ceedings of the Board of Trustees; to keep the corporate seal of the cor- 
poration and affix the same to all papers requiring a seal; to keep proper 
account books; to countersign all warrants drawn upon the Treasurer; 
and to discharge such other duties as pertain to his office and as are pre- 
scribed by the Board of Trustees. 


AGEE eel LeASubet, ‘ 

The Treasurer shall receive and keep all the funds of the corporation 
and pay them only as ordered by the Trustees. He shall receive such 
compensation as shall be determined by the Trustees and he shall be 
bonded by a Surety Company for such an amount as the Trustees shall 
require. 


Art. 8. Executive Committee. 

The President, Secretary and Treasurer of the Board shall constitute 
an Executive Committee having power to attend to the details of busi- 
ness in the interim of Board meetings, their acts to be subject to the 
action of the Board at any regular or special meeting. 


Art. 9. Meetings. 

Regular meetings of the Trustees shall be held in the City of Los 
Angeles on the second Monday of each month. Special meetings may be 
called by the President, or by two of the Trustees, at any time, due notice 
thereof being given to each member of the Board. 


Art. 10. Books and Papers. 

The books, and such papers as may be placed on file by vote of the 
Trustees, shall at all times in business hours, be subject to the inspec- 
tion of the members of the Annual Conference.

These By-Laws may be altered or amended at any meeting of the 
Board of Trustees by a two-thirds vote of all the members.

The Effective Elders of the Los Angeles District were called to their 
feet, their characters passed, and District Superintendent Guild reported 
that the disciplinary requirements had been fulfilled in regard to the 
benevolences and ministerial support. 

C. M. Crist read a telegram from W. L. Dexter telling of the death 
of his son, Paul. 

_ Announcement was also made of the serious illness of Mrs. E. H. 
Nicholson. By request the Bishop led the Conference in a prayer of 
sympathy. 


The secretary was instructed to send the sympathy of the Conference 
to Brother and Sister Dexier. 


All the undergraduates were requested to sit in a body on Saturday 
morning at the time of the Bishop’s address to the Class. 


ADMISSION ON TRIAL: The Order of the Day was called. Rule 
21 was suspended. The Registrar and Chairman of the Conference Rela- 
tions Committee reported on the several cases, the candidates for Admis- 
sion on Trial present were introduced, they were represented by their 
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District Superintendents and the following action was taken: Grover 
Ralston, James D. Ewan, and Stanley S. McKee were admitted On Trial 
and advanced to studies of the First Year. 


Manford W. Bennett, and Roy C. Mason were admitted on Trial, 
excused from further examination in the Conference course of study, ad- 
vanced to class of the First Year and elected to Deacon’s Orders under 
the Seminary Rule.

THREE COMMISSIONS: Following the invitation of the Con- 
ference, the Lay Association was received and Frank H. Ballinger and 
Arthur G. Lindley were introduced and brought the greetings of the Lay 
Association. Members of the Lay Association were granted the privilege 
of the floor for the discussion on the reports of the three Commissions. 


SANTA BARBARA: The representatives of the Lay Association 
presented the following resolution as passed by them and it was approved 
by the Conference and the Commission was named: 


“WHEREAS, The Southern California Annual Conference at its 
last session, by unanimous vote—the Laymen’s Association concurring— 
pledged the sum of $75,000.00 toward the re-construction fund of our 
First Methodist Church at Santa Barbara, whose place of worship had 
recently been totally destroyed by earthquake; and 


“WHEREAS, said sum of money was pledged to be raised by ‘sub- 
scription, apportionment or other means, the amount to be paid to the 
treasurer of the Santa Barbara Church not later than the next Annual 


Conference’; and 


“WHEREAS, there is still remaining unpaid the sum of $43,000.00 
of this pledge, the lack of which is greatly hindering, if not preventing, 
their re-building program which is so much needed to carry forward the 
work of that heroic band of Christian people, and to retain the place of 
leadership in the community, which our Church has held for many years. 


“WHEREAS, this was a definite pledge, which is a moral obliga- 
tion and should be paid at the earliest possible date; therefore 


<DEal ie RESOLVED. by the Laymen’s Association and the South- 
ern California Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, that we 
pledge ourselves to take immediate steps to meet this unpaid obligation 
by appointing a new joint commission, consisting of one layman and one 
pastor from each of the six Districts of the Conference, and three addi- 
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tional members, selected at large, by the said Commission, giving this 
new commission full power and authority to make a careful study of the 
problem and determine on the best method to pursue in putting it into 
effect, to the end that this said sum of $43,000.00 be paid in to the Santa 
Barbara Church at the earliest date possible, and not later than January

COMMISSION ON FIVE YEAR SURVEY: J. Lewis Gillies read 
the following report of the Commission on Five Year Survey and it was 
adopted: 


In view of the fact that our Churches are now making payments on 
three Conference Subscriptions, Conference Claimants’ Endowment, Santa 
Barbara Earthquake, and the Plaza and Church of All Nations, and that 
these payments do not conclude until after the Conference Session of 
1928: and in view of the further fact that not a few of our Churches have 
not as yet been able, because of local conditions, to present all of these 
causes and therefore collections and payments in these Churches will 
extend much beyond 1928; and in view of the continued and steady decline 
in World-wide Missionary interests; and in view of the pressing need in 
many communities for new or improved Church Buildings, or the pay- 
ment for buildings recently erected; and in view of the need to occupy 
new territory and launch new work; and in view of the evident neglect 
of any recent simultaneous and Conference-wide Evangelistic effort 
among us: 


Therefore, your Committee reports and recommends: 


iv That there be no further or other Conference financial campaigns 
until after the Conference session of 1929. 


2. That the next three years be devoted, (a) to the collection in full 
of all Subscriptions that have been made to Conference Causes, and the 
presenting of these causes in such Churches as have not yet presented 
them; (b) to an Educational Campaign to recreate interest in World 
Service, and the regular and established Benevolent Causes; (c) to the 
erection or improvement of Church Buildings where needed, and the pay- 
ment of local Church debts, and the development of new territory; (d) to 
simultaneous and Conference-wide Evangelistic efforts. 


3. (a) The investigation of your Committee reveals the fact that we 
are likely to face in the near future campaigns for the Maclay School of 
Theology, the Methodist Hospital in Los Angeles, and an additional cam- 
paign for Conference Claimants (to commute accrued claims). Your 
Committee is not therefore able to recommend what cause or causes 
should be presented or to which priority should be given until the Con- 


ference has acted upon the recommendations of other Commissions to 
report at this Session. 


(b) We further recommend that the members of the Laymen’s Asso- 
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ciation be invited to meet with the Annual Conference at the time of the 
consideration of this and the report of the other Commissions.

COMMISSION ON CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS: W. E. Til- 
roe read the report of the Commission on Conference Claimants and it 
was adopted, after slight amendment, as follows: 


On February 6, 1926, the Executive Committee appointed by the 
Commission on Conference Ciaimants met at the Y.M.C.A. Rev. Wm. M. 
Jeffers, Executive Secretary, presented the condition confronting the 
Southern California Conference concerning the Conference Claimants, and 
requested that a committee be appointed to formulate a plan to be pre- 
sented to the Commission for their approval and then to the Annual Con- 
ference. 

C. E. Leitzell, W. T. Wright, Geo. A. Warner,-I. Frank Roach, and 
Geo. E. Hume were appointed. W. E. Tilroe, Chairman of the Commis- 
sion, and William M. Jeffers, Executive Secretary, ex-officio members. 

After considering every phase of the subject, consulting various sta- 
tistical tables, seeking for information from other Conferences and from 
our Chicago Office, the following resolutions were unanimously adopted, 
viz.: 
RESOLVED: First, that inasmuch, as it will require $2,000,000 to 
commute the claims of our Conference for service already rendered and 
inasmuch, as we now have less than $500,000, we deem it inadvisable to 
commute our claims through the Chicago Office. 

RESOLVED: Second, in view of past statistics and present necessi- 
ties, we recommend a Conference Annuity rate not to exceed $25.00 for 
each year of service, after the plan has been adopted by the General Con- 
ference. 

RESOLVED: Third, that in the event of the passing of the proposed 
New Pension Plan by the General Conference in 1928; that all assessments 
from churches and pastors designed for the Reserved Pension Fund shall 
be paid through our corporation treasurer. 


RESOLVED: Fourth, that we request the Board of Stewards to 
send to the churches an apportionment for Conference Claimants not to 
exceed $80,000 per year, and that we authorize the corporation treasurer 
to remit to our Chicago Office, from the collections received on the above 
apportionment, the amount necessary to meet each local church’s assess- 
ment to the Reserve Pension Fund for the benefit of their pastor and 
District Superintendent, not including the 244% assessment on each min- 
ister, provided said local church has paid its full apportionment as sent 
out by the Board of Stewards or prorated the ministerial claims according 


to the law of the church. 


RESOLVED: Fifth, that such funds remaining from the collections 
on apportionments made by the Board of Stewards after assessment from 
the churches for Reserve Pension Fund has been paid, together with what- 
ever income from invested funds and other sources that can be legally 
used, shall be distributed to our Conference Claimants at a rate not to 
exceed $25.00 for each year of service, as above recommended. 


RESOLVED: Sixth, that in view of the fact that we are now able 
to loan our funds on good first mortgage securities at 7% and that 
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$1,000,000 would produce $70,000, which together with the $80,000 appor- 
tioned to the churches by the Board of Pensions and Relief will pay the 
church’s assessment to the reserve pension fund, and pay also an annuity 
of not to exceed $25.00 per year of service to our superannuates, 


Therefore, we recommend first, that all funds to provide for accrued 
liabilities for past services be administered through our own Conference. 
Second, that we earnestly request the Annual Conference to fix the month 
of November 1929, or the earliest likely time thereafter agreeable with 
other Area and Conference interests for a campaign for $500,000, addi- 
tional funds to bring our endowment up to the million dollar mark so as 
to enable the Conference to carry out the above plan and provide the 
designated support for our Conference Claimants. 


Third: That we request our commission on Conference Claimants to 
conduct an immediate campaign of education among our people as to the 
crisis which we face. 


RESOLVED: Seventh, that we express to Dr. William M. Jeffers, 
our Executive Secretary, our keen appreciation of the remarkably fine 
service he has rendered, and that we assure him of our abiding affection, 
and pray God’s continual blessing upon him in all his future years of serv- 
ice for the Kingdom. 

It was ordered that when we adjourn we adjourn to meet at 2:00 p.m. 
for the further consideration of these reports. ;

Afternoon Session 


Bishop Burns called the Conference to order at Zee sdale 
Hymn 678 was sung and F. D. Mather led in prayer. 


MACLAY SCHOOL OF RELIGION: B. G. Oxnam read the report 
ges Commission on Maclay School of Religion and it was adopted as 
ollows: 

At the last session of the Southern California Annual Conference, a 
Commission consisting of G. Bromley Oxnam, Chas. F. Seitter, Willsie 
Martin, J. Is. Corley, W. A. Reynolds, W. T. Wright, E. Dow Hoffman, 
C. O. Kimball, and H. A. Ingham was appointed “for the purpose of 
studying the entire question of the future of the Maclay School of Re- 
ligion.” During the year the Commission has held eight meetings; has 
sent questionnaires to all the pastors of the Conference and to the students 
and prospective students of the Maclay School of Religion; and has held 
several interviews with the President of the University, the Dean of the 
Maclay School of Religion, and members of the faculty. Individual mem- 


oe | the Commission have met numbers of people interested in the 
chool. : 


This investigation revealed that since 1893 there has been no legal en- 
dowment for the Maclay School of Religion. It revealed further that the 
School did not meet_the standards of the University Senate, and that 
President von KleinSmid, in his thorough-going reorganization of the 
University, leading to a higher academic standard, found it necessary to 
close the Maclay School of Divinity, as it has been called during the last 
year. 

During recent months the entire program of religious education and 
the training of students for the ministry has been reorganized in such 
fashion that a student planning to enter the ministry may pursue work in 
the College of Liberal Arts during his Freshman and Sophomore years. 
He must then (a) elect to major in religion in the College of Liberal Arts 
and receive upon graduation the Baccalaureate Degree in Arts; or (b) 
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enter the School of Religion and receive upon graduation the Baccalaureate 
Degree in Religion. 


His subsequent study is graduate work, and its standards-are set by 

the Graduate Council of the University. A student who holds the 
Bachelor of Arts Degree, having majored in Religion, or a student who 
holds the Bachelor of Religion Degree, may, upon taking the required 
number of hours of graduate work and offering the regular thesis, receive 
the Master of Theology Degree in one year. When this reorganization is 
completed, and sufficient endowment to provide for faculty, library, etc., 
is secured, he may then pursue two years further graduate study, and 
upon succesfully completing the work receive a Doctorate in Theology. 
The Doctorate in Theology will have precisely the same academic require- 
ments as the Doctorate in Philosophy, and it is only the ablest students 
who will receive the Degree in two years following a Master’s Degree in 
Theology. 
: It will be seen, therefore, that a person holding the Master’s Degree 
in Theology will have had three years of training in Religion following the 
two years lower division work in the College of Liberal Arts. One who 
holds a Bachelor of Arts Degree in some other field than Religion as a 
major, is required to take specified prerequisite work in Religion before he 
can become a candidate for the Degree of Master of Theology. 

Prior to the reorganization scheme described above the Commission 
had decided to recommend to the Conference five propositions in the field 
of Theological Education, recommending that the Conference choose one. 
These follow: 

1 FELLOWSHIP ENDOWMENT. This p'‘an called for the rais- 
ing of sufficient endowment the-income to be used for fellowships to send 
candidates for the Methodist ministry from Southern California to approved 
Theological Schools. 

2 PACIFIC SCHOOL OF RELIGION. This suggestion urged a 
cooperation with the Pacific School of Religion and aid in its development 
by recommending our candidates attend there. 

3. UNION THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. This project_called for 
the development of a Union Theological Seminary in Southern California, 
wherein all denominations might participate. 

A SOOO Oma EOUOGY, UNIVERSITY OF SOULTHERN 
CALIFORNIA. It was urged in this suggestion that a thorough-going 
graduate School of Theology be developed in connection with the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, following the policy of the Eastern Schools, 
such as Boston, Drew and Garrett. It was recognized that one million 
dollars would be essential to the successful promulgation of this sugges- 
tion, and that in view of the previous campaigns upon which payments are 
yet due, that several years ought to elapse before the project be started. 

5. COORDINATION PLAN. This plan was in substance the re- 
organization which has been effected by the University and which was 
described above. 

As a result of a year’s study the Commission recommends proposition 
Number Five, namely, the Coordination Plan. It feels this experiment 
should be given full opportunity to develop. In view of the fact that 
another Commission recommends that no endowment shall be raised dur- 
ing the next three years, the Commission desires to refer the question of 
endowment to the proper Conference bodies, to be considered at the proper 
time. 

W. E. Tilroe presented the following resolution as signed by repre- 
sentatives of the three Commissions and it was adopted: 

WHEREAS there is confessedly a general unrest in our Conference 
constituency with the multiplicity of financial campaigns or drives, and 
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WHEREAS equally the early future of our retired ministers funds, 
our theological school, our hospital and our City Missions is ominous 
where not alarming, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that it is the sense of this Con- 
ference that the Bishop and Cabinet with an equal number of laymen 
selected by them shall be a Committee to project one united campaign 
for a sum sufficient to safeguard all these interests, said Committee re- 
porting all details to the ensuing Annual Conference and said campaign 
to be conducted in the Conference Year of 1929 and 1930.

Be sure, my brethren, of the Deity of your Lord. 

The lay voices are most insistent in their call for evangelism. 

No danger about you being socially minded, or intellectually minded, 
but we are in danger of reducing our Christianity to a social manifesto. 

Your great business is to bring God to men. We send you forth as 
flaming evangels of the heart of Jesus.”

At the request of the Bishop, Merle N. Smith called the Conference to 


order at 9:55 p. m. : : ;

STANDARD TRAINING SCHOOL: H. C. Slater made the an- 
nouncements in regard to the Standard Training Schools. 


RADIO BROADCASTING: Gross Alexander read a special report 
on radio broadcasting which was prepared for submission to the Confer- 
ence at thé request of the Pasadena District Conference. It was adopted. 
(See Special Report). 

The case of C. E. Sweet, a local preacher who formerly was in charge 
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of the 5th Street Mission, was brought to the attention of the Conference. 
A collection was ordered taken to cover his need, and the offering made 
for the caretaker of the church in return for his many courtesies, and the 
division was left to George A. Warmer and Merle N. Smith. The offering 
was later reported as $150.76, of which $30.76 was given to the caretaker, 
Mr. Foote, and $120 to Brother Sweet. The latter was turned over to 
Treasurer A. Ray Moore. 


COMING ELECTION: F. M. Larkin suggested that pastors ex- 
change pulpits and speak on Amendments 6, 9 and 19. 


CHANGE OF CONFERENCE DATE: John Oliver presented the 
following resolution, and it was adopted with the additional instruction 
that the commission should make a study and report on the feasibility of 
holding our Conference in the early Summer or late Spring, thus avoiding 
the loss of vote, the breaking into the school year, and the better prepara- 
tion for the Fall work: 

Whereas, the Methodist Preacher is a mighty factor in the social and 
political program for community betterment, and the votes of himself and 
family can always be depended upon for the moral up-building of righteous 
government;.and, ae 

Whereas, in the change of pastors, made necessary by our itinerant 
system, many of our preachers, under the present interpretation of the 
election laws, lose their votes; and 

Whereas, we believe such loss of the franchise is illegal and an un- 
measured loss to good government everywhere; and that no government, 
working under a constitution like ours, has the legal right to deny a citizen 
the right to vote in the county he has formerly resided till he has earned 
the right to vote in another county, 

Resolved, that we appoint a commission of five to consult with mem- 
bers of the legal fraternity and to study the whole situation in view of 
this unjust interpretation of the election laws, and the tremendous moral 
and political value of the vote of our preachers and their families, and re- 
port at the next session of the Annual Conference. 


MEXICO: B. S. Haywood presented the following resolution and it 
was adopted without debate: 


INASMUCH as the Southern California Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church is one of the greatest conferences of the evangelical 
denomination, which is the strongest in membership on the Mexican Bor- 
der, and 


INASMUCH as Los Angeles is the cultural and tourist metropolis 
of this part of the entire world and the seat of activities and industries 
most closely related to Mexico and to all Latin America in diplomacy, 
commerce, education, religious work and in a constant stream of inter- 
racial visitation, thus providing an unusual opportunity for an intimate 
acquaintance with the actual course of international events particularly 
in Mexico, which events in the present religious controversy have been 
widely and badly interpreted; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: 

First: That we of the Southern California Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, in Annual Conference assembled, do earnestly 
commend the attitude and utterances of our President, Calvin Coolidge, 
and the policy of non-interference on the part of our government at 
Washington in the present Mexican religious controversy, and also as it 
is officially represented in Mexico City; 

Second: That we congratulate President Elias Calles and the Mexi- 
can Government upon their impartial, courageous and dignified policy and 
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attitude during this crucial epoch when our sister republic is sincerely and 
energetically striving to achieve true religious liberty and social democracy 
with malice toward none, and : 

Third: That we order that copies of these resolutions be transmitted 
to the respective presidents, the secretaries of foreign affairs, and to the 
ministers representing both governments, with assurance of our gratitude 
to God for the last fifteen years of peace and progress in Mexico and of 
our prayers for the continuance of our international peace and amity and 
of our utmost effort looking toward an increasing and mutual inter-racial 
sympathy and understanding among the citizens of our United States and 
of those nationals of Mexico who visit us or who come to reside and 
labor within our borders. 

The Bishop took the chair. 


MILITARISM: Willsie Martin presented the following resolution 
and it was adopted without debate: 

As ministers, members of the Southern California Annual Conference, 
we desire to record our conviction to the Board of Education of the 
State that the use of public funds, the use of school facilities, school 
authority and school time and the enrollment of youth for the maintenance 
of R. O. T. C.’s is out of harmony with the tradition of the United States 
as a non-militaristic nation, is out of harmony with progressive educa- 
tional ideals and is at variance with those noble endeavors that seek to 
substitute reason, good will, and law for force and arms in local and 
international administration.

(a) District Superintendents 


rARS Da. Baker e é é Arizona 


The Boundaries of the Arizona District have not shrunken during the 
past year, the travel being over 35,000 miles but the distances do not 
seem as great because of the welcome which one gets in the parsonages 
at the end of a day’s journey. At the beginning of the year there were 
20 boys and girls in the parsonages and | am glad to say that at least 
in one respect we have had a twenty-five percent increase, for five new 
babies have arrived. 


Death has entered our ranks but once carrying away, on May Oth, 
Rita Viola Brooke, wife of Herbert Brooke, the pastor at Wilcox. 


CHANGES IN PERSONNEL: William R. Hessell and Arthur 
T. Kent both college and Boston graduates were secured after Confer- 
ence as transfers from the Vermont conference and have found busy 
pastorates at Winslow and Prescott. 


Frank Speck was given part time work last conference with the hope 
he would regain his broken health but the year has brought to him greater 
affliction and he will ask for change of relation at this conference. 


EPISCOPAL VISITATION: Many people in Arizona saw a real 
Methodist Bishop for the first time this year. Bishop Burns dedicated 
the Sunday school plant and gymnasium at Flagstaff in February and 


then spent four memorable days in auto drives over the mountains and 
deserts. 


Dr. M. P. Burns also dared to take a few rides in the district car 
and saw about two thirds of the churches of the district.. His promises 
of future help in the new irrigation country and fast growing city about 
the state university will aid us greatly in the months that are ahead. 


SCHOOL OF METHODS: Dean Ingham led the Sunday school 
forces of the district to new and higher standards in the February gath- 
ering in Phoenix. L. T. Guild gave addresses on church and pastoral 
problems, J. L. Corley with A. Ray Moore visited all the churches 
and assisted at the Institute held the latter part of June at Groom Creek. 


EPWORTH LEAGUE INSTITUTE: Groom Creek, eight miles 
south of Prescott, is a beautiful mountain place where over two hundred 
people came for a week of intensive study and recreation. 
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Nineteen organizations were represented, most of then ivi 
100 miles and several over five hundred miles. The Ce ee eae 
minated Sunday morning in many decisions to lead a new life in Christ 
Permanent grounds will be secured near this location and funds are now 
being accumulated to make this possible.

NEW CHURCH BUILDINGS AND IMPROVEMENTS—Ajo: 
T. H. Dodd was returned to Arizona last Conference, after two hectic 
years spent on the Los Angeles district. As soon as he arrived on familiar 
soil he again began to function as a church builder, erecting the Protestant 
Community church built in old mission architecture, which is as fine a 
piece of work as can be found anywhere. 


Hayden Church: The Hayden church had been completely remodel- 
ed, redecorated inside and out, when on Saturday night before the open- 
ing, fire was discovered and the basement was destroyed and damage 
done the auditorium. Sufficient insurance was secured to again repair 
and decorate and now the Hayden church is the most beautiful building 
in that colorless mining town. L. B. Mathewson, a Baptist preacher, 
who sprinkles babies and others in a Methodist way, has been pastor 
four years and is asked to return. 

There is not a Methodist in the church and yet the conference as- 
sessments are sent regularly each month and the world service and other 
benevolences will nearly reach the two hundred dollar mark. 


Garfield, Phoenix: Garfield church folks are erecting their new 
plant. The parsonage has been removed and remodeled and the auditorium 
and school plant will be ample for a school of several hundred. 
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Creighton Church, located two miles east of the Methodist Hospital 
has added a new wing to the old buildine. With the aid of missionary 
money a full time man will be sent here next year. 


Globe, a mining town, has received missionary aid for over fifty 
years. It has always been a problem. The old church has been sold 
for five thousand dollars and soon a new building will be erected by the 
side of the modern parsonage which was given to the congregatiou 
an outsider in honor of his mother. 

Jerome: Twelve thousand dollars is now available and the plans 
ready for the contractor. J. T. Black, a United Brethren minister, has 
served as pastor for five years. Duing this time there have been three 
complete turn-overs of members and only one remains now who was 
there five years ago. 


Somerton has a new parsonage and new Sunday school rooms and 
must soon build an auditorium. 

Needles: The church and parsonage have been painted and redecor- 
ated, a furnace installed and pews provided. 

Kingman. _is happy over a gift of a new pipe organ. Repairs to 
the church and parsonage have also been made. : 

Ash Fork asks to be designated as a charge with minute space. 
Conversions among the Harvey house young folks and railroad people 
greatly encourages the Prescott pastor who leads this church with a 
Tuesday night service. 

Willcox has struggled for years with a part time man. Last ‘Con- 
ference at the request of the people a thoroughly prepared and equipped 
man was sent. Results in one year: Property improved, membership 
revived and increased, and the charge becomes self-supporting next year, 
with minimum salary of $1800 and furnished house. 

Gilbert: Dillon W. Throckmorton, a student pastor, has labored 
at Gilbert two years. There were no reports and confusion everywhere. 


At a recent Fourth Quarterly Conference forty people were present. 
There was a written report from nine organizations and activities. Order 
and system was apparent everywhere. A solidarity and new morale 
has come because of leadership not only in this but nearly all our charges. 


Tucson is one of the most delightful cities of the Southwest and 
her climate beckons people from far and wide. .A thousand homes have 
been built in the past year and the city is making rapid strides as a 
business and resort center. The State university has some 1700 students. 
Methodism has been a vital factor in the community. Our laymen have 
been leaders in social and business life. Our church plant is located on 
the south side of the S. P. railroad where the business section lies. Able 
pastors have battled valiantly to stem the tide of removals. Good laymen 
have helped by gifts and-service. Senator Hedrick just recently gave 
his $10,000 home for a parsonage. : 


We have.concluded however that we must change our plans and 

build a new church east of the University in a rapidly growing section 
and keep a down-town church. To this end two strong, well equipped 
men are being sent as pastors who will undertake the task of retrieving 
our past mistakes. 
: First Church, Phoenix has had a year of adjustments and out of 
it has.come a spirit of harmony and a gain of morale that means very 
much for the future. Dr. Ingham has led in a big way in all church 
activities. He is in demand everywhere for public speaking in service 
clubs and educational institutions throughout the state. An outstanding 
ergup) of business men and leaders:in this church delights the heart of 
a pastor. iets pe ergs ; ; sed co Danese 
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__ The Valley church in the Yuma Valley has at last decided to unite 
with the church in Yuma which has had a hard ‘struggle to maintain its 
position in the community. This Valley church has a great crowd of young 
folks and with the new life and energy we predict the rapid development 
of the Yuma organization. 

Tempe has made fine growth in.Sunday school and will become 
self-supporting next year. Tempe Normal has become a teachers’ college 
with four year course of study. 

_At Clarkdale, Mesa, Chandler, Bisbee, Douglas, Glendale, Blythe, 
Winslow and Prescott our church organizations have been solidified, 
official boards strengthened by the addition of leaders in the business 
and professional life of the communities. 

_ The Methodist Hospital, at Phoenix has had the best year in its 
history. During the heated season in the summer it has always been 
necessary to borrow money to carry the running expenses. This summer 
two notes amounting to $5000, which had been prepared before the trustees 
went on vacations for the summer emergency, were left lying in the safe 
and not used. 

At Easter there were over three hundred baptisms reported and 
850 additions to the church. We are hoping to show some small growth 
in numbers, but folks still move to California and we have lost some 
very strong leaders during the year. 

Finances have been much improved except in the cotton growing 
communities where there is much depression and where some of our 
folks have lost their farms because of the low price of cotton. 

Throughout the year the World Service has been in advance of last 
year and we expect a slight gain. 

In our plan to make the Arizona district a feeder for the Southern 
California Conference by the bringing in of college and seminary trained 
men. We are this year sending some of our best men to the other districts. 
Next year there will be another group. I desire to here thank Bishop 
Burns for his wonderful assistance in this, and the other superintendents 
for their fine co-operation and friendliness. 

With gratitude to Almighty God for his overshadowing care, and 
with joy that He has counted me worthy to share in the ministry of 
Christ, and with deepest appreciation of the love and fellowship of my 
brethren, I submit this my third annual report of the Arizona district.

Cc. D. Lewis : » Fresno 


I have come this morning, to tell you of the activities of nine thousand 
men and women, boys and girls, every one of whom has stood at a Method- 
ist altar and taken upon himself the vows of fidelity to the cause of Jesus 


Christ. 
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Working in this wonderful setting we have thirty-one members of 
the Conference and thirteen supplies leading a splendid corps of workers 
in church and Sunday School and Epworth League. 

Disastrous Fires wrought havoc with two of our churches this year. 

At Lindsay the roof and upper story was destroyed and water damag- 
ed the auditorium. It was fully covered with insurance and after three 
months the building was restored. ‘ ; 

At Sultana the Church was burned to the ground. With the six 
thousand dollars insurance which was promptly paid the trustees set 
immediately to rebuild. When completed, the building will cost ap- 
proximately seven thousand dollars. 


PROPERTY CHANGES: Early in the conference-year one thous- 
and dollars were raised to paint, decorate, and relight, the property at 
Merced. 


A public spirited man at Atwater gave to the town a splendid new 
library. When it was finished, directly across from the Methodist Church, 
he wanted the House of God to equal it in appearance, so he paid for mak- 
ing changes in the lines of the exterior, laid new cement walks and stucco- 
ed the church. 


Trinity Church, Bakersfield, placed new and ornamental pillars 
in the front of the church and made other improvements. 

New Churches have been erected or are in process of construction 
as follows. At Conejo a little band of devoted people have erected a 
small church which is their own place for worship, prayer, and Christian 
fellowship. It cost one thousand dollars and was dedicated. on September 
19th, by the Pastor and District Superintendent. 


Hanford, after planning, for fifteen years, the construction of a 
new church, finally sold their corner for $25,000, purchased a splendid new 
site and a beautiful new church to cost when completed $45,000, practically 
all financed at the present time, will be ready for dedication in November. 
L. V. Lucas is completing his fifth year as pastor. For three years he 
has also been mayor of the city. He has rendered a wonderful service 
to the people of Hanford in many ways and is deservingly popular. 


Delano, is a town of 2500 people, which has never had a church 
of any sort that was more than a makeshift, to which three pastors had 
been sent to build a church and which at one time owned four 
different sites for a Methodist church, where disappointment fol- 
lowed disappointment, till folks were certain it could never be done. 
Two years ago Harry Branton, an Englishman with a square jaw and 
a heart that nothing daunts, was sent to Delano. As a result of his 
leadership, his faith, and his resolution, and backed by some devoted 
laymen, Delano will ask Bishop Burns to hurry back from the Episcopal 
Meeting this Fall to dedicate a $45,000 church capable of caring for 
the religious needs of that entire community. Nine hundred Russians. 
Philippinos, Japanese, and Mexicans constitute a missionary responsibili- 
ty on the west side of the tracks which the fine folks of this church are 
planning to assume. 


Trinity Church, Fresno, is moving forward toward the realization 
of the dream that has allured them, that of having a beautiful and ade- 
quate plant to care for the religious and Christian Educational needs of 
the Northern end of the city, and for 1200 students of the State College 
at Fresno, 365 of whom last year were registered as Methodists. The 
Home Mission Council has allocated to this church the privileged re- 
sponsibility of occupying this field. Sixty percent of the teachers in 


grade schools in Fresno District have received professional preparation in 
this college. 


The ground has been inspected and the program approved whole- 
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heartedly by Dr. Sheldon, by Dr. M. P. Burns, by D 

: ; ; bee il Ee Nen » by Dro MeA. Dauber, 
and by Bishop Burns. Fresno Methodism as a unit is working to assist the 
program while, through the District Council, the District has pledged 
aid and support. 


The church owns a magnificent site directly across University Avenue 
from the college and on it it is expected that the first unit will be 
erected this Fall. J. E. Vandagriff, splendidly prepared for work amou 
students, is living in the hopes of this great enterprise. 


At Coalings John Ovall came to the work a’ year and a half ago. 
A man of tireless energy, and, assisted by C. D. Hicks in a revival 
campaign, the membership has come up from almost nothing. 

First Church, Fresno, has a membership of over a thousand. Thor- 
oughly organized, a hive of activity, with a splendid Board composed 
of laymen intelligent in things Methodistic and eager for the cause of 
Christ. With a large debt and in a hard financial situation, these people 
have nevertheless kept up their interest of over $7,000. per year, met 
all their current expense bills, paid the World Service of $5,000 in full, 
made a generous contribution to Santa Barbara, increased their member- 
ship as well as maintained their place of aggressive leadership in the 
church life of the district, F. G. H. Stevens, now completing his seventh 
year as pastor, has a wonderful hold on the hearts of the people and his 
return is requested. He, together with E. E. Marshall, now serving 
his eighth year at Grace Church, have become part of the permanent 
fixtures of Fresno. 

The Home Mission Council, composed of the official leaders of 
the denominations, meeting once in three months, surveying new fields 
and deciding which church shall enter them and keeping others out, so 
that the crime of overchurching may be avoided, is serving a verv 
useful purpose in Fresno District. This council even goes farther and 
is endeavoring to induce denominations, competing in fields aready oc- 
cupied, to make trades and reduce the overchurching of small places. 


Pastoral Supply: In almost every small place on Fresno District 
there are men and women who are university graduates, who have 
traveled and are well read. Their leadership in the church is essential. 
Men cannot. longer be called from the plow and without adequate prepar- 
ation be assigned to the pastorate of these people. The policy of 
this conference, therefore, is a wise one, that of admitting only thoroughly 
prepared young men to membership, assigning them to the smaller places 
for a time and promoting them as openings occur in our better oppor- 
tunities, while we cease to transfer older men in, save exceptional cases. 

Three young men, University and Seminary graduates, have been 
brought to Fresno District this summer, C. S. Crowder, for three months 
at Thompson Memorial, hereafter to be called Mountain View, and L. 
O. Dabritz, since the middle of July at Kerman. These men are so 
immediately popular that to try to move one of them now would start 
trouble in the church. C. J. Allen has recently arrived and, the Bishop 
willing, will be assigned to Caruthers at this Conference. 

Camp Sierra, formerly Sierra Chautauqua, has come to be a valuable 
and pretentious institution. The Institute this year was the largest, the 
best, and the most influential we have ever held. It has an assured 
income which exceeds fixed charges and is over one hill financially. With 
262 registered delegates, a fine faculty, eager interest and pledged de- 
votion to Christ, it has a large place in the life of young men and women. 

Our District Council, composed cf the Ministers and one layman 
from each church, appointed by the Official Boards monthly, coordinates 
and promotes our common endeavors as well as furnishing a wonderful 
fellowship and maintaining our District consciousness. i 

No pastor on Fresno District con do his work successfully without 
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driving a machine. It is a necessary tool by which the work of the 
pastor is accomplished. Yet it costs five hundred dollars a year to do it. 
This item of expense should be a separate item in the budget of the 


churches, the same as janitor, fuel, or insurance. 


Special Workers: Within the last four years it has been discovered 
that the finest cotton in America can be raised in the Fresno District. 
Thousands of acres are planted each year. To pick this crop a multitude 
of laborers must be imported. Mexican labor for this does not seem to 
be so satisfactory, and so our roads are thronged with negroes streaming 
in. Many of them remain here and settlements of colored people are 
appearing in many places. Though they pay no taxes it has been found 
necessary to build school houses to accommodate the children and wel- 
fare agencies are taxed to capacity. 


Materialistic agencies are many. The obsession of things fills the 
mind of multitudes of people. They spend their labor for that which 
eventually satisfieth not. In the midst of it all thank God for the church 
which peers behind the scene and reveals the soul and the soul values. 
Thank God for the ministers and devoted laymen whose longing desire 
is to lift up before the eyes of men Him who entices, who lures, and 
who enthralls those who will follow Him till sin falls away and they are 
different forever more. In this needy world they are essential men.

Johnston and Don S. Ford, daughters came. 


PASTORAL CONFERENCE AND RETREAT: Long Beach 
churches were host to the ministers and their wives from Nov. 2nd to the 
6th at a District Conference and Retreat. It was a time of heart search- 
ing, when men faced the tasks of the ministry. 


DISTRICT STANDARD TRAINING SCHOOLS: Under the 
leadership of J. L. Corley, two District Standard Teacher Training 
Schools were held, one in Long Beach and the other in Van Nuys. These 
schools are of great value, and we expect the coming year to have four 
schools. The interest in teacher training schools is growing. Twenty- 
four churches have conducted Teacher Training Classes with an enroll- 
ment of four hundred and forty-three. Week Day and Daily Vacation 
Bible Schools have been conducted with marked success in the following 
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places: Compton, Huntington Park, Inglewood First, Lennox Avenue, 
Long Beach First and Grace, Maywood, Redondo Beach, Santa Barbara, 
Santa Paula, Venice, Whittier and Santa Monica First. The total enroll- 
ment numbered one thousand five hundred and eleven. 


EPWORTH LEAGUE. The Leaguers of this District are greatly 
indebted to A. Ray Moore for his efficient and generous leadership. 
Largely through his efforts, we have a group of district and sub-district 
officers who are prepared to carry on effectively the Epworth League 
Ideals. Twenty-eight Leagues report an increase this year, and ten re- 
port a decrease. 


BOARD OF HOME MISSION FIELD CULTIVATION: The 
Board of Home Missions, under the field supervision of Dr. M. P. Burns, 
has made a decided contribution to the work of the District. 

Following the “Area Council Meeting” in Los Angeles, Group Meet- 
ings were held in Santa Monica, Long Beach, Van Nuys, Ventura and 
Santa Maria. These meetings were conducted by Jonathan B. Hawk, 
Prof. W. R. Hertzog and Dr. J. S. Burnett. These speakers represented 
the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension in an effort to quick- 
en the morale of the churches for present day service. The spirit and 
the work of the team was good, but the attendance was not up to ex- 
pectations. If such expenditures of time and money are to be repeated, 
greater cooperation oughtt to be extended. 

Dr. Burns in person has covered the District and understands our 
needs. With kindness of spirit and brotherly advice, he has created a 
greater degree of appreciation for the work of the Board of Home Mis- 
sions and Church Extension. 


FIELD CULTIVATION BY LAYMEN’S ASSOCIATION: Group 
meetings were held under the auspices of the Laymen’s Association of 
our Conference. A. G. Lindley, Frank.H. Ballinger, Geo. E. Hume and 
J. W. Patterson were the speakers. 

With deep regret, we record the death of George E. Hume on Julv 
12th in the Sequoia National Park. 

The reports of these meetings reflect great interest and evidently 
were attended by appreciative audiences. 


LONG BEACH “CITY MISSIONARY SOCIETY” CREATED: 

Two hundred and fifty representatives of the Long Beach churches 
united in a city wide banquet in 'the First Church on April 13th. E. J. 
Wightman acted as chairman. Dr. M. P. Burns gave a fine address. 
E. J. Inwood moved that a “City Missionary Society” be organized and 
with great response it was adopted. The following officers were elected:— 
President, Wm. Wallace; Vice President, Franklin Robinson; Executive 
Secretary, A. J. Hughes; Treasurer, C. J. Walker. 


WOMEN’S ORGANIZATION: Genius and Christlike passion is 
manifest in labors abundant by the women of the church. The great 
enthusiasm possessed by the leaders of these organizations is carried with 
a winsome contagion and wholesome fragrance to their combined con- 


stituency. 


THE WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY — under 
the efficient leadership of Mrs. J. C. Healy and the corresponding secretary. 
Mrs. J. J. Bryant, celebrate their banner year with a total member- 
ship of 5,245, and total receipts of $26,399. This amount exceeds any 
other year with an increase of $3,954. 


THE WOMAN’S HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY: The corres- 


ponding secretary, Mrs. G. A. Skewis, states in her forecast of district 
reports that the Long Beach District has 'the honor this year of showing 
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» largest per cent gain along all lines of work of any district in the Con- 
ona Their total emt ecie is 5,508, an increase of 1255 this year. The 
names of the following auxiliaries will appear on the National Honor 
Roll—Artesia, Ocean Park, Oxnard, East Long Beach, Filmore and Van 
Nuys. The total income is the splendid sum of $32,832. 


LADIES’ AID: A “Long Beach District Federation Ladies’ Aid 
Society” was organized at a meeting called for that purpose in Artesia, 
California, January 29, 1926. The constitution and by-laws were adopted 
and a committee was appointed on nomination of officers to make a 
report at the next meeting held in San Pedro on March 5th, 1926. At 
this meeting, the following officers were elected:—President Mrs. E. J.

THE PLAZA COMMUNITY CENTER AND CHURCH OF ALL 
NATIONS CAMPAIGN: as reflected in Pastors’ ‘Reports indicate 
that twenty-four churches took financial partnership of $17,621. 


NEW WORE: California Heights, Long Beach, has projected an 
organization under the Rev. J. R. Ridgway. Vetter Park, the northern 
limits of Long Beach, is conducting a successful Sunday School unde1 
our leadership. Davidson City, midway of Compton and Long Beach. 
has organized a church under Arthur Chalfant. Magnolia Park, between 
Lankershim and Burbank, presents a growing opportunity; and A. W. 
Lamport is organizing our work in this field. 


BUILDING ENTERPRISES: Atlantic Avenue, Long Beach. Don 
S. Ford has commenced operations in the construction of their new 
church. Grace, Long Beach—Ray C. Harker is splendidly bringing to 
completion their new Church School, costing $80,000. Hynes—Fred Essig 
is leading his people in moving the Trinity Church from Long Beach 
to a new location in Hynes. Paso Robles—Paul J. Kluth and his heroic 
people by Thanksgiving Day will have completed a new church costing 
$27,000. Zelzah—Under Paul A. Lomax is about ready for dedication of 
their building. Redondo Beach—J. E. Houlgate has let the contract for 
their new church auditorium at a cost of $65,000. The following churches 
expect to be engaged in building programs the ensuing year:—E] 
Segundo, Santa Barbara, Ventura, Santa Paula, Fillmore, Venice, and 
Santa Monica First. 


Parsonages: EE. F. Gates, of First Church, Santa Monica, has pur- 
chased a beautiful home at an expenditure of about $11,000. L. C. Elver 
of Moorpark, has built a beautiful new parsonage costing $5,000. 


CHURCHES DEDICATED—Bardsdale—M. W. Wenz, during a 
pastorate of five years, has led this great rural church to an enviable 
place in Methodist history. In five years, this church of one hundred ° 
and sixty members have given $56,573 for benevolences. This has been 
made possible, not because ithe community is financially stronger than 
some portions of the district, but because they practice stewardship 
on a larger scale. It is a crowning piece of cooperative leadership, that 
this year they have rebuilded this church at a cost of $14,000 and had 
the money all raised before the day of dedication, July 18th. 
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Home Gardens, Bardsdale. 
Watts. 


Home Gardens: Rey. L. L. Magee, a retired minister who has 
never retired in spirit, has built a church at a cost of $4,500 in this fast 
growing community. Bishop Burns dedicated the church August 8th. 

Palomar: John Lienhard, a consecrated layman, a preacher of real 
ability, has led his church to the completion of a new building costing 
$3,000. For its constituency, it measures real sacrifice.

Watts: R. W. Plannette has carried to completion the relocation 
and rebuilding of a new and beautiful structure. To those knowing the 
field, it is an amazing achievement. Bishop Burns preached and dedicated 
the church August 8th. At the close of the Bishop’s inspirational 
sermon, the money needed was hilariously subscribed with a good 
Methodist surplus margin. The cost was $7,500 and gives us an equip- 
ment worth $16,000. 

Huntington Park: S. S. Sampson’s congregation has so _ over- 
taxed their church, that they have been compelled to build a second 
gymnasium for recreational life and Church School purposes. 


PAID ON INDEBTEDNESS: The inadequacy of the church 
buildings to properly house the worshippers has compelled the building 
of churches and caused in many cases the assumption of heavy in- 
debtedness. With heroic endeavor and great sacrifice these debts are 
being reduced year by year. This year a total of one hundred and 
twenty-five thousand has been paid by twenty-six churches. San Pedro 
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leads with $26,000, the combined gifts of the constituency of the church 
and the Board of Home Missions and Church extension. [ wish to ex- 
press my sincere appreciation of the arduous labors of both Brother 
and Mrs. C. O. Kimball which made possible this victory. Atlantic 
Avenue has paid $18,486 on new location contracted for last year; 
First Church, Long Beach $17,000; Belmont Heights $9,000; Lanker- 
shim $5,000; Huntington Park $5,000; East Long Beach $4,500; Santa Mon- 
ica First $4,000; Redondo Beach, $3,974; Ocean Park $3,700; Tujunga $2,- 
786; Artesia $2,500; Venice $2,250; Whittier $2,000; Owensmoutl $2,000;

WORLD SERVICE: ‘The preliminary reports indicate a pleasing 
increase of $5000 over last year. Twenty four churches are in the advance 
column while fourteen report decreases. ‘Vhe total giving will be about 


$78,500. 


PASTORAL CALLING: The average preacher finds it so easy to 
be constantly busy that pastoral calling is apt to be crowded into a 
secondary place of pastoral administration.. It is a pleasure to report 
that this year 36,746 calls were made by the forty-two ministers, re- 
porting this phase cf their work. The leading six men are, Scott E. 
Winebrenner, E. J. Inwood, “CC, ©: Kimball, H- ©! Simmons, J 
Houlgate, and Ray C. Harker. 


EVANGELISM: Twenty-seven churches spent 27 weeks in special 
evangelistic meetings. Ten pastors held their own meetings and ten em- 
ployed our own conference evangelists. There needs to be throughout 
the church a careful selection of evangelists who know our program, 
our aims and purposes and are in sympathy with our views. 805 have 
joined the church on confession of faith, 1789 have been received by 
letter. Thirty-four churches report increased membership, fourteen re- 
port decreases. nine did not make any report. 


' SANTA BARBARA: Our Church at Santa Barbara had main- 
tained itself in a wonderful way, under an unusual handicap. For fifteen 
months, the Methodist people have been without a church edifice, hold- 
ing all their services in the High School through the courtesy of the 
School Board. 

_ Santa Barbara Methodism has faced an unusual difficulty in financ- 
ing her building program. Many promises of financial assistance were 
made the first few days after the earthquake, which did not materialize, 


but created the psychological impression that plenty of money was 
available to meet its needs. 
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Much credit is due to the pastor, Samuel Hughes, for the recon- 
struction, not alone of the Methodist Church, but the protestant churches 
of Santa Barbara. He was asked by the city to organize a “Protestant 
Reconstruction Committee” for the purpose of raising a General Fund 
to be pooled according to the losses of the various churches. He organized 
the said cominittee and during this campaign, over and above designated 
gifts, about $65,000 cash was raised. The Committee urged Mr. Hughes 
to make a trip east on behalf of the Protestant Church needs. This he 
did, spending seven weeks in this task and brought back about $30,000 
cash; this was a large sum of money when considered that the trip was 
made almost a year after the earthquake, and is nearly equal to the amount 
given by all Methodists in California. 

Santa Barbara Methodism expresses to you sincere appreciation for 
the splendid response made by many of the churches in giving financial 
aid. We deeply appreciate the interest of Bishop Charles Wesley Burns 
and the Board of Home Missions. Weare greatly indebted to the gener- 
ous leadership of the commission appointed last Conference, E. E. Helms, 
I. Frank Roach, Merle N. Smith, Frank Linder, Arthur G. Lindly 
Harry Philp, Frank S. Wallace, J. W. Patterson and George I. Cochran. 

The people in Santa Barbara have not the shadow of a doubt but 
that this Annual Conference is going to keep faith regarding the pledge 
of $75,000. Should the Annual Conference fail, it would be a d 
pointment that might-crush the hevoic spirit of these brave people. 


ALEBRED J. HUGHES 


Many of the worthiest names are never broadcasted by the trumpets 
of fame. This report is not a catalogue of the activities of the District 
through the year, nor is it an effort to give favorable mention to every 
pastor; omission does not signify that good work has not been done. We 
are inflicted with a mania for speeding up and making everything short 
and snappy. 

The old fashioned home life pictured in Whittier’s “Snowbound”, 
where family life strongly shaped character, has almost disappeared, The 
whole social mass is leavened by the degeneracy of Easy Money. Pro- 
fessional fees strangle the race in the cradle, decreasing the number of 
real homes by cutting down the birth rate. Finances flavor all of our 
affairs. Commercialism permeates our entire fabric, and the chief topic 
of many churches is finance. 


THE AMUSEMENT CRAZE has reached the nth degree. Ow 
Police Commission licenses prize fighting in the great Wrigley field ball 
park. We annexed Venice and at the request of her panderers and ex- 
ploiters changed our city laws to permit Sunday dancing. In that cam- 
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paign, a Methodist preacher of the Long Beach District, B. L. Jennings, 
led the battlers for morality, and the Lord’s day in a heroic campaign, 
I’m sorry to say, to defeat. Our young people naturally take their views 
of amusement from their environment and must be dealt with discreetly 
and not by irritating criticism or quoting General Conference enactments 
to which they will respond, “Who gave them authority over ust’ Puls 
piteers get nowhere by vociferating against card playing, dancing and 
theatre going and therefore in many cases ‘Othello’s, occupation’s gone . 


THE DECLINE IN REVERENCE seriously affects the spiritual 
life of our people. Continual flippant references to religion and ridicule 
of the church and the ministry by the motion pictures has greatly dimin- 
ished their influence. We aggravate the irreverence by substituting Ro- 
tary Club manners for dignity and stateliness in our public worship. 


WEAKENED DENOMINATIONALISM is a characteristic of Pro- 
testantism in general, and is often accompanied by weakened Icyalty to 
Jesus Christ. More than 50 per cent of the church members who come 
to our territory never connect with our churches; their roots are so frail 
they cannot endure transplanting. 


Los Angeles is the paradise of new religions where every glib tongued 
propagandist of preposterous nonsense may start something. 


We have many vigorous fundamentalists—some of whom ignore the 
New Testament basis for the family but preach “the old gospel” with 
quite noticeable additions. 


SHIFTING POPULATION: Steadily the Americans shift toward 
the west to newer subdivisions, selling to foreigners, many of whom are 
Jews and Catholics. Our churches do not seem able to fraternize with 
nor assimilate them. In the Southeast the colored people are steadily 
filtering in among the whites. 


OUR INSTITUTIONS: Not under my supervision, but located with- 
in the District, are the Deaconess Home, the Goodwill Industries, the Plaza 
Community Centre, the Methodist Hospital, the Pacific Palisades enter- 
prise and the University of Southern California. I am a member of the 
administrative board of each of these excepting the latter, and any District 
program must take cognizance of them and endeavor to assist and build 
each and all of them up. We also have German, Swedish, Norwegian- 
Danish Methodist Episcopal ‘Churches, all of which should be in the 
Southern California Conference, leaving the Latin-Americans, Chinese and 
Japanese to their own Conferences. 


INTELLECTUAL FACTORS: Any worthy policy of carrying on 
the Christian life and tradition which is our heritage must take notice of 
the intellectual factors. The precocity of youth forces the attention of all 
leaders of human progress. It is the result of Protestant freedom in which 
child life has been freely cultured. The youth of sixteen years is in many 
ways as highly developed as the youth oi twenty-one was fifty years ago. 
Changed conditions and interests require new interpretations of the basic 
facts of Christianity, and presentations to these youth which harmonize 
with other truths as they know them.

1. Carry on Inherited Enterprises.

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1. CARRY ON INHERITED ENTERPRISES: Among these in- 


heritances were several churches located in sections wherein growth has 
proved impossible and attrition and decline could not be prevented Also, 
some missionary enterprises which had been entered upon and must be 
maintained or the entire effort already expended become a dead loss; these 
were the Church of All Nations and Grace Church, its community work 
now called the Hollenbeck Social Center. Into these enterprises in the 
center of the city and in the Plaza center, the Home Board has been put- 
ting some $20,000 per year; a direct effort to develop a Christian commun- 
ity where self-supporting churches cannot carry on. The Campaign 
brought $140,000 for the joint enterprise, and two fine buildings are now 
completed at the Church of All Nations. 

Partially supported missionary enterprises to which substantial help 
was being given. and which could not be maintained without it, were 
Elysian, Westland, Sunnyside. 

I have found it necessary to assist Harbor City, where we have the 
only church for a considerable population and a wide area, but where 
economic conditions are depressing and without missionary aid the work 
must close. It was also necessary to give temporary missionary aid to 
two strategical churches. 


2. CONSOLIDATIONS: Transportation changes and the shift of 
population force us to withdraw from some fields or consolidate the weak- 
er into the stronger organizations. This was done successfully with Ar- 
lington and Pico Heights, and despite the inherent difficulties in such 
merger and change of site, W. C. Botkin and his forward looking Official 
Board have the resulting St. Paul’s Church going efficiently. 

Other consolidations must be made, or we will be forced to withdraw 
from some fields wherein we have long wrought, but with great odds 
against us, St. James, Union Avenue and Vernon Avenue being out- 
standing instances. 


3. DEVELOP STRATEGIC POINTS: Among such points now 
seem to be Echo Park, South Main, Melrose Park, Santa Barbara Avenue, 
Woodcrest, Mount Olive, University, Westlake, Robertson Boulevard, 


Warner Avenue. 


4—DEVELOP GREATER CHURCHES: The policy of our gifted 
leader, Bishop Burns, whose life has been spent in wrestling with the des- 
tiny of American cities, is that we should develop fewer but stronger 
churches. These must undertake the varied and complex ministry which 
requires a staff, additional musical ministry, entertainment, recreation, 
educational, as well as evangelistic, and preaching. This is statesmanship. 
A city with the great civic center such as we are building, the immense 
educational plants, the business palaces of marble and steel and the 
thousands of luxurious homes will not respect a religion housed in shacks 
upon obscure streets. Beside these great edifices must arise worthy struc- 
tures, inhabited by organizations ministering to human life as it now is, 
thus compelling respect for our religion. Only thus can our rich, com- 
plex, but morally decaying civilization be won and dominated by Jesus 
of Nazareth. 

In accord with this, I have steadily refused to sanction the organiza- 
tion of Sunday Schools and of small groups into churches in proximity to 
other evangelical churches or to our own. We are carrying all the 
missionary projects we are able to bear unless they can soon develop into 


self-support. 


5.—CONSERVATIVE BUT PROGRESSIVE EFFORT: Los An- 
geles Methodism has been brave and forward looking. In order to minis- 
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ter adequately to the multitudes toward whom we have responsibility, some 
of our churches have felt compelled to build beyond their means. This, 
of course, requires that people who come into membership must help 
pay for them. Often it is calculated that “outsiders” in a community will 
give substantial assistance in order to provide a nice church, etc., a hope 
usually doomed to disappointment. Appreciating the motive, I must 
nevertheless deprecate the climatic optimism of Los Angeles, as to ability 
to pay interest and liquidate a mortgage I know of nothing as persistent 
as a mortgage It works while you sleep. I have vainly endeavored to 
keep some official bodies from plunging headlong into debts that. mani- 
festly they could not meet. The charm of “financing”, the lure ot get- 
ting some marvelously gifted preacher who would attract wealthy con- 
gregations, the expectation of finding some generous millionaire who would 
either lend money at a nominal rate or gushingly pay off the debt; the 
possibility of raising enormous sums by moving pictures, the European 
plan of leaving the big debt for posterity.to pay—I have heard all of these 
methods expatiated upon; I have resisted them; sometimes I have been 
completely defeated when I have endeavored to restrain an enterprise until 
it was financed according to our discipline. And I have had the melan- 
choly satisfaction of trustees finally coming to say: “You were right; we 
were wrong—now how can we save our property?” There is a distinction 
between vision and visionary. One promising project in a fertile field has 
been wrecked by the obliteration of that distinction; I do not know wheth- 
er we can gather up sufficient of the fragments to make a new beginning 
at Haven Church, but we will try. We need great plants. but we must 
not run into debt beyound our ability to pay—it is not honest. 


6. DISTRICT UNIFICATION: Part of the policy of district 
leadership is to unify the various denominational organizations. The 
Charles Wesley Burns Revolving Fund of the City Missionary Society is 
slowly being built up and if the Churches of the District will support this 
organization, it will soon be able to do much needed work in building the 
Kingdom. 

Asa result of a discussional class led by the District Superintendent 
in our District School, the men of the District organized the Pastors’ 
Clearinghouse, wherein are discussed the most vital concerns of our work. 


Interdenominationa! relations are kindly and satisfactory. The Anti- 
Saloon League is extremely useful and our people support it well The 
State Federation of Churches is a growing influence for good and is re- 
paying the investment we are making in it; a contribution far out of pro- 
portion to that of the other denominations. Perhaps as we also furnish 
the diligent, intelligent and efficient secretary, F. M. Larkin, we can af- 
ford to pay the big end of the expenses. 


An effort is being made to unite the Evangelical Churches, possibly 
all religious bodies, in erecting a building at the New State University 
in which each denomination may make definite contacts with the student 
life. It seems possible that Protestants, Catholics and Jews may unite 
in this enterprise. This is a glorious vision and if it can be financed will 
be of great usefulness. A committee from the Superintendents’ Council 
is working upon the matter; W. C. Buckner is our representative. 


HOW THE DISTRICT POLICY WORKS OUT: An immense 
amount of faithful service has been performed in the District which God 
has greatly blessed, but of course no policy is 100% efficient. 

_ in addition to the inevitable clumsiness of any democratic, voluntary 
institution, we have the ineptitude of machinery which is dependent upon 
such attention as busy people can give it in their spare time. The 
business of the churches must function on the fag ends of time contrib- 
uted by men whose energies are absorbed in other activities which have the 
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first call upon them; their executive is a minister, a man trained for soul 
saving and for making delicate ethical adjustments rather than for 
handling the ruder factors of profit and loss. He must maintain an at- 
mosphere of goodwill while at the same time he must continually reprove 
men for their sins and also persistently urge beneficence upon them, and 
obnoxious though it may be to himself, must be a money raiser. Often 
our most capable people persistently shirk duties, which are thus left 
to the less competent who are willing and have more time. 

The curse of democracy is inefficiency, an evil more serious than 
graft or dishonesty. The minutes of the last session of this Conference 
show that more than ten per cent of our entire membership were placed 
on the nonresident list. Folks are the assets of the church; any business 
which annually loses 10% of its assets would be headed for bankruptcy. 


These people at some time were all attached to the church, else they would 
not have joined it; that we permit this appalling leakage is proof of in- 
efficiency. Plainly there is lack of enthusiasm, of personal fraternal in- 
terest, of pastoral attention. I have constantly urged our pastors and 
people diligently to seek out these discarded ones. Consider these two 
great losses: 50% of our incoming church members who never affiliate 
then an additional 10% per annum of our total! It should bring us to 
sackcloth; better yet, to redoubled effort for our own natural constituency. 

We have been passing through an era of bitter criticism of our system, 
in which disappointed but sincere ministers have attacked our church 
administration and have not hesitated to expose to public view the sorry 
rents in the seamless robe of the body of Jesus on earth. Our ministers’ 
meetings frequently ring with excited declamations concerning processes 
and methods which are not by any means peculiar to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, but are rather a part of the glaring faults of the 
American people. This kind of destructive fault finding may be based 
upon facts, but when they are exhibited without perspective and kindly 
explanation, the result is the loss of confidence upon the part of our 
natural constituency. There is too much unkind criticism of ministers. 
Frequently our church members and officials who have money for ex- 
pensive automobiles and for luxuries in their homes resent the askings 
for World Service or for other work of the church, forgetting that a 
great institution carrying on a great work must be adequately financed. 
Criticism has gone far enough, for God’s sake let us unite in saying the 
good things possible of our great church—the greatest going concern God 
has in this world, and let us hold our easily wagging tongues about the 
defects of our brethren, of our bishops and of our system, while doing 
quietly and resolutely all we can to promote economical administration 
and to cure the faults. 

Another serious cause of inefficiency is in the refusal of our people to 
work in Sunday schools. Nearly all of our Church Schools might have 
much larger enrollment—if we could procure teachers. Many of our 
competent people are willing to send the children to Sunday School if 
someone else will teach them enough religion and morality to keep them 
out of the penitentiary—but they will not sacrifice their own week-ends 
to serve others. The roads are inviting; the mountains and seashore at- 
tractive. They are too tired with the week’s work. They forget the 
“Wounded feet of Jesus, worn out in seeking me.” One Church enrolling 
457 has been forced to apply to the Bible Institute to furnish eight 
teachers or lose the children of those classes entirely. 


PROGRESS IN DEBT PAYING: Our conference minutes report 
our indebtedness to be the immense sum of $622,528. The joy of indi- 
vidual churches over substantial decreases of this amount, if expressed in 
music, would be a mighty anthem, joined in by Asbury, Hamilton, West 
Adams, St. James, First, Wilshire Vermont Square, Highland Park, 
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Gardena, Annandale, Garvanza, Calvary, Sunnyside, Crescent Heights, 
South Main, Echo Park, and Florence Avenue. 


Rosewood. Melrose Park. 


BUILDING ENTERPRISES: First Church, Hollywood, is erect- 
ing a cathedral for the great northwest part of the city, which will cost 
a half million dollars and is a notable achievement for Willsie Martin in 
his seventh and soon to be his eighth year in that pastorate. Melrose 
Park, Rosewood, The Church of All Nations, Haven and Emmanuel have 
erected new buildings; St. Paul’s is in process; the pastor’s family will 
eat Christmas dinner in Garvanza’s new ten room parsonage, the gift of 
W. D. Dunham and costing $12,000, a memorial to his Methodist mother: 
Pacific Palisades’ fine new parsonage. fit for any Methodist preacher or 
Bishop, is now occupied by Pastor Alonzo Reynolds. 


Other progressive movements could be measured even in dollars at 
Westlake, Bethel, Woodcrest, Harbor City, Normandie Avenue, Mt. Olive, 
Culver City and Westland. 

The pastor, primarily a shepherd, must visit from house to house in. 
a community where few people have any indoor life and are seldom at 
home; often if he finds and wins them he must imitate his Master and 
deal with them by night, despite the demands upon his evenings for the 
variety of meetings which require his attendance. He must be prophet. 
else the people will perish; he must be priest at heart, else they will 
fail of contact with the Great High Priest. Then, oh abomination of deso- 
lations, he must be a capable business man, for otherwise his officiary will 
commit the church to wild adventures which they would not for a moment 
undertake if their own personal fortunes were involved. 

I present you three requests for the retired relation, W. E. Tilroe

Times have greatly changed since our spiritual forbears met 
in Annual Conference singing: “And are we yet alive?” and “Am I a 
Soldier of the Cross?”, but we still campaign against evil, in a war that 
takes us into filthy trenches of the heart, over No-Man’s land of moral 
conflict and through social entanglements that destroy, but the campaign is 
worth while and the end glorious. That day in beautiful Forest Lawn 
as our song died gently away, I remembered what Bunyan said of his 
pilgrims: “And with shouting and sound of the trumpet they went into 
the city.” May it be for each of us— 

“Then from the dawn it seemed there came, but faint 
As from beyond the limit of the world ~~ 

Like the last echo born of a great cry 

Sounds as if some fair «ity were one voice 

Around a King, returning from his wars.”

Samuel J. McConnell, A. W. Bunker and J. C. Livingston have 
joined that growing company of our brethren whose names are called 
and who do not answer as our Conference stands in silence. 

Harcourt W. Peck rounds out a notable career as effective minister 
of our church, and after 27 years of service in the Southern California 
Conference, during which time he has been one of the outstanding leaders 
of our company, he comes asking for the retired relationship at the 
hands of his brethren. 

Frank C. Edwards our pastor of Altadena, was run down by an 
automobile on Whittier Boulevard May 20th and sustained injuries which 
brought him near to death’s door. He lay for days unconscious and for 
weeks his recovery was in the balance. He has made a brave fight and 
is slowly but surely regaining his normal health. He asks to be given 
a supernumerary relation for the coming year in order that he may have 
ample time for a complete recovery. 

In the following summary of the work done in the Pasadena District 
during the year, I am sure that many of the figures will not tally with 
those finally reported by the pastors, since these were gathered at the 
Fourth Quarterly Conference over a period of some three months. But 
they will be set over against figures taken over a similar period last 
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year and will thus serve as a fair basis of comparison, the one year with 
the other. 


INGATHERING: Received into preparatory membership; last 
year 859, this year 1196. Into full membership; last year 2878, this 
year 3150. I had hoped that the membership rolls had been pretty 
thoroughly purged last year when a thousand names were transferred to 
the inactive and non-resident lists, but I find that this year 1845 have 
been deducted by transfer to other churches and to these lists. Biyariats 
the larger number have been dumped into this bottomless pit. So that 
with a gain of 3150 full members we show a net gain of but 1305. The 
present full membership, as reported to me by the pastors 1s 20,350. 

The legislation of the last General Conference, which provided for 
the removal of dead timber from our church rolls, did~not create the 
dead timber but only revealed it. We are discovering to our horror that 
our mortality rate is appallingly high. But we will not remedy the situation 
by pretending that the dead ones are alive. We may as well face the 
facts. Wiser methods of evangelism, more thorough methods of teaching 
and increased lay activity, it seems to me, point the way to a_ better 
day. One church on this District reports 18,800 calls made by laymen 
this year. That is a life saving station. 


EPWORTH LEAGUES: The Epworth League is the “hot spot” 
in most of our churches. There is no falling away among these forces. 
The total enrollment of all chapters, including Junior Churches is 3126 as 
against 2661 last year. Our Annual District Convention is the largest in 
the west. We believe that we hold more Winter Institutes, send a 
larger delegation to the Summer Institute and have more Gospel Team 
activity than any District in the Area. 


CHURCH SCHOOLS: Our Church Schools have a total enroll- 
ment of 24,449 as against 21,390 last year. A gain of 3069. At least 
ten of our churches will this year be employing Directors of Religious 
Education. Three Leadership Training Schools are now established 
institutions on the District under the general direction of J. L. Corley. 
Similar courses are offered in several interdenominational schools to which 
our churches offer hearty support. The problem of corzelation of the 
educational program is being slowly but surely worked out in some of 
our larger churches and gives promise of a complete reorganization of 
our program for the youth of our church. I am encouraged to hope that 
in some not distant day we shall see the church building a program for 
youth which meets the needs of the local church rather than, as now, large- 
ly concerned for the fostering of various independent and overlapping or- 
ganizations. 


LADIES’ AID SOCIETIES: Last year the incomplete returns 
taken at Fourth Quarterly Conferences showed the Ladies’ Aid Societies 
have made 26942 calls. This year they report 46,924, a gain of 19,982. 
Last year they had raised $18,091, and this year $42,126, a gain of $24,035. 
One society served 16,197 plates of soup during the year. 


WOMEN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETIES: These societies continue 
unabated in their good work. The are the most intelligent group in our 
church, except the Bishops. They are always studying something. They 
know the geography and the peoples of the world. They know the racial 
social and political problems of the world and they are looking at them 
through Christian eyes. If some of our brethren who take pilgrimages to 
the Old World to learn what is what, would sit in with our women fo-

NEW CHURCHES: Bishop Burns dedicated two new churches on 
the District this year. First Church, Alhambra, costing $175 000 and a 
neat little church at Lancaster costing $15,000. The Superintendent dedi- 
cated a Sunday School plant at San Dimas, costing $4,000 and the new 
David and Margaret Home at La Verne, costing about $160,000. 


THE PASADENA PLAN: The Pasadena Methodist Council, com- 
posed of the pastor and three laymen from each church of the city, has 
made a thorough survey of the city with a view to laying out a compre- 
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hensive program for future development of Methodism. The estimated 
number of churches for the next twenty-five years and their location 
has been determined. Three new sites have been purchased and upon 
two of these, two of our present churches will be relocated. The third 
provides for a new society some time in the future. Scott Chapel, our 
colored church, and the Washington Street Church are to relocate 
and build on the above mentioned sites and the Methodist forces of the 
entire city plan to unite in a joint campaign for these two enterprises 
late in 1927. 


BUILDING AND IMPROVEMENTS: We have paid this year 
on building and improvements $45,596.. Last year, $823,347. 


PAID ON INDEBTEDNESS: We have paid this year on old 
indebtedness $116,398. Last year, $57,342. 


WORLD SERVICE: Last year we paid to World Service on ap- 
portionment $80,819; specials $11,288; total $92 107. 

This year each Quarterly Conference fixed its own goal and all 
but one fixed an amount a little in advance of last year’s giving. If the 
reports show,-as I believe they will, that these goals have been reached, 
then we shall be able to show a substantial gain over last year. 

The year has been characterized by harmony and earnest activity 
as reflected in the splendid reports which the men of this District have 
brought to Conference. The Superintendent is conscious of the loyalty 
of the pastors and churches and deeply grateful therefor. In the name 
of the pastors of the Pasadena District, I express to the Conference our 
joy in the privilege of service and respectfully submit this report.

c Mrs. W. H. White, wife of our supply pastor at Santee, only a little 


over a month ago heard the summons of the Master. 
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_,_ While a number of our parsonage homes have been more or less 
afflicted during the year, there is only one of our pastors who finds it 
necessary to cease his effective labors; Brother Albert Ore has suffered 
a nervous collapse to the extent that he is asking for the Retired Relation. 


OFFICIAL VISITATION: The work of the year has been very 
beneficially effected by the official visits of several of our distinguished 
leaders. Particularly is this true in Imperial Valley. During January, 
Bishop Burns called upon every charge in the Valley, speaking at several 
centers and meeting groups of preachers and laymen. Imperial Valley is 
not only one of the richest agricultural districts in America but it is like- 
Wise one of the most promising missionary fields in all our church. In all 
this great stretch of unprecedented agricultural and spiritual possibility, 
there is not one adequate church building, with the exception of the 
Chinese Mission in Mexicali, the Mexican Mission in Calexico and the 
Japanese Church in Brawley. 

The Board of Home Missions has seen fit to minister to these foreign 
speaking people most generously, and we are glad. But the outstanding 
fact of the Valley is that there is not one adequate structure through which 
to meet the needs of that pioneering company of men and women of our 
tace that is endeavoring, against mighty odds, to forward the interests of 
God’s Kingdom. I give it as my unalterable conviction that there is no 
rural section in all the realm of the activities of Methodism where money 
can be spent by our Home Board with greater promise of returns, finan- 
cial and spiritual, in the tomorrows so soon to come. 

In the month of March Dr. M. P. Burns visited Imperial with other 
portions of our district. 

There preceded Dr. Burns in February, a committee from the Home 
Board, comprised of Drs. J. B. Hawk W. H. Hertzog, and J. S. Burnett. 
These men outlined various programs, and presented different phases of 
our work, and all together rendered a most valuable service. 


SAN DIEGO CITY METHODISM: In this metropolis which is 
developing so rapidly, Methodism is putting on a real program. On the 
occasion of Dr. Burns’ visit in March a City Missionary Society was organ- 
ized in accordance with the requirements of the Home Board. 

Last year two churches were dedicated by Bishop Burns, Trinity and 
Fairmount, this year two more elegant and commodious structures are 
under way. Two years ago there was but one adequate edifice in San 
Diego that bore the name Methodist, but we are now well on the way to 
claim our inheritance as one of the great denominations through which 
Jesus Christ is finally to win the world. 

First Church. With Frank Linder as pastor, the First Church stands 
in the center of San Diego City’s life. Every Sunday morning and even- 
ing great crowds gather to hear the message and come in touch with the 
personality of the gifted and consecrated man who ministers here. There 
have been over 600 additions to the membership this year. The Young 
People’s Society have been reorganized, and a modern _ program instituted 
throughout the entire church. Frank Linder has the affectionate regard of 
all, and is unanimously invited to return. 

Normal Heights—The church, which will be completed in December, is 
an outstanding achievement. It is one of the most beautiful and com- 
plete church structures of this Southland. The World Service apportion- 
ment has been raised in full. The church membership and the Sunday 
School enrollment have been increased 20%. The salary for next year has 
been increased $600, and the unanimous invitation to return was voted 
Brother Smith by the Quarterly Conference. 

Central—Notwithstanding the many removals from the territory 
served by this church, there has been a small increase in membership. 
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The Sunday School interest is being maintained, and the entire organiza- 
tion is in a healthy condition. 


Mission Hills—The work at Mission Hills has been greatly advanced 
under the effective pastorate of W. M. Butcher. The salary was in.reased 
this year from $1800 to 2400. Next year $3000 will be paid. Member- 
ship, Sunday School enrollment, and Epworth League attendance have au 
been augmented materially, and a spirit of optimism prevails throughout 
the church. 


Trinity—J. S. Troxell and his loyal followers have made a real im- 
pact on the territory surrounding Trinity. There has been a net gain in 
membership of 56; $1600 has been paid on building and indebtedness, and 
the World Service apportionment has been more than met. An unan- 
imous request for Brother Troxell’s return was voted, and the salary was 
increased $300 for next year. 


Fairmount—Few churches on the district have had greater advances 
along all lines than Fairmount under the leadership of W. M. Harkness. 
The membership now numbers 340, and the Sunday School enrollment is 
718. The World Service has been mét in full, and $2100 paid on indebted- 
ness. 


Park Boulevard—W. B. Cole, pastor. This church has been previously 
known as Taylor. Not only has its name been changed but also its loca- 
tion. Park Boulevard Church is now in the course of construction and 
will be one of the finest edifices in San Diego. 


Encanto and Inwood—These are the two missionary enterprises of 
San Diego Methodism. Good work is being done at each of these points, 
and a brighter future awaits them. 

Riverside Methodism: 


First Church—Under the able ministry of J. L. Gillies, with Roy 
Bose as Educational Director, First Church has made steady progress 
One of the outstanding successes was a Daily Vacation Bible School with 
an average attendance of 700. A Church Night program registered an 
average attendance of 500. World Service offerings will exceed those of 
the previous year. The property adjoining the church on the north has 
been purchased for $22,000, and the next step will be the launching of a 
building program. 


Grace—F. A. Leak, pastor. The greatest achievement of the year 
was the construction of the new Church School unit, which, with furniture, 
involved an expenditure of $10,000. There has-never been a time when 
this church faced such opportuinty. 


Arlington—W. L. Dexter, the pastor, is a master workman, and King- 
dom building prospers in his hands. Funds are being gathered for a new 
building project, and Brother Dexter is invited to return. 

Santa Ana Methodism: 


First Church—W. A. Betts is closing a four years’ pastorate of this 
great church; the last has been the best. Every activity of the organiza- 
tion has prospered under his effective leadership, and that of his assistant 
James Hughes. A splendid educational program has been carried on. 
A Church Night, with an average attendance of 500, is one of the achieve- 
ments. 


Richland Avenue—This second Methodist Church in Santa Ana is 
coming up through great tribulation. The so-called Four Square Gospe 
has entered the field, and through its propaganda has disrupted to a large 
extent the legitimate work. of the church. H. G. Burgess is a man with 
a will and a mighty purpose, however, and it would seem now, that dur- 
ing the next year, his cherished plans for church building will materialize 
No pastor on the entire District has greater love and respect from his 
constituency. 
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Imperial Valley Charges: 


_ El Centro—The work here has gone steadily forward under the direc- 
tion of A. E. Schultz. A substantial increase in salary and the unanimous 
ulvitation to return for the sixth year, speak of the esteem in which the 
pastor is held. A new site is being considered and a fund is being ac- 
cumulated for a new structure. 


Calexico—This church occupies a strategic but difficult position. 
Arthur Hobson has rendered an invaluable service and has had a success- 
ful pastorate. 


Heber—Heber is located between El Centro and Calexico, and is a 
good rural appointment with parsonage but no church bullding. A fund is 


being raised, however, and a new structure will be erected in the near 
future.

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Holtville—There have been gratifying increases in church member- 
ship and in Sunday School enrollment. Over $1,000 has been paid on 
improvements and indebtedness. N. H. Hudson has served well. 


Brawley—Brawley has had one of its best years. H. K. Holtzinger 
arrived late on his new field, but has done a full year’s work. 

Imperial—A. W. Coffman has supplied this charge during the year 
with acceptability, but cannot return for health reasons. 


Alamorio and Mulberry—George A. Rogers has been a supply pastor 
and has cared for all the interests of the church in a fine way. 
Other Accounts of the Year’s Successes: 


Anaheim—No appointment made last year has proven to have been 
more wise than that of B. S. Haywood to the White Temple. The situa- 
tion in the whole city of Anaheim was most serious. Division had crept 
into the church life, and the appointment of a wise and kindly leader was 
imperative. Another discouraging feature had developed in the fact that 
there had accumulated, through several preceding years, an indebtedness 
in current expenses amounting to $6,000. A church debt of $21,000 was 
also unprovided for. Dr. Haywood has had the great joy of seeing the 
entire indebtedness of $27,000 paid in cash. He had brought together the 
elements into a real brotherhood. Over 100 new members have been re- 
ceived, A Junior Church and Men’s Forum Class have been organized, 
making a spendid contribution to church efficiency. 


Banning—Leonard Oechsli has served here his second year in our 
Conference, having been transferred from a Superintendency in the 
Sumatra Mission Conference. His work at Banning has not only minis- 
tered to his own church with acceptability, but, in his capacity as dis- 
trict World Service Secretary, he has brought inspiration to the entire dis- 
trict. His own church has advanced to the first rank in World Service 
giving under his two years’ ministry. : 

Cardiff, Solano Beach and Encinitas—This circuit is served from 
Cardiff, where the church has been considerably enlarged and otherwise 
improved. The added equipment makes this a social center and the means 
whereby every element of the community may be touched. $2,000 has 
been spent in material improvement. 


Chula Vista—Chula Vista has shown progress. Don Nichols has 
received the greatest number of members recorded in any single year 
since the church was organized. The average Sunday School attendance 
has exceeded that of any previous year. 


Corona—B. F. Davis, pastor, reports less members but has more. 
The church is in a healthy condition and $1,100 has been paid on old 
indebtedness. 


; Coronado—E. R. Kelly has supplied our work here, and is in favor 
with the church and the entire community. 


Costa Mesa—Our church in Costa Mesa is a community project, and 
presents many problems of difficult solution. C. J. Oleson has labored 
faithfully and wisely. A new church enterprise is assured. There has 
been an increase of 37 in church membership; also a 60% increase in 
World Service. 


Elsinore—The work here has prospered under the able leadershi 
- ee Coke Woods. Elsinore is fast becoming one of our stance 
churches. 


Escondido—J. M. Barnhart is promoting every i i 
$ : y interest of this 
splendid church. Church membership and Sunday School advances are 
reported, and the World Service apportionment is paid in full. 
Fallbrook—This is the first church served by Manford W. Bennett, 


he having been appointed there a few months ago. The work is pros- 
Dering. : 
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Fullerton—W. T. Wright, pastor, has been stalwart and successful 
worker in our Methodism for a long series of years, and was never more 
effective than now. He has had a year of excellent service in Fullerton, 
The city as well as the church, has benefited by his wisdom and intelligent 
leadership. 


Garden Grove—Few, if any, of our pastors are putting forth greater 
effort to minister to the whole community than is David Loofbourrow. 
There has been an average attendance of 125 at his Church Night services 
where devotional and training activities have united to bring these meet- 
ings to a place of real advantage in character development. Gratifying 
increases along all lines are reported. The salary has been advanced $200 
pee Beet year and a hearty invitation to return has been extended to the 
pastor. 


Hemet—An oppressive debt has hindered the progress of our church 
for years past. There seems now some probability that a shifting of inter- 
ests will so materially lessen the burden that Hemet will come to her 
rightful place among our better charges. 


_ Highgrove—A new addition to our Highgrove Church has been 
built, affording opportunity for departmentalizing the Sunday School, and 
also providing rooms for banquet and social purposes This means a new 
day for Highgrove Methodism. 


Huntington Beach—Notwithstanding the fact of a decreasing popu- 
lation S. J. Rogers, our versatile and energetic pastor at this charge, has 
increased the membership and Sunday School attendance. This repre- 
sents one of the most conspicuous successes in operating Week Day and 
Vacation Bible Schools. A Church Night-average attendance of 212 is re- 
ported. The Unit System is functioning successfully throughout the 
parish. World Service is $300 in advance of the previous year. Dr.

Indio—The Methodist Church has a big responsibility in Indio. There 
is no other church ministering to this section.

La Habra—The greatest blessing that came to La Habra this year 
was the putting on of a Visitation Evangelistic Campaign under Dr. A. 
Earl Kernahan. A real change was wrought in the community life, and 
with it was fostered a new spirit of unity among the churches. There 
have been 56 members added to the church, 21 of whom were received 
into Preparatory membership. A salary increase is promised for next 
year, and W. A. Malan is invited to return. 

La Mesa—A 16% net gain in members, the installing of a new pipe 
organ, a growing Sunday School, a wide awake young people’s organiza- 
tion. an invitation to return at an increased salary, all tend to make hap, . 
the genial and successful pastor at La Mesa, J. W. Mahood. 

Murietta and Wildomar—These points are supplied by J. W. Carson, 
who not only gets the people converted but always succeeds in getting 
more than is apportioned to World Service. This year the amount was 
almost doubled. Over $300 has been paid on improvements. 

National City—At National City there has been a membership ad- 
vance and a eos enrollment in the Sunday School. H. H. Weyant 
has done good work. . ¥ 

Nestor and Imperial Beach—J. M. Crenshaw is supply pastor and is 
faithful to his task. 

: Newport and Balboa—Grover Raiston has had another successful 
year. The church at Balboa has been enlarged and, with its added equip- 
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ment, makes possible a more adequate ministry to the whole community. 
Improvements have also been effected in the Newport Church. The cost 
of the combined program was $3,000. 

Oceanside—The work here has progressed under R. J. Coyne, New 
life has come to the church and the pastor is exceedingly popular through- 
out the community. There has been a 20% increase in church member- 
ship. 

Olinda—J. R. Woodcock is supply pastor in this difficult field, and his 
faithfulness and loyalty are bringing gratifying results. 

Orange—A really constructive service has been rendered here this 
year by W. W. Hull. The number of members reported will be less than 
last year. Notwithstanding, a good increase has been made. The mem- 
bership roll has been thoroughly revised and 748 are reported, while I11 
appear on the non-resident-inactive list. The Wortd.Service is double 
that of last year. 

Winchester and Perris—The first named point is being faithfully 
served by E. M. Sutton, a retired member of this Conference. The work 
at Perris ‘is suspended for the present. 

San Jacinto—The church and parsonage are being repaired at a cost 
of $900. M. K. Stone is diligent and guards every interest of the church. 

San Marcos—Carl M. Ross, a retired member of this Conference, 
labors patiently in this discouraging field. $250 has been paid on debt 
and the World Service offering has been increased 100%. 


Santa Fe Springs—J. Crawford Trotter has given his best during 
the year, although every aspect of the work has been discouraging. The 
oil field is practically abandoned, so that few persons remain to be shep- 
herded. The World Service fund has been augmented by the gift of a 
generous member, bringing the total for Santa Fe Springs up to $2,700. 

Santee—This is a supply point, where W. H. White has served faith- 
fully and is asked to return. 

Wintersburg—J. Scott Willmarth has had a seven-year pastorate here. 
The work is prospering and the World Service collection will be reported 
in full. Brother Wilmarth has been dividing his time between his charge 
and the Latin-American Mission. 


Yorba Linda—John Engle has enthusiastically carried out a program 
of evangelism and debt raising in a difficult appointment. The Yorba 
Linda Church is happy under his administration and unanimously re- 
quests his return. 


Tustin—This name does not previously appear in our record of 
charges. There has been a new work opened here under Robert Selle. 
there is some promise of growth. Property is being acquired and a 
pastor is requested. 


EVANGELISM: Our ministers for the most part have engaged in 
evangelistic effort with varying degrees of success. As was indicated in 
last year’s report. I wish here to reiterate, that the most fruitful evange- 
lism is not that of the mass meeting type but rather that of personal visita- 
tion. May I recommend a study of Guy Black’s book setting forth this 
plan? Dr. A. Earl Kernahan -has:assisted again, this year in several com- 
munities with splendid results. Early next year. if the plans are realized, 
Dr. Kernahan will conduct a campaign. throughout the whole of Imperial 
Valley. I wish to urge upon all the brethren the serious consideration 
of this most.effective means of evangelizing our parishes. 


_ CLOSING REMARKS. California Advocate. The District Super- 
intendent has-seen that in all of our churches there has been the selection 
of a Secretary of Good Literature, in harmony with the action ofthe last 
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General Conference. Partly at least, as the result of this, the District 
will show the largest number of Christian Advocates taken in the history 
of the District. 


WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION INSURANCE: In each Quar- 
terly Conference, the requirement of the State law has been presented 
regarding “Workmen’s Compensation Insurance.” 


STATE CHURCH FEDERATION: Weare glad to report that the 
interest in the work of the State Church Federation under F. M. Larkin’s 
efficient leadership has greatly increcccd in this district during the past 
two years. Its importance for the future welfare of our church work is 
being recognized very generally upon the district and a corresponding 
support is being given to it by our pastors. 

We very heartily commend tthe attitude of the organization in its 
opposition to independent community churches which simply mean an- 
other denomination, and in its firm determination to promote only deno- 
minational community, or federated churches.

RESOLUTIONS 


WHEREAS, there is an initiative measure designated as No. 9 to be 
voted on at the state election on Novy. 2nd, the purpose of which is the 
repeal of the Wright Act; 

Therefore, be it resolved that we as a Conference pledge our fullest 
energies in securing such an overwhelming negative vote on the measure 
as shall leave no question as to tke attitude of the good people of the 
State of California on Prohibition Enforcement. 

Every year in our Conference marks steady advance in intelligent 
interest in Religious Education. We are rapidly coming to see that only 
in this field can be supplied sufficient undergirding for-the Church and 
Kingdom enterprises. We acknowledge our inefficiency in the past and 
would address ourselves to the task of supplying ways and means where- 
by the young are given adequate Christian education and training. To 
this end we would put ourselves on record strongly in support of the 
state-wide campaign to secure from our legislature a law which will make 
possible week-day schools of religious education by the release of the 
pupils on public school time. We are pleased to note that our own J. L. 
Corley is chairman of the state committee for the promotion of such a law. 


We note in the minutes of the Conference for the year 1925 that an 
appeal is made to the World Peace Commission created by the General 
Conference to undertake the task of putting on a program of education for 
peace. We profoundly regret that this commission seems to have done 
nothing toward carrying out its tremendous and Christly task, and we 
hereby authorize the President of our Conference to telegraph at once 
to the Chairman of the World Peace Commission that we are calling for 
action and that we desire a statement from the Chairman of said Com- 
mission in reply, which may be given to the Editor of the California 
Christian Advocate with the request that it be printed in a conspicuous 
place in that periodical.

BOARD OF EDUCATION 


The new law of the Church gave us this problem:—To unify the 
means of education. Their correlation was clear. Their correlation was 
difficult. But your board has during the year organized itself so that 
the various educational enterprises of the church might as far as at 
present possible be co-ordinated. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF THE EPWORTH LEAGUE: The 
Epworth League faced a problem to find its place in the new program 
of the church. 

The new program, adopted by the District and Conference officers 
after a three days’ conference, puts more responsibility on the young people 
themselves. They are to work without a Field Secretary. They must 
carry on by themselves. And heartily they have assumed this responsi- 
bility. And they call for our heartiest co-operation. 

There are 252 Senior Leagues, 9450 members, and 120 Junior Leagues, 
3520 members. 


PACIFIC PALISADES ASSOCIATION: Since the report last 
year nineteen different denominational organizations have conducted as- 
semblies. Sixteen groups, interdenominational in character, have likewise 
used its facilities for conferences, ranging in length from one day to two 
weeks. Twelve of our own Methodist bodies have held conferences and 
institutes there, and eight other educational and social service groups 
have found at Pacific Palisades the facilities needed for their work, This 
is one of the finest contributions our Church is making to the religious 


life of this section. 


DEPARTMENT OF CHURCH SCHOOLS: Your board realizes 
that the church must find its best means for the spiritual culture of its 
youth in the Church School and so sets before you these objectives for 
coming year: : saert 
Bringing all the childhood of the community into the school. 
A Teacher Training Class in every school. ; 
Week-Day Religious Instruction or a Daily Vacation Bible School. 
A constant emphasis on the dedication of the student: hody to 


Christ. 


ae tlie 
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Last-year there was again reported a decrease in the number of schools, 
but a fine increase in enrollment. Compared with 1917, when the special 
oversight of this work was begun, there has been an increase of 2271 
officers and teachers and 35,689 students over that year, while the per- 
centage of the average attendance has steadily increased, approximating 
our goal of 65%. 

The big feature of the past year has been the series of Standard 
Training Schools, of which there were 17, and in which high-grade 
training was brought closer to the life of the Church and in which over 
2500 workers and. teachers received a great uplift for their work. 

Last year over 70 churches had Teacher-Training classes giving us 
a better teaching force. 

Within the bounds of this conference there were held this summer 
58 Daily Vacation Bible Schools, with an average attendance of over 
4500, about half coming from our schools. This marks a fine advancement, 
for it is but a short time since this new movement was unknown to many. 

Through the leadership of J. L. Corley the Christian forces of the 
state came very near to victory in the last Legislature in the cause of 
Week-Day Religious Instruction, and we hope that victory will come 
in the next session to this very important matter. The state may not 
establish religion, but it may rightly help meet this fundamental. need, 
a very urgent need when, it is said, there are 700,000 youth in this state 
who are receiving no religious instruction whatever. 

We recommend the reappointment of J. L. Corley as Conference 
Superintendent of Church School Work and further we ask that the 
Commission on Finance be requested to apportion to the churches at 
least an amount equal to that of last year, viz. $3,000. 

We give our hearty endorsement to the basis of agreement arrived 
at between the Southern California Council of Religious Education and 
the United Boards of Religious Education by which their activities shall 
be combined and the important work done by each greatly enhanced. 


: OUTSIDE SCHOOLS: We are very glad to report the continua- 
tion of very fine work being done by the Spanish-American Institute’ at 
Gardena and the Frances DePauw Schools for girls. These two schools 
are bringing the touch of the finest spirit to these groups of Mexican 
youth and are among the most praiseworthy of our institutions. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF COLLEGES AND SCHOOLS: Once 
more we report a year of unprecedented success for our University of 
Southern California. Under the able administration of President Von 
KleinSmid the University has reached a very high place both in numbers 
and in scholarship. 

Last year the enrollment was, in all departments, 12,677, and this 
year promises a still larger increase. This increase demanded the addi- 
tion of 35 new faculty members. 

The University granted 1,334 degrees at its last Commencement 
which was the greatest number granted this year by any institution under 
the direction of our church, 

Not only in numbers but, what is more important, in scholarship 
the University has reached a high standing. The determination of the 
administration has been to make the scholastic work of such high quality 
as to confer conspicuous honor on the degrees conferred. The University 
is on the approved list of the Association of American Universities and 
all se nes Reston Hes eral departments have a class A standing

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One of the most far-reaching things in the University’s life has 
been the large number of foreign students. Last year there were regis- 
tered 560 students of various racial groups, representing 22 nationalities, 
an increase of 170 over the previous year, and a foreign-student advisor 
maintains an office for aiding these students to understand the new 
university and social life into which they come. The University will 
give them its best and thus do a great work towards the creation of inter- 
ae good will. For education is blind to race and exclusive nation- 
alism. 


The building formerly used as residence for the University President 
has been set aside for the use of the School of Divinity, its facilities 
greatly adding to the efficiency and making possible the best year this 
school has known. Last year there were enrolled in this school in the 
first semester 23 students, in the second 20, the largest class in the 
School’s history. 

Its distinctive features are: It will confer the degree of Bachelor of 
Religion, equal and similar to those of Arts and Science, granted on the 
same basis as these baccalaureate degrees, except that a major in Religion 
covering 20 units will be required. 

This degree will admit the holder to graduate standing in the Gradu- 
ate School of the University to pursue graduate work for the degree of 
Master of Theology. And when the University shall have been suffi- 
ciently equipped it will offer work leading to the degree of Doctor of 
Theology. 

This places theological work on a rational basis, making it similar to 
other graduate work and removing the anomaly of three years graduate 
work for baccalaureate degree and establishing a scholastic succession in 
Bachelor of Religion Master of Theology and Doctor of Theology. We 
are very glad this conference has endorsed this promising experiment. 

A noteworthy interest has been shown by the students in the School 
of Religion. So deep was this that in some courses of Biblical Literature 
the enrollment became so large it was necessary to divide the classes into 
two groups. 

Not so much in these outward things as in the spirit of the University 
is our interest. The one big question, the one underneath its very organ- 
ization and the reason for its maintenance by the Church is: Is this a 
Christian University, one dominated by the Christian spirit, one bring- 
ing the Christian concept of life and one looking at the universe from the 
Christian standpoint, one with a supreme loyalty to Jesus as the norm 
of all high and spiritual thinking? 

It is here the University is to be tested and valued. It is always to 
be remembered that this is a metropolitan University and that the great 
majority of its students are day students coming from their homes to the 
University for instruction and returning daily to them. This makes the 
control of the social life and a decided impact on the religious life of the 
student body a difficult thing. 

Yet the administration has sought in every possible way to create a 
religious atmosphere and to form such religious agencies as would help 
the student face the deep problems of life and find for himself the right 
answer. It has sought in every way to bring to its faculty men and 
women loyal to Jesus as the great Teacher, men and women not only at 
home in the intellectual movements of the day, forward looking men and 
women, but teachers with the highest Christian ideals. It tries to keep 
constantly in mind the fact that this is a Christian college and so puts 
the higher things of the soul above pedagogy and scholarship. Its faculty 
committee on religious welfare, its Christian associations, its student depu- 
tations, its big religious program, its Sunday morning worship all mark 
its genuine spirit and make it worthy of a high place in our esteem and 
of our hearty support and co-operation. Our conference needs to take 
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this-great University to its heart. It is doing a wonderful piece of work, 
pouring a great stream of cultured life into our body politic and sending 
to far distant lands the light of Christian learning. It is worthy of a 
great love.

PACIFIC PALISADES ASSOCIATION 
RELIGIOUS AND EDUCATIONAL ACTIVITIES—We are ever 


mindful of the fact that our only reason for owning property, buildings 
and equipment, is that they enable us to carry on the work for which you 
called this institution into existence. There has been a steady and healthy 
growth with each of the five years since Pacific Palisades was established, 
the season just closed being in eyery way the most successful one we have 
yet held. 


There have been seventy three gatherings held on our grounds during 
the past year, consisting of conferences, conventions and schools varying 
in length from two days to six weeks, and representing thirteen different 
Christian denominations, eight gatherings being interdenominational, and 
eight others being undenominational or patriotic. 

We have developed five different centers for this work in the Temescal 
Canyon, each having its separate equipment, ranging in capacity from 
one hundred to eight hundred people. 

_Some of the most notable gatherings held during the year have been:— 
United Presbyterian Conference, Luther League, Southern California Holi- 
ness Association, Southern California Veterans Association, Pacific Pali- 
sades Summer Schools and Assembly, Pacific Y. M. C. A. Summer School 
Interdenominational Conference on the Christian Way of Life. | 

Our Summer Schools and Assembly showed ‘an increase in attendance 
of twenty-four per cent, and we believe they maintained the high standard 
set in this’ work through previous years. : 


THE INTERDENOMINATIONAL CONFERENCE ON 
CHRISTIAN WAY OF LIFE—We carried a real adventure in Sopa 
nominational cooperation this year, and were greatly gratified at the pro- 
gress made. Our Southern California Methodist Camp Meeting Associa- 
tion waived its own gathering and. gave its moral support to the Dla elt 
is the purpose of the Committee to make this gathering fulfill the best 
traditions of a Methodist Camp Meeting in its evangelistic fervor and also

which can be led to unite in it : ere 
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COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT—During the past year there have 
been 83 new homes built at Pacific Palisades, which range in cost from 
$4,000 to $20,000. There are now 304 permanent homes built and beside 
these the Association has built 60 cottages and summer houses on the 
Institutional property. One of the fine homes built during the past year 
was the eight room parsonage for the local church, which is as attractive 
a minister’s home as the Conference affords. 


The growth of the church has been very gratifying. The pastor will 
report more than 300 members this year. There are seventeen different 
denominations represented in the membership of this community church. 

Five miles toward the City the state university will begin the con- 
struction of its buildings during the ensuing year, and with the increased 
accessibility it is anticipated that this whole section of the city will be 
very rapidly developed into a settled community. 


_, LAND ACTIVITIES—As stated earlier in this report, our land ac- 
tivities have been the means of acquiring our institutional land, buildings 
and equipment, and through these activities we expect to be able to pro- 
vide the institution with an adequate working plant and endowment funds 
for its operation. 


During the past year we purchased 226 acres of additional land, lo- 
cated adjacent to our original holdings This property has been known 
as the Huntington Estate. It cost us $1,625,000. The purchase was made 
by our Trustees after most careful and grave consideration of the heavy 
financial responsibility involved. 


We believe that it was necessary to purchase this property and have 
it pass through our hands in order that we might permanently restrict it 
against any uses inimical to the purposes of our institution. This has 
been done and at the present time we are at work installing streets and 
first class subdivision improvements. 

It will interest the Conference to know that this bonded indebtedness 
is so arranged that only the Association’s lands and the unpaid balances 
of lot contract holders are mortgaged. This is a unique feature of security 
for investors, said by authorities on the subject, never to have been ac- 
complished before in California under the terms of a subdivision trust.

SPANISH-AMERICAN INSTITUTE 


The first’ half of the past year was perhaps the most pleasant ex-» 
perience of my life. With a student body of 100 and a spirit of friendly 
cooperation among students that was superb, the year ‘began most auspic- 
iously. Before Lincoln Day we were as far advanced financially as we 
were after Lincoln Day the preceding year. The work of the first half 
year culminated in a splendid Lincoln Day Program. But that day it 
rained.. Soon. thereafter a mild epidemic among our students proved so 
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baffling that it finally was necessary to close school May first, almost two 
months before our regular closing date. . ; 

Because of conditions over which we had little control it was impossible 
to make appreciable headway the last half year. So that we closed the 
year with a 1925' operating deficit of $4250, covered by pledges, and a 
1926 deficit of $3750, only in part covered. 

We are now increasing our Board of Directors in number from 15 to 
25, one reason for which is to increase our points of contact in establishin 
the support of the work. 

Our new year has opened with 81 students enrolled and the outlook 
is most hopeful. 

There are now evident certain tendencies which show clearly in what 
direction lies the future of our work. Each year the social level of Mexi- 
can Protestants in Southern California is rising and as a result we are 
able to hold out for a correspondingly better group of entering students. 
So each year also our work is becoming more nearly self-supporting. Five 
years ago we were about 15% selfsupporting, today we are about 30%. 

Each year we are finding possible a closer cooperation with the work- 
ers of our own Latin American Mission and also with those of other de- 
nominations. Each year we are holding an increasing number of students 
for more advanced work. Five years ago our first 8th grade class, of 
five students, was graduated. This year we have three students who are 
seniors in High School and our eighth grade numbers 21 students. 

The uniform has increased our prestige among the Mexican people 
and has been the cause of fayorable comment among American friends 
when they find that each student must provide his own. 


The constantly increasing number of students, not merely from along 
the border but from the heart of Mexico below the border, offers a mis- 
sionary challenge for which we thank God. 

The close and cordial relations existing between the Institute and the 
Gardena church has been a constant source of blessing. 

Our hearts have been warmed by the cordial manner in which our 
work is received by many pastors; but our daily prayer is that God will 
open the eyes of ALL the pastors of this conference to the fact that we 
are not a local organization serving the district immediately around 
Gardena, but we are serving the entire Conference and therefore are en- 
titled to consideration and support from the entire Conference.

PLAZA COMMUNITY CENTER 


It is with sincere gratitude and a sense of fortified hope that we 
present this report of the Plaza Commumity Center. Since last Conference 
we have completed and dedicated to the worship of God the church unit of 
our new building, and, although the Joint Campaign reached but half its 
goal for us, it has made a good beginning for the construction of the 
social-service unit, besides having given us the opportunity of acquainting 
our people with our cause. 


Our record of service is continually advancing, and this year shows 
a considerable increase over last. Registrations at the desk numbered 
10,880, an increase of 721; clinic patients 3627, an increase of 820; employ- 
ment secured for 33 men and 718 women; garments given out 746; Bibles 
and portions distributed 233. Of our clinic patients, 842 were children, 
and 860 were free patients. The 1637 legal interviews constitute an in- 
crease of 337 over the previous year’s record. The legal welfare work runs 
the whole gamut of human ills, having to do with the securing of com- 
pensation, the adjusting of claims, the arranging of business affairs, the 
preparation of written contracts, the settling of domestic difficulties, the 
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giving of general advice regarding miscellaneous matters, and actual court 
work in connection with civil and criminal cases. 

The closing year marks a firmer establishment and substantial advance 
along every line. Our church has doubled in its average attendance since 
moving into the new house of worship. Four hundred Mexicans now hear 
the gospel preached twice every Sunday. Their faith and hope have been 
more than doubled, and all departments of the church have taken on new 
life and activity. 


Our clinic has been greatly strengthened and extended by the addition 
of several fine physicians and surgeons, as well as two registered nurses, 
who render very unusual volunteer service. A woman’s clinic has been 
established, and one Wednesday in each month is set for tonsilectomies, 34 
of which have been successfully performed already. 

The Christian Training School has made advance in enlargement of 
program and more thorough-going methods in its preparation of these 
fine young Mexicans for the ministry and Christian service. Our Child- 
ren’s Home is filled to capacity, and is doing a most effective and con- 
structive piece of work. 

This growing work cries out for the immediate construction of our 
social-service unit. This has been only partially provided for by the 
Joint Campaign put on during the year just past. We-still labor under 
the embarassing necessity for sufficient funds to complete the entire build- 
ing for this Christian missionary enterprise.

GOODWILL INDUSTRIES 


Combining the evangelistic passion of the church, the vision and 
methods of modern social practice in reaching needy humanity, and the 
business program of a manufacturing and merchandizing organization, the 
Goodwill Industries of Southern California has wrought for Christ, His 
church and His less fortunate children this past year. Not a day or night 
of the 365 has failed to see some active work going on in the busy Munger 
Building near the Los Angeles Civic Center. The story of Helping Folks 
to Help Themselves, of giving “Not Charity but a Chance,” might be- 
come trite were it not for the constant variation in needs met, methods 
used, and in the development of efficiency year by year. Today our Good-- 
will Industries is rendering a wider service than ever before in its his- 
tory. 


ENLARGEMENT OF FIELD: In December 1925, we opened our 
Santa Ana Branch. 

From many points in the conference, this year, by parcel post, express, 
and by personal delivery, Goodwill bags of clothing have been coming in. 


GAINS IN CONTRIBUTORS: New friends must ever be secured 
to keep pace with the demands made upon us. Through the efforts of our 
staff, the Woman’s Auxiliary and a small but faithful corps of field work- 
ers, we have added 22,151 bag contributors this year. This brings our 
total number to 80,594, after a thorough revising of our files. Goodwill 
Trucks have made 37,133 calls, bringing in 45,083 bags and 3,174 pieces 
of furniture. 29900 new bags have been purchased to care for replace- 
ments and new contributors. Through the year we have added five Ford 
Trucks and two touring cars (only two trucks new) to our fleet. Prac- 
tically all of these have been donated, making 13 vehicles in collection 


service. 


GAINS IN SERVICE: The material brought in has made possible 
the giving of work to 1,688 different people this year past, until now we are 
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averaging 205 each day, as against 160 a year ago. The workrooms have 
been increased more than 5,000 square feet by elimination of tenants, re- 
adjustment of departments, etc. The employment bureau has interviewed 
2,304 different persons and has given to them 6,887 jobs, 2,172 of which 
were outside our institution. 


THE CRAFT SHOP: This was opened in January to minister to 
the blind and crippled. There, under the best conditions, they work at 
chair caning, reed furniture manufacturing, basketry, broom making and 
rug weaving. Most of the rag rugs in the David and Margaret Home 
were woven on Goodwill looms, and orders, with rags prepared in the 
homes, are increasingly coming in. A radio brings the news and enter- 
tainment to these workers, and books for the blind are available for their 
use. This department because of the serious handicaps of the worke-s, 
can never be self-supporting, and it is essential that a subsidy support be 
provided. An endowment for blind work would, help solve a distressing 
problem and open up a tremendous opportunity for the chucch to carry out 
another phase of the program of the Master, who compassionately minis- 
tered to the blind. 


SALVAGING PAPER, newspapers, magazines, scrap, has had great 
growth this past year. 746 tons of paper passed through the plant since 
January lst, giving work to hundreds of transient men. : 


SALVAGING RAGS of all descriptions has been greatly developed 
as people learn we can take anything. 149% tons of rags have been sorted 
and graded since January Ist. A year ago we sold $17,062 of rags and 
paper, while this past year the sales have amounted to $32,211; an in- 
crease of 88%. 


5 STORE DEVELOPMENT: Eight stores last year sold $152,226—a 
gain of 16% over the year before. Of this sum, $117,714; or 77% went 
into opportunity wages alone. This is an increase of $30,473.33 over last 
year, meaning that our ministry to the needy has advanced 34.5% this year. 


PROGRESS IN WELFARE WORK: The Day Nursery so won 
the City and State officials by its efficient operation that it was granted a 
25% capacity increase. 


_ THE WOMEN’S REST ROOM is a beautiful addition made pos- 
sible by the Woman’s Auxiliary this past year. 


THE MEN’S CLUB has grown this past year, particularly on its 
evangelistic side. A migration of employment bureaus up town has left 
a preponderating group of Mexicans in the Club, and it is a great oppor- 
tunity to preach Christ in this social center. A chapel service for chauf- 
feurs and helpers precedes our regular service in the chapel and attracts 
about 18 each morning while the regular chapel has averaged 137. for the 
year. Bible classes are much larger than ever before, and during the 
year a bi-weekly Spanish Prayer Service on Tuesday evenings has been 
inaugurated, with splendid interest shown. The English prayer meeting 
continues to be the spiritual center of our work.

METHODIST HOSPITAL OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


The past year has probably been the hardest in the hi : 

3 ; ¢ istory of the 
Hospital, yet, it has been one of progressive victories. With He onemae 
of the new addition and of the Nurses’ Home on July 1, 1925, there was 
given to us an institution which naturally required a much larger over- 
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head to run. Therein has beenthe problem which to some of us at times 
has been heart breaking. Now the victory. In hospital circles every- 
where, it is generally. considered that two full years will be required to 
take up the slack and permit the institution to again run at capacity. 
With us, this was accomplished in one year. However, the added financial 
burdens brought by> that year, namely, increased overhead, the furnish- 
ings for which no funds have ever been raised, and the interest and sink- 
ing fund for the debt, give to the Woman’s Home Missionary Society 
and the Hospital.Board of Directors a problem which will require months, 
even years to solve, and in the solution of which they should have the 
ae hearted support of the ministers and laymen of the entire con- 
erence. 


With the opening of the new home for nurses our school immediately 
began to grow. We now have more than one hundred of the finest young 
ladies to be found in any one group anywhere enrolled. We are giving 
a full three years’ course, with a number of elective postgraduate courses, 
to graduates of accredited High Schools. 

Of our staff of doctors, we are still justly proud. A high grade s‘aff, 
competent and conscientious in all of its work and thoroughly loyal to 
the institution in which it works, is the first prime requisite for a success- 
ful hospital. Such a staff, we are proud to have and the reputation of our 
hospital in the community and throughout the country is conclusive proof 
of their efficiency. 

We are this year compelled to show a deficit of approximately $23,000. 
Over against this, we did free and discount work in the amount of 
$23,894, ministering with that service to 877 different people. That is 
reason number one why every minister and every congregation should help 
with the financial burdens of the hospital. 

Last year we cared for 5754 patients, received from them $411,708, 
yet with all of this vast sum of money and the reputed high cost of hospi- 
tal service their average bill was but $79.30 and this included X-ray, 
operating room, laboratory, everything furnished by us. 

May I say in passing that with 225 adult beds, all but forty-three are 
operated regularly at prices below our average patient day cost. An- 
other reason for your support. during the year, we have had 2779 surgical 
operations and we are now rufning about 400 operations per month. 861 
babes have put in their first appéarance at our hospital and we are now 
extending welcome to about 100 per month. With all of this vast volume 
of work, there have been but 198 deaths, showing that our patients, though 
sick, are vastly safer than the well, crossing Broadway at Seventh. We 
have given 58,903 days of service. 

Within the year, through the generosity and cooperation of the doc- 
tors of our staff, we have been able to open our out patient clinic which is 
rendering a fine service at a very low cost to many hundreds of patients. 
We have also installed a complete and well equipped department of 
Physio-Therapy, under the supervision of a specially trained, full time 
physician. ; 

I returned but yesterday from the sessions of the American Protestant 
and American Hospital Associations. I have never attended any confer- 
ence or convention of any kind with a finer spiritual atmosphere than were: 
the sessions of the American Protestant Hospital Association. Not ony 
was there this emphasis in the meetings of the Convention itself, but we 
were constantly challenged to stress this side of our service to the sick 
and to the girls enrolled in our Schools of Nursing. | : ; 

In closing, I am exceedingly happy to make this announcement for 
the first time. Within a few days, we will have operating the Casler- 
Botkin Memorial Room, fully endowed. This is made possible by the 
generous gift of $20,000 by the children of these devoted people, the 
Brother and Sister W. C. Botkin and Miss Emma Casler. If such a 
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vision and such generosity could grip the hearts of our people generally, 

we could speedily clear our debt, build the new wing of all private rooms 

now needed, and so fully endow our institution that we would need never 

worry regarding the funds to provide care for those who suffer and can- 
t pay.

ARIZONA DEACONESS HOSPITAL 


It is with grateful hearts we make the annual report of the Arizona 
Deaconess Hospital to the Conference. We have had many hard trying 
problems due to the fact that our patronage has grown so rapidly that 1. 
has been very difficult for us to care for the many pressing needs. 


Possibly the outstanding thing that the hospital has done for its 
future was the purchase of a large, modern residence and one-half block 
of ground joining us immediately on the east for our future permanent 
nurses’ home. For this we paid $26,500 and are looking forward to when 
we can secure at least $75,000 to build a modern nurses’ home. When this 
is complete it is our plan to take our present nurses’ dormitory with a 
capacity of 36 beds and use it for a tubercular ward. 


The advance that has been made in the past year in our training 
school and our nursing staff has greatly strengthened us and enabled us 
to give much better service than ever before. We are sure that we are 
not exaggerating when we say we have the best, highest type, most thor- 
oughly organized, and efficient training school in our state. This is rec- 
ognized by the doctors as well as the state organization. Of this ad- 
vancement we are very proud, as our nursing school now has 37 students 
and on the staff we have 10 graduates nurses, making us a total of 47 
nurses in the institution. 


We are glad to report that during the past year we have had much 
closer co-operation with the medical staff. We are grateful to them for 
the many favors they have shown, and their expressions of confidence in 
our growth and progress and the help that they have given in solving the 
many problems that confronted us at all times. We have more than 60 
doctors on our staff. We have cared for in the past year 1908 patients 
and find that our receipts from patients just about care for the actual 
expenses of the hospital and allow us to do about $1000 worth of free 
work per month to poor needy, suffering patients. In other words we 
have done in the past year $12,059.21 of free work. 


We are especially grateful to Brother and Sister Hedrick of Tucson 
for the $10,000 annuity they gave us the first of the year. We also re- 
ceived $1,600 annuity from another source. making a total of $4,000 we 
have received from this same person who asked that her name should 
not be used. The progress of our hospital during the past year has been 
so rapid that we are beginning to feel the need of future advancement. 
Last winter we were forced for months to refuse patients because of lack 
of room. These facts the board are seriously considering and planning 
on advancements to keep up with our growing business and we are hop- 
ing that some time in early spring it will be possible for us to put on a 
campaign to raise at least $200,000 to take our next step. Whether we 
can do this or not will depend on the financial outlook and other circum- 
stances. At the present time we have a property valued at $475,000 and 
we have an indebtedness of $98,700, and as we have said before, we feel 
that the Lord has been leading us in this great work for humanity and 
that He will continue to lead us to still greater victories. 


J..O. SEXSON: 
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Transition periods are necessary to progress, but times of great 
danger. “We would not banish them, but O, that God would give us more 
wisdom in meeting them. 

No longer can the pulpit dogmatize, for which the church should be 
truly grateful. Many leaders of religious thought, however, have failed 
to realize that this fact does not preclude positive teaching. Uncertainty 
regarding the facts of sin, salvation through Jesus Christ, that God is a 
father, and men—all men—are brothers, have too often led to confusion. 
We may not know all about Christ, but we can all know Christ, and this 
mighty fact should glorify every act of service. 

_ As a church we are under no obligation to become either Fundamen- 
talists or Modernists, but we are obligated to present the fundamentals of 
Christianity in a modern way. Some changes have taken place in the 
church, whose spiritual values are still doubtful, but we must remember 
that antiquity and spirituality are not synonomous terms. As guides in 
matters of dress and recreation we may have failed, and these very failures 
should add greater emphasis to the theme of Christlikeness. 

There may be some question as to the present utility of past methods 
of evangelism, but there can be no question whatever regarding the need 
of an evangelical message, both from the pulpit and in the Bible School. 
We need a whole souled revival without hysteria. It is heartening that 
our laymen are more and more calling upon the conference, not for men 
who are primarily business managers, but for men who can preach Christ. 

The fact that our laymen are thinking for themselves as never before 
makes it imperative that they shall have a part in planning for the future 
of the church. That they are thinking and making plans brings a won- 
derful brightness to our hopes for the future. The introduction of the 
Junior Laymen makes the outlook still more glorious. 

Brethren, we are not yet made perfect, but as Methodists the goal is 
before us. Together with our laymen, let us “lay aside every weight, and 
the sin which doth so easily beset us, and let us run with patience the 
race that is set before us, looking unto Jesus, the author and perfecter of 


our faith.”

SOCIAL SERVICE AND PUBLIC MORALS 


We believe that Jesus Christ came to win the world to the Father; 
that the mind of Christ takes in every human relationship. The Gospel 
to express his mind must be concerned with all of life. The whole gospel 
cares for body, mind, and spirit, for did not the Master himself feed the 
hungry, heal the sick, teach and inspire followers? 


-ECONOMICS—We are living in an age of economic standards. The 
measure of life and achievements is on the monetary basis. Money is 
power. Getting and spending is of vital importance. We have child 
labor, not simply because some employers are heartless, but because there 
are profits in the system. Industrial strife will never be done away until 
an honest day’s work for an honest wage becomes the practice of industry. | 
Democracy in industry cannot come until the spirit of Christian brother- 
hood is practiced alike by employer and employee. We strongly recom- 
mend that every church make a new study of the Stewardship of Life. 


PEACE AND WAR—Wholesale killing is murder. Economic injus- 
tice and industrial competition between large capitalistic groups breeds 
war. Economic conflict for the control of resources sows the seed of war. 
We must educate for peace by teaching national and international justice 


and honesty. 
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“We wish to register our protest against any policy of exploitation of 
China dictated by selfish and unchristian interests regardless of the policy 
of any other nation. We believe the integrity of China should be recog- 
nized and preserved, and that our historical policy of justice and helpful- 
ness should be continued in this time of China’s need.” . 

We concur in the amendment to last year’s, page 87, in the Journal. 


RACE TRACK GAMBLING—The attempted revival of race track 
gambling in our state is an occasion for alarm. We protest against those 
conditions existing across the border and urge all our people to diligent 
effort against this evil. 


PROHIBITION—Prohibition is here to stay, thank God. Under- 
girded by the 19th amendment, the 18th amendment will never come out 
of the constitution. Prohibition is already a_ substantial success. ARG 
make it a complete success, we need: First—The right kind of enforce- 
ment officers. It takes a brave good man to be a good prohibition officer. 
We will not support for an enforcement position any man who drinks at 
all, even socially, nor will we vote into either House of Congress repre- 
sentatives who are not personally and politically dry. 

In this connection we heartily commend the courageous act of the 
Democratic party of California in putting into the state platform a strong 
declaration for the 18th amendment, the Volstead Act and the Wright 
Law. For complete success we need: Secondly—The right kind of public 
opinion. We must begin again, in public schools and Sunday schools 
scientific education as to the effect of alcohol on the human body. We 
must teach the young people that beverage alcohol “Biteth like a serpent, 
and stingeth like an adder.” In this campaign of education the churches 
and every other social organization must be enlisted. Until the wet pro- 
paganda falls on deaf ears, the “anathy and indifference” toward law is 
changed into respect and reverence for law. We have been depending 
upon mass meetings and catch phrases to win. We need these but the 
end can only be accomplished through sane organization and hard work. 

The Anti-saloon League is the officially recognized agency of the 
Christian churches in the campaign against the liquor evil. Meeting as it 
now does the concentrated fire of the enemy we pledge it unswerving 
loyalty and hearty support. May our prayers and support be with those 
brave women of the White Ribbon Band—the W. C. T. U. Vote “NO” 
on Number 9. 


THE CHRISTIAN IN CIVIC LIFE—F ternal vigilance is the price 
of good government. We must know the facts, not hearsay, of the moral 
conditions in our community, then publish them. The white light of 
publicity is Democracy’s safety zone. We should let all officials know 
when we approve their action and when we disapprove. Every Christian 
owes as a part of his Christian duty, the obligation to be informed on 
political issues, and to take the time to vote intelligently. 


SCHOOLS—We need week-day religious instruction, or we will raise 
up a race of morally ignorant citizens. The best equipment for the teach- 
ing force of our church schoo's is none too good, therefore every effort 
possible should be made to strengthen the department of religious educa- 
tion, end we heartily endorse the work done by the Board of Education in 
this field. The heart must be touched by the religion of Jesus Christ or 
the head will lead us astray. We also urge the necessity of placing the 
Bible in the public schools. 


The state shou'd educate, but we as Christians should work for the 
choice of Christian teachers. then back those teachers in all their effort 
and work. We must ho!d before the young life of our homes and churches 
the sacred opportunity of the teaching profession. Let us. challenge our 
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youth to enlist for God in the day schools of our state, and thus make the 
schools godly. 


RECREATION—We are living in a changing world. The time was 
when the home was the social center for most folks, but in this day of 
apartments and boarding houses, when both men and women are engaged 
in industry, we are facing different conditions. Today there is organized 
recreation run for profit. bidding for the leisure hours of all. The church 
needs a social program for all ages, and must care for the whole of life: 
therefore the social hall is highly essential to every church. We would 
draw attention to paragraph 69 in our Discipline in this connection with 
recreation. 

We believe some co-operative method should be worked out in the 
local communities whereby the schools and churches could have a unified 
program rather than competing for the time of the children and youth. 
School loyalty and Christian loyalty need not be incompatible. 

There are some danger zones in the recreational life. The vacation 
time is a period of temptation. Release from our regular tasks frequently 
means release from regular restraint. Therein lies the danger. We most 
heartily commend to all our people such vacation resorts as Pacific Palis- 
ades, Groon Creek, and Camp Sierra. These institutions should be 
strengthened. 

Owing to the vast number of people who visit our National Parks 
during the summer, we recommend that some type of religious service be 
instituted, and call-upon our District Superintendents to sive this matter 
their attention. 


SABBATH—We view with graye concern the growing disregard 
for the Lord’s Day, and believe that our people should be called to re- 
memberance of this day as an Holy Day. The Sabbath was made for 
man that he might come to kn~-- his Maker better. It must become once 
aeain a day of soul culture -~~“ religious development.

BENEVOLENCES 


“The World is my Parish’, continues to be Methodism’s siogan. In 
this period of social, intellectual, political and social upheaval in the world, 
missionary endeavor is becoming increasingly more difficult. A c'ose study 
of conditions and needs, and the psychology of the masses, at home and 
abroad, becomes imperative. 4 

Our attitudes and methods of approach may need alteration. Foreign 
peoples are coming to self-consciousness. No longer will they tolerate 
programs, policies, or supervision imposed by Church authority from with- 
out. They prefer to work out their own destinies, with encouragement 
and suggestions from Church leaders. This spirit is shown in our negro 
colleges demanding their own leadership, and the Mexican Annual Con- 
ference, electing their own Chairman, while the Bishop sits on the floor 
of the Conference. The Church must lead all Americans in overcoming 
the “Superiority Complex,” that has characterized our travelers, commer- 
cial concerns, statesmen, churchmen. Brotherhood of all men, treating on 
a basis of equality all our sister nations, should be practiced as well as 
preached. 

While our Church is not in politics, the Conference might well urge 
upon our Nation a foreign policy that frowns upon all exploitation of 
weaker Nations, and upon all interference with their inherent rights, as 
the powers have done in China. Unholy business methods, practiced by 
American concerns in foreign lands, and unfair political policies, nullify 
missionary endeavor. 
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The Methodist Episcopal Church has “put its hand to the plow” for 
a larger “World Service.” To retreat before present world needs and 
opportunities would be disastrous. God speaks to our Church to go 
forward.” To meet the world challenge, we urge upon our churches the 
need for information, inspiration, consecration. For information we re- 
commend a wide distribution of “World Service News,” “World Neigh- 
bors,” our Advocate” and the “World Service Bulletin.” The latter may 
be distributed to the church, prior to the service it announces, at 1Y% cent 
a pound, by applying to the Postal Authorities for second class privileges, 
U. S. Postal Regulations, paragraph 421. We further recommend Church- 
wide mission study classes on “Islam.” For inspiration the pastor is the 
moving spirit. Where he puts himself intelligently, whole-heartedly be- 
hind the World Service program, it will go over big. For consecration, 
church-wide participation should be secured through the. every member 
canvass conducted separate from the local budget canvass.

LOS ANGELES MISSIONARY AND CHURCH 
EXTENSION SOCIETY 


In the Annual Report of the Los Angeles Missionary and Church 
Extension Society, read to the Southern California Annual Conference at 
its 1925 session, it was stated that there were several imperative needs that 
had to be met in connection with the missionary work in the City of Los 
Angeles. The first was that the Church of All Nations, located in the 
center of our great foreign and industrial section, must be built. During 
the year just passed the All Nations Community House and the All Na- 
tions Clinic, costing $75,000.00 have been erected; the All Nations Boys 
Club Building, costing $60,000.00 will be completed November first; and 
the Chapel, to cost $25,00.00 will be under construction within two weeks. 
The entire Church of All Nations plant, which, including furnishings, lot, 
and buildings, is worth a quarter of a million dollars, will be completed 
by January Ist, 1927, and all money necessary to pay for the project is 
provided. 

A second imperative need mentioned last year was the necessity of 
securing adequate sites in that rapidly growing section between West 
Los Angeles and the sea. This year a site costing $17,000.00 has been 
purchased at the corner of Preuss Road and Whitworth Drive. 

In addition, because of the location of the State University, the Society 
felt it imperative to purchase a lot on Wilshire Boulevard, at the very 
entrance to the University. Three lots on the corner of Wilshire Boule- 
vard and Warner Avenue, costing $46,000.00 have been purchased. The 
Society plans to pay for these lots over a period of eight years. 

It was also pointed out that it was imperative to conserve our mis- 
sionary funds and concentrate on two or three major projects. In view 
of the changed population and economic pressure, the work at Brooklyn 
Heights, East 38th Street, and Epworth Churches will be closed. These 
properties have been deeded to the Society, and when sold the income will 
become a trust fund to be used for Church Extension purposes in fields 
which give richer promise of service to the Kingdom. 

Another need stressed last year was the necessity of securing aid from 
the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension, so that proper sites 
might be secured and enterprises started during these critical days of 
rapid growth in the city. It is with deep gratitude that the Society records 
the fact that the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension granted 
from its Revolving Loan Fund and from its Opportunity Fund a sum of 
$50,000.00 to be used for church extension purposes in the City. 

Referring again to the necessity of conserving missionary funds, a 
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notable achievement of the year is the support now given the distinctly 
social services of Methodism by the Community Chest, At the present 
moment the Hollenbeck Heights Social Center, the All Nations Clinic, and 
the All Nations Community House are budgeted in the Community Chest 
and receive their full support from that organization. The result is that 
beginning January Ist, 1927, all missionary funds heretofore given these 
institutions by the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension will be 
released, and if proper arrangements can be made this income devoted to 
od celts es and church extension purposes in the Western section of of the 
ity. 

It will be seen therefore that during this year, in addition to caring 
for the regular work of the Society, the imperative needs stressed last year 
have been in large measure met. The Church of All Nations has been 
erected; sufficient funds have been subscribed to pay for the complete 
plant and maintenance provided for its social service activities; the new 
lots necessary for western extension have been secured; the Board of 
Home Missions has generously come to our aid; and missionary funds 
haye been discontinued in weak fields and concentrated upon major ef- 
forts. Next year promises to be one of the most successful years in the 


history of the Society.

COMMISSION ON CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS 


When I was appointed Executive Secretary, in 1922, our Endowment Fund, 
not including the “Hough Endowment” amounted to $150,563.00. We now 
have $446,858.00. an increase of $296,295.00 during the last four years. 

This does not include unpaid subscriptions of approximately $150,000, nor 
properties carrying a life estate. During this same period our annuity years 
have increased from 2769 in 1922 to 3218 in 1925, and our rate has increased 
from $26 per year of service in 1922 to $31 in 1925—a direct increase on the 
claims of the Conference for these three years of $27,790. The increased askings 
this year over last is $11,988, or an increase of 16 per cent in a single year. 

The total amount needed to meet all claims has increased 38 1-2 per cent 
during these three years. It is safe to say that enough more years will be 
added at this Conference to bring the increase for the four years up to $35,000, 
which would equal the income of an annuity of $700,000 at 5 per cent. 

With the help of our splendid campaign for a half million dollars, we are 
only keeping about half way up with the increased demands. 

We have undoubtedly reached the peak of payments in our Conference, un- 
der the endowment plan. : 

The New Reserve Pension Plan will more adequately and generously care 
for the future years of service at a far less cost. 

We have received this year from all sources $80,736. core ; 

We have come into the full possession of a beautiful property in Riverside, 
the gift of Mrs. Ellen Riddell Crawford, deceased.

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A “memorial gift,” containing a life estate in 18214 acres of valuable land 
has been received from Mrs. Martha Westfall Woodard of Visalia, im mem- 
ory of her father and mother, to be known as the “Westfall Memorial.” Also 
a splendid provision from Mr. M. C. Woodard, as a memorial for his father 
and mother. Between husband and wife, the gift involves over 325 acres, easily 
watered and considered good orange land. ; 

A number of new wills have been written this year, which will in due 
time add materially to the funds of the Conference. 

The main task of the church during the next few years is to add another 
$500,000 to our reserve pension fund which, we believe, together with a 
small level annual premium of say, 5 per cent of the pastor’s salary over a 
term of years, will provide for our obligation for all past years of service.

RADIO BROADCASTING STATION 


Dear Brethren: 

On November 16th, 1925, at the First Methodist Episcopal Church at 
Pasadena, California, the Pasadena District Conference passed a resolu- 
tion requesting the District Superintendent to appoint a committee of 
investigation to look into the matter of establishing a radio sending sta- 
tion in Southern California, and report to the Annual Conference its find- 
ings. 

The following is our report: 

At present, radio is figuratively “up in the air” as a result of the 
failure of Congress to reach an agreement on radio legislation, after the 
authority of the Department of Commerce to assign wave-lengths and 
otherwise regulate broadcasting was successfully challenged in a Chicago 
court some months ago. However, it is certain that legislation will soon 
be passed which will determine such matters as may be involved in 
broadcasting. This will doubtless come before the next session of the 
Annual Conference, and any action which may be necessary to the estab- 
lishment of a radio sending station should be made possible by the elec- 
tion of, or provision for the election of a committee delegated with power 
to act, in case it is the desire of the Conference to interest itself. 

We have been impressed with the tremendous need for a great agency 
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of education and evangelism such as a radio sending station could be, if 
under the control of proper persons or organization. Perhaps the brethren 
of the Conference have listened in to some male voice singing about living 
over the viaduct, “down by de winegar woiks,’ where the girls are so 
tough they have to tie them up so they won't bite the dogs. Or, perhaps, 
the brethren have heard a child of eight years sing “I took a long drink, 
and it went to my head,” followed by amazingly suggestive Stuite Or 
indeed, it may be that some will recall hearing a jazz band desecrate 
“Rock of Ages” or other sacred hymns. Per 

But what is even more significant is that radio, which is next to the 
press and motion pictures in moulding public opinion is, in Southern 
California, almost altogether under the control of commercial interests or 
fanatics, which easily leads to abuses of other types. ___ 

Not only so, but we are tremendously impressed with the unanswered 
challenge for mental, social and spiritual uplift, which might be provided 
by a broadcasting station ministering in the name of Christ and humanity 
to the fundamental needs of the hundreds of thousands of persons whom 
it might reach. : 

Prominent educators, ministers and business men of Southern Cali- 
fornia have addressed themselves to this matter, in communications to 
the committee. Explanation was made to them of the Pasadena District 
Conference action, and of a plan to build and endow a sending station to 
be under the control of a Board of Trustees composed of members of the 
evangelical Protestant Churches, and which would broadcast programs of 
lectures, public addresses, religious services and musical programs—all of 
the very highest order, and dominated by the ideal of service. It was 
represented as not being a proposal for the advancement of any one de- 
nomination or Church group, or of any one college or university, or of 
any single organization of any kind. It would not permit anything that 
did not spring from a sincere endeavor to promote the best type of citi- 
zenry and the common good. 

We beg to quote certain of the responses of these persons with slight 
editorial changes in several instances. Bishop Charles Wesley Burns de- 
clared, “For a Christian yoice to be on the air in this radio period is of 
supreme importance.” President R. B. von KleinSmid, of the University 
of Southern California, asserted, “It is a matter of keen interest to me to 
learn something of a plan for the establishment of a radio broadcasting 
station in Southern California.” Dr. James A. Francis, Pastor of the First 
Baptist Church in Los Angeles, frankly stated that he would much prefer 
to see a great inter-Church station than to have a radio installed on his 
own new Church building. He said, “It has been the hope of many of us 
that a way would be found to give the public high class messages.” Dr. 
Robert A. Millikan, of the California Institute of Technology, expressed 
himself as being “intensely interested in having broadcasting of the right 
sort done.” Dr. Ernest C. Moore, Director of the University of California, 
Southern Branch, wrote, “I think it an admirable plan and something 
which cries to be done. I sincerely hope it may be carried into operation.” 
Dr. Robert Freeman, of the Pasadena Presbyterian Church, which has its 
private sending station, voiced the sentiment, “Those who respect the 
superstitious and care for the cheap can get plenty ofthat by spinning 
their dials to suit themselves, but there is a great body of people who 
want a different kind of instruction.” Dr, Walter C. Buckner, Pasadena 
District Superintendent, said, “The need is the more urgent upon consid- 
eration of the sources of most of the religious broadcasting being done at 
the present time. It is a serious thing to consider what must be the 
popular conception of the modern Christian preaching, when thousands 
of people get their only idea of that preaching from centers which do not 
represent best.” Various others might be quoted, among them Dr. William 
A. Brown, who spoke of the plan as filling such a long felt need that it 
seemed inevitable of early achievement. 
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_ Practical questions arise as to the location, the cost, the means of 
maintenance, the interest of other church or denominational groups, the 
probable attitude of governmental authorities. 


With regard to the matter of location, Charles H. Scott, President of 
the Pacific Palisades Association, declared, “The idea of a great educa- 
tional and religious radio sending station at Pacific Palisades has been 
one of our cherished hopes. I am confident that our Board would fur- 
nish ground for locating such a station here, if funds were provided and 
the administration of the station were assured in a manner compatible 
with the purposes for which we are organized.” 


The cost of a 1000 watt station would amount to upwards of $50,000, 
approximately, which would include installed equipment such as may be 
furnished by the Graybar Electric Co. (formerly the Western Electric), 
and would include a studio in Los Angeles with private cable to the 
Pacific Palisades, in case the station should be located there, and also 
would include sets of portable remote control apparatus. The costs of 
operation would be provided by income from an endowment fund suff- 
cient to cover same. This would probably be not less than $450,000, if 
the radio were in use a considerable number of hours each day and broad- 
casting were done from various cities. It should be kept in mind that the 
agency would derive very little if any profit from fees or other sources of 
income. 


_ There is no question but that the various Church groups and educa- 
tional institutions of Southern California wouid cooperate in organizing 
and executing definite plans. 


Concerning the attitude of the government, it is difficult to imagine 
that such a broadcasting station would not meet with approval. However, 
immediate steps should be taken to assure favorable action on the part of 
authorities when reorganization of the radio comes following imminent 
Congressional legislation. It is likely that not more than 400 stations will 
be operating in the United States at one time, during the next few years, 
although there are wave lengths availabie for 550 stations. 

Last month, Mr. George Winfield Scott arranged for a conference 
with Hon. Herbert Hoover, during the recent trip of the latter to Los 
Angeles, and took with him Charles H. Scott. Mr. Hoover is reported 
as expressing profound sympathy with the type of broadcasting con- 
templated in this report. Communications from the Radio Supervisor in 
San Francisco, J. F. Dillon, and the Commissioner of Navigation in Wash- 
ington, D. B. Carson, indicate that there are over 600 applications on file 
at present for licenses. These, however, are from private individuals or 
corporations, for the most part, who desire to use the radio for personal 
advantage or profit, and should not be considered as having precedence 
necessarily over agencies constituted only for service to the people. 

In view of the above, we respectfully recommend that the Annual 
Conference authorize and order the Bishop and Cabinet to appoint a 
special committee delegated (1) to make a survey of the situation, (2) to 
confer with representative leaders of other denominations (3) to petition 
the government for a license to do radio breadcasting in the promotion 
of popular education and Christian culture, and in accord with uses which 
aim at high class entertainment and general social well being, (4) to lay 
plans for financing such an enterprise, (5) to submit a plan for complete 
organization and administration of such a radio broadcasting agency as 
suggested above, and report same to the next session of the Annual Con- 
ference, (6) It is further recommended that the Treasurer of the Southern 
California Annual Conference be empowered to receive any money that 
might be contributed to the project during the Conference year.

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CALIFORNIA STATE CHURCH FEDERATION 


THE DENOMINATIONAL SUPERINTENDENTS’ COUNCILS 
throughout the state are an increasing power in promoting church fed- 
eration, making possible better church buildings, better paid pastors, more 
efficient work and-the saving of many thousands of dollars of missionary 
money. Fifty-seven church locations were carefully considered and many 
other matters of common concern and interest were discussed. During a 
little more than three years over 100 locations have been agreed upon in 
real Christian counsel. Plans are now in operation by carefully appointed 
committees for cooperative work in connection with the new site of the 
University of California, Southern Branch, which will save the denomina- 
tions many thousands of dollars and make more effective Christian work 
and religious education among the students. 


RELIGIOUS EDUCATION is undoubtedly the most important 
problem now before the Christian church and the State Church Federa- 
tion is leading in this movement with the cooperation of the various de- 
nominational secretaries of re‘igious education. 


BIBLE AMENDMENT—The campaign for the Bible Amendment 
which was endorsed by the annual meeting of the State Church Federation 
is being financed by a special contribution for that specific cause. 


THE YOSEMITE NATIONAL PARK CHURCH Board of 
Trustees elected by the State Church Federation has been incorporated 
and plans for a suitable church building are being prepared. The church 
is governed by a Board of Directors, incorporated, under the direction of 
the California State Church Federation, including both Protestants and 
Roman Catholics. It is intended that this building will be a house of 
prayer for all people. These services were the most largely attended of 
any of the 75th anniversary services of the discovery of the Yosemite 


Valley. It is expected that the building and its endowment will cost 
about $500,000. 


RACE TRACK GAMBLING—A statement of the movement in 
California for legalized race track gambling has been sent to all the min- 
isters in the state, calling for strong action by the church. 


COMMERCIALIZED VICE—There is every evidence in this state 
at the present time that those who are interested in, and profit by, com- 
mercialized vice have organized in the interest of a wide-open state, simi- 


lar to that which existed prior to the reform movement of the years from 
1908 to 1913. 


Articles haye been published in church papers and many secular 
papers throughout the state in the interest of the various causes in which 
we believe and seek to promote. The office has mailed out not less than 
8000 pieces of mail, including a letter to each minister in the state. Besides 
the office work, the secretary has had, during the year, about 150 engage- 
ments, including about 100 engagements for formal addresses. 

A new department in our office has been the provision for the reading 
of the Christian scriptures over the RADIO every evening at 7:30 (with 
the exception of Sunday and Monday nights) over K. H. J., The Times. 

In accordance with the action of the Annual Meeting, we make the 
following requests: 

1. That you shall appoint one minister and one layman for every 
two thousand members, to represent your Conference at the Annual Meet- 
ing, which convenes in May. 


2. That you reappoint your member of the Executive Committee in 
addition to your superintendents. 
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3. That you make an apportionment of six cents per member to the 
current expenses of the State Church Federation, as requested by our 
Annual Meeting. 

4. That you take some strong and positive action in reference to 
ee Sc pe a which will be on the ballot at the coming elec- 
ton: 1he Bible Amendment, Repeal of the Wright Act; and the legalizin 
of Race Track Gambling. eel

LATIN AMERICAN MISSION 


The Latin American Mission has had a great year. We rejoice in 
the consecration and opening of the Plaza Community Center Church 
unit. We thank God still more for the volume of King’s business indi- 
cated by the reports in the minutes of the Plaza Community Center and 
the Spanish American Institute. We are earnestly praying for the gift 
of $10,000 or even a loan so that the social service plant of the Plaza 
Community Center may be completed. 

Superintendents W. T. Gilliland of the Plaza Community Center and 
Charles A. Robinson of the Spanish American Institute are doing a 
valiant work. Those who visit those two great institutions are invariably 
thrilled and amazed. The Spanish American Institute, instead of a semi- 
orphange of small boys, has developed into a highly standardized indus- 
trial college most appropriate for uplifting the Mexican people. 

The annual conference of the Latin American Mission was held at 
Compton, with pastors W. A. Jennings and F. O. Quintanilla as pastor 
hosts, on February 8-11. We were never more beautifully entertained. 
Bishop W. O. Shepard presided. 

Eleven months haye registered the results noted below, which in 
themselves will go on unfolding throughout the years and throughout 
eternity. . 

There have been 744 public conversions; 198 baptisms; 358 prepara- 
tory members received; 483 full members received; 20 deaths. Full 
members now on the roll, 1,433—a net gain of 185, or 15 per cent; pro- 
bationers now on the roll, 687; non-resident members, 442; 2,562 in all 
classes, not counting 344 affiliated members and 5,135 adherents. 

The 55 Sunday Schools have a membership of 2,943 members; the 22 
Epworth Leagues have 617 members, and the 21 Junior Leagues have 557 
members—a gain of 2 Epworth Leagues and 2 Junior Leagues—with a 
total gain of 127 members, or 12 per cent. There are 24 Ladies’ Aid or- 
ganizations with a membership of 396. 

We have 28 local preachers, 40 exhorters, and 70 class leaders; be- 
sides 91 volunteer Christian workers, giving largely of time and treasure. 

On the 31 circuits, we have 66 preaching places, and 122 different 
centers have been evangelized, ministering to 62,413 different persons. 

Our 57 evangelistic workers, who report in detail month by month, 
have achieved the above results through conducting 9,487 meetings, at- 
tending 2,906 services, and delivering 5,503 sermons and addresses, oral 
attendance, 314,418. The workers made 33,874 visits, traveled 197,183 
miles, wrote 13,183 letters, sold and gave 3,570 Bibles and portions, and 
sowed 52,222 pieces of Christian literature in the form of tracts and books. 
Thirty-six youthful leaders were sent to our centers of Christian culture 
and learning. 

Our missionaries have secured work for 738 persons, mostly heads of 
families in dire need; have aided 7,280 necessitous cases; have given 
medical attention to 4,310; and have distributed articles of food and cloth- 
ing to 1,651—a total of 13,939 Good Samaritan deeds of love. 

We have met our World Service quota of $1,114 with $55 over-col- 
lected, $1,169; for other benevolences, $1,578; self support and church ex- 
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penses, $6,830; Sunday School expenses, $1,538; Epworth League expenses, 
$688; Junior League expenses, $84, making a total giving of $11,887. 

Dr. M. P. Burns, in a carefully and an accurately prepared survey, 
found that Methodism is responsible for 342,850 Latin Americans, which 
is probably not more than one-quarter. of the Latin population in the Latin 
American Mission. We are serving 50,160 with a total constituency of 
23,825. By actual report, there are 64,126 youth within the borders of this 
Mission who go neither to the Catholic nor any Protestant mission, and 
therefore are candidates for moral, spiritual and economic failure. 

We are deeply grateful to God for His blessing which gave us the 
results reported above and the increasing army of converts in the Border 
Legion who are pushing forward this work. To them belongs the crown 
of results. They are giving money, prayer and much volunteer service. 
The goals for next year include increased evangelistic and World Service 
results, better organization still in all the missions, the saving and man- 
ning of Tia Juana and the San Francisco Italian Friendly Center. 

Doubtless, the greatest achievement of the year was brought to pass by 
the kind co-operation of President von KleinSmid and the Board of 
Trustees of the University of Southern California with the Board of Home 
Missions under the leadership of Dr. M. P. Burns, which has resulted 
now in having nine students in the University, six of whom aré student 
pastors. 

I do think that, inasmuch as a third of the last influx of Mexicans into 
the United States these months, an average, it is estimated, of 40,000 
monthly coming into California, and large numbers added to the 50% 
of the population of Arizona, who are Mexicans, we must give prayerful, 
strenuous, generous devotion to the task in the immediate future. Our 
industries, comforts and luxuries are very definitely built up on the un- 
skilled and uninspired labors of the Mexicans. In a unique sense, it is 
true of these foreign-speaking children of Uncle Sam, as it has been of 
Child Labor, as expressed by the following lines: 


“No fledgling feeds the mother bird, 
No chicken feeds the hen; 

No kitten mouses for the cat, 

That glory is for men. 

We are the wisest, strongest race, 
Loud may our praise be sung. 

The only animal alive 

That feeds upon its young.”

In H#emoriam 


JOSEPH E. FISHER 


Joseph Eugene Fisher was born in Germany on November 19th, 1856, the 
youngest of eighteen children. His parents died while Joseph was quite 
young; then the oldest of the family came to America. Joseph was fifteen 
years of age on reaching America and was unable to locate any of his rela- 
tives. He was alone in America, a German boy unable to speak English. 


Joseph had been early given over for education and training as an altar boy 
in the Roman Catholic Church, in preparation for later entering the priest- 
hood; but while working as a miner in the New England states he wandered 
into a Methodist church in Raceville, New York, received a cordial wel- 
come, and later returned to hear more of the Gospel story, and was con- 

® verted and united with the Methodist Episcopal church. From the first he 
took an active part in the Sunday School work and the other activities of the 
church. 


Offering himself for Christian service he was sent by the Mission Board 
as chaplain among the workers on the construction of the Panama Canal, 
where, after about a year of service, yellow fever forced his return. 

In 1886 he took up the active work of the ministry, and on his first 
charge wooed and won as his life companion, Miss Deodata Chadsey, they 
being married August 3rd, 1886 at Wickford, R. I. 

In 1889 Brother and Sister Fisher came to the Southern California Con- 
ference and he was given the charge of Moro, California. He was later or- 
dained in the Simpson Auditorium, Los Angeles, by Bishop Goodsell, and served 
charges in the Southern California Conference until in 1894 he took up evan- 
gelistic work, returning to New England. In 1910 they returned to Southern 
California, where they have since been in continuous service, successful 
everywhere, but during these later years handicapped by ill health necessitating 
numerous operations. 

Brother Fisher’s work in the ministry has been of a high order. Evangelistic 
in spirit, greatly in favor with old and young alike in the various charges 
served, especially active in all work pertaining to the youth of the charges in 
Epworth League and Boy Scouts, Brother Fisher was probably longer in 
continuous service as scout master than any other man in California, two 
years ago having completed his fifteen years. 

Because of his interest on behalf of the Mission Indians, last spring, at 
their convention in Riverside, he was initiated into membership of their 
tribes as the second white man ever to be accorded these honors, and as such 
became an Indian chief, and so recognized among the more than fifty tribes 
who make up the Mission Indians. 

For years he has been an active member of the Masonic Lodge. 

Among the men of the Conference he was a brother beloved, and one 


whom many will greatly miss, but our lives have been enriched because we 
knew him.

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THOMAS C. MILLER 


Thomas C. Miller was born in Van Buren County, Iowa, on September Ist, 
1846. He was converted on March 24, 1859 and all through the years of a 
long and useful life he sustained an unerring loyalty to his Christ. 

During the Civil War he served in the Union Army. 

He began his ministerial career on July 10, 1869, when he was licensed as a 
local preacher. 

On September 22, 1870, he was united in holy wedlock to Miss Sarah A. 
Vinson, who was a devoted and faithful helpmeet during all the years of his 
ministry and up to the moment that God called him home. ~ : 

Shortly after his marriage he was admitted to the Methodist itinerancy

The outstanding characteristic of Brother Miller was his originality. There 
was no one else like him, An attempt to imitate him was a sure method of 
finding humiliation and defeat. ; 

Another characteristic of this man that made him distinctive was his loy- 
alty to his friends. 

He was a prolific reader and somewhat of an advanced thinker, but he 
never lost sight of the fact that Christ was his all and in all and in his 
preaching held closely to that which pertained to vital Christian experience. 

He was a faithful pastor and‘always endeared himself to his flock. 

Two things he never lost, namely, his sense of humor and his living interest 


in the outside world and the great church he loved so long and served so 
faithfully. 


T. C. Miller was a truly great preacher, a devoted friend and a brother be- 
loved. With those who knew him best the memory of his genial smile and 
friendly handclasp will remain fresh and beautiful all through the years. His 
coronation occurred on April 12th, 1926. 

He is survived by his widow and son, Irwin Miller, both of whom reside in 
Los Angeles.

SAMUEL J. McCONNELL 


Samuel J. McConnell was born in Holmes County, Ohio, Deecember 14th. 
1857. He was one of a family of six children, three boys and three girls, four 
of whom survive him. He was converted in the Methodist Church at the 
age of fourteen years, was educated in the Normal School of Mansfield, 
Ohio; Baldwin University, Berea, Ohio, and the Boston School of Theology. 

Entering the North Ohio Methodist Episcopal Annual Conference in 1884, 
his first charge was Wakeman, Ohio, following which he served in Shiloh, 
Plymouth, Green Springs and Clyde, Ohio. At the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war he was. appointed chaplain of the Fifth Ohio Infantry, his 
church giving him leave of absence. During the war his regiment was 
stationed at Tampa, Florida. He was mustered out in 1899. 

With his wife, Brother McConnell moved to California in 1900, because of 
throat trouble, and spent a few years in business in Los Angeles. He served 
the Selma church as supply pastor for two years, 1905-1907. In 1907 he became 
a member of the Southern California Conference, and served as pastor the 


following churches: Selma, Hanford, Covina, Selma (second pastorate), Echo 
Park, Los Angeles, and Moneta.

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On retiring from the pastorate, because of ill health, in 1922, he made his 
home in Covina, where he resided until the time of his decease. 

On December 16th, 1864. he was united in marriage to Miss Ida M. Weeden, 
of Columbus, Ohio, who survives him, together with two foster children: 
Mabel B. Peterson of Portland, Oregon, and Mrs. Julia Mae Croley, of 
Covina. 

His home-going took place on Sunday morning, April 11, 1926, and was 
preceded by a long and painful illness, borne with Christian fortitude and 
patience. 

Brother McConnell’s preaching was emphatically evangelical, and he had 
some extensive revivals in Ohio and California, in which many persons 
were led to Christ and His Church. His was a peculiarly winsome personality. 
Its magnetism drew people to him and compelled their love. His nobility 
of character excited the admiration of those outside as well as inside the 
church. The esteem in which he was held by all classes of people was phe- 
nomenal. His patriotism was pronounced and enthusiastic.

JOHN C. LIVINGSTON 


John C. Livingston was born in the Canadian village of Nanticoke, Province 
of Ontario, April 21st, 1863. 

He was graduated from the Fort Dover High School. He assisted his 
father in his business of carriage building and blacksmithing until his majority 
and became an expert workman and a trained business man. 

At the age of twenty-one he was appointed to a clerkship in the Canadian 
House of Parliament and served in that capacity for two years. 

Called home by the death of his father he took charge of his business which 
he found to be deeply involved in debt. He carried on the business until it was 
fully cleared of all incumbrances and successfully re-established, and won a 
high reputation as a young man of honor and ability. 

He was united in marriage with Isabel Martin February 13th, 1889. A son 
and daughter were born to them. 

In 1894 Brother Livingstone came, with his family to Fresno, California, 
and there established himself in business, but in a short time he met the 
crisis of his career. He was powerfully converted and changed from a 
positive unbelief to a firm faith in Jesus Christ. He immediately decided to 
become a preacher of this great gospel. 

He was licensed as a local preacher April 24th, 1887. He was admitted on 
trial into the Southern California Conference September 24th, 1898. He 
completed his studies and was ordained an Elder September 25th, 1904. - 

On Sunday evening, December 6th, 1925, he was suddenly called to higher 
and eternal service. His funeral, which was held in the church at Casa Verdu- 
go, amid a throng of weeping friends and a large company of brother pas- 
tors, was an impressive occasion. 

Brother Livingstone was a man of magnificent character. High moral ear- 
nestness and unswerving loyalty to truth were his supreme characteristics. He 
was ever ready to advocate a just cause, or to defend the rights of a brother.

Rufus A. W. Bunker was born in the state of Maine eighty-one years ago 
last October. ; 

While yet a lad the booming guns of the Southern Confederacy against 
the nation’s life so fired his soul with patriotic ardor that early in the war he 
enlisted in a Maine light artillery regiment, serving until the last gun had been 
fired, receiving his honorable discharge at Augusta, Maine, in 1865. It was his 
duty and privilege to fire the salute at the funeral of President Lincoln. 


In 1874 he was admitted into full membership in the New Hampshire 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, wherein he served 
the following named charges: East Rochester, Pleasant Street, Salem; and 
Newport. 

In 1881 he was transferred into the Southern California Conference, in 
which, during the ensuing forty-four years, he successively and successfully 
served as pastor at San Diego, Riverside, Pasadena, South Pasadena, North 
Pasadena, and Olivewood; again at South Pasadena, Whittier, Compton, 
Union Avenue, Los Angeles, and Epworth, Los Angeles. 


In 1905 he took the supernumerary relation and 1908 the retired relation 
in which he beautifully and strikingly showed how to grow old gracefully. 

On the eighteenth day of October, 1873,, at Haverhill, Mass., Brother 
Bunker was united in marriage with Miss Abbie A. Burtt.

In this 
Conference a record of faithful service and advance has been made. Delano, 
Santa Maria, Huntington Park, Orange, San Bernardino, Wilshire Church, 
Los Angeles, First Church, Pomona, Lankershim, Sawtelle, where “he walked 
with God and was not for God took him.”

RULES FOR EXAMINATIONS 


1. Examinations in the Conference Courses of Study will be held the 
Tuesday preceding the opening of the Conference and at the seat of the 
Conference, and that afternoon at 4 o’clock the Board of Examiners will 
hold its annual meeting. 


3. All candidates holding a bachelor degree from an accredited college 
or university shall be exempt from examination in all studies not biblical 
and theological, and all graduates from accredited theological seminaries 
shall be exempt from examination in theological and biblical studies. 
This exemption shall not, however, exclude examination on the Discipline. 
All candidates whether excused from other examination or not must take 
examination in this study. (See Discipline, par. 597, Sec. 4.) Certificates 
of such work must be sent the Registrar not later than Sept. Ist. 

4. A syllabus of each book in the “Collateral Reading and Study” 
shall be presented to the respective examiner, but this rule shall not apply 
to the College and Seminary graduates excused from examination in the 
courses of study But these latter must present to the Registrar a certifi- 
cate giving the grade of each study for work done in college or seminary. 

6. Sermons must be typewritten and sent to W. EB. Tilroe, University 
of Southern California, not later than Sept. Ist and should contain from 
2000 to 3000 words. The paper used should be letter-size and should be 
folded not rolled when sent. Deduction will be made when the spelling, 
grammar or general execution is faulty. 

7. A pre-requisite to being admitted to full membership in this con- 
ference shall be a Bachelor’s Degree from an approved college or univer- 
sity and graduation from one of our theological seminaries or its equiva- 
lent from one of our schools duly recognized by the University Senate. 
Exceptions for special reasons may be allowed under this rule when en- 
dorsed by a two-thirds vote of the conference.

9. Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the 
Presiding officer, or by a member through him. 


10. Motions made and seconded, reports made and accepted, shall be 
deemed the property of the Conference and cannot be withdrawn without 
the consent of the Conference, 


11. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to in- 
definitely postpone, shall be taken without debate, but the one who offers 
a formal motion or resolution shall have five minutes to close the debate 
and this right shall not be forfeited by a motion ordering the previous 
question or to lay on the table. 


12. No member shall speak on any question more than once until 
all who wish to do so have spoken, nor shall a member speak more than 
ten minutes except by permission of the conference, nor shall it be in or- 
der to move the previous question nor move to lay on the table at the 
close of a speech in which the pending question has been discussed. 


13. The following motions may take precedence of the original mo- 
tion or precedence of each other in the order here named: (1) To adjourn 
to a given time. (2) To adjourn indefinitely. (3) To take up the order 
of the day. (4) To lay on the table. (5) To move the previous question. 
(6) To postpone to a given time. (7) To refer to a committee. C8)" “Do: 
amend. (9) To postpone indefinitely. 


14. All questions of privilege must be decided by the President. 


15. Any person voting in the majority may move a reconsideration, 
but such motion shall not be debatable. 


16. No one is allowed to vote outside the bar of the Conference. 


17. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of 
one-third of the members present. 


18. All reports prepared for adoption shall be presented in duplicate,

19. The Committee on Conference Relations shall consi i 
st of 
members who shall be elected for a term of three years, but it shath, we

20. All applications for admission into this Conference i i

to full membership, or from other denominations, and all changes of ve 
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lation of members shall be considered in executive session, and no one 
shall be admitted into the Conference except by a two-thirds vote. 


21:3 All persons desiring a change in their Conference relation shall 
have their case first considered by the Committee on Conference Relations. 


22. The Committee on Conference Relations shall report each year 
their recommendations as to the continuance in the effective relation of 
all members of the Conference appointed to work outside the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, except where such appointment is provided for by the 
law of the Church. Also all recommendations for such appointment shall 
first be presented to said Committee. 


23. The District Superintendents shall communicate with all Confer- 
ence members in other than the Effective and Retired relation, at least 
thirty days prior to the opening session of the Conference, requesting them 
to state any change desired in their relation, and all such requests for 
change of relation shall be put before the Committee on Conference Re- 
lations at the opening of the Conference session.

Angeles, then delivered an address on Christian Stewardship, telling of 
his own personal experience and answering the question, “Why I Am

“The Efficient Layman” was then discussed by four prominent. lay- 
men who spoke on the following phases of tle theme, in the order given: 


(1) “In the Local Church,” by John H. Turner, of the Lindsay

(3) “In Politics,’ by the Hon. Henry W. Wright, Supervisor of 
Los Angeles County;

Pasadena Methodist Episcopal Church, 


Greetings from the Southern California Annual Conference were 
brought by Drs. Merle N. Smith and Lincoln A. Ferris. 

Mrs. Edward T. Jennings, President of the Federated Ladies’ Aid 
Societies, made a brief announcement and spoke of the work of that 
organization. 

Noon recess, following prayer by F. A. Powell. 


Afterncon Session 
Opened by the singing of the hymn, “Jesus Calls Us.” 


Dr. Willsie Martin, pastor of the First Methodist Episcopal Church 
of Hollywood, then delivered an inspiring address of “The Layman and 
the Spiritual Life of the Church,’ which made a telling impression on 
all present. 


Bishop Charles Wesley Burns was escorted to the platform and in- 
troduced by Judge Louis A. Copeland, after which he delivered a masterful 
address on “Lay Leadership,’ in which he expressed the hope and be- 
lief that the lay leadership of tomorrow would be linked with the min- 
istry of Methodism in closer fellowship and in service more efficient, for 
the bringing in of the Kingdom. 

Dr. A. Ray Moore, Life Work Secretary of the Epworth League of 
the Southern California Conference, then spoke on “The Epworth League 
as a Training School for Christian Service; which address was followed 
by one on “The Sunday School as a Field of Service,” by Dr. Jesse Lee 
Corlev, Conference Superintendent of Sunday School Work. 

The work of the organized Brotherhoods was then discussed by 
two men prominent in this line of religious activity, namely: F. H. Bal- 
linger, who spoke of “The Brotherhood at Work in the Local Commu- 
nity,’ and Dr. A. M. Wilkinson, President of the Federated Church 
Brotherhoods of California, who told of the work and program of that 
organization. 

_ Dr, F. M. Larkin, Executive Secretary of the State Church Federa- 
tion, spoke on “Vital Moral Issues Before the Electorate,” urging the 
delegates to do all within their power to help defeat Amendments 6 and 
9 on the ballot at the coming election; the first proposition favoring race- 
track gambling, and the second proposition favoring the repeal of the 
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Wright Act. The speaker also urged that all Christian citizens support 
Amendment 17, for the placing of the Bible in the public schools of 
California. 

Dr. A. H. Briggs, State Superintendent of the Anti-Saloon League, 
spoke briefly of the Wright Law as California’s guarantee of Law En- 
forcement, and then introduced the Hon. John B. Elliott, the candidate 
of the Democratic and Prohibition parties for the United States Senate, 
who has been officially endorsed by the State Anti-Saloon League. Speak- 
ing in his own behalf, the Senatorial aspirant stated that he was in favor 
of the World Court, the Volstead Act, and the Eighteenth Amendment, 
and that he was against the proposed repeal of the Wright Act. 

Adjournment, following announcements by the presiding officer and 
prayer by Frank S. Wallace. 


SECOND DAY 
Morning Session 


Devotional exercises conducted by M. L. Godfrey, uf the South Pasa- 
dena Methodist Episcopal Church, with Leslie Cooper leading the sing- 
ing of “Faith of Our Fathers” and “I Need Thee Every Hour,” which 
opened the service Friday morning, October 1. 

Prayer offered by F. A. Powell, after which the delegates stood in 
silent prayer for a moment, and the leader offered a sentence prayer for 
God’s blessing upon the meetings of the day. 

The theme, “Devotions,” was then presented by the leader, who 
mentioned the Bible study, prayer, song, and testimony as vital and 
essential elements in one’s private and public devotional life; and, at the 
conclusion of his talk, he again offered prayer, and two stanzas of the 
dear old hymn, “I Love to Tell the Story,” were sung. 

Harold V. Mather, Director of Religious Education at the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church of Los Angeles, and a past president of the 
Laymen’s Association, spoke on “Religious Education in the Sunday 
School,” stating that the chief duty and principal office of the Sunday 
School is the moulding of Christian character and the typing of souls 
for eternity. 

Morgan Odell, Director of Religious Education and Associate Pas- 
tor of the First Methodist Episcopal Church of Pasadena, then spoke of 
“Religious Education in the Public Schools,” taking occasion, during the 
course of his remarks, to speak in behalf of Amendment 17, which would 
permit the placing of the Bible in the public schools of the State. 

Dr. Merle N. Smith, pastor-host of the Conference, entering the as- 
sembly room and securing recognition of the chair, presented an invita- 
tion from the ministerial body to consider, in joint session, some import- 
ant matters which would be brought up, about 10:45 o’clock, for discus- 
sion and Conference action. On motion, regularly made, seconded and 
carried, the invitation was accepted. : 

Thereupon, Dr. Bruce Baxter was introduced as the next speaker, 
who spoke very briefly, on account of the lack of time, on the theme as- 
signed to him, namely: “Religious Educational Activities in Our Meth- 
_ odist University.” 

Santa Barbara Appeal—Following Dr. Baxter’s brief but most inter- 
ing address, the following concurrent resolution was presented by Presi- 
dent Lindley, and on motion of S. W. McColloch, seconded by Clark 
Standiford, adopted as follows, namely: 

“Whereas, The Southern California Annual Conference at its last 

session, by unanimous vote—the Laymen’s Association concurring— 
pledged the sum of $75,000 toward the reconstruction fund of our 


- 
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First Methodist Church at Santa Barbara, whose place of worship 
had recently been totally destroyed by earthquake; and 


“Whereas, Said sum of money was pledged to be raised by sub- 


scription, apportionment or other means, the amount to be paid to 
the treasurer of the Santa Barbara Church not later than the next 
Annual Conference; and 


“Whereas, There is still remaining unpaid the sum of $43,000 of 


this pledge, the lack of which is greatly hindering, if not entirely pre- 
venting, their rebuilding program which is so much needed to carry 
forward the work of that heroic band of Christian people, and to re- 
tain the place of leadership in the community, which our Church has 
held for many years; and 


“Whereas, This was a definite pledge, which is a moral obligation, 


and should be paid at the earliest possible date: 


“Therefore, Be It Resolved, By the Laymen’s Association and the 


Southern California Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
that we pledge ourselves to take immediate steps to meet this unpaid 
obligation, by appointing a new joint commission, consisting of one 
layman and one pastor from each of the six Districts of the Confer- 
ence, and three additional members, selected at large by the said 
Commission, giving this new commission full power and authority 
to make a careful study of the problem and to determine on the best 
method to pursue in putting it into effect, to the end that this said 
sum of $43,000 be paid in to the Santa Barbara Church at the earliest 
date possible, and not later than January 1st, 1927. 


Following the adoption of the foregoing resolution, the Rev, Gross 


W. Alexander, pastor of the Hartzell Memorial Methodist E\piscopal 
Church of Pasadena, delivered a gripping and withal inspiring address on 
Evangelism. 


‘On motion of F. Ray Risdon the meeting adjourned to reconvene at 


11:30 o’clock, or as soon thereafter as possible, following the joint meet- 
ing with the Southern California Annual Conference, then in session. 


Later in the day, to-wit, about 12:30 o'clock; a group of delegates, 


assembled for business, were called to order by the Secretary, and, on 
motion of Clark Standiford, adjourned to meet at 1:30 o'clock, the hour 
appointed for the opening of the afternoon session. 


Afternoon Session 
At the scheduled hour, the afternoon session opened with the singing 


of two stanzas of the hymn, “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name,” led 
by the Rev. W. T. Gilliland. 


Mrs. Margaret Locke Coates was then called upon, and spoke briefly 


of the work of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society of the Southern 
California Annual Conference mentioning, as features of the work, such 
enterprises as the David and Margaret Home, and the Methodist Hos- 


pital, as well as work among the Yuma Indians, and the Frances DePauw 
School for Mexican Girls. 


The Conference Claimants’ Endowment Fund having been presented 


by Dr. Wm. M. Jeffers and others, at the morning session of the minis- 
terial body, the next Conference connectional interest to be presented 


was that of the Church of All Nations, which was presented by Dr. G. 
Bromley Oxnam. 


Other Connectional Interests were then presented, in the order fol- 


lowing: 


(1) Plaza Community Center, by the Rev. W. T. Gilliland, Super- 


intendent; 
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(2) Goodwill Industries of Southern California, by the Rev. F. H. 
Blair, Superintendent; 

(3) Spanish American Institute, by Chas. A. Robinson, Superin- 
tendent; 

(4) The Methodist Hospital, by F. A. Powell; 

(5) The Pacific Palisades, by Dr. Chas. H. Scott, President of the 
Pacific Palisades Association; 

(6) The Methodist Book Concern, by Frank S. Wallace and How- 
ard M. Boys. 

Mrs. Gail Mills Dimmitt, soprano soloist at the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Los Angeles, then rendered a beautiful solo, “Cast 
Thy Burden on the Lord,” to the delight and edification of all. 

President Rufus B. von KleinSmid, speaking in behalf of the Univer- 
sity of Southern California, told of its unfolding program and of its con- 
tribution to the community, the State, and the world. 

Dr. E. P. Dennett, Editor of the California Christian Advocate, then 
spoke in the interest of this Methodist weekly; and, at the conclusion of 
his remarks, a short recess was taken to enable the respective Districts 
to select the Vice-Presidents of the Association for the coming year. 

World Service. Reconvening at 3:15 o’clock, the delegates were 
thrilled by the message and challenge of Dr. Frank H. Smith, newly ap- 
pointed Superintendent of the Pacific Japanese Mission, who spoke of 
the condition of affairs in the foreign field, and of the crying need for 
adequate support, that the world may be won for Jesus Christ. 

Chas. F. Reiche, of the Wilshire Methodist Episcopal Church, Los 
Angeles, then presented the theme assigned to him, namely, =the (Cor 
relation Plan at Work in the Local Church and Sunday School.” 

“Methodism’s Social Program,” as presented by Dr. G. Bromley Ox- 
nam, was a new and dynamic challenge for the enthronement of the ethic 
ideals of Jesus in the hearts and lives of men. 

Hon. A. M. Drew, a former president of the Laymen’s Association, 
then spoke in behalf of a matter requiring the attention of all Protestant 
voters, namely, the defeat of that proposition on the ballot at the com- 
ing election which would exempt from taxation the private secondary 
schools throughout the State of California. He urged all voters to vote 
“No” on this proposition, as well as on propositions 6 and 9. ; 

Reports. S. W. McColloch, chairman of the Credentials Committee, 
reported 286 paid registrations, and W. G. Cline, Treasurer of the Associa- 
tion, reported $224.03 on hand after paying bills amounting to $139.04. 

At the request of the Treasurer, proper action was taken authorizing 
him to pay $10 to the care-taker of the Pasadena Presbyterian Church, 
and also authorizing him to pay the approved current bills of this year’s 
session of the Laymen’s Association. 

On motion of F. H. Ballinger, a letter of appreciation was authorized 
to be sent by the Secretary to the Pasadena Presbyterian Church, thank- 
ing the officials of this Church for so kindly extending to the Association 
the hospitality shown in connection with this year’s meeting. 

Resolutions. Clark Standiford, chairman of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions, then presented the following resolutions, one by one, in the order 
given, and same were duly adopted, namely: 


RESOLUTIONS 


(1) Supporting Connectional Interests 


“Be It Resolved: That the Laymen’s Association hereby pledges its 
support, and promises that it will uphold in every way possible, our Con- 
ference connectional interests,—especially our All Nations’ community 
work; the work of the Plaza Community Center; our Goodwill Industries; 
the work among the boys at our Spanish American Institute; our won- 


derful new Methodist Hospital; the Pacific Palisades; and our great Uni- 
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versity of Southern California,—by presenting their needs to the various 
churches and to the friends of our great Methodism. _ a) 

“We urge that ever home subscribe for our California Christian Ad- 
vocate, and renew our efforts to make our Methodism a great, real, living 
factor in our homes.” 

(2) Law Enforcement Needed 

“Whereas, We consider the matter of law enforcement the issue of 
paramount importance in the present campaign; therefore, ; 

“Be It Resolved: That we urge all good citizens to support only those 
candidates for State and Federal office who definitely and openly stand 
for the enforcement of all laws and especially of the Wright and Vol- 
stead acts.” 


(3) Proposed Amendment a Menace ‘ 

“Resolved: That Assembly Constitutional Amendment No. 27 (No. 
11 on our ballot in November) exempting from taxation all secondary 
private schools, is a menace to our public school system and the begin- 
ning of an attack on our flag, which, if successful, means the repetition of 
the present conditions in Mexico, that priest-ridden country; 

“Be It Further Resolved: That we will do our best to defeat this 
measure, by informing all with whom we come in contact of the true 
import of this proposed amendment.” 

(4) Laymen’s Intensive Service Movement 

“Whereas, At our last meeting of the Laymen’s Association, a com- 
mittee of five was appointed to hold meetings throughout the Confer- 
ence, to stir our Jaymen to action for a more intensive Christian lite; and, 

“Whereas, the result of that committee’s work was so beneficial to 
both the laymen and ministers where meetings were held; 

“We Therefore Recommend, That this work be carried on during 
this coming Conference year in a greater and more continuous plan, by 
electing a chairman from each District in the Conference, who shall 
choose two or more assistants, and they, together with the President 
of this Association, shall plan a campaign of meetings in the different 
charges where they are especially needed, and then the said chairmen 
shall conduct and manage these meetings as this whole committee may 
deem wise and proper; and we therefore request the nominating com- 
mittee to nominate one chairman from each District.” 

: (5) Next Year’s Program 

“Whereas, Owing to the fact that 1927 is the year of the meeting of 
the Lay Electoral Conference, which meets on Friday of Conference 
week, making it necessary for all the program and business of the May= 
men’s Association to fall on Thursday of that week; and 

“Whereas, This condition will inevitably make Thursday a day full 
of program and business; and 

“Whereas, The Lay Electoral Conference, coming but once in four 
years, is a day of very great interest, and will be very largely attended; 

“Therefore, Be It Resolved: That Thursday be reserved solely for 
program and business of the Association and that all Conference and Gen- 
eral Connectional Interests be presented on the floor of the Lay Electoral 
Conference on Friday; and 

“Be It Further Resolved That the officers of the Association of the 
coming year be authorized to prepare a tentative program for Friday, to 


be interspersed with the elections, and giving a place on that program 
to the connectional interests,” 


(6) Publication of Minutes 


_ “Resolved: That the Secretary be, and he is hereby authorized and 
Instructed to arrange for the publication of the minutes of this meeting 
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in the Official Journal of the Southern California Annual Conference; and 
“Be It Further Resolved, That, when said minutes are thus publish- 
ed, they shall thereupon become the official minutes of the twenty-seventh 


annual meeting of the Laymen’s Association of the Southern California 
Annual Conference.” 


(7) Regarding Connectional Offices 
“Whereas, There is a growing tendency on the part of our church 
to take active, successful ministers out of the pulpit, placing them in po- 
sitions of purely a business nature or near business nature, not alone in the 
various activities of our Conference, but in connectional work as well; and 


_ “Whereas, such ministers are most needed because of their peculiar 
ability as spiritual leaders, a leadership for which they have been educated 
and trained; and 


“Whereas, there are many efficient laymen who are highly capable 
in all matters pertaining to business; 

“Be It Resolved: That we, the Laymen of the Southern California 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, assembled in our Twenty- 
seventh Annual Meeting, in Pasadena, California. October first, 1926, do 
hereby express ourselves in favor of a modification of the tendency, to 
the end that each and every business office, now occupied by a minister 
or member of the Southern California Conference, shall be filled, wher- 
ever possible, by a capable and respected layman; and we do further ex- 
press ourselves as being in favor of such action throughout Methodism; and 

“Be It Further Resolved: That a copy of this resolution be sent to 
the Secretary of the Annual Conference, now in session.” 

Other Business. Chas. E. Carver moved that the Vice-Presidents 
elected at this session be the official representative of the Laymen’s As- 
sociation in the Areal Council, this coming year. This motion was sec- 
onded, but amended, on motion made by F. Ray Risdon, to include the 
President of the Laymen’s Association also; and the motion, as amended, 
was duly adopted. 

Report of Nominating Committee was presented by Chas. E. Carver, 
chairman of that committee, as follows:

FIRSE DAY. 


Los ANGELES, CALIFORNIA, 
SepremBer 6th, 1876. 


Tue SouTHERN CALIFORNIA ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF 
tHE Metuopist EprscopaL Cuurcit commenced its, first 
annusal session in the Fort Street Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in the City of Los Angeles, California, at nine 
o'clock a. M., Wednesday, September 6th, 1876, Bishop 
William L. Harris presiding. 

The Bishop read the 72d Psalm and 21st Chap. 
of the Gospel of St. John, and the Conference united 
in singing the 879th hymn of the “Tribute of Praise” 
collection. Prayer was offered by Bishop Harris, after 
which the first hymn of the“ Hymn Book,” O, for a 
thousand tongues to sing my great Redeemer’s Praise, 
was sung, and prayer was offered by I. M. Leihy, and 
also by J. B. Hill, of the California Conference. 

The Bishop called the roll, and the following 
members responded to their names:

Rev. John Thompson, Dist. Supt. of American 
Bible. Society, and Rev. J. B. Hill, of the San Fran- 
cisco Book Depository, were introduced to the Con- 
ference. 

The Conference requested the Bishop to transfer 
Prof. O. §. Frambes, a Deacon of the second class of 
the California Conference, to this Conference. — 

The Bishop announced his transfer, and his name 
was placed on the Conference roll; and he was added 
to the Committee on Education. 

The Annual Report of the General Book Com- 


mittee was presented, read, and placed on file. 
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The name of Bro. J. R. Tansey was placed on the 
roll, and his transfer to this Conference announced; 
also, that he was deceased. 

Bro. A. Higbie, a superannuated member of the 
California Conference, was transferred to this Con- 
ference. 

The Conference invited all the supernumerary and 
superannuated members of the California Conference, 
residing in the bounds of this Conference, to become 
members of this Conference. 

The following resolution was read: 

Resolved, That a Standing Committee of two, one from each District, 
to be increased from time to time as occasion may require, be appointed 
by the Conference, to be known as the Conference Historical Committee, 
whose duty it shall be: First—To provide a suitable record book, prepare 
the same, by proper rulings and headings, and during the present session 
secure the signature of each member present, with the following items of 
personal history: Place of nativity; age; when and by what Conference 
admitted; when and by what Conference transferred to this; with a blank 
column for future history, as location, transfer, superannuation, death. 
Second—To have in said book a register, with the following heading: Min- 
isterial Visitors and Members of the M. E. Church attending the First Session 
of the Southern California Conference, held at Los Angeles, September, 1876. 


Third—To secure, as far as practicable, such other information as they may 
deem proper for Conference History. PayncooL: 
JOHN B. GREEN.

The resolution was adopted, and M. M. Bovard and 
T. F. Houts were elected Conference Historical Com- 
mittee. 

Question 3—Who remain on trial?—was taken 
up, and the name of F. D. Bovard was called. Com- 
mittee on Examination reported, his P. EH. represented 
him, and he was continued on trial. 

I. M. Leihy was appointed to examine candidates 
for admission on trial. 

W. A. Knighten was appointed to collect accounts 
for the Western Book Concern. 

The Secretary was authorized to purchase a book 
of record for the Conference. 

_ The list of Standing Committees was called, and 
time and place of meeting of each was announced. 

Bro, Featherstun, of the M. EK. Church South, 
was introduced to the Conference; also, Bro. Chase, 
of the Troy Conference. 
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Bro. J. B. Hill made some remarks in reference 
to depository accounts. 

The Publishing Committee was requested to re- 
port the probable cost of publishing 300, 500, or 1,000 
copies of the minutes of the Conference.

SECOND DAY. 


Los ANGELES, CALIFORNIA. 
SEPTEMBER 7th, 1876. 


THE CoNFERENCE met at 9:30 a.m. Bishop Harris in 
the Chair. Devotional exercises conducted by J. L. 
Mann. Minutes of Wednesday’s session read and ap- 
proved. 

A committee of three was ordered on Church 
Periodicals. The Bishop was authorized to appoint 
the committee. 

The Bishop announced that the Conference was 
entitled to draw on the chartered fund to the amount of 
thirty dollars, and a draft was ordered by the Con- 
ference. 

OC. W. Tarr was added to the Committee on Bible 
Cause. 

The Committee on Publishing Minutes reported 
that the ‘ Mirror Printing Company ” would print 500 
copies for $45, or 1,000 copies for $6. 

The Conference ordered 1,000 copies. 

J.W. Potts and H. C. Graham, laymen, were ap- 
pointed a committee to secure advertisements for the 
blank pages of the minutes. 

The Secretary was authorized to edit the minutes. 

T. F. Houts and F. 8. Woodcock were added to 
the Committee on Missions. 

Adam Bland was elected Treasurer of the Con- 
ference, and instructed to procure a suitable box to 


hold the funds received by him. 
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Question 3— Who are continued on trial >was again 
taken up, and the name of Chas. P. Stayton was called. 
The Committee on Examination reported that he had 
not been examined, and he was continued on trial, 
subject to examination on the first year’s studies. 


Question 4— Who are to be admitted into full connec- 
tion ?—was taken up, and none were to be admitted. 


Question 7—Who have been elected and ordamed 
Elders ?—was taken up, and Oliver 8, Frambes was 
called, and, not having passed his examination, he was 
continued a Deacon of the second class, subject to ex- 
amination in the studies of the third and fourth years. 


Question 8— Who are the supernumerary preachers ?— 
was taken up, and J. R. Tansey was called; and it was 
answered that he died June 30th, 1876. 

Question 9—Who are the superannuated preachers ?— 
was taken up, and A. Higbie was called; his character 
passed, and his relation continued. 

Question 10— Was the character of each preacher ex- 
amined?—was taken up, and A. M. Hough, Presiding 
Elder of Los Angeles District, was called, and made a 
report of ‘his District, and his character passed. The 
following Elders were also called, and their char- 
acters passed: Geo. 8. Hickey, C. W. Tarr, J. M. 
Campbell, J. H. Hawley, J. L.. Mann, A. Bland, I. M. 
Leihy, J. D. Crum, Chas. Shelling. 

2b. Y. Cool, Presiding Elder of Santa Barbara Dis- 
trict, was called; his character passed, and he made 
a report of his District; also, the following Elders 
were called, and their characters passed: Stephen 
Bowers, F. S. Woodcock, J. B. Green, T. F. Houts, 
John McKelvey, C. G. Belknap, J. H. Peters. Thos. 
Cookson’s character was passed, and he was granted 
& superannuated relation, at his own request. The 
Presiding Elders were requested to place written re- 
ports of their Districts in the hands of the Conference 
Historical Committee, to be filed for preservation. 

The Conference instructed the Statistical Secre- 
tary to insert the statistics of last year, with a note of 
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explanation, where no statistical report of this year is 
received. 


C. W. Tarr was added to the Committee on Popu- 
lar Amusements. 


A communication from the Secretary of the late 
General Conference was read, informing the Confer- 
ence that the Bishops were directed to submit to the 
several annual Conferences, at their next ensuing ses- 
sion, the proposition to amend the Second Restrictive 
Rule by striking out from fifth line of paragraph 94, 
of the Discipline (§ 70, Sec. 2, of Dis., 1876), the 
words “ forty-five,” and inserting, instead of them, the 
words ‘‘ninety-nine,” and report the vote to the Gen- 
eral Conference of 1880. 


The proposition was submitted, and the vote an- 
nounced as follows: Yeas, 15; nays, none. 


The Conference was further informed, that the 
Bishops were also instruced to submit to the several 
annual Conferences, as above indicated, the proposi- 
tion to so far suspend the Third Restrictive Rule as to 
permit a modification of the “plan of our itinerant 
General Superintendancy,” by adding to paragraph 218, 
of the Discipline (J 157, Sec. 2, of the Dis., of 1876), 
these words, namely: “ The Conference having author- 
ity to determine the number of Districts; provided no 
Conference shall have less than two nor more than 
eight Districts, nor shall any District have more than 
sixty pastoral charges,” so that the whole paragraph 
may read: “To form the Districts according to his 
judgment, the Conference having authority,” ete., and 
report to the General Conference of 1880. 


The proposition was submitted by the Bishop, and 
the vote announced as follows: Yeas, 10; nays, 
i : ee 
Question 6— Who are Deacons of the second class ! 
was taken up, and W. A. Knighten and M. M. Bovard 
were called; Committee on Examination reported, and 
they were passed to the fourth year. 
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The time of the meeting of the various commit- 
tees was announced, other notices given, Doxology 
sung, benediction pronounced by A. Bland, and the 
Conference adjourned.

C. H. Kenney, a Deacon of the first class, was 
called, and it was stated that he was transferred from 
the New England Conference, at the last session of 
the California Conference, and was appointed to the 
Ventura Circuit; that he did not go to his appoint-

_ If faithful to the trusts that come with these new Conference relations, 
it may be that the Head of the Church will lead us to “times of refreshing 
from the presence of the Lord,” which shall open upon a future of power 
and of success, that shall transcend the boldest stretch of our present-faith 
or anticipation. Suffer therefore, dear brethren, affectionate entreaty, that 
you maintain with Godly zealousy, the distinctive characteristics of exper- 
imental and practical Christianity, which have been the joy and glory of 
Methodism, from the beginning. In your inward spiritual lite, endeavor to 
walk in the light and experience of “The Witness of the Spirit,’ Remem- 
ber the words of Mr. Wesley relating to this vital doctrine and blessedness, 
and how he said, “It more nearly concerns the Methodists, so called, to un- 
derstand, defend, and explain this doctrine, because it is one grand part of 
the testimony which God has given them, to bear to all mankind. It is by 
His peculiar blessing upon them, in searching the Scriptures, confirmed by 
the experience of His children, that this great Evangelic truth, has been 
recorded, which has been for many years, well nigh lost and forgetten.” 
“Furthermore, then, we beseech you brethren, and exhort you by the Lord 
Jesus Christ, that as ye have received of us how ye ought to walk, and to 
please God, so ye would abound more and more. For God hath not called 
us to uncleanness, but unto holiness.” 

We ask your prayers aad co-operation in the great church work to 
which we are called, and committed. We commend to your generous liber- 
ality the Evangelistic enterprise, and the benevolent funds of the church. 
We would direct attention to our book and periodical literature as ‘necessi- 
ties to your christian intelligence, and as efficient coworkers with the pulpit 
in the ministry of the word, and, especially, do we appeal for your patronage 
of our Conference Institution of learning, “The Los Angeles Academy.” 
Give to the children of the church, the higher educational advantages which 
it proffers, and so “wisdom and knowledge shall be the stability of the times, 
“Finally, brethren—be perfeet, be of one mind, 
and peace shall be with you. The grace

MEMOIRS. 


Rev. JoHN R. TANSEY. 


Rev. John R. Tansey was born in Highland County, Ohio, Feb. 21, 
1821. He was converted when fourteen years of age. He was licensed to. 
preach August 6, 1842, Rev. Augustus Eddy Presiding Elder, and was re 
ceived into the Indiana Conference the same year. His first circuit was 
Prairicton, on the Wabash River, with Rey. Ezra L. Kemp. senior preacher. 
Tn 1844 this Conference was divided and. Bro. Tansey became a member of 
the North Indiana Conference. In this Conference he filled the following 
charges: Anderson, Newport, Cambridge City and Doublin, Hagerstown, 
Mishawaka and Laporte. December 2ist, 1845, he was marricd to Miss 
Sarah E. Sunderland, a most estimable lady, ever ready to encourage him in 
every good word and deed. Hewas ordained Deacon by Bishop Hamlin, 
and Elder by Bishop Janes. 

Brother Tansey was transferred to the California Conference in 1852 
by Bishop Waugh. ‘His first charge was Nevada City, after-which he filled 
the following charges successively: Forest City, Grass Valley, Oroville and 
Centerville. He was then appointed Presiding Elder of Petaluma District, 
where he remained four years. He next served as pastor of Bethel Church, 
San Francisco, after which he was sent to San Jose. At the close of 
one year at San Jose he was appointed to Stockton District where he contin- 
ued four years. Te was then stationed at Santa Cruz, but was soon appointed 
U. 8. Agent for the Mission Indians. That agency was abolished soon after 
his appointment, and-he supplied San Diego station until Conference: His 
Jast field of labor was Los Angeles District, where he remained four years. 
At the last session of the California Conference, owing to declining health 
he asked for a supernumary relation. He ina large measure recovered his 
health, and labored with his usual efficiency last winter. But about the first 
of June, he was taken seriously ill, yet his strong constitution struggled with 
the disease for four weeks, when it was overcome and Bro. Tansey was gath- 
ered to his fathers. Just-before his departure he said “All is peaceful and 
serene,” and thus closed one of the most useful lives ever consecrated to 
Christs cause on this coast. He was a grevf man, in the best and highest 
interpretation of that term. A cultured and faithful minister of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, he went about doing good. Thousands rise up to call him 
blessed. To his fine natural and acquired gifts and grace, there is added

Mrs. M. Marcarira Mann, 


Wife of Rev, Jonathan L. Mann, was born in N. C., Feb. 23rd, 1842, 
and died in San Diego, Cal., Wednesday 12 o’clock, M., April 26th, 1876.— 
In the early morning of life, she was zenuinely and most happily converted 
unto God. So her conversion was an undoubted and glorious realéty—an 


exhibition of almighty power in a new, moral creation. She had an excel-

lent English education, and was a teacher of experience and thoroughness 
Gentle, and sweet spiritéd as a child; yet firm as a rock in her purposes and 
principles, with the will of a martyr to die for the right. She was ever the 
friend of the unfortunate and the poor; her charity was large, and her benev- 
olence was limited only to her ability to give and todo. As the companion 
of an itinerant minister, she was ali that such a life demands. She was re- 
markably fitted and endowed for such a life and such a work. ‘When her 
busband was sad and downcast, she was hopeful and happy—the light and 
joy of his life. She had a wonderful faculty for seeing every thing on the 
bright side. Her mission was to do good, and she filled that mission to the 
measure of her ability. Her maiden name was McIntire, and she was mar 
ried to her now bereaved husband, May the 27th, 1866. She was the mother 
of two children, Oscar and Hortense, aged respectively 8 and 4 years. These 
have suffered—an irreparible loss. Her life work was done in the Holston 
Conference, Eastern Tennessee, from which her husband was transferred to 
the California Conference in 1875. In the Autumn-of that year, Mr. Mann 
was stationed in San Diego; and here Mrs. Mann came, with a heart full of 
hope and a faith clear and streng in God, to begin, in earnest, the work of the 
year. She began well, laid her plans and worked for Jesus. Her health fail- 
ed rapidly, and in the midst of her work and in the house of her usefulness, 
the Master called, and she retire from her labor. She suffered much, and 
she loved much, and through love and suffering she was made perfeet. She 
has entered the beautiful city of God. Her feet have pressed its golden pave- 
ments, and her hands have gathered the fadeles$ flowers that bloom by the 
river of life. The time of toil and sorrow is ended, and her rest is glorious.

HOW THEY CAME! 


There are several methods of entrance into an annual conference. The 
natural method is for a young man to be called to the ministry, to be 
recommended by the laymen of his home church as one fit and qualified 
for the ministry, to be licensed as a local preacher, and to be received by 
the annual conference on trial, to take the studies for a minister, and after 
completing college and a course in the theological seminary, to be. “Re- 
ceived into Full Membership in the Conference”. 

During the 50 years of the history of this conference 186 have been 
received after this method, a few of whom were transferred to us while 
still “On Trial’ in other conferences. 

Another method is by transfer of Full Members who already hold 
membership in other conferences. This-method has been strongly used 
in this conference, necessitated by three things, (1) The swift growth of 
this section of our country, a growth faster than the offering of young 
men for the ministry. (2) The desire of the laymen of the fast growing 
church to transfer a new man from afar. (3) The insistence in our Chris- 
tian homes on the young folks making a money success of life, rather 
than a gift of their lives to Christian service. 

In the past 50 years, 491 of the members of our conference have 
come to us by “Transfer”. 

A third method is the reception of men from other denominations 
who desire to work in our ministry. This is known as being “Received 
on Recognition of Orders”. We have received 49 in this manner. 

When a man has “Located”, that is, quit the ministry, he may desire 
to be again admitted and work as a minister. Eight have been “Read- 
mitted”. 

The original membership of the conference was 19. 

This makes a total of 753. At least 9 men became members of this 
conference, were transferred to other conferences and later again became 
members of our conference. Subtracting these 9, which are counted twice 
in record of transfers, leaves 744 who have held membership in our con- 
ference during its 50 years of history. 


HOW LONG THEY STAY! 


The average length of appointment of the present membership of our 
conference, during all the years ‘of their service whether held in this or 
other conferences, and whether in the pastoral or other effective rela- 
tions is 229 years. Since 1920 the average length of pastorate has not 
varied much from this same average, the figures of the length of pas- 
torate being as follows: 1920, 2%4; 1921, 214; 1922, 2 1-15; 1923, 2 1-5: 
1924, 2 1-3; 1925, 21%4; 1926, 2 1-3. : ;

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PASADENA METHODISM AND PROHIBITION 


Fifty years ago in California there was no way to keep any man from 
opening a saloon, if he had the license fee, generally $50 per year. When 
Pasadena was first founded, it was an orange colony. The first saloon 
opened in Pasadena was run out of town on a farm wagon, but the second 
one remained. It stood on the north side of Colorado St. about half 
way between Fair Oaks and Raymond. 

When Pasadena was incorporated as a city of the sixth class, one of 
the first questions agitated was the banishment of the saloon. The matter 
was discussed in a woman’s prayer meeting. It was brought to the atten- 
tion of the Board of Trustees of the city. The president of that Board 
told his wife that he believed that it should be done (he was a Methodist) 
but that there seemed to be no law whereby the saloon might be outlawed, 
that if the city did pass such a law, the whole liquor forces of California 
would fight the city, and finally, the newly incorporated city had no money 
to fight a long legal battle. 

But this Methodist layman secured the personal pledges of the other 
members of the Board to support such a measure. A law firm in Los 
Angeles had assured him that they could write an ordinance which 
would outlaw the saloon, and also pass the test of the Supreme’ Court 
of the state. 

This they did by basing the ordinance on the law governing cities 
of the sixth class, which permitted the city to legislate against “Powder 
houses, slaughter houses, or any other nuisance.” So, in the ordinance 
they characterized. a saloon as “a nuisance”. 

Money for the fight was raised by private subscription and put at the 
call of the city. 

The ordinance was passed, and was signed by M. M. Parker, as presi- 
dent of the board.

Dr. P. F. Bresee led ibe doxology 
and the celebration. Later the younger members built a great bonfire in 
the school house square opposite the saloon and made merry. 


In the years that followed the task was to enforce the law. Boot- 
legging, of course, ridicule of the law, and endeavor to elect officials who 
would not enforce the law, all came, in that first fight just as in the na- 
tional fight now on. 

A meeting was called at the Methodist Tabernacle for one evening 
to plan for law enforcement. At that time three of John Brown’s children 
were living near Pasadena. Two of the sons lived near Millard canyon 
and a married daughter on Terrace Drive. : 


John Brown’s Sons in California 


The sons and son-in-law had all been in the fight for the freedom of 
the slaves. They were in on this next fight for the freeing of liquor 
slaves. Owen Brown attended that law enforcement meeting. He literally 
gave his last cent that night for law enforcement. He had no car fare, 
and walked that night, in the rain, to his sister’s home. A cold caught 
on that walk later resulted in his death. His funeral was held from the 
tabernacle where he had stood for law enforcement a few evenings before. 
A grand daughter of John Brown is today on the teaching force of the 
Pasadena city schools. 

M. M. Parker, president of that first Board of Trustees, signer of 
California’s first “dry” ordinance, is president of the board of trustees 
of First Church, and vice chairman of its official board. He did much for 
the pleasure of our stay during this session of conference. 

The daughter, Mrs. J. Tyler Parker, of that fighting prohibition pas- 
tor, Dr. Bresee, is also a member of First Church. She was chairman — 
of the decoration committee, and helped plan our comfort at the meals 
served during the conference sessions. 

One cannot think of the growth of “dry” sentiment in California with- 
out reckoning the part played by the Methodists of our host church.

FIRST DAY 
Tuesday, September 27, 1927 


The Southern California Conference convened for its 52nd session in 
the First Methodist Episcopal Church of Long Beach, California, Frank I. 
Roach, pastor, on Tuesday, September 27, 1927. 

The Presiding Bishop, Francis J. McConnell, called the Conference to 
order at 7:30 p.m. 


COMMUNION SERVICE: The hymn, “Majestic Sweetness Sits 
Enthroned,” was sung. Bishop McConnell administered the communion, 
assisted by the District Superintendents and the pastor host. 

The hymn, “ O, for a Thousand Tongues to Sing,” was sung. 


ROLL CALL: Following the suggestion of the Committee on Ex- 
pediting Conference Business the formal roll call was omitted and the 
roll of those present was secured by the passing of enrollment cards. 


ORGANIZATION: E. J. Inwood nominated F. G. H. Stevens as 
Conference Secretary. He was elected and named as his assistants, W. C 
Botkin, C. O. Kimball, G. Bromley Oxnam, Glenn R. Phillips, Irvin A. 
Engle, and Wilbur Fisk. 


O. W. Reinus, elected Statistician last year, was confirmed in that 
position and named as his assistants A. T. Hobson and Paul A. Lomax. 

M. W. Beckwith, elected Treasurer last year, was confirmed in that 
position and named as his assistants H. R. Salisbury, J. E. Dunning, R. E. 
Wright, Will Malan, Arthur Wahlquist, R. W. Plannette, Q. P. Royer 
Leo C. Kline and Arthur Schultz. 


R. J. Coyne was elected chorister. 

Paul Lomax was elected postmaster. 

L. T. Guild read the report of the Committee on Expediting Confer- 
ence Business as appointed last year. 


_ On motion of W. C. Buckner the sentence was eliminated which 
provided that certain reports be printed without reading. 


On motion of Willsie Martin it was ordered that this report, if 
adopted, be regarded as an experiment for one year. After debate the 
previous question was ordered and the report was adopted as follows: 


Expediting Annual Conference Business 

The last session of the Southern California Conference appointed a 
committee upon expediting Conference business, with a view to eliminating 
unnecessaries and economizing time. The committee consists of L. T. 
Guild, Alfred Inwood, F. G. H. Stevens, Merle N. Smith and E. F. Gates. 
In order to connect with the entertaining church, Dr. I. Frank Roach 
was invited to meet with the committee; in his place, Dr. A. J. Hughes 
participated. The report is as follows, and consideration of it by every 
member of the Conference is earnestly asked. : 

It is agreed by the committee that we use too much time in our 
annual session; the ministers are away from their charges for a full week, 
while the cost is almost $2,000 a day. Shortening the time would also 
lessen the expense to every minister, while it would diminish the appor- 
tionment to the churches. The goal aimed at is to complete the business 
Saturday and close on Sunday evening with the reading of the appoint- 


— 
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ments. This may not be Possible in the session preceding the General 
Conference, but would be in other years. The recommendations are: 


ie “The Committee on Conference relations to meet all candidates for 
admission on trial, into full membership, and all candidates for ordination 
on Tuesday of Conference week. 


2 Omit the reception; the day for it has passed. We recommend 
that Conference open Tuesday evening at 7: 30, holding the communion 
service, the memorial service and organizing the Conference. 


3. That we dispense with Rollcall; instead, the secretaries will secure 
the record of attendance by passing cards and posting of the checked roll 
in a public place. 

4. That the business sessions be held each morning from 8:30 to 
11:30; devotions, 11:30 to 12:00; these hours to be held without change. 
Adjournment at 12. 


5. That business sessions be held Wednesday afternoon from 2:00 
to 4:30, afternoon anniversaries beginning Thursday. 


Go Lihat business sessions be held Thursday and Friday afternoons 
from 1:45 to 2:45. That on Wednesday, Thursday and Friday afternoons 
the following reports be presented: Pacific Palisades, Spanish-American 
Institute, Plaza Community Center, Los Angeles City Missionary Society, 
Methodist Campmeeting Association, Methodist Hospital, Arizona Hos- 
pital, Radio Broadcasting, Goodwill Industries, Missionary and Evangel- 
istic Society, Board of Foreign Missions, Board of Home Missions, Con- 
ference Deaconess Board, Industrial Relations, Social Service and Public 
Morals, International Disarmament and Peace, State of the Church and 
Benevolences. That unless these reports be given on these afternoons, 
that they be not given the time of the morning sessions, but printed 
without reading. 

7. That the following committees and boards be given time in the 
morning session: Education and Wesley Foundation, Conference Claim- 
ants, Commissions on Merging with the Swedish and German Confer- 
ences, Commission on Finance, United Financial Campaign, Conference 
Relations, Legal Status of Voting, Summer Session and Resolutions. 

8. That we dispense with reading the minutes and that a committee 
of three be appointd to pass upon them and report at the beginning of 
each session as to their accuracy. 

9. That the reports of the District Superintendents be limited to 
30 minutes each; that two be read as the first items Wednesday morning; 
that of the district in which the Conference is held on Wednesday evening 
immediately upon the opening, that the laity may hear at least one of 
them; two on Thursday morning as the first items and the last on Thurs- 
day afternoon at 1:45. The order of reading to be determined by the 
Cabinet. : 

10. That the report of the registrar and Conference Relations Com- 
mittee covering the reports on studies, the placing or advancing into 
classes, discharging from course of study, admission on trial and into full 
membership and recommendations for ordination be prepared and mimeo- 
graphed so that a copy may be in the hands of each member of the 
Conference on Thursday. This will give time for any study and correction 
which may be necessary. Then on Friday, before the address to the class, 
one motion may adopt the report, thus covering all the separate motions 
heretofore used in each separate case. 

11. That announcements be limited to those absolutely necessary and 
not extended speeches made upon matters already included in the program. 

12. That no “causes” be presented in the business session if they are 
already included in anniversary services. 
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13. That we recommend to the Committee upon Courtesy of the 
Floor that they accord the floor only to matters of vital importance, and 
that such speakers be held strictly to the time granted. 

14. That the Cabinet announce regular executive hours during which 
its sessions shall not be disturbed in order that their business may be 
completed by Saturday night; that notice of these executive hours and 
of hours during which the Bishop and District Superintendents may be 
seen by committees or individuals, be published beforehand. 

15. That in accordance with Paragraph 88, Section 2 of the Disci- 
pline, the fiscal year shall close not later than ten days previous to the 
Conference sessions of 1928 and thereafter. 

16. That this report be sent to each member of the committee, to 
each District Superintendent and to the Resident Bishop. That after its 
correction and approval, its publication be requested in the California 
Christian Advocate, so that all may be familiar with it; that it be read 
and presented for adoption at the Tuesday evening session of the Con- 
ference. To this end, that we request our Presiding Bishop to call the 
Conference session for Tuesday evening instead of Wednesday morning.

Declaration Regarding the Intended Merger of 
The California German Annual Conference with 
The Southern California Annual Conference and 
The California Annual Conference. 


By authority granted by the General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, assembled at Springfield, Mass., during the month of 
May, 1924, giving authority to any Foreign Language Conference of the 
church, to discontinue its organization, and merge with contiguous English 
Speaking Conferences, a Commission of three and their alternates were 
appointed by each, The Southern California, and the California German 
Annual Conferences, and later a Commission of three of the California 
Annual Conference, was appointed by the Resident Bishop, Charles Wes- 
ley Burns, of the San Francisco Area; this joint Commission of the three 
Conferences to plan in detail all the necessary steps leading to a merger 
of the California German Annual Conference with the Southern California 
and the California Annual Conferences, they do hereby agree upon the 
following declarations: 


Article I 


The joint Commission on merger of the California German, the 
Southern California, and the California Annual Conferences, deem it for 
the best interest of all concerned, that the merger of the California Ger- 
man Annual Conference with the Southern California and the California 
Annual Conferences, shall take place at the Conferences which shall be 
held during the fall of 1927, and, in accordance with the law of the church, 
direct that the geographical location of a congregation within the bounds 
of a Conference shall determine the official connectional relation, and that 
the above commissions be continued as long as necessary with power to 
adjust all matters that may need consideration and adjudication. 


Article II 


That all effective members of the California German Conference in 
the fall of 1927 be transferred to the Southern California and the California 
Annual Conferences, within whose geographical territory these charges are 
located and shall have the same respective relation in the Conferences with 
which they will be merged, with the special proviso, that all ministers, who 
at the time of the merger are transferred to the California Conference, or 
other former members of the California German Conference who, for the 
purpose of serving German speaking charges in the California Conference, 
who may later be transferred from the Southern California Conference to 
the California Conference, shall at the time of their retirement be trans- 


ferred into the Southern California Conference and share all the privileges 
of its retired ministers. 


It shall be understood that the provisions of this article shall not 


apply to any minister who is not at the time of this merger a member of 
the California German Annual Conference. 


Article III 


On behalf of the California German Annual Conference it declared: 


_ That the retired ministers are an asset and not a liability, even finan- 
cially, according to Dr. Hingley’s estimate of the funds of The itinibtees 
and Dependents Pension and Relief Association, and money and property 
erable through the income properties of the California German Con- 
erence, and they should therefore share equally with the retired ministers 
of the Southern California Conference. Furthermore, that the retired 
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members of the California German Conference be transferred into the 
Southern California Conference and have all the rights and privileges of 
the retired members in said Conference, and also, that the obligation due 
the widows and minor children of deceased members of the California 
German Conference be transferred to, and maintained by, the Southern 
California Conference. The retired members are not coming empty 
handed, but with rights and privileges of heroes of the Cross and ministers 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. The statement appended hereto is a 
careful estimate of the funds of the California German Conference. Thus 
this Conference brings in money and property approximately a million and 
a quarter dollars with the merger, of which $682,500 is designated as in- 
come property. The California German Conference unhesitatingly claims 
this income property as listed and appended to this Declaration for its 
ministers and dependents Pension and Relief Association. This is neither 
church nor parsonage property in the usual sense of this term, and the 
California German Conference expects that the proceeds thereof, whether 
from rent or sale, be administered for the ministers and dependents 
pension and relief only as it becomes available. 

We also bring a glorious history of serving and blessing the children. 
the youth, and the aged, and glorifying Christ and the Church. Last, but 
not least, we bring to you a heart and mind filled with love toward you 
and confidence in you. Also, an eagerness to work with you faithfully for 
Christ and our great Church, and expect to find with you a real Church 
and Conference home. 

And furthermore, since the Southern California Annual Conference 
assumes all pension obligation toward the ministers from the California 
German Annual Conference that it should be understood and agreed upon 
that the California Annual Conference carry into effect and pay over to 
the Southern California Annual Conference that amount of money that 
will be realized sooner or later from the income properties of the St. 
Paul’s Church, San Francisco; San Jose; and Stockton, California, as 
designated in the declaration of the merger. 


Article IV : 

The German work is not to be neglected. Churches in suitable loca- 
tions shall carry on the work in the German language wherever it is de- 
sirable and expedient so to do, for the purpose of reaching those who are 
not familiar with the English language. We therefore recommend that, 
at the request of the Quarterly Conference of any of our churches, German 
speaking or Bi-lingual ministers be preferred, the same shall be appointed 
to serve the needs of these churches. 


Article V 

The California German Conference will transfer all articles of value, 
such as bonds, mortgages, all available moneys or its equivalent, etc., now 
in possession of The Ministers and Dependents Pension and Relief Asso- 
ciation into the treasury of the Conference Endowment: Fund of the 


Southern California Conference. 


Article VI 

That all churches and parsonages, bonds, mortgages, moneys or their 
equivalent, held in trust by trustees for the California German Annual 
Conference be legally transferred respectively to the Southern California 
and the California Annual Conferences, according to geographical location. 


Article VII hee ail : 

The ministers and laymen of the California German Conference who 
have been and now are constituting the Board of Directors of the Pacific 
Old Peoples Home,-and who have contributed to this institution, shall 
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continue to have representation and receive benevolent consideration ac- 
cording to General Conference principle expressed in the Discipline of 
1924, Paragraph 571. 


Article VIII 

In the event that the California German Conference merges with the 
Southern California and the California Conferences, we deem it wise that 
for another year, and possibly longer, if the Cabinets of the Conferences 
find it necessary and the Bishops concur, its former charges in the Cali- 
fornia German Conference should be supervised by a member of this 
Conference and réceive his support from said churches and mission money, 
and that the Superintendents of the respective Districts concerned be urged 
to cooperate in joint administration. 


Article IX 

The provisions of this document shall become binding when th 
Conferences involved shall have adopted these resolutions and when the 
presiding Bishop and Secretaries of the Southern California, the California, 
and the California German Annual Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church shall have affixed their signatures thereto.

GENERAL CONFERENCE REPRESENTATION: On the recom- 
mendation of the Joint Commission the following resolution was adopted: 

“Whereas the German Annual Conference, if there were no merger, 
wou'd be entitled to one delegate to the General Conference of 1928, there- 
fore. be it moved. that when the election of delegates to the General Con- 
ference becomes the order of the day, the Secretary of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Annual Conference be instructed to cast the ballot for E. C. Jan- 
nusch, who has been recommended by the caucus of the German Annual 
Conference as its representative, as the ninth delegate from this Conference 
to the General Conference.” 


WELCOME AND RESPONSE: The members of the Commission 
on Merging from the California German Conference and the remaining 
members of the conference who were present, fifteen in all, were invited to 
the platform and introduced as follows: J. H. Durbahn, E. C. Jannusch, 
H. D. Kamp, R. Lautenhahn, B. C. Voll, H. B. Lang. H. J. Jacoby, R. 
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Zurbuchen, G. A. Waasa, W. C. Schmutzler, F. W. Elger, F. Brinkmeyer, 
F. H. Hollmann, Chas. Priesing, Jan Rogatzky. snd 

The following statement was read by J. H. Durbahn and Willsie Mar- 
tin responded on behalf of the Commission from our Conference: 


A BRIEF REVIEW 
Of the California German Conference 


The California German Conference has been in existence thirty-nine 
years. Twenty-six Bishops have presided at its annual sessions. We have 
had but four Conference secretaries: F. Bonn, 15; G. J. Schultz, 8; H. F. 
Hollmann, 10 and Henry D. Kamp, 6 years. 


The following ministers represented us in the General Conferences: 
C. H. Afflerbach; Geo. Guth, twice; W. C. Schmutzler; Otto Wilke, 
twice; F. Brinkmeyer and J. H. Durbahn, twice. 


During this period the following laymen were sent: A. Klahn, a: Fur- 
rer, C. Neumiller, F. Kuchenbeiser, Ludwig Koenig, F. M. Reiche, J. 
Huber, Chas. N. Koenig, and H. F. Meyer. 


We have always been a missionary Conference, never numbering more 
than thirty ministers in any one year nor a church membership over two 
thousand. The sacrificial service rendered by pastors and people developed 
Methodists of a high type, both in spirituality and liberal giving. 


Our contribution this year for “World Service’ amounts to $8956,00, 
and to “Benevolences ordered by the Conference” $746.00, a total of 
$16,423.00. 


In the matter of merging with English-speaking Conferences we are 
but following the example of the Northern, St. Louis, Southern, and West 
German Conferences. 


The Chicago German and Northwest German Conferences have united 
and the Pacific German has taken initial steps in this matter. 


Various causes have contributed to an increasing request for Eng- 
lish services in our churches. The World war helped to bring the German 
language into disuse, and immigration has since been much restricted. Our 
whole situation, etc. was prayerfully considered, and we accept the unani- 
mous decision of the commissions from the three Conferences involved as 


the will of God, hoping that the merger will be a blessing to all con- 
cerned.

The last General Conference gave authority to any foreign language 
Conference to merge with contiguous English-speaking Conferences. Our 
use of this privilege means that the California German Annual Conference 
with a personnel of sixteen effective, ten retired, and two supernumer- 
ary ministers, four preachers’ widows, fourteen local preachers, over eleven 
hundred Church members, seventeen Sunday Schools with 1,443 scholars 
and officers, eleven Epworth Leagues with about five hundred members 
seventeen churches, eighteen parsonages (with a conservative value of 


ade aa will be ses ener to the Southern California and the Cali- 

nia Conferences. nd, in addition thereto, Income Property valued at 
$429,500.00 plus $83,000.00 from the “Ministers’ and Deseviests Pension 
and Relief Association” and $110,000.00 from the Same corporation through 
the “Pacific Old Peoples’ Home” will be transferred to the Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference. 


The Southern California Conference is very generously assuming a cer- 
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tain financial obligation in the care for our Conference Claimants, but it 
will receive in real estate, bonds, and money about $760,500.00. 


God has signally blessed our Conference in its efforts to Christianize 
and Americanize the early German settlers of California. We also point 
to a number of preachers and hundreds of Church members already trans- 
ferred to English speaking Conferences and Churches. 


See what God has wrought since Dr. Wm. Nast, a member of the 
English Ohio Conference, began his ministry in 1835! Trained in a famous 
German University, converted at a Methodist altar, zealous for God, he 
was the providential man to organize the German branch of Methodism. 
He soon gathered around him a goodly number of efficient co-laborers. 
Some of these were John Swahlen, Adam Miller, Peter Schmucker, Lud- 
wig Jacoby, C. H. Doering, Wm. Ahrens, Henry Koeneke, etc. They were 
cast of heroic molds, endured privations, if only they might reach and save 
some German seit.er. Other men continued the good work, carried the 
g'ad tidings into every State of the Union and in the course of time also 
to the Pacific Slope. 


In every line of activity German Methodism has been favored with 
consecrated leaders. On the mission fields Doctors Ohlinger, Kupfer and 
LuekLring (a man who can understand and speak thirty-two languages) 
labored with singular devotion. In Germany and Switzerland, Jacoby, 
Nuelsen, Doering and Nippert, Wunderlich and Riemenschneider, worked 
with apostolic zeal. And Dr. Otto Melle has carried the Gospel torch 
into many places in Bulgaria and Austria, in addition to his work in 
Germany. 


No part of Methodism has been better served in the matter of its pub- 
lications than has German Methodism with such editors as Dr. Wm. Nast 
and his illustrious son,.Dr. Albert J. Nast, also Dr. H. Liebhardt, Dr. 
F. L. Nagler, Doctors Munz and A. J. Bucher. 


In the educational field German Methodism has made a good record: 
Drs. Riemenschneider and Paulus in Berea, Ohio; Drs. Kessler and Ad- 
dicks in Warrenton, Missouri, did outstanding work. 


This is equally true of the great philanthropies of German Methodism 
grouped about Cincinnati, Ohio. -The divine favor has signally rested upon 
Dr. C. Golder and his gifted sister. Other Hospitals and Homes bless suf- 
fering humanity, as also our “Pacific Old People’s Home” in Los 
Angeles. 

Bishop John L. Nuelsen, the son of a German Methodist pioneer, edu- 
cated in the best Universities of Europe and America, has since 1908 been 
a blessing to millions. 

Dr. E. Kohlsted, just appointed Secretary of the Board of Home Mis-. 
sion and Church Extension, is serving in a highly important position. 

Dr. H. H. Meyer, Editor in Chief of our Sunday School publications; 
Dr. Wm. Guth, former president of the College of the Pacific and now 
head of Goucher College; Dr. Henry F. Hilmer, superintendent of a large 
district in South India and now under appointment to direct publishing 
interests there,—these are sons of German Methodist ministers. 

Our object has not been to devlop and perpetuate a German church 
in the United States, but rather to bring to the immigrants and their 
children the Gospel that transforms character and makes them better cit- 
izens of our country, their new home. And we thank God that German 
Methodism, child of the Methodist Episcopal Church on American soil, © 
started the Methodist work in Germany —now the most fruitful branch 
‘of Methodism in Europe. 

And now, beloved Brethren, as the time draws near in which the name 
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of our Conference, so dear to many, is to be erased from the list of Meth- 
odist Episcopal Conferences, sadness grips the heart but we take courage 
pee “Bless’d be the tie that binds 

Our hearts in Christian love, 

The fellowship of kindred minds 

Is like to that above.”

The Bishop stated that in order not to deprive any man of his right 
to vote on General Conference delegates and memorials. that all former 
members of the California German Conference would be transferred to 
the Southern California Conference, and that before the close of the ses- 
sion, those whose charges are within the geographical limits of the Cali- 
fornia Conference would be transferred to that Conference. 

On motion of W. E. Tilroe the Bishop was requested to appoint two 
of the German brethren on the Conference Claimants Commission. The 
Bishop appointed J. H. Durbahn and W. C. Schmutzler. 


LEAVE OF ABSENCE: On reccommendation of the Committee on 
Conference Relations, Leave of Absence was granted to Chas. H. Scott, L. 
C. Elver and H. H. Weyant. 


METHODIST HOSPITALS: W. C. Buckner spoke of the mag- 
nificent work done by the Methodist Hospital of Southern California and 
presented Mrs. Silas Sprowls, one of the National Trustees of the Woman’s 
Home Missionary Society and the wife of a former member of this con- 
ference. Mrs. Sprowls spoke of the crucial condition of the Hospital and 
the following action was taken: : 

“We as an Annual Conference pledge the Godly women of the 
Woman’s Home Missionary Society that we will stand with them in their 
‘heroic effort to save the Methodist Hospital of Southern California to 
Methodism, and by our co-operation in every way in laying the needs of 
their institution upon the hearts and consciences of all the Methodists of 
Southern California and their friends, provided that this shall not be in- 
terpreted as rescinding our action on financial campaigns a year ago. 

On motion of L. T. Guild the Bishop was requested to reappoint 
Luther G. Reynolds as Superintendent and Secretary of the Hospital. 


_ SWEDISH MERGER: The question of the report of the Commis- 
sion on Swedish Merging, the Order of the Day for this morning, was 
referred to the Committee on Orders of the Day for a new assignment. 


ORDERS OF THE DAY: E. J. Inwood reported the following 
Orders of the Day and the Conference approved the report, after one

The Conference adjourned with prayer by the Bishop.

The Bishop called the Conference to order at 1: 30. 
_ The Conference sang “Jerusaleum the Golden,” and the Bishop led 
in prayer. 


SOCIAL SERVICE-PUBLIC MORALS: L. V. Lucas read the 
report of the Committee on Social Service and Public Morals and it was 
adopted. (See Report.) 


; INTERNATIONALISM: W. T. Wright, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Internationalism, Disarmament and Peace gave an incomplete 
and personal report for that committee. The report was recommitted. 


INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS: R. C. Harker, of the Committee on 
Industrial Relations read the report of that committee and it was adopted. 
(See Report.) 


GENERAL CONFERENCE MEMORIALS: The following were 
named as Committee to handle Memorials to the General Conference: 
Pasadena District, C. B. Dalton; Fresno District, Leo C. Kline; San 
Diego District, J. Lewis Gillies; Arizona District, E. W. Stricker; Long 
Beach District, E. J. Inwood; Los Angeles District, J. W. Neely. 

This committee was instructed to consider all memorials submitted 
to them, to decide what should be referred to the Conference, with or 
without recommendations. 


HOME MISSIONS: The Report of the Conference Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension was read by the Secretary, and adopted. 
(See Report.) 


CONFERENCE EVANGELISTS: The Secretary read the reports 
of W. C. McIntire, Fred H. Ross and E. J. Evans, Conference Evangel- 
ists, and they were ordered filed. 


CITY MISSIONARY SOCIETY: The report of the Los Angeles 
Missionary and Church Extension Society was read by L. T. Guild and 
it was adopted. (See Report.) . 

The Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot for the following as 
Trustees of the Los Angeles Missionary and Church Extensfon Society 
as nominated in the report. The ballot was cast and they were declared

MINUTES: J. E. Dunning reported that the minutes for all the 
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FINANCE COMMISSION: H. W. White read the report of the 
Conference Commission on Finance. The first nine sections were adopted, 
number six being amended by the introduction of the following resolution 
offered on Thursday evening by W. E. Tilroe: 

“Whereas the conditions affecting the actual annual income of our 
Conference Claimants are confessedly disturbing, disquieting alike the 
work of our Board of Stewards, Commission on Finance, the Endowment 
Commission, and the daily bread of our retired brethren and their families. 

Therefore, Be it Resolved That: It is the sense of this Annual Con- 
ference that until the full legal rate of Conference Claimants payments is 
attained, the working rate should not fall below twenty-five dollars per 
year of service. ; 

Section 10 was adopted. 

Section 11 was amended to read, “The Commission on Finance was 
requested to send a letter to the churches, respectfully asking the churches 
to assume $12,000 additional in order to add to the $38,000 already paid 
to the Santa Barbara Church.” 

Section 12 dealing with group insurance was adopted. 

The report as a whole was adopted. (See report.) 


TRAVEL AND ENTERTAINMENT: A Ray Moore read the fol- 
lowing report dealing with travelling, entertainment and the publishing of 
the minutes and it was adopted. 

“From time to time there has been considerable discussion regarding 
the plan for raising and disbursing the funds of the Entertainment and 
Travel Fund. That it mfght be put in better shape the Cabinet was asked 
to appoint a committee to go into the whole matter and report to the 
next session of the Conference. In addition to that provision we wrote a 
letter to every pastor asking him to send in his suggestions and criticisms. 
All of the replies were placed before the committee and have been care- 
fully considered. 

In order that you have have their findings, the committee, composed 
of the following, W. C. Botkin, Ray C. Harker, Charles A. Kent, Willsie 
Martin, M. S. McGee, A. Ray Moore, F. G. H. Stevens, and Harry W. 
White, present herewith the plan. 


Entertainment and Travel Fund 


First: That an Entertainment and Travel Fund be raised annually, 
sufficiently large to cover the items which naturally fall under this heading: 
Room rent, travel of members, publishing of minutes, clerical help at 
Conference, expense incident to the administration of this fund, and such 
other items as can be conveniently cared for in this way. 

Second: This Fund shall be administered by the Commission on Fi- 
nance who shall estimate the amounts necessary to defray the claims on 
the Fund and apportion the same (1) to the charges and (2) to the Con- 
ference members under Special Appointments. The basis of apportion- 
ment shall be twofold, (1) on salary including house rent, and (2) the full 
membership of the churches. 5 

Third: If the charge shall fail to meet the apportionment the pastor 
is expected to supply the deficiency. 

Fourth: Every member of Conference under Special Appointment re- 
siding within its bounds shall be apportioned on a salary basis. No such 
member residing outside the bounds of the Conference shall be appor- 
tioned or participate in this Fund. Assistant pastors who are Conference 
members, shall be considered as those under Special Appointment. 

Fifth: The minimum apportionment for any charge or member of the 
Conference under Special Appointment shall not be less than $5.00. 
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Sixth: All pastors and members under Special Appointment shall be 
entitled to a.sum equal to clerical railroad fare to and from the seat of 
the Conference, to the price of standard sleeper accommodations, provided 
such accommodations have actually been required, and to $2.00 per day 
while at the Conference session. 

Seventh: No claim shall be allowed any man until his full apportion- 
ment for this Fund has been paid. 

Eighth: Any Effective or Probation member of this Conference sup- 
plying under a Mission Conference within the bounds of this Conference, 
may be a claimant on this Fund by paying his pro rata to the Fund. 

Ninth: No Supernumerary members, or those excused to attend school, 
have any claim on the Fund by virtue of Conference membership alone. 

Tenth: The Retired members shall not be apportioned or expected to 
pay into the Fund, but may receive a sum equal to clerical rates on the 
railroad, to pay actual expenses to and from the Conference. 

Eleventh: The entertaining church shall provide entertainment, on 
the Harvard plan, for the Retired and Supernumerary members of this 
Conference who live at a distance from the seat of the Conference and it 
shall be excused from payments of apportionments to this Fund and its 
pastors shall not have a claim on it. The entertaining church shall also 
become a clearing house for the finding of suitable places of entertainment 
for both pastors and laymen during the Conference session. 

Twelfth: We recommend that the Laymen’s Association and the An- 
nual Conference pass on the provisions of this plan and if they concur in 
them they shall become the rule of the Conference for Entertainment and 


Travel.

No 
recommendation. Adopted as amended. (See Memorial No. 8.) 

Memorial providing for Lay Representation in the Annual Conference. 

The so-called Swedish Plan was presented. On motion the Kansas 
Plan was substituted and was nassed by a count vote of 132 yes and 4 no. 
result of vote to be certified to General Conference. (See Memorial No. 9.) 
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Memorial requesting change in legislation so as to make Constitu- 
tional the election of district superintendents, was substituted for that 
recommended by the committee providing for Confirmation of a Bishop’s 
appointment of a district superintendent. (See Memorial No. 10.) 


WORLD PEACE: Lincoin Wirt, Secretary for the National Council 
for Prevention of War, addressed the Conference. ; 
On motion of E. J. Inwood the following resolution was adopted :— 


WHEREAS, we recognize the need of continuous education and agi- 
tation for world peace; 


RESOLVED, that this Conference recommend to the churches that 
Sunday, November 6, be observed as Peace Sunday and that ministers be 
requested to preach upon some aspect of the world peace on that day. 


RESOLVED, further, that we commend the work and purpose of the 
National Council for Prevention of War to our churches for their co- 
operation and financial support. 


REAPPOINTMENT BISHOP BURNS: Merle N. Smith presented 
the following resolution and it was adopted:— 

We record gratefully our appreciation of the able and brotherly ad- 
ministration during the present quadrennium of our resident bishop— 
Bishop Charles Wesley Burns. 

We rejoice in his leadership. With skill and vision, and untiring de- 
votion, he has given himself to the advancement of all the interests of 
this Conference, and of the area. His fine fraternal spirit has won the 
regard and affection of all his brethren. 

We, the members of the Southern California Annual Conference, 
therefore, request of The General Conference the reappointment of Bishop 
Burns to the San Francisco Area.”

We request the Bishop to reappoint E. Guy Talbott as Regional Di- 
rector of Near East Relief on the Pacific Coast, which position he has 
held for the past six years.”

DEACONESS BOARD: B. S. Haywood read the report of the 
Conference Deaconess Board and it was adopted. (See Report.)

JUNIOR LAYMEN’S ASSOCIATION: Morgan Odell presented the

call a session of the Junior Laymen’s Conference which was so greatly 
appreciated by the young men of our Churches and by the members of 
the Southern California Conference last year. 

We request that a Junior Laymen’s Conference be held in connection 
with the 1928 session of the Southern California Annual Conference, and 
that when the call is sent out for the election of Laymen to the Laymen’s 
Association that a similar call be sent out for the election of Junior Lay-

We further request that, if possible, the entertaining Church provide 
for the entertainment of the Junior Laymen for one or two days in the 
homes of its congregation.”

Church in session at Long Beach, California, sends greetings to the 
American Federation of Labor. 


“From the days when early Methodist preachers preached to the 
miners and mill workers of England, through the decades that have fol- 
lowed when Methodist local preachers became leaders of the British 
labor movement, to the present day when our church through its supreme 
legislative body has spoken in no uncertain terms relative to the advance 
of the working masses of the world, Methodism has sought to enthrone 
the essential ethical principle of Christ in the social order. 


“The rule of His principles we are convinced, when men are put be- 
fore things, is the basic goal toward which Labor moves. In all such 
endeavor we pledge our support. 


: “We trust the convention in Los Angeles may mark such an advance 
in the achievement of Labor’s ideals that tomorrow we may see the new 
Society or as the preacher puts it “The Kingdom of God.”

Clarkdale. At Clarkdale a debt of five thousand dollars, which has 
been standing since the erection of the church many years ago, has been 
cancelled by the United Verde Mining Co. The $250,000 memorial in hon- 
or of the late Senator Clark of Montana has been erected adjacent to the 
church. This memorial building is equipped with everything modern for a 
recreation and social program for the entire community. 


Jerome. Because the Episcopal church took a slide down the mountain 
in one of the heavy rainstorms and the necessity of a new building being 
apparent, the United Verde Mining Co. gave $5,000 to the Episcopal and 
the same to the Methodist Church at Jerome. A very valuable lot was 
given by the two mining companies and now a modern church building 
stands with only $800 indebtedness. 


Globe. A mining man, in honor of his Methodist mother, built a six 
thousand dollar parsonage and on the hillside is to be erected the new 
church building, one of the best arranged in the district. 


Garfield. Three years ago seyen hundred dollars saved from the sale 
of the old Benson church was paid down on a fine corner lot in Northeast 
Phoenix, opposite the Garfield school. In March of that year the mem- 
bership class was organized and a regular pastor appointed. By the per- 
sistent faith, hard work, and sacrificial giving of this group there has been 
erected the first unit, an educational plant valued at $20,000. The mem- 
bership of the church doubled that of the past year. 


Arizona Deaconess Hospital. Our hospital has had the best year in 
its history. The efficient management of J. O. Sexton and wife has won 
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the good will and confidence of the physicians and people of the entire 
community. 

Tempe, Chandler, Gilbert, Yuma, Blythe, Ajo, Wilcox, Somerton, 
Hayden, Prescott and Williams and the Grand Canyon have had a year 
of good growth and advance. 

Tucson still faces the problem of a new location which looks near 
to solution. World Service has advanced $400 and all bills paid. 

First Churchof Phoenix has spent $2000 in reroofing the church build- 
ing and after a year of harmony and growth comes up to Conference with 
a $600 increase in World Service and all bills paid. 


School of Methods. The third annual School of Methods found an 
enthusiastic and earnest group of folks from all over Arizona in attend- 


ance, Phoenix First Church entertained and H. C. Ingham acting as dean 
had the support of a fine teaching staff. 


The Sunday Schools throughout the district made splendid gains in 
numbers and in organization. Daily Vacation Bible schools were well at- 
tended and the pastors and workers report fine results. 


Epworth League Institute. Over two hundred young people and their 
friends came to Groom Creek, eight miles south of Prescott. One hundred 
and fifty-two of these paid two dollars each as registration for the privi- 
lege of attending class. Of this number 141 had perfect attendance on 
sessions. 


Evangelism and Church Membership. Previous to Easter practically 
every charge carried on special campaigns of some kind to quicken the 
spiritual life of the church and to add new members to the church. There 
were some two hundred baptisms and nearly six hundred additions, re- 
ported Evangelists Ireland, Evans and McIntire. 


_ World Service. At the close of the World Service year in May the 
district had made a gain of ten per cent and from reports at this time 
there will no doubt be a gain recorded for the Conference year. 


Methodist Men. The men of the eight churches in the Salt River 
Valley have been active during the year and have been carrying on evange- 
listic work with Gospel teams and by assisting churches that are building. 


_ Ladies’ Aid Societies. The good women of the churches have had a 
great year making money which has been spent for salaries, new buildings, 
equipment and for charity purposes. Besides this a large number of calls 


sae been made, most of the Societies reporting from six hundred to 3000 
calls. , 


Both Women’s Missionary Societies have had a good year. 


Physical Developments in Arizona. Marked developments are taking 
place throughout the state of Arizona. There are sixteen new irrigation 
projects under construction which will add 413,000 acres of land to the 
over 600,000 acres now under irrigation. Three thousand, four hundred 
dollars maintenance and $785 church extension is the total amount we have 


had the past year for the entire state and over $500 of this will be spent 
on charges in California. 


Foreign Speaking Work. Half the population of Arizona is Mexi 

: f : exican 
and Indian. The birth rate of these people is as large as the English 
speaking people. But little is being done by the Methodist church. 


One Indian church and four attempted missions among the Mexican 
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folks is the total of our activities. The New Mexico Spanish Mission has 
charge of three places and the Spanish Southwest Mission the other place. 
There is no co-ordination of work and but little supervision and _ it’s 
about time we get together in a united program. The Mexican work in 
Arizona should be under the supervision of the English speaking Super- 
intendent. A. L. BAKER 


Fresno 


The Fresno District comprises the Southern end of the San Joaquin 
Valley and lies between the Coast Range of mountains on the West and 
the lofty range of the High Sierras on the East, together with Owens 
Valley yet farther East and a large stretch of desert surrounding Rands- 
burg, one of the last settings for Wild West stories. The great central 
valley is rural entirely. The Owens Valley is remote, picturesque and in- 
teresting to all seeking the places far from the crowds. It is agricultural 
and mineral. 


This district offers a clinical demonstration in the following: 
a—The Rural Problem and the Agricultural Crisis. 
b—The Struggle of the Cooperative organizations. 
c—The Effects of Branch Banking. 
d—The struggle between the advocates of Public and Private Ownership 

of Public Utilities, the titanic contest for Water and Electric Power. 

The agony of deflation. 
e—The mingling of races and creeds. 
f—The drawing together of denominations and the springing up of new 
ones. 

The FINANCIAL CONDITION which was very bad last year is 
worse this year. More ranchers are losing their places to the banks 
on mortgages. More men are anxious about the possibility of retaining 
anything out of their life savings. Business in the towns and cities is 25 
per cent less in many places. 

The hope of the farmers lies either in cooperation which seems im- 
possible on a scale large enough to enable him to win, or else in Gov- 
ernment assistance which will do for the nation’s producers what the Pro- 
tective Tariff has done for the manufacturers. 

This situation has well nigh stopped the building of churches and 
made impossible the maintenance of some, has necessitated the reduction 
of salaries in some cases and in others has made the budgets for World 
Service and Conference askings, difficult to reach. Debts formerly in- 
curred, are plagueing some of the churches. The closing of eight banks 
within the bounds of the district has brought losses to our churches and 
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people in every instance, while I have heard of no instance in which a 
bank has lost a dollar in loaning money to a church. 


NEW CHURCHES have been completed during the year in two 
places. First, at Hanford, where a splendid new edifice marks the culmi- 
nation of the prayers and labors of this eager people. It cost. $50,000, 
and was dedicated in the spring by Bishop Burns, with all claims cov- 
ered by good subscriptions. Planned and commenced under. the pastor- 
ate of L. V. Lucas, it has been completed under the leadership of Mason 
A. Wimberley, who will remain to carry out a far reaching program of 
religious service. Second, Delano: Under the resourceful leadership of 
Harry Branton, has finished a church and parsonage which cost $45,000. 
But for the untimely closing of the local bank, this church would have 
been totally covered by subscriptions and dedicated last November. Of 
the total cost there remains an unpledged indebtedness of about $15,000. 
This, the devoted people of this place are planning to liquidate at no 
distant day. $35,000 has been actually paid on this enterprise in the last 
two years, including about $5,000 worth of property which was turned in. 


Merced. During this year an even exchange of membership, property 
and good will was effected, with the Methodist Episcopal Church South, 
they taking all at Madera and we taking all at Merced. The property of 
the South Methodist Church was improved at a cost of $1,000 and turned 
into a beauty spot. The services are now held there and $28.000 in 
subscriptions has been secured to complete the auditorium at a later date. 
The deserved popularity of John Ross was a large factor in securing the 
consummation of this exchange. 


At Selma, after maintaining their work for many years, the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church South, decided to terminate its efforts. About 
ninety of its members united with our church. 


At First Church, Bakersfield, where C. A. Norcross is Pastor, $36,000 
has been subscribed toward the erection of an Educational and Recreational 
plant. The parsonage has been moved to an adjoining corner and plans 
are being prepared. 


At Calwa a new parsonage to cost about $4,000 is in progress of 
erection, assisted by the funds received from sale of the Easton property. 


At Trinity, Fresno, an increased amount of land has been purchased 
to permit the erection of the contemplated buildings, one hundred feet 
from the street, to conform to the campus scheme of the Fresno State 
College, of which it will be a part. The Board of Home Missions assisted 
with a donation of $6,000 to purchase the land. 


The city of Fresno having been designated the “Golden Rule City” 
of America, by the Near East organization, was permitted to name the 
Golden Rule Ambassador to the Near East.” Fresno selected the Pastor 


of Trinity, J. E. Vandagriff, to be the recipient of this honor. For three 
months he has been abroad. 


Two churches have gone on to perfection in financial method. Cor- 
coran, with a membership of 73 fixed a budget for the year of $3,000. 
They subscribed it all and have paid it almost 100 per cent quarterly. 
They plan to do it again next year. 


Fresno First Church, with a membership of 1140, subscribed a budget 
of $30,000, paid it quarterly, and will come to conference with everything 
paid in full and a substantial reduction on its indebtedness. 


Atwater, has dolled up the church to correspond with the Public Li- 
_ brary across the road and now that is the handsomest corner in the town. 
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Grace Church, Fresno is distinguished for four things. It has the 
finest Vacation Bible School in the district. It has for several years, 
maintained a Weekday School of Religious Education. Twice a year it 
pays the interest on its mortgage and $500 on the principal, and finally, 
its Pastor, E. E. Marshall is the Fresno pastor of longest service in the 
city, and is exceeded in his nine years of continuous service in his present 
charge by but five men in the conference. He built the church and the 
parsonage he now occupies, and to try to remove him from his people 
there would be a dangerous experiment for the cabinet. 


Our Colored Church at Fowler, has been for years a burden on the 
conference and the Home Mission Funds. It has been sold to the African 
Methodist Episcopal Church for a nominal sum, and that church is now 
conducting its service. 


. Stevenson Colony was settled up with the promise of water, which 
never became available. The people left and two churches were aban- 
doned. Ours there is in process of being sold. The Lutherans covering 
a circle with a diameter of thirty miles, find it a central place of meet- 
ing and are negotiating to purchase. 


Ingomar, with five families remaining, entirely surrounded by 
Portuguese, has decided to augment the membership of the Presbyterian 
Church at Gustine, six miles away, and will sell the property. This also 
is not loss, but gain for the Kingdom. 


New work has been opened at Trona out on the desert toward Death 
Valley. Under the control of a British corporation, one hundred fifty 
tons of potash and seventy-five tons of borax are being taken from the 
bottom of Searles Lake, every day, by eight hundred people living in 
property owned entirely by the company. C. V. Conaway travels forty 
miles of desert, and through arsenic laden streams, past the headstones of 
men who have perished of thirst by the way, to minister to the spiritual 
needs of these people. Then he returns to preach at night to the people 
of Randsburg, a mining camp and location of movie crews making Wild 
West scenes. 

PERSONAL MENTION. In accordance with our conference policy, 
that of bringing into the conference young men trained in College and 
Seminary, to serve on Fresno and Arizona Districts, and then filling the 
vacancies as they occur in the conference with these, I have this year 
brought into the work on Fresno District, the following men, K. L. 
Danskin, of Cornell and Boston; and J. T. Miller, of Garrett, doing fine 
work at Del Rey and McFarland. I have also to offer to the conference 
now convening, Arthur H. Wallace, of Oklahoma City University and 
Drew; also Lawrence E. Warren of Pennsylvania University and Drew. 

During the last month an exchange has been effected between G. W. 
Bruce of Reedley and Frank D. Lawyer of Portland. Brother Lawyer 
has taken up his work at Reedley and has been enthusiastically received. 
He is a graduate of Northwestern and Drew. ; 

Death has entered no parsonage home during the year, but the wife 
of Brother John Ovall, Supply Pastor at Springville, will not be with 
us long. She is ready, reconciled and triumphantly trusting in her 
Saviour who wonderfully sustains her. ° \ 

Three of our men have traveled far during the year, Jr Bs Vandagriff 
to the Near East; John Ross of Merced, to his old home in Scotland to 
visit again his aged father and mother in the home land; E. Dow Hoffman 
circled the globe and has a story to tell. During his absence Mrs. Hoffman 
attended to all the direction of the church and did it so well that nothing 
lacked. Brother Wm. H. Schmalle of Fresno, did the preaching. _ 

Perhaps the most daring departure from routine was made this year 
by F. H. Woodside. He made a foray into the camp of the Presbyterians 
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at Merced, and came away with one of their most accomplished and 
talented daughters. As Mrs. Woodside she now shares the delights of 
service at Sanger. If she improves the parish as much as she did the 
parsonage, it will indeed be a desirable charge. Mrs. Woodside is writing 
a book on the “ Shepherd Life of Bible Times.”

Early in the year, when Leo Kline, of Tulare, learned that he was the 
father of a third of a dozen daughters—instead of but three—he broke 
into a radiant smile that has not yet come off. We are partial to girls 
on the Fresno District. 


_ OUR DISTRICT COUNCIL meets once a month, is composed of 
munisters and laymen, enjoys a varied program, furnishes fine fellowship, 
unifies our activities and decides on our District program. Many people 
drive a hundred miles to attend it and come regularly every month. 


WOMAN’S ACTIVITIES. The Woman’s part in the work of the 
local churches is beyond praise. The Ladies’ Aid Society has become a 
channel through which a large amount of money comes into the treasuries 
of the church. The District Federation, meeting once a quarter, has an 
attendance of about 200 and is standardizing the work by affording an 
exchange of ideas. 


The Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies are agressively 
organized and will show consistent increases when the statistics are gath- 
ered. They are to be highly commended for the educational program they 
maintain and for the quality of the work they do. If some way can be 
found -to eliminate competition and to unite the whole church behind the 
whole task, the total amount raised for missionary purposes could be 
greatly increased. 


CAMP SIERRA: Two hours and a half from Fresno, in the high 
Sierras, we have one hundred sixty acres leased from the government. 
Here we have developed facilities for caring for large groups of people. 
Many pastors maintain summer homes here. Our net assets now amount 
to approximately $50,000. Here was held this year our Annual Epworth 
League Institute, with a registration of 304, a splendid faculty, and a 
program that inspires the life of our groups of young people. 


OWENS VALLEY is called the Valley of despair—and danger. 
Time does not permit me to explain why and how it came to its present 
condition. Suffice it to say that it is the victim of political factions fight- 
ing for water and power. As a side issue in this mighty struggle those 
controlling the actions of the city of Los Angeles in this valley set out 
to purchase land instead of building a dam and storing water. This 
played the mischief. 

The original population of 6,000 has dwindled by nearly half. People 
have lived under a sense of wrong until souls have disintegrated. After 
a gallant fight defeat has stared them in the face. The leaders in the 
Valley effort to secure just remuneration for the values taken were actu- 
ated at first by commendable community spirit, but after using all they had 
in the effort, used also the money of others. The crash came and the 
banks failed, five of them closing in a day. This left the people without 
money and losses were very heavy. Affluence was turned in a day to 
poverty and spirits fell. Despair seized some. Resentment festers in the 
souls of many who threaten dire vengeance. Had the city’s dealings with 
these people been characterized by more generosity of spirit, priceless 
financial and spiritual values would have been saved. 

Methodism has four churches in the Valley. No other denomination 
has survived save the Presbyterians who hold on in Bishop. Our pastors 
are rendering a wonderful service to the people. All of them are invited 
back for another year. This Valley, in its time of trial, should be the 
especial care of the conference. There are still values to preserve. Our 
Master trusts us to do it. 
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There are no finer folks than Methodist Preachers, their families, 
and the laymen who maintain our churches with all of their teeming life 
and lifted ideals. 

I deeply appreciate the privilege of their comradeship and confidence 
which has been mine for three years on the District and I pray the bless- 
ing of the Father may be theirs in the hold task in which he permits us 
to have a part.

{ E. J. Inwood of Belmont Heights has enjoyed the distinction of speak- 
ing Sunday afternoons over KFON for the vesper services, representing 
the Protestant churches. His influence, city-wide, ever increases. The es- 
teem in which he is held by his church is all a preacher could desire. 


_S. S. Sampson of Huntington Park refinanced his debt of $47,000 se- 
curing over $50,000 in new subscriptions. The mystic touch of Sampson 
still has drawing power—his church is filled every Sunday and on Sunday 
nights standing room only greets late comers. Employment was found for 
over 225 people this year through his employment office. 

Harry Simons of San Pedro in many ways has the most difficult 
church in the conference, combined with the outstanding challenge for 
leadership and service. Harry has lost 40 pounds wrestling with the prob- 
lem—his outstanding work with the sailors merits an appeal for funds to 
friends everywhere. Accord to him the glad and helping hand. His financial 
need is crisic. The conference must not let this church fail, but financial 
aid in part must be provided somewhere to carry the program of this 


church and indebtedness or receivership for the church property may be- 
come a conference problem.

Woman’s 
Home Missionary Society has raised in cash and supplies $43,700; Wom- 
an’s Foreign Missionary Society, $33,800; Ladies Aid, $24,500, Sunday 
School enrollment 2318, with 106 teachers. Received into membership on 
Confession of Faith 327; by certificate, 1324. Present enrollment, 2429. 
Brother Roach and his church have shown a friendly spirit toward our 
local churches and each year have given in a substantial way to the fi- 
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nancial needs of one of our city churches. A fine staff of workers are each 
rendering splendid leadership on the pastoral staff. 


LENNOX: A fire partially destroyed the parsonage but it has been 
reconstructed and thoroughly reconditioned inside. The church also has 
been splendidly decorated and painted under the capable leaership of Mc- 
Kinley Walker. 


FIRST CHURCH SANTA MONICA: E. F. Gates has given this 
church a significant pastorate. In these five years 719 members have been 
received. The net gain statistically is about double throughout the church, 
Over $50,000 indebtedness has been wiped out and the financial budget 
is double that of five years ago. Relocation and a building enterprise are 
future expectations. A very notable Men’s Club under the leadership of 
Walter Armacost is making a great civic contribution. 

Pastors have reported 30,662 calls. E. F. Gates leads with 1461; J. E. 
Houlgate, 1046; H. O. Simmons, 1260; H. B. Sellars, 1100; S. S. Sampson, 
1100; Clyde E. Boyer, 1063; Tom Burden, 1027; Grover Ralston; Paul 
Huebner and H. C. Taylor $1000 each. 


SALARY INCREASES: Burbank, $300; Chatsworth, $300; Comp- 
ton, $250; Inglewood First, $100; Inglewood Grace, $300; Lompoc, $300; 
Lankershim, $300; Lynwood, $300; Piru, $300; Tujunga, $60; Simi, $1200. 
Parsonages at Santa Barbara and Ventura sold, salary at former set at 
$4,500, at latter $3,500. 


PAID ON INDEBTEDNESS: Few things test the pulse and heart 
beat of the Spiritual life of the church like the liquidation of principal and 
interest charges accumulated from enthusiastic expenditures of former 
days: Artesia, $2000; Bardsdale, $3500; Compton, $4000; Cudahy, $150; 
Home Gardens, $1172; Huntington Park, $7410; Hynes, $690; Lankershim, 
$1500; Atlantic Avenue, $3270; Belmont Heights, $6000; East Long Beach, 
$1500; First, Long Beach, $9881; Spaulding, $75; Maywood, $1200; Moor- 
park, $300; Ocean Park, $700; Owensmouth, $4600; Palomar, $538; Ros- 
coe, $1440; San Fernando, $2000; First, Santa Monica, $3000; Santa Paula, 
$1500; Van Nuys, $5000; Venice, $1645; First, Watts, $641; Shaw Mission, 
pee ae $225: Whittier, $14,000; Zelzah, $300.

PAID ON PARSONAGES AND IMPROVEMENTS: Arroyo 
Grande, (Church $600 and parsonage $300), $900; Chatsworth, $300; Bur- 
bank, $4,000; Huntington Park—garage—, $187; Lompoc—playgrounds— 
$800; Piru, $500; San Miguel, Circuit—parsonage—$391; Grace, Santa 
Monica, $500; Seal Beach, $100; Tujunga Terrace—electric lights, $100; 
Simi, parsonage addition, $1000. Total, $8,778. 


PASO ROBLES: There can be no question as to the need of a new 
church. The official records show that thirty-eight years ago they dis- 
cussed ways and means of building. Pastors during these years have come 
and gone. Attempts to build have been made and failed, renewed and failed, 
until Paul J. Kluth created a state of mind throughout the church that 
was willing to tackle the task long overdue. 
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Sunday morning, December 19th, the new church was dedicated, The 
church was very happy over the presence of Bishop and Mrs. Burns and 
their family at this occasion. In a brief time nearly the entire unsecured 
amount was subscribed. The slight deficit was provided at the evening 
service, at which time George B. Cliff, pastor of this church from 1900 to 
1905, brought the message. The new building is simple Spanish design and 
is the best Protestant Church building in the county, representing an in- 
vestment of $27,500; with lot, total $52,500. 


GRACE CHURCH LONG BEACH: The educational unit of the 
Grace Church, Long Beach was dedicated Sunday morning, Oct, 31, 1926. 
Ray C. Harker, pastor of the church, preached and the District Superin- 
tendent handled the finances and dedicated the building. The total cost 
of the building with furnishings was eighty thousand dollars. Enough 
subscriptions were received to make a total of eighty thousand four hun- 
dred ninety-seven dollars. There is a total of some fifty rooms,’ which 
house all the church school with the exception of the adult department, 
which will temporarily use the old building. The banquet room has a 
seating capacity of three hundred and fifty. 


ATLANTIC AVENUE: The Atlantic Avenue Church is a union of 
the former Trinity and Central churches. Plans had been drawn and ac- 
cepted with the intention of building the new church on the corner of 
State and Atlantic Avenue, when the Congregational Church made over- 
tures requesting that we buy their property at the corner of Fifteenth and 
Atlantic in lieu of building. This property was worth $115,000 and we 
purchased it for $90,000. The building was erected in 1925 as the educa- 
tional unit, and has a seating capacity in its auditorium for 530 persons. 
We also received the good will of the Congregational brethren, they dis- 
banding as an organized church, leaving us the one Protestant Church in 
the midst of this great educational center. The building is straight across 
from the magnificent Poly High School and is surrounded by good Ele- 
mentary and Junior High Schools. Over 40% of the education of the city 
is administered within one mile of this church. The church was dedicated 
March 20th by the Superintendent. We record here our appreciation of 
the gift of the pipe organ from the First Methodist Church, valued $6,000, 
and to Mrs. Emily Nicholson, who at a eost of $2000, installed it as a 
memorial of her husband W. J. Nicholson, On the corner where the par- 
sonage now stands there is room for a large auditorium. This new audi- 
torium is already needed. Every available room is occupied, also the Roose- 
velt Grade School in addition, to take care of this growing church. Don 
S. Ford is the right man in the right place, saying the right thing at the 
right time. He preaches to a full house and nearly every Sunday night 
folk are turned away. It gives great pleasure to say that counting all the 
real estate equities involved, this valuable church property is paid for and 
about $20,000 is left toward the new auditorium which will cost about 


$100,000. 


HYNES: “God works in a mysterious way His wonders to perform.’ 
It hardly seems possible that Hynes, a weak, struggling missionary church, 
paying a salary of $600 a year for years could be reported this year as 
having a church worth $30,000 out of debt, the building of a beautiful 
six-room parsonage and double garage for its pastor and an increase of 
salary to $1500, and house, but such are the facts. 

When the Trinity and Central Churches of Long Beach ginited, the 
Trinity building was given to the District Supt. Offers were made to pur- 
chase it and were refused. Finally visiting Hynes, Mr. Almar Hunt, a 
citizen of Hynes was persuaded to present a new location for a church. 
This splendid gift was accepted and Mr. and Mrs. Hunt gave four lots 


, 
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worth $9000, on the basis that Hynes community receive the Trinity 
Church as a gift. The money to move the building from Long Beach was 
provided by Mr. Hunt, paying $7500 cash for our old church location and 
the old church and parsonage were sold for $550. The Trinity Church was 
sawed asunder and moved eight miles to its new location, where it looks 
better with its new alterations than when in Long Beach. Harry Banks 
worked up a great community interest and on Oct. 31, when the building 
was dedicated the Superintendent stated to the people the facts above, and 
after making an appeal for finances, raised enough in subscriptions ex- 
cepting about $1000 to build the beautiful new parsonage worth $4000. 
Harry Banks is doing a great piece of community work with this newer 
equipment. 


WILMINGTON: When Grover Ralston was appointed to this 
charge at the last session of the annual conference, he faced a situation 
that had become desperate. A small membership with limited financial 
ability worshipping in a tabernacle on a leased lot. I. Frank Roach and 
E. J. Wightman, president of the First Church Men’s Class, visited the 
tabernacle and decided to help. Much credit is due Mr. Wightman, for 
out of this class came $4000, $2500 being the gift of John Foster, Jr. A 
gift of $1875 was secured from the Board of Home Missions. These. two 
gifts proved to be the lifting power necessary to secure the added gifts. 


Bishop Charles Wesley Burns dedicated the church. It has a seating 
capacity of 425 persons and 500 Sunday School students. The cost of pur- 
chasing two lots and erecting the church is $25,000, and $20,000 is under- 
written in cash and subscriptions. 


ZELZAH: Three years ago this church was organized with 25 mem- 
bers. Mr. James Birkenshaw of Moorpark presented a corner lot opposite 
the new Grammar School building. We purchased the outgrown school 
building from the Los Angeles Board of Education and moved it to its 
present site. Under the leadership of J. Scott Wilmarth it has been reno- 
vated and remodeled on the inside into a well adapted church plant. 

On June 12th Bishop Burns dedicated the church and our people have 
now a good property worth about $15,000 paid for with the exception of 
a $2000 mortgage. 


REDONDO BEACH: Jidged by the size of membership the build- 
ing and financing of the Redondo Beach Church is an achievement as 
striking as this conference affords. During the present pastorate of J. E. 
Houlgate the new location at Broadway and Opal streets was paid for, 
costing $20,000; today it is worth $40,000. The new building is of Mission 
design. It has a commodious auditorium, which, together with the gallery 
and chapel which also open into the auditorium, make a combined seating 
capacity of 1200. The church cost $75,000, making the present property 
worth $95,000. June 12th witnessed the dedication by Bishop Charles Wes- 
ley Burns. All but $7000 was underwritten in good subscriptions and over 
$40,000 has been paid this year in cash. Brother Houlgate has been un- 
dergirded with a noble, sacrificial lay membership. ; 


CHURCHES NOW BUILDING 


El Segundo: Archie Butters is climaxing a significant pastorate by 
the erection of a new church plant. The financial program is cared for 
and when the plant is completed in December the Conference will have 
a surpriseein noting what the architect, Reginald Inwood, has designed 
and supervised in construction for $35,000. F 


Santa Paula: Henry Stranberg is completing the first unit, an edu- 
cational plant costing $35,000. The design is Elizabethian Gothic con- 
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structed of red pressed brick and cast stone. It ought to be ready for 
dedication in November. The financial program is underwritten in good 
reliable subscriptions. 


Santa Barbara: Since the earthquake of June 29th, 1925 which wreck- 
ed our church the people have worshipped in the High School. For two 
years the pastor, Samuel Hughes, under manifold handicaps has carried 
on the work of the church. He has constantly been digging for money 
east and west. The new church is beautiful in design and utility, and will 
fittingly take its place with the exquisite beauty of Santa Barbara and the 
great churches of this Conference. L. T. Guild laid the cornerstone on 
Sept. 4th. The church will be dedicated by Bishop Burns, Sunday morn- 
ing, Dec. 18th. The total cost of the church fully equipped, with the new 
location is $256,061. Of this amount $118,000 has been paid to date. 

It is a matter of grave concern to this church that of the pledge of 
$75,000 made by the Conference only $36,379 has been paid. Deeply ap- 
preciative for past aid, with embarrassment because of the family tree, 
and knowledge of conference pressure in financial drives, I again request 
the conference, if possible, to lend still further a helping hand in the re- 
demption of a valid pledge. 


NEW PARSONAGES: 


Hynes: Harry Banks led his people through the enterprise of build- 
ing a beautiful six-room parsonage and double garage at cost of $4000. 


Torrance: Under the leadership of Roy Bose a splendid five room 
parsonage has been built at a cost of $2500. 


Grace Church, Inglewood: Dan F. Miller bought a four-room house, 
moved it to the church location, painted and papered it, all for $650. 


Atlantic Avenue, Long Beach: Don S. Ford, in the purchase of the 
church property from the Congregationalists, fell heir to the best par- 
sonage on the district. Finished all through in beautiful oak, it cost $28,000 
when built. 


PROSPECTIVE BUILDING FOR 1928: : 
Lynwood: W. W. Ralph has plans drawn calling for $35,000 for 


first unit. 


Ventura: Fred B. Trotter has plans adopted calling for $75,000. The 
financial campaign is being prosecuted and to date $40,000 is subscribed. 


Magnolia Park: A. W. Lamport has plans drawn and $8000 to date 
is subscribed toward the first unit. 


Tujunga: W. D. Lowe expects to begin building the auditorium and 
remodeling the present church into a parsonage. Eleven thousand has 
been raised, and the total expenditure will be $20,000. ' 

Official action has been taken at First Church, Santa Monica; Grace 
Church, Santa Monica; and Venice concerning new churches. This Santa 
Monica Bay District is the outstanding challenge on the iste ee build- 
ing programs; something must be done or our leadership will become 


greatly impaired. 


: EN’S SOCIETIES: ; : 
het he benesi Missionary Society report this year an increase of 338, 


i total mbership of 5613. The District pledge for the year was 
sh O00 Pach, eed been exceeded. by approximately $4000, making the 
amount received this year $28,140. 


The Women’s Home Missionary Society report 38 auxiliaries with 
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2572 members and 2281 young people and Junior members. Total moneys 
received $31,384. d 

The Ladies Aid Societies, ever ready to serve, have contributed over 
$51,000 and made over 30,665 calls. 


World Service: Nine group meetings were held in the interest of 
World Service cultivation. Dr. and Mrs. J. P. Hauser of Mexico City, 
Louis M. Fiske of Nicaragua, Dr. and Mrs. J. A. Springer of Africa, Rev. 
Harold J. Smith of India have greatly assisted us. The meetings were the 
best in attendance and interest of any district cultivation tried in the last 
four years. Pastors and laymen rendered splendid cooperation. We are 
glad to report for World Service $78,591. Twenty-four churches reported 
in the advance over last year. Twenty-four equalled the amounts of last 
year. Twelve decreased. 


THE STATISTICAL TURNOVER: 

In trying to summarize the work of the district into an intelligent 
statement of whether we are advancing, retiring, or merely holding our 
own I present these figures: 


Church Membership: Preparatory members, net gain 59; full mem- 
bers, net gain 701. Church Schools, net gain in enrollment 2,894. Epworth 
Leagues, net gain in members 163. Increase in World Service Collections 
$5,945, Increase in salaries $4,500. Paid on indebtedness $65,367. On Par- 
sonages and Improvements, $8,778. On new locations, $72,150. New 
Churches $254,947. Women’s Missionaries Societies $59,405. Total for all 
causes $682,956. 


Bishop McConnell: We have not attained, but we follow after. We 
have counted it all joy to help Him win men. Our arms are not as full 
of sheaves as we had hoped them to be for we have reaped fields that 
have been gleaned many times, but our hands are not empty and we are 
more ambitious than ever to be like Him. We are conscious that the ex- 
panding needs, new with each day, call for courage and daring partnership 
with Jesus Christ. To face the sins of the present day, adjust the malad- 
ministrations of social injustice, to propagate the spiritual passion and 
purpose of Christ for the present day world, is our task and we open to 
Him our hearts for the sanctification and suffering, kindred in type and 
motive that was His.

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An automobile accident on March 29, near Fresno, laid W. T. Butcher 
by the roadside with a fractured spine. He was conveyed to the hospital 
in Fresno, and later to Los Angeles, where he has since been an inmate 
of the Methodist Hospital. He has all the time been sanguine of recovery, 
but it is necessary that he be retired. 


PASTORAL CHANGES: University Church was left to be supplied 
at the last Conference. Carl Knopf and S. M. Dick (Northern Minnesota 
Conference) supplied acceptably until W. C. Hodgson was transferred by 
Bishop Burns about Easter. 


A short time after Conference the health of W. G. Barron failed to 
such a degree that his physician ordered a cessation of work. He was re- 
leased from St. James and I secured M. G. Ballenger, a member of the 
N. W. India Conference, who did splendid work and is greatly beloved. 


G. A. Porter received a small legacy from a former parishioner, and 
feeling his need for better preparation, determined to expend it in attending 
Boston School of Theology. His six years of faithful service and achieve- 
ments at Annandale entitled him to consideration, and he was released in 
June and is now in school. I secured, from San Diego District, Wilfred 
Kent to take charge of Annandale, and by consent of Bishop Burns, W. 
Clyde Beecher, of Westland, Church, was placed at Central Church, San 
Diego. To Westland I appointed Richard R. Morgan, a student minister 
who is now President of the Conference Epworth League, to fill the 
vacancy. 


The election of G. Bromley Oxnam to a professorship in Boston 
School of Theology left us with the serious question of a successor in the 
Church of All Nations, where the pastor must also be Superintendent of 
the Community House, Clinic, Boys Club, etc. Robert A. McKibben, one 
of our own young men, who worked his way through college, in our City 
Missions, and through seminary, was appointed, and has already made his 
own place in that complex field. 


Grace Church was happy with W. T. Butcher until his terrible acci- 
dent compelled the appointment of a new pastor, and John N. Ashley was 
named. Arthur T. Hobson succeeded him at Santa Barbara Avenue; both 
churches are satisfied. These two young men may each prove the answer 
to the problems of each field. 


BUILDING PROJECTS: St. Paul’s, the new church located at Man- 
hatan Drive and Country Club Avenue (Twelfth Street), was completed 
early in the Conference year. W. C. Botkin has written his name indelibly 
in Kingdom records for this city in conducting the delicate and difficult 
task of amalgamating two congregations, Arlington Heights and Pico 
Heights, with the loss of but two or three families, and in translating sev- 
eral real estate equities into funds and raising sufficient additicnal to create 
the practical and beautiful structure now standing in a great field of op- 
portunity. It should be remembered also, that preceding this he led in 
building Echo Park Church. Nor should the chivalrous attitude of E. ite 
Nicholson, pastor at Arlington. in effacing himself and helping the merger 
forward, be forgotten. Without such spirit in the participating ministers 
consolidations cannot be accomplished satisfactorily. St. Paul’s Community 
House was dedicated by Bishop Burns, December 12, 1926. 


Saint Luke’s is the new church on Robertson Boulevard and Whit- 
worth Drive, Arthur F. Wahlquist, pastor. The lots were purchased 
last year with money secured from the Revolving Fund of the Board of 
Home Missions; the East 38th Street building was rebuilt within and is a 
satisfactory working plant, and the Sunday School is steadily growing. It 
was dedicated by the District Superintendent, May 22, 1927. 
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Church of All Nations: The family of Walter Harrison Fisher, for 
many years identified with Los Angeles and Methodism, erected in his 
memory the most beautiful chapel in this city, furnishing it and giving 
also a pipe organ. It was dedicated by Bishop Burns, June 12, 1927. 


First Church, Hollywood: After several years of careful consideration, 
First Church, Hollywood, last year located its new site on a large tract 
of ground at Highland, Franklin and Hillcrest Road, at a cost of $210,000, 
and after securing subscriptions of $240,000 proceeded to the erection of 
the first unit on the new site at a cost of $100,000 for building and fur- 
nishings. 


Mount Olive: W. H. Rogers has served this church for seven years. 
When he took the pastorate the Church School unit was their only build- 
ing, and he led them in payment of $14,000 debt. This devoted band de- 
cided to rise and build, while still under his leadership. They secured 
$21,000 in subscriptions, and have erected the auditorium which furnished 
will cost about $30,000. 


Culver City: This is a strategical location, serving a large population. 
With the coming of J. E. Beery an added lot was purchased, the parsonage 
moved, a subscription of $18,000 toward the $23,000 cost of the. entire 
enterprise was secured, and these unique people announce that they will 
have all the rest provided by Dedication Day. 


MAKING DISCIPLES: Some of our churches have substantial in- 
gatherings, largely from the young people in the Church Schools. The 
Guy Black campaign of evangelistic visitation brought good results and 
blessings to those who actually worked the plan. It was aimed primarily 
at the half million or more lapsed church members in the city, of whom 
we are persuaded more than 100,000 are Methodists, and was under the 
auspices of the City Federation of Churches. One-half of the participating 
churches were of our district. 


A collateral and powerful influence in making disciples is the varied 
and highly developed social life of the church organizations. Friendly con- 
tacts bring our fellowmen where the personal influence of Jesus, mediated 
through believers, may win them to discipleship and membership in His 
Church. The Women’s Societies, with their teas and dinners; the organ- 
ized Church School classes; Epworth League frolics, Men’s Clubs or 
Brotherhoods, are directly helping to bring others within reach of Jesus 
Christ. In the increased, intense intimacy of modern life we are inter- 
laced and impinged upon one another until agreeable social adjustments are 
necessary. This opens a wide field for witnessing for Christ and His power 
to save without invading the sensitive personality of fellow men, and gives 
opportunity for throwing the charm of our Master over them. The stag- 
gering number of 22,837 visits were reported this year by pastors; 31,796 
by our blessed Ladies’ Aid Societies, besides thousands by assistants, 
deaconesses, Missionary societies, and official members. Figures cannot 
express the vast influence thus brought to bear upon multitudes of people 
who would not attend “revival” meetings but who do become impressed 
with the something supernatural in a true Christian’s life and in the group 
of worshippers of Christ. This may not be called evangelism, but followed 


ne by skillful, soul winning pastors it has brought many souls to Christ 
this year. 


LOS ANGELES PSYCHOLOGY: The Church is a cross section 
of human life, and its administration and adjustments to society are tinc- 
tured with the policies and affected by the methods of that society. For 
many years our business life has been the process of financing enterprises 
out. of future values. We do not exactly take gold out of the air, as chem- 
ists extract nitrogen, but we do capitalize our future, selling our real estate 
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at what it will be worth after a sufficient number of people have arrived. 
This is the paradise of the subdivider, the Promised Land of Julian Oil. 
We not only have the “shoestring strip”, but we do business-on a shoe- 
string—a small payment down with installments ad infinitum. The ex- 
hilarating. climate and marvelous resources of a land where you must lie 
in order to tell the truth, produces an optimism which does not reckon 
upon the day of settlement. Our churches, forced to provide for incoming 
multitudes and inspired by the true missionary spirit, are naturally in- 
fected by this enthusiastic business practice. Some of them repeat the 
notable mistake of the Inter-church movement, viz., they expect the 
“Friendly Citizen” to produce cash to pay for their enterprises, the result 
being similar. The last Conference minutes show $679,165 indebtedness 
in the Los Angeles District. This is an enormous load for 19,221 members 
to carry and pay off. Asbury, and Vincent are conspicuous churches, for 
they have no debt. Others that report no indebtedness are Belvedere, 
Hamilton, Emmanuel, Moneta, Vernon Avenue, Westland, and Union 
Avenue, but these are in fact missionary churches, and excepting Hamilton 
their continuance many years is problematic, unless some consolidation 
finds favor. All others are in debt. 

The economic pressure upon our pathetically weak churches is so 
great that the very existence of several of theny is menaced. Despite the 
financial skill of E. H. Nicholson, Haven Church was forced into voluntary 
bankruptcy and closed. Others are likewise in danger, and only the most 
skillful handling will avert such catastrophe. 

In the middle ages sometimes a “Truce of God” was declared among 
feudal warriors. The vote of the Conference to have no financial cam- 
paigns for two years was as a Truce of God to the hard pressed churches 
of this district. Even a longer respite is needed to enable some of them 
to take care of serious situations, and to build up some funds to enable 
our City Missionary Society to save the lives of some sorely pressed 
churches; also to enter new fields greatly needing us. 

The revolution in methods of transportation, the requirements of bet- 
ter religious educational work for our children and youth, the sheer ne- 
cessity that we provide for the recreational and social life of our young 
people, is steadily eliminating the small church in obscure locations and 
forcing us to build large plants, equip them for varied work, and provide 
for the employment of a sufficient staff competent to handle them, else 
others will take care of our youth. If we would keep the minds of our 
keen, intense, splendid young people from corruption and give them some- 
thing better than the moral froth and scum in this city of Marathon dances 
and Corinthian lewdness of Filmdom’s “Wandering Stars”, our churches 
are forced into a larger program with its great financial outlay. 

The economic pressure does not rest entirely upon the churches, al- 
though if these coliapse the entire structure of Christian institutions will 
go down with them. The Methodist Hospital, blessed nook where “the 
healing of His seamless dress is by our beds of pain,” is imperilled. Winks 
Trustees of Pacific Palisades, itself an instance of actually financing an 
enterprise from its future, wrestles in the darkness with one whose name 
does not appear to be “Love”. Charles H. Scott relinquished the presi- 
dency and is devoting himself to wholesaling off the surplus properties in 
order to clean up to the $5,000,000 net assets which it is hoped we may 
finally realize. Oren B. Waite, as Executive Vice-President, has the con- 
fidence of the Board and of the ministry and is serving with an utter un- 
selfishness, which ought to be greatly appreciated by all who love the 
Master’s work. Our institutions need sympathy and cooperation, not un- 
i i ssipy criticism. 
ee OA ORS caused the suspension of Maclay School of The- 
ology, but the University has devised a curriculum which enables our young 
ministers to win a Divinity Degree therein, and we hope for the time when 
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Maclay may again function. The sacrificial life work of George F. Bovard 
and many who aided him, still bears fruit under the leadership of one who 
seems unconquerable, undiscourageable, and with resourcefulness which 
awakens sincere admiration. President Rufus B. von KleinSmid is a com- 
bination of Charles Eliot, Mark Hopkins, Andrew Mellon, and Houdini 
(the latter ingredient being limited to producing treasure from impossible 
sources, e.g., rabbits from silk hats.) The University has become a great 
city institution, and how it is financed only the President knows. Two new

DISTRICT POLICY: The district poli i 
1 : policy outlined t 1 
has been steadily adhered to. Inherited enterprises are seis weaenen oe 
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excepting where consolidation has been effected or closure compelled. Some 
weak churches in strategic locations must be maintained and developed 
through the aid of the Board of Home Missions and the Los Angeles Mis- 
sionary and Church Extension Society. We are struggling to meet the 
payments on the site purchased near the University of California in Los 
Angeles, on Wilshire Boulevard and Warner Avenue. 


CONSOLIDATIONS: Bishop Burns regards the consolidation of 
Westlake and Wilshire churches as a notable achievement. This was in 
no wise caused by the decline of either church. Westlake more than dou- 
bled its membership in three years of George Warmer’s pastorate, raising 
a total of $151,646. Wilshire is growing equally and happy under J. Wes- 
ley Neely’s great leadership. The condemnation of a part of Westlake’s 
property in order that the city may widen and straighten Eighth Street, 
made some determination of its future necessary. A prayerful meeting 
of representatives from the two churches, consolidation being earnestly 
advised by both pastors, unanimously decided that it could be done, and 
it is done. The new organization, the Wilshire Church of the future, asks 
for a member of this Conference for its pastor. The merger would never 
have been effected but for the steady, loyal, sacrificial teamwork of these 
two splendid ministers, each of whom eliminatedhimself and comes to the 
Conference as Abraham went forth—“not knowing whither he went”. It 
will take some time to dispose of the properties and to work out the pro- 
gram, but it will go steadily forward. 

Saint James was a brave church in a difficult location. After prayerful 
consideration between committees from the two churches it was unani- 
mously decided by the Quarterly Conference to unite with University 
Church, with the earnest request that M. G. Ballenger, their greatly beloved 
pastor, might be retained as associate in the new relation. ‘he union was 
consummated, and last Sunday St. James people came in a body to Uni- 
versity, “and these twain are one”. 

I will take time and the risk of mentioning the greatest Church in 
World Methodism, of which Elmer Ellsworth Helms is pastor. It reports 
4.183 members, with a paid staff of 23 workers; it exceeds last year’s World 
Service by $6,000, its treasury paying out $101,894 this year; has reduced 
its debt to $86,200, which it plans to extinguish next year; has 76 retired 
ministers in its Quarterly Conference; within 18 months, more than 800 
have accepted Christ at its altars. In the seven years of E. E. Helms’ 
pastorate he has received 3,788 members; it has paid over a half million 
dollars for benevolences, while for all purposes, including building and 
benevolences, it has paid out more than two and a half million dollars. 

The Ladies’ Societies would require a full report to do them scant 
justice. The Woman’s Home and the Women’s Foreign Missionary So- 
cieties are wonderful organizations. Their work spiritualizes the churches 
and their financial achievements always increase year by year. I think we 
should go out of business without the Ladies’ Aid Societies. , 

The men and churches of Los Angeles District live constantly with 
this eruptive problem of the City. Christianity being the personal influence 
of Jesus Christ, we must put Him into the urbanized mind and Christianize 
the social life, the money power, the politics, and bring all this complicated 
thing we call the City under His control. The most disheartening thing 
about it is the sheer commercialization of our civilization; even churches 
can thrive only when their business affairs are prosperous. Ministers be- 
come chauffeurs, social engineers, business managers; their time for study 
is almost nil, yet the churches clamor for great preaching. Untrained for 
business they must compete with elaborate organizations and perform the 
mechanical duties which are refused by men of affairs. Nevertheless, amid 
the grind of wheels, the meshing of cogs, the pulling of levers, despite the 
errors we make, we are yet prophets of God, striving to bring the City of 
God down upon earth so that its walls of jasper, streets of gold, its river 
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of life shall cleanse, transform and replace the squalor, the selfishness, the 
greed, the vice of this city, which, despite its faults, we love as He loved 
Jerusalem. Our work is strenuous, wearing, irritating, absorbing, some- 
times heartbreaking, our fingers unskilled, our hands clumsy, our feet 
stumbling, our wits thick and minds dull, but He has chosen the weak 
things of the world to confound the mighty and has declared that out of 
us faulty, defective, but loving disciples He will build His Church, “and 
the gates of hell shall not prevail against 1st Lt GUILD:

In the prime of life, in the midst of a happy pastorate and while en- 
gaged in preparation for his Christmas Evangelistic program at First 
Church, Pomona, William C. Geyer fell ill and suddenly, on December

Upon the insistent call of First Church, Pasadena, George B. Cliff, 
then pastor at Santa Maria, was persuaded to become associate pastor 
with Merle N. Smith and thus comes as a welcome and valuable addition 
to our District Forces. 


Elmer S. Anderson asked to be relieved of his pastorate at Casa Ver- 
dugo to attend Boston School of Theology and left with his family for 
Boston early in August. S. Carlisle Schaeffer from Fresno District was 
appointed to the Casa Verdugo church and has finished out the year. 


With these exceptions the men of the Pasadena District come down 
to the Conference from the fields to which you sent us, in health and 
strength of body, with faith in God and loyalty to Him and His church, 
ready to proceed when the appointments are read, to whatever fields the 
Bishop may assign to us.

WORLD SERVICE: The pastors’ eleventh hour estimate on World 
Service receipts for the year is $87,649, an increase of $6,408 over last year. 

World Service giving during the year was greatly stimulated by re- 
newed vigor with which our pastors presented our World Program from 
their pulpits. The district was covered by an intensive cultivation program 
in November and December, beginning with a great rally at Pomona for 
the preachers and followed by subdistrict meetings reaching a large number 
of leading laymen at Redlands, Ontario, Pasadena, Glendale, Alhambra and 
Monrovia. We were assisted in these rallies by Leonard Oeschli, M. G. 
Ballinger, Mr. and Mrs. J. P. Hauser and John Cobb Worley. Enthusiasm 
ran higher than any time since the Centenary days. 


BUILDING ENTERPRISES: With a tightening financial situation, 
the building policy of the District is to move cautiously and pay as we 
go. We find that meagre equipment is often less of a handicap than a 
magnificent debt. And yet, our increasing population lays upon us at 
many points the inescapable responsibilities of enlarged and improved fa- 
cilities. Hence we are moving forward all along the line, and if cautiously, 
yet certainly. 

Eagle Rock has completed a fine educational building at a cost of 
$15,000 all provided for and largely paid in. They have plans for a new 
auditorium and a good start in subscriptions toward it. 

Central, Glendale, has also completed a commodious and well appoint- 
ed school building and will proceed soon to remodel their auditorium, the 
entire plan calling for an expenditure of some $15,000. 

First Church, Glendale, has adopted plans for a great Church School 
plant and the remodeling of the present building which will, when com- 
pleted, give them one of the finest churches of the Conference. They will 
spend $200,000 and $163,000 has already been subscribed. The church is 
united and enthusiastic and a spirit of optimism prevails. 

Plans are under way for a city wide financial campaign in Pasadena 
this winter which will result in two new churches, one for Scott Chapel, 
our colored church, and the other for Washington Street; two new and 
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adequate structures to set among the magnificent Methodist temples of 
California’s most beautiful city. 

Birth pangs of new building enterprises are also manifest at Upland, 
Trinity at Pomona, Chino, San Bernardino, Montebello, Victorville and 
Ora Grande. 


FINANCIAL TOTALS: Our people have laid upon the altar this 
year for benevolences: $268,794; for ministerial support, $146 000; for debts 
and improvements, $127,825; for current expenses, $115,578; for church 


schools, $23,000. The grand total of these items is the rather impressive 
sum of $681,197.

If anybody thinks that this huge sum of money and these hundreds of 
Christian converts have been gathered in any casual way he does not know 
that all our fields have been hard fields this year, and every victory has 
been dearly bought. My heart has been thrilled again and again as I have 
seen these half a hundred pastors and these thousands of laymen fused 
into one mighty resistless crusade for Christ, and His Church, and a bleed- 
ing world.

If he must be financier, organizer, social service worker 
visitor and what-not, then beyond all, he must be prophet, and from his 
pulpit must sound forth his message with no uncertain sound. Not simply 
culled from the latest books and magazines, but born out of the depths of 
Re own brooding soul must come those utterances which feed the hungry 
pee and answer the yearning questions of waiting and wistful multitudes. 
i is ay enough to simply state the problems that perplex our modern life 

ee this preacher must take time to find the answer and declare it with 
all the fervor of a profound conviction. If the spiritual tone of our church 


a 
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is low and the moral vigor relaxed, then it is the preacher in his pulpit 
calling the people to thorough-going commitment to te program of Christ 
as revealed in our day and applied to our times. who can fire the forces of 
God with zeal for the new crusade. The preacher’s pulpit is his throne and 
he dare not abdicate under pressure of a multitude of minor demands else 
he lose his power and be left wandering aimlessly in the midst of the 
throng as they grope elsewhere for leadership. God give our men the 
courage to block out their time schedul with a place in each day wide 
enough to study and brood until these hesitant tongues shall be touched 
with fire. 

With profound gratitude to God for a small place to work in His vine- 
yard, for the loyalty and love of the people with whom I labor, and for 
every hard won victory which has crowned the year, I submit this report.

DEDICATIONS: Two churches have been dedicated during the 
year. The beautiful $85,000 Park Boulevard structure in San Diego, W. 
B. Cole, pastor, was dedicated February 13 by Bishop Burns. 

On December 19 the new church at Tustin was dedicated with suit- 
able services by the District Superintendent. R. A. Sawyer, a supply pas- 
tor, led in this successful enterprise. 


WORLD SERVICE: There has been an appreciable increase in the 
“World Service” giving of the District over the previous year. In almost 
all of the Quarterly Conferences the World Service slogan, “Every Church 
Advancing,” was adopted. Every group was visited by deputation made 
up of the District Superintendent, Leonard Oeschli, District World Service 
Secretary, and Crawford Trotter, head of a District Organization for the 
promotion of special activities. 


EVANGELISM: Realizing with an ever-increasing conviction that 
all phases of our work are affected advantageously by renewed spiritual 
fervor on the part of the church, many of our pastors have been stressing 
Evangelism. There has been an aggregate of fifty-five weeks spent in 
Special Revival Services. Many of the most gratifying results have been 
those attending the “Visitation Evangelism” Campaigns. Laymen going 
to the homes of their friends to win them to the Master, are finding the 
joy of it and are requesting the privilege of other like efforts. As the result 
of the spiritual glow and earnest work of our pastors and laymen, there 
have been received into our church by Certificate and on Confession of 
Faith, 1392, and into preparatory Membership, 467. 


YOUNG PEOPLE: Nowhere in all the Southland can there be 
found a more wide-awake, consecrated and loyal company of young people 
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i istrict. These 
than those of the Epworth Leagues of the San Diego District. | 
Young People are not only active in their local and District Meetings but 
also in the Conference affairs. Many of these Epworthians attend the In-

stitute at the Pacific Palisades, and this year special honors were received 
by the Fullerton and Arlington Leagues—the former on efficiency and the 
latter on attendance. 


The District Epworth League Convention held the last of April and 
the first of May in the new Park Boulevard Church at San Diego was the 
most largely attended Epworth League District Convention of the Con- 
ference, there being 793 registrations. The program, and the plans devel- 
oped, were of a high order. 


RELIGIOUS EDUCATION: There are under the supervision of 
J. L. Corley, twenty local Teacher Training Classes with a total enroll- 
ment of 210. The following charges report. Daily Vacation Bible Schools: - 
Chula Vista, Fullerton, Hemet, Highgrove, Huntington Beach, La Mesa, 
Orange, First and Richland Avenue, Santa Ana, San Diego First and Trin- 
ity, San Jacinto and Wintersburg, with an aggregate attendance of 1298. 
Two Standard Schools were held on the District and a third was held in 
cooperation with the Pasadena District at Redlands. The two for the Dis- 
trict were at San Diego First Church and at El Centro. These three 


schools enrolled a total of 201 in attendance, 94 of these being credit 
students. 


WOMEN’S SOCIETIES: In almost every church the Ladies’ Aid 
Society is functioning in a big way. Amounts aggregating approximately 
$30,000 have been raised. The social and spiritual life of the church has 
been advanced also by these good women. 


COMMENT ON THE DISTRICT CHARGES: Methodism was 
never a greater factor in the community life of Anaheim than today. B. 


S. Haywood’s popularity increases steadily. There is an attendance of 
200 at the mid-week services. 
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At Asbury Church, San Diego, a number of the rooms of the new 
church that were left unfinished last year have been completed and fur- 
nished, making possible the departmentalizing of the Sunday School. The 
auditorium has been newly seated, a new parsonage has been purchased 
and the church indebtedness not increased but considerably decreased, 


Arlington, Riverside, has raised $23,000 for a new Sunday School unit 
and Recreational Hall. W. L. Dexter is deservedly popular. 


One of the banner charges of the District is Banning. It is the “high- 
est up” charge—in elevation. Every phase of the work is looking upward 
and one wonders just to what height Leonard Oeschli and his people 
might aspire. A new site has been selécted for a suitable church edifice. 

_ No church of the District has but on a more definite and comprehen- 
sive program than has Brawley. “Church Night” is an outstanding achieve- 
ment, with an aggregate of 4000 in attendance for the year. Every item 
of community interest connects up somewhere with the Methodist Church. 
Electrically lighted road signs direct the strangers our way. 

On June 1, Arthur Hobson, after three years of excellent work at 
Calexico, was chosen for the Santa Barbara Avenue pastorate in Los An- 
geles. Myron Insko, a returned missionary from India, was placed in 
charge of our work in this important field on the Mexican border. 

At Central Church, San Diego, there was also an interchange between 
Los Angeles and the San Diego Districts, Wilfred Kent, who had given 
to Central a conspicuous ministry of four years, was placed at Annandale 
and W. Clyde Beecher was stationed at Central. Brother Beecher is hav- 
ing a fine beginning in this difficult field. 

A. E. Schultz, after six years at El Centro, has left so much work un- 
done that he is expected back for another year. 

Escondido is being served by J. M. Barnhart in a most acceptable 
manner. The work is moving steadily forward. Brother Barnhart has 
rendered invaluable service as a group leader. 

C. R. Garver is having a good pastorate at Elsinore. With a new 
edifice splendidly equipped and with an ample dining room for community 
service, a fine impact is being made upon the city. 

Chula Vista is one of our better charges. James A. Sutton has had a 
happy year in the closing of his ministry. The church at Corona received 
fifty into full membership and twenty-three into Preparatory Membership. 

Our community enterprise at Costa Mesa is united and harmonious. 
Fifteen thousand dollars is subscribed toward a much needed new church, 

The church, community hall and parsonage at Fallbrook have been 
thoroughly renovated and painted. A concrete platform, steps and walk 
have added much to the appearance of the property. M. W. Bennett has 
also increased the church membership. 

At Fullerton a new church site has been purchased at the cost of 
$14,000. A campaign for funds for a new building resulted in a subscrip- 
tion of $126,000. There have been advances in membership, Sunday School 
and Epworth League. 


Garden Grove: At the beginning of the Conference year an exchange 
was effected with the consent of Bishop Burns between George Graff, who 
had been stationed here, and J. M. Ocheltree of Lancaster. It has been 
a good year; substantial increases in membership and salary have resulted. 
The entire indebtedness of $7000 has been paid. 

Notwithstanding the most discouraging year financially, the work at 
Heber and Verde has progressed under the leadership of Quintin P. Royer. 
A new church building is in prospect. ; 

At Hemet $7500 has been paid on the debt, leaving less than $10,000 


to be met, 
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Highgrove: The new social hall and educational plant was dedicated 
free from debt on July 24. A good revival, a successful Daily Vacation 
Bible School, a “live” Epworth League have given inspiration to all. The 
parsonage has been remodeled and renovated. ee 

There has been a hundred per cent gain in World Service giving and 
the payment for indebtedness and improvements of $800 in our Holtville 
charge. N. H. Hudson has given a splendid service. 

There are two items of outstanding interest in the work of Huntington 
Beach Methodism this past year: the “Church Night” program sponsored 
by groups of laymen, and the Daily Vacation Bible School. 

Church membership, Sunday School Attendance, World Service giving 
and pastor’s salary have all advanced at La Habra. Twenty-four hundred 
dollars has been paid this year on indebtedness. 


J. W. Mahood was never more in the hearts of the people at La Mesa. 
He is to return. 

Mission Hills, San Diego, while not large in membership, is one of 
San Diego’s best churches. The salary was raised this year $600 and 
$500 has been paid on indebtedness. 

Sheridan Phillips has had a good year at National City and is greatly 
beloved by his people. Five hundred and eighty-three dollars has been 
paid on improvements and indebtedness. 


Newport and Balboa: This circuit is important, not only because of 
local interests, but because opportunity is given during the summer months 
of ministering to hundreds of vacationists. Henry Stockton has made fine 
contacts and has rendered a conspicuous service. 

The new church at Normal Heights, San Diego, has not yet been 
completed because of financial difficulties; the main auditorium, however, 
is finished and is a masterpiece of beauty and utility. There is at present 
a $45,000 indebtedness unprovided for. The value of the property is con- 
servatively estimated at $100,000. 


Oceanside: A net gain in members and World Service far beyond 
previous giving affords joy to the pastor, R. J, Coyne. Brother Coyne be- 
longs to the community in a real sense; he is in demand as a speaker and 
is also the President of the local school board. 

W. W. Hull reports a net gain in membership at Orange of AGN 
Community Daily Vacation Bible School was conducted with 150 average 
attendance. 


Park Boulevard, San Diego: W. B. Cole has had a tremendous task 
and has won an honored place in San Diego Methodism. He attempted 
the impossible and has achieved a victory. Park Boulevard Church stands 
as a challenge to any who speak of “hard jobs”. The indebtedness is all 
provided for and the work is thoroughly organized. 

W. E. Edgin reports with joy the deeding of a six-room bungalow to 
the Richland Avenue Church, Santa Ana, as a parsonage property. There 
have been during the year 55 accessions by Certificate and Confession and 
30 additions to the preparatory membership. 


Riverside First: At a recent Quarterly Conference, it was voted to 
appoint a Building Committee. A School of Evangelism conducted over a 
three weeks’ period by Dr. Frank W. Dell netted 150 decisions for Christ. 
This is a great church and J. L. Gillies is a great preacher and pastor. The 
World Service quota was exceeded by $605 


Riverside Grace: William Harkness has had a year of steady gains. 


A campaign is on for the payment of the entire indebtednes the ch 
with only $1500 more needed. s of the church, 
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Seventy-four by certificate, a hundred and three by confession of faith 
and forty-five into preparatory membership indicate something~of Frank 
Linder’s success in First Church, San Diego. There was an average at- 
tendance of 130 on the Daily Vacation Bible School; $2,000 was paid on 
repairs and improvements. This is “the Church of the Cross, the Chimes 
and the Crowds’. 

A new parsonage has been purchased and almost completely paid for 
at San Jacinto. Seven hundred dollars has been spent on church property 
Improvement. Constructive work along all lines has been done by H. H. 
Weyant. 


C. F. Seitter has had a year of remarkable success at First Church, 
Santa Ana. Seventy-five have been received by letter and on Confession 
and 21 into Preparatory membership. With an increase in World Service 
of $2349 over the previous year, and a total of $7500, Santa Ana leads the 
District. 

Santa Fe Springs had a fire that totally destroyed the church, com- 
munity hall and parsonage properties. This intrepid band of workers un- 
der the inspiring leadership of Crawford Trotter are-now building again 
and this time with material that is fire proof. 

JES: Troxell has achieved a notable victorv in the Trinity Church, 
San Diego. This is one of the finest of our San Diego churches but a bur- 
densome debt stood in the way of success. The challenge was taken up by 
es Troxell and the debt of $21,000 has been lowered to less than 


WINTERSBURG: A substantial increase in membership and Sun- 
day School attendance, a men’s organization with an enrollment of over 
one hundred, a library sending out over 1200 books a year, and from 50 
to 100 young people attending evening service, is the report of J. R. Car- 
penter, pastor of this rural charge. : 

John Engle has had a good year at Yorba Linda. Every item of the 
church work shows an increase. with a hundred per cent advance in World 
Service. $1000 was paid on indebtedness. 

Supply charges: Cardiff. Encinitas, Coronado. Alamoria, and Mul- 
berry. Encanto, Indio, Imperial, Murietta and Wildomar. Nestor, Olinda, 
Winchester, Inwood, San Marcos, Santee. and Tustin are each cared for 
by those not members in effective relation in our Conference. In some 
of these charges very exceptional work is being done 

J. S. McCollum is operating a community plav-ground in connection 
with the Encanto Church that rivals any on the District. 

At Encinitas Lawson Watkins, a young local preacher has captured 
a band of young people, seventy in number. 

Indio Methodism under the remarkably efficient leadership of A. L. 
Bear has reached its best day. 

Robert D Porter has brought to life again our Nestor organization. 
There has heen an increase in membership amounting to 309 per cent: win- 
dows have heen repaired and decorated. piano furnished, lights installed, 
a fine pulpit seat provided. with many additional improvements. 

Inwood, with W. R. Weckerly, another lay preacher, is building a 
reinforced concrete church and paying for it as they proceed. There has 
heen a 33 per cent gain in members. : ‘ 

J. W. Carson has led his people at Murietta and Wildomar into a new 
place of distinction. Sunday School increased; a good Epworth League 
organized; the church and parsonage properties renovated and painted; 
these are some of the achievements of the year. , 

W. F. Taylor is doing effective service in the difficult field of Im- 
perial, The complete indebtedness of $300 has been liquidated. 
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At Alamorio and Mulberry, George Berry, also a lay preacher, has had 
a great year. Every benevolence in full, debt paid, and people converted. 


FURTHER COMMENT: Six churches exceed the amounts appor- 
tioned for World Service, Alamorio and Mulberry, Banning, Indio, River- 
side First, Santa Ana First, and Santa Fe Springs. 

Twenty-six charges made gains over the previous year; these were:

BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Your Board of Education brings report of a year of fine achievement 
by the four great movements in which the educational life of the con- 
ference groups itself, the Pacific Palisades Assemblies, the Epworth 
League with its Institutes, the Church Schools and the University of 
Southern California. Other smaller institutions within the. bounds of the 
Conference are doing excellent work which this Board highly appreciates 
and heartily commends. Each of these will, in some other form, be 
reported to you so are not mentioned at length here. 


During the past year your Board has steadily tried to carry out the 
spirit and legislation of the last General Conference as it grouped under 
one organization these varied educational activities of our Church, seek- 
ing in every possible way to foster these important interests and it 1s 
glad to report that in this matter there has been marked advance. The 
discussion of this question of correlation in Training Schools, Institutes 
and Board Meetings has been marked by open-mindedness and willingness 
to make any readjustments that would lead to better results. In a number 
of our churches the process of correlation has gone on until organization 
lines have disappeared and the young life brought under one general 
system of training. And we recommend all our churches to go forward 
as fast as possible in this work of unifying the training of their youth. 


PACIFIC PALISADES: Once again, under direction of Oren B. 
Waite, the Pacific Palisades has given a program of very high order and 
has thus enabled our Church to make a large contribution to the higher 
educational life of this Southland. Its program was preceded by the 
annual meeting of the Southern California Holiness Association, which 
this year drew very large audiences and made a deep impression on those 
attending and demonstrated that the deepest spiritual life could be at 
home in a marked educational center. 


The courses in Cultural Life, the School of Religious Education, the 
Daily Vacation Bible School were noteworthy adjuncts of the Assembly 
Program. This program revolved around the general theme of “ The 
New Americanism” and brought together fcr the discussion of this and 
kindred themes a group of the ablest men of the lecture platform. Its 
breadth of spirit was shown by the coming of one of Scotland’s religious 
leaders who brought the old world view on social and industrial problems, 
and one of China’s own sons gave an inside view of China’s life. While 
other noted speakers of varied schools gave expression to the breadth and 
devotion of the Assembly ideals. For the Assembly proper we were privi- 
leged to have brought to us four great leaders of our own church: Harry 
F. Ward, Lynn Harold Hough, Bishop Geo. A. Miller and our own Bishop 
Burns. The attendance was larger this than in former years; yet this 
Assembly needs to be taken more to our hearts. So few of our own 
people were present. 


It was fitting that the real summer program should close with The 
Interdenominational Conference on The Christian Way of Life, and it 
was in itself a very notable gathering. If the Association had made 
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possible no other gathering this summer than this it would have done 
a very fine thing for the cause of Christ 


The Association is to be congratulated on the whole program. 
And our Church has honored itself by making all this possible. 


EPWORTH LEAGUES: No finer group can be found in our 
churches than that of the Epworth League. The young life of the League 
is earnestly trying to adjust itself to both the needs of the Church and 
the program of the Church. It does not seek to be organized for selfish 
interests but in the finest way is eagerly entering into every kind of 
plan that spells the larger life of the church. Heartily in sympathy with 
the movement to avoid waste of effort by overlapping organizations, it 
stands ready to move towards this; but asks that, until the General 
Conference shall have decided on its program, no definite steps be taken 
to change the present relations, 


Institutes and rallies of various kinds were held during the winter 
and three large summer Institutes. As the hosts of young people assem- 
bled in these faced the problems of the Church they faced the problems 
of their own lives and scores and scores of them were led to a new 
dedication, while many a youth saw for the first time the challenge of 
the Christ and yielded their hearts to Him. The spiritual tide rose high 
and the outlook among our young people is very encouraging. There 
are 260 Senior Leagues, with over 9,000 members and 120 Junior Leagues 
with 3,500 enrolled. All of which spells a fine day for tomorrow. 


DEPARTMENT OF CHURCH SCHOOLS: Ten years have 
passed since the Annual Conference met in this church. Since then there 
have been many fine achievements. In these years our CHURCH 
SCHOOL ENROLLMENT shows an increase of over forty thousand, 
(our present enrollment is over a hundred and ten’ thousand) with an 
increase in the average attendance of more than twenty thousand. 
Twenty-six hundred more officers and teachers are at work now than 
then. 

ACCESSIONS to the church from the Church Schools alone have 
during these years amounted to nearly thirty-five thousand. In nineteen 
seventeen there was scarcely an adequate Church-School building in the 
conference. Today we have scores of the finest in the land, for which 
our conference has spent millions of dollars. Better than three-fourths 
of our schools have been closely graded and departmentalized as far as 
equipment has permitted. While thirty-five hundred officers and teachers 
have received credits in our Standard Training Courses, besides thousands 
of others who have taken a course without credit. Leadership and teacher 
training has become a marked feature in the school life of our Conference. 

Up to within six years ago there was not a Vacation Bible School 
held in any of our churches in this conference. Now the number of such 
schools is great and is yearly increasing at such rate that soon every 
church will be holding one of its own or participating in a community 
movement, and so that this may speedily come we recommend that in 
every church a committee be appointed which shall be responsible for 
holding such a school next summer. 

Thirty of our churches have paid Directors of. Religious Education, 
and many others more or less effective vounteer directors of this work. 

Competent Community Boards of Religious Education have sprung 
up under whose direction week-day classes of Religious Education are 
being organized. : 

Influenced by all these things and by vigorous separate campaigns 
for legislative permission to conduct Week-day Religious Education on 
released time, a tremendous sentiment is developing throughout the state 
which will soon sweep away all obstacles to this movement and give to 
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would urge all our pastors to take increasing interest in this larger edu- 
cational program, putting our churches forcefully back of it until we make 
religion a vital part in the education of today. , 

Very much of this is due to the wise planning and able leadership 
of our Conference Director, Jesse L. Corley, who has given himself un- 
stintedly to this great work, who has ever in his fertile brain larger and 
better plans and who has become the acknowledged leader of religious 
education outside our own church. God was good to us when He gave 
us this capable worker, and your Board very sincerely expresses here its 
hearty appreciation of his work and as earnestly asks his reappointment 
to this field. 

Your Board would urge an increasing emphasis in our church schools 
of the constant danger imperilling our national prohibition law so that 
our youth may be trained to the utmost loyalty to this fundamental 
law of our land. 

An event of unusual importance occurs next summer in the coming 
of the World Sunday School Convention to Los Angeles. To this im- 
portant work this will bring a great inspiration and uplift. Your Board 
asks that you accord the privilege cf the floor for a few minutes to 
Mr. W. A. Pearce, the great Sunday School worker to speak on this 
Convention. 

In view of the facts just given we feel we are justified in calling on 
this Conference to project larger plans for this important work. Indeed, 
if we are to justify ourselves for the investment made we must plan 
greater things. The work done, though surpassing that of any other 
conference has largely been laying the foundations. On this we must 
rear a larger building. No challenge is quite so great as that of the 
religious education of our youth. And to this task we must bring a new 
vision, a new spirit’ and endeavor. This conference ought soon to in- 
crease the working force of our central office. We ought to bring to that 
office an expert in work for youth. That office ought to be more adequately 
financed. As a Board we are asking the same appropriation as last year; 
but it ought to be much more. We cannot do big things on small 
finances. 

We bespeak the heartiest cooperation of every pastor in the schools 
for leadership and teacher training planned for by the International 
Council of Religious Education of which there are to be forty within the 
bounds of this conference. They may mean very much to our workers if 
we use them. 

Until legislation in our state makes it possible to secure released time 
from our public schools for religious instruction we ought as far as pos- 
sible to secure “After School Hour” classes. 

Your Board presents the following memorial to the General Confer- 
ence touching on Sunday School literature: 


TO THE GENERAL CONFERENCE OF 1928: “We desire to ex- 
press our deep appreciation of the progressive and open-minded policy 
pursued by the editors of our Church School literature and for the scholar- 
ly and spiritually-minded leadership which they are giving to the church in 
this important department of our work. The excellence of this literature 
is attested by the fact that it commands the respect and attention of other 
denominations and of trained workers all over the world. It increasingly 
commends itself to our Methodist constituency and is making phenomenal 
gains in circulation in the Church Schools of our own denomination. 

We would, therefore, respectfully memorialize the General Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church to be held in Kansas City in May 1928 
earnestly requesting that there be no backward step taken in the editorial 
policy employed in our Church School literature, and that in respect to the 
interpretation of our religious faith and values it be permitted to be done in 
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the full light of thoroughly established scientific truth and genuine educa- 
tional and psychological methods of approach.” 

UNIVERSITY OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA: Under the very 
able administration of Pres. Von KleinSmid our University has had an- 
other year of ¢onspicuous success. How he has done it all has been a 
marvel. 

The enrollment in all departments for the past year was over 15,000 
and 1,350 students were graduated from the University last June. 

_The University has added several pieces of property in Los Angeles 
during the past year and by special arrangement with a group of alumni a 
dormitory for men was completed which will house a hundred and fifty. 

_. The University is now in the process of constructing a student-union 
building of four stories which will add materially to the office space of the 
University and release rooms now being used as offices for classrooms, as 
well as providing the student book store and other activities of the student 
body organization. 


_ Plans are being drawn for a new classroom building for the College of 
Liberal Arts which will cost in the neighborhood of $200,000. 

The University granted its first Ph. D. Degree in the field of education 
to David Lefever in June. Ph. D. work is now béing carried on in the fol- 
lowing departments: French, English, Philosophy, Sociology, and Ed- 
ucation. 

The University added two new deans this year. After nearly a quar- 
ter of a century of service in the College of Law, Dean Frank Porter as- 
sumed an emeritus relationship, and Dr. Justin Miller was appointed to suc- 
ceed him. Dr. Miller is recognized as one of the outstanding legal scholars 
in the United States and has already proved his great worth. Dr. Reid Mc- 
Clung was appointed Dean of the College of Commerce. He is a gradu- 
ate of Cornell and New York Universities, an author in the field of econom- 
ics and a man of large experience in metropolitan institutions. There were 
also added some thirty new faculty members. 

Over ten thousand books have this year been added to the library, 
which now has 106,000 books and pamphlets. A library building is one of 
the outstanding present needs of the University. 

In the School of religion there has been a marked interest. The enroll- 
ment throughout the year has been 232. 

A radical change was made a little more than a year ago in degrees. 
Instead of the degree of Bachelor of Divinity, which has been offered in 
the School as a graduate degree for 90 units of credit subsequent to Bache- 
lor of Arts, two new degrees were offered: First: the degree of Bachelor 
of Religion, equal to the requirement for the Bachelor of Arts degree with 
the special requirement of 30 units as a major in the School of Religion. 
Second: the degree of Master of Theology or the equvialent, upon the com- 
pletion of 20 graduate units and a thesis, with special requirements of speci- 
fied prerequisites. This new arrangement was made after mature study, in 
order to solve the problem of the anomaly, previously existing, in the grant- 
ing of a baccalaureate degree for three years of graduate work. Although 
it is a new departure in the sphere of theological education and is men- 
tioned again this year that its value may be clearly seen, yet it is felt to be 
a logical plan and its adoption justified by all the requirements in the case. 

With the adoption of this plan the graduate work of the School of Re- 
ligion is definitely integrated with the organization and requirements of the 
Graduate Council of the University and has been so operated during the 
past year. The result has been a steady strengthening and improvement of 
the graduate work of the School of Religion and the first year’s working of 
the new plan is entirely satisfactory. 


Financial Program. ’ ¢ ’ 
Gifts have come to the University during the course of the last year 


amounting to nearly three-fourths of a million dollars. However, the ex- 
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panding needs of the institution are such that it will be necessary to greatly 
increase the amount of our budget endowment. To that end the University 
has dedicated a definite program culminating in 1930 which will enable us 
to properly celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of the founding of the institu- 
tion. Plans for addition to the financial resources of the institution have 
been laid over a period of the last five months. 


The Board of Trustees of the University at its regular meeting held 
September 26th,.1927, voted to recommend for election to membership in 
the Board of Trustees the following named persons: Bishop Charles 
Wesley Burns, Andrew M. Chaffey, Ernest P. Clarke, C. I. D. Moore, 
J. W. Oakley. Harry G. Philp, W. P. Watts, Raphael Herman, Elmer E. 
Helms, and Walter C. Buckner, and your board moves their election. 


In addition, two honored members of this body, for years members of 
the Board of Trustees, were made honorary members: J. B. Green and 
Ezra A. Healy. 


A long hoped for project vital to the religious life of the University is 
about to be realized, viz: the building of the University Church near the 
college campus. And we highly commend the present University Church 
for its courage and wisdom in undertaking this enterprise. The site pur- 
chased, the plans adopted, all show that this church will minister to the 
need of this great student body. The building necessary for this work will 
cost more than this church alone can meet; but we do assure the alumni 
and friends of the University that this institution for character building is 
worthy of their most generous support. 

In view of the urgent need of the University, with other institutions of 
the Conference for larger financial support, your Board asks that a Com- 
mission be appointed which shall make a full survey of the entire Confer- 
ence and its needs, meeting from time to time during the coming year and 
discovering for us the total demand and devising such program as shall 
adequately face and meet the total need; said Commission to report to the 
next session of the Conference.

PACIFIC PALISADES 


The year at Pacific Palisades has been one of struggle and achieve- 
ment. Building on the splendid physical foundation secured to the church 
by the foresight of Charles H. Scott and the group of men associated with 
him, the Association has made during the year some marked progress to- 
ward the realization of its purposes. Early in the year the retirement of 
Chas. H. Scott from the presidency, after six years of difficult and sacri- 
ficial pioneering service, brought about some marked changes in organiza- 
tion and business policy. The offices of Chairman of the Board and Presi- 
dent of the Association were merged, and Walter Armacost was made 
President. Responsibility for financial direction devolved upon the Finance 
Committee and the direct management of the properties upon the Execu- 
tive Vice President. Necessary changes in the By-Laws of the Associa- 
tion were formulated by the attorney and adopted by the Board of Trus- 
tees, and your approval of these changes is hereby requested. 

The purchase of the Huntington Palisades properties brought to the 
Association very heavy financial obligations amounting to more than 
$2,500,000 covering purchase price and improvements. It is unfortunate 
that this purchase was followed by a slackening of real estate activities 
throughout Southern California. The effects of this were a disappointment 
to the sales hopes which had been entertained with reference to our hold- 
ings and consequently in the revenues which had been expected from this 
source. At the beginning of 1927 a sharp financial crisis confronted the 
Association. With the hearty cooperation of our financial supporters and 
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advisors we were able in part to meet the situation and to postpone for 
a time consideration of further funded financing. A six months’ program 
was formulated by the executive offices and Finance Committee and ap- 
Proved by the underwriters. This has been the basis of activities since 
March Ist. Under it we have steadily improved our position. Since the be- 
ginning of the year we have retired $300,000 in bonded indebtedness. If 
we were now to refinance our obligations to carry us to the end of 1928, 
it would require $500,000 less than would have been required on March 
i 1927, In other words, there has been a net improvement of $800,000 in 
approximately eight months. Meanwhile we have reduced expenditures by 


$91,000 and increased our income by $10,000, as compared with the same 
period for 1926. 


__ This statement, however, does not mean that the Association is not 
still facing very serious financial problems growing out of our extensive 
holdings and the necessity of improving them. The Finance Committee 
1s now working on plans which look toward the solution of these per- 
plexing problems, which plans will be ready for announcement at the 
annual meeting of the Board of Trustees in November. Meanwhile it 
should not be forgotten that the public auditors who reviewed the accounts 
of the Association in March reported an excess Of assets over all liabili- 
ties of $3,177,732. These figures were based upon an appraisal of 1923, 
and took no account of the appraisal of 1926 upon which our financing 
was based. An audit based on this latter appraisal would show an increase 
in our net assets of more than twice the sum above named. 


Religious and Educational Activities 


Our grounds were never in such demand as during the season which 
has just closed. The purpose to make at Pacific Palisades a great center 
for the gathering of religious and educational conferences is steadily being 
realized. Our five different centers were fully occupied for the months 
of July and August and well on into September by twenty-nine different 
groups. The total number of organizations using our grounds during the 
year was fifty-five, the number of groups being smaller and the average 
stay longer than in 1926. 


The Pacific Palisades Summer Schools and Assembly report a 20 per 
cent increase in attendance. The season’s program has received more wide- 
spread and hearty commendation than any program heretofore given, 
Press notices have increased 65 per cent over 1926. Built about the 
general theme “The New Americanism,” the assembly addresses and the 
class disctissions had a freshness in appeal and a reference to the vital 
problems of our civic and religious life which held the interest of at- 
tendants throughout the summer. : 

One of the outstanding events of the season was the second session 
of the Interdenominational Conference on the Christian Way of Life. 
Very late in the season Jesse L. Corley was asked to assume responsibility 
for the organization of this conference and the selection of the program 
personnel. The splendid success of the gathering is largely due to his 
efficient management. Representatives of ten different religious groups 
appeared on the platform, and for ten days the vital problems of Protes- 
tant Christianity were earnestly considered in an atmosphere thoroughly 
devotional and evangelistic. No gathering on our grounds has awakened 
more enthusiasm than did this Conference. Given a proper support by our 
ministers and churches this movement will develop into a gathering com- 
parable to the Mount Hermon and Northfield Conferences in the east. 


Board of Trustees 


No report would fairly represent Pacific Palisades Association which 
did not recognize the sacrificial service of the men who compose the Board 
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of Trustees. Without compensation they have given lavishly of their time 
and thought to this great enterprise of the church. What is true of all is 
particularly true of the group of men who compose the Finance Commit- 
tee and who for the past year have borne very heavy managerial respon- 
sibilities. Three of the best financial minds in Southern California, two of 
of whom are not connected with our own church, one of our District 
Superintendents, and one of the leading laymen of the Southern California 
Conference, compose this Committee. These men are giving time and 
ability which money could not buy. When the Pacific Palisades Associa- 
tion achieves its success and solves the problems which now confront it, 
credit for the achievement will lie largely with these men who have 
guided its affairs through the difficult months of the past year and who 
will continue to guide it during the difficult months ahead. 

In conformity with the requirements of the By-Laws of the Associa- 
tion, this Conference should nominate fifteen individuals who will be eligi- 
ble to membership in the Board of Trustees. By vote of the Board of 
Trustees the following are submitted, for your approval: A. N. Dike, 
R. C. Gillis, John G. Hill, A. J. Hughes, Willsie Martin, O. B. Waite, A. 
V. Stoughton, E. P. Clark, C. F. Seitter, E. L. Koenig, W. H. Day, W. 
R. Morehouse, A. Ray Moore, F. M. Couch, and Frank Taggart. 

In closing this report let me assure the Conference that the Pacific 
Palisades Association holds steadily to the great educational and religious 
purposes to which it was dedicated in the beginning, and under the bless- 
ing of God proposes to realize them. The members of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference can contribute the one thing needed more than money 
for the successful achievement of these fundamental purposes and ideals:

SPANISH AMERICAN INSTITUTE 


The past twelve months measure a year in which much has been ac- 
complished and new levels of achievements have been attained. A year 
ago our Board of Directors was increased from 15 to 25 members. The 
wisdom of this move has been amply demonstrated in our financial gains. 

We closed our fiscal year June 30th instead of September 30th. 
Our audit showed a net gain for the nine months period ending June 
30th of $5,653 exclusive of depreciation. A year ago we were $8,000 in 
debt, a little over half of which was covered by subscriptions. Today our 
indebtedness has been reduced to $1,000, and last Sunday the First Metho- 
dist Church of Los Angeles raised more than this amount for our work, 
and has brought to Conference for our credit a check for this amount 
which covers this last $1,000 of indebtedness. Pomona, Pasadena, Los 
Angeles and Long Beach have contributed nearly two thirds of the sup- 
port. which we have received from the entire Conference, but other com- 
munities are gradually awakening to the fact that the Spanish-American 
Institute exists and merits their support. The Pasadena and San Diego 
District Epworth Leagues have supported our work in a splendid manner.

responsibility in the new era which has dawned for our sister republic, 

In our own eyes we are instilling into the hearts of tomorrow’s leaders, 
habits of industry and honesty and ideals of service. We believe that we 
have as fine a group of boys and young men as is to be found anywhere. 
It is our constant prayer that our student body which is a little larger 
than a year ago, may be fired with an evangelical spirit which will send 
forth our choicest young men aflame with religious zeal. We have 
faith to believe that such a day is near at hand. 


Our student body is a little larger than a year ago and “Looks 
better every year.” Our faculty personnel is the same this year as last, 


-which means that we have a better faculty than a year ago. Forgetting 


the year that is past, with one accord we are pressing forward to the work 
of the new year upon which we have already entered—looking ever to

PLAZA COMMUNITY CENTER 


Once more it is possible for us to report substantial progress in both 
the organization and building departments of this missionary enterprise. 
Having been asked to move our temporary bungalows from the rented 
site which we have occupied, it was decided that the only thing to do was 
to present the facts and make an appeal to our many friends for funds 
sufficient to prepare the Social Service unit for partial occupancy. The 
work being done will give us a building with a complete exterior finish, 
and will make available the basement and two floors for the social service 
work. 

The record of service for the past year shows 10,136 registrations at 
the desk; 6769 telephone calls, 2808 letters written; 4482 interviews re- 
garding all kinds of problems and difficulties; and 1926 legal interviews. 
Two workers conducted and assisted in 184 jail services; 2040 pieces 
of Christian literature given out together with 94 gospels and portions 
of the Scriptures. Garments given to the destitute numbered 350 and food 
to the value of $55.35 was distributed. There were 249 clinic days, with 
a total of 3778 patients, of which 814 were free patients and 672 were 
new cases. Free medicines were given to the amount of $403.37, while 
approximately $1700 received from patients for medicines and treatments 
marks the largest amount ever so received. 

Our church continues to evidence a vigorous life in all of its de- 
partments, with fine attendance upon all of the different meetings. 

Our clinic has made splendid advance during the past year. The 
dental clinic has been reopened with two fine, Christian dentists in charge, 
while a neurologist and a woman physician have been added to our medi- 
cal staff. 

Our General Aid department, which includes employment for women 
and legal welfare work has moved forward. 

The Christian Training School kept up its program of instruction 
in the regular courses of study and will open for the fall semester about 
the middle of October. 

Our Children’s Home continues in its saving and constructive work, 
educating and training these children, from whom we expect well pre- 
pared and truly consecrated Mexican leaders to comie in the future. Dur- 
ing this year Miss Mae Fuller has come to us as an addition to the 
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Children’s Home staff, giving us an unusually competent group of workers 
in charge of this very important work. The Home has been in operation 
for four years, and is constantly adding new friends to its list of sup- 
porters. 

We call upon all who are interested in this great missionary and 
evangelizing enterprise to “stand by” with their prayers and their means 
until this building, for adequately housing this Christian ministry, shall 


have been fully completed.

METHODIST HOSPITAL OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


The year just closed has been one of struggle, doubtless the greatest 
in the history of the Institution. General business conditions have not 
been good. Thus, elective work has been eliminated, making our oc- 
cupancy line run low, with the percentage of exceedingly sick patients 
very high and requiring the maximum of care. It has made collections 
difficult and caused a great many requests for free and part pay care. 

With all of that; we have cared for 6576 patients, 999 of whom have 
been free or part pay. Their bills or discounts have amounted to $25,299. 
70,319 days of scientific, efficient, kindly, Christian care have been given 
during the year. Our average operating cost per patient per day has been 
slightly over $6 which compares very favorably with other similar insti- 
tutions. 3565 surgical operations have been performed, and 1020 babes 
born. With that large number of exceptionally sick patients, we have 
had but 257 deaths, a percentage far below the average for hospitals. 
This speaks for the character of the work of doctors and nurses far better 
than any words of mine. The expenses of the hospital for the past year 
have been approximately $539,900. 

Our School of Nursing, under the able leadership of Miss Forth, is 
fully accredited and of an exceptionally high rank from every standpoint 
It is one of the schools of the state which is given a diploma at the end 
of three years only thus making our graduates eligible to register in any 
state or to take post-graduate work in any school. Again and again, pa- 
tients and members of their families have complimented us upon the very 
high type of girls in our school. September first saw the admission of a 
ae ean of 52. Of this number, two are Indian, one Japanese and one 

panish. 

During this year, more than a score of the members of this Con- 
ference and several scores of the members of their families have been 
our guests at the Hospital and it has been a distinct privilege to serve 
them in an hour of need. 

Through no fault of any one, our financial problems are causing grave 
concern, but surely the Master and Methodism will not permit any 
cause to suffer which has given so freely of itself to minister to others 

In His Name” as has your Methodist Hospital of Southern California.

ARIZONA DEACONESS HOSPITAL 


To show you the growth of our institution in three years, our audit 
shows an increase of 102 per cent in, cash receipts, and 106 per cent in 
charity work. Also our audit shows an increase of $66,000 in assets, and 
a decrease of $2,000 in debts. In a growth as rapid as this, more than 
doubling our service in a period of three years, we have encountered a 
great many trying problems. 

It would be much easier to handle the problems if we were not grow- 
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ing so rapidly. A total number of 71 people are required in the service 
of the Hospital. 

The total number of deaths, as figured by the American College of 
Surgeons, was 71, or a percentage of 3.4 per cent. In other words, we 
have been able to send home, cured or much improved, almost 97 people 
out of 100 that came to us. Hospitals throughout the country are chang- 
ing rapidly from the old conception of the house of death, to that of 
the house of life. 


Our School of Nursing is improving constantly. We are proud of our 
organization, with eleven competent, experienced, trained nurses at the 
head of the different departments, with forty high grade, Christian girls 
as pupils of our Nurses Training School, as well as the other members of 
our working force, our President and members of the Executive com- 
mittee, as well as the members of the Board of Directors.

STATE OF THE CHURCH 


During the past winter our Bishops made a Careful study of the spirit- 
ual condition of the church and in their report say: 


“The Bishops are unanimous in their conviction that a piercing sense of 
the appalling spiritual need in the church can come only through the con- 
victing power of the Holy Spirit, and not by any attempt to discover some 
new human mechanism or to rely upon some cleverly conceived evangelistic 
method.” 


Your committee feels that one of the most hopeful signs lies in the 
fact that we are coming to realize and face our need. We must not forget 
that our goals have moved upward. A few years ago we were jubilant over 
the fact that we had raised a million dollars each for Home and Foreign 
Missions. Now we hang our heads in shame over a paltry eight millions 
for our benevolent causes. 


Our standards for Bible instruction have been raised. We have bet- 
ter equipment, more trained teachers, better planned instruction for various 
ages than ever before, and never have we been more alert for improvements 
than now. 


Our standards for Christian service have been raised. As never before, 
we are trying to meet the various needs of life. Our Ladies Aids, Epworth 
Leagues, Missionary societies, Brotherhoods, organized classes and half a 
score of other organizations, call for types of service entirely unknown to 
our grand-parents. The type of service of fifty years ago could not and 
should not meet the demands of the church today. 


No church is dead that feels in an ever increasing way its obligations, 
and resolves to meet them. We have a wonderful mechanism with which 
to do the work. While we may not have worked our mechanism too 
much, it is evident to our Bishops and to many others, that we have placed 
too much dependence upon it. We need to come to the place, where, with 
our Bishops: “Conscious of the necessity of intimate communion with, and 
the constant leadership of, the Holy Spirit in all our attempted service in 
behalf of the Kingdom of God,—we declare our purpose to help make the 
coming year but the beginning of years in the development of a victorious 
- evangelistic life in Methodism. For the realization of this purpose we reg- 
ister our reliance upon, and alliance with, Jesus Christ, our Redeemer and 
Master. We invoke the Holy Spirit to seal our pledge of service, to the end 
that Christ shall be crowned Lord of all lives and all life everywhere.’

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We believe the Gospel of Jesus Christ is the only solution for the ills 
of the world. This Gospel must become regnant in all of life’s relation- 
ships. The spirit of Christian Brotherhood must change modern un- 
Christian business practices. Business today is organized for unrestained 
personal profits. We believe this to be un-Christian, and profits should 
be earned upon the basis of service rendered. We must stand as a church 
against the exploitation of the weak by the strong, and we believe every 
man should have the same right before *the law. Wealth should not be 
able to buy immunity from punishment. The feeling that large thefts 
are safe and respectable is one of the most prolific causes of crime today. 
We stand for “even handed justice,” regardless of race, color, creed, or: 
state of affluence. 


° PROHIBITION: The liquor traffic is losing its grip upon American 
life; it is now on the defensive. Abolishing the saloon has been of great 
moral value to our commonwealth, and a great boon to the church. The 
good cannot be estimated, either morally or economically. 


The agents of vice are not going to give up. They are trying every way 
possible to bring back the liquor traffic with its accompanying vice. To 
maintain the ground already gained, and to further advance our cause, it 
will take a three-fold program: First, we must see to it that the officers 
elected are honest, and sympathetic toward the law. Second, we must 
stand back of both the law-makers, and all enforcement officers, com- 
mending their faithfulness. Third, we must inform the new generation of 
the evil effects of the liquor traffic. They must be taught that “Wine is a 
mocker, strong drink is raging; and whosoever is deceived thereby is not 
wise.” Liquor, corrupt politics and vice go hand in hand. 

We commend the work of the Anti-Saloon League, and endorse it as 
the agency for Christian civic co-operation in our fight against the enemies 
of temperance and decency. 


GAMBLING: We are being inundated by the spirit of gambling 
which is sweeping over our nation. Great race tracks are maintained, and 
tips on the races are freely distributed throughout the country. The 
slot-machine, and betting on school athletic contests are feeding the lust 
for gambling and wildcat speculation, which later brings financial and 
moral ruin. Playing for prizes in social clubs is but a feeder for the 
other, and more vicious forms of this evil. 


DIVORCE: The prevalence of divorce, and the ease with which it 
may be obtained, is undermining our American home-life. Let us urge 
our young people not to enter hastily, and thoughtlessly into the marriage 
relationship. Love means sacrifice, and life partnership. Marriage is a 
sacred contract, not a civil agreement. 


PRIZE FIGHTING: We commend the stand of our Department of 
Temperance and Prohibition at Washington, D. C. for its pronouncement 
against Prize Fighting. We believe, that no good purpose can be served 
by these exhibitions, and much harm is done the youth of our nation. 
Their ideals of manhood are lowered by these gladitorial exhibitions. 

We take note of the strong editorials appearing in the Los Angeles 
Examiner and the Los Angeles Times against the prize-fight evil and 


most heartily commend the same. We pled 
‘ € ‘ ge our hearty support to 
every effort being made against this evil. ‘. te 


RECREATION: The eight-hour day and the modern machine age 
have given us heretofore unthought of leisure hours. This brings us 
the problem of their use. It is the use of this leisure time which deter- 
mines our character. Commercialized amusement, with no cultural or 
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character building purpose, is bidding for everyone. The church must 
provide recreation suitable for all its varying age groups. We believe the 
church should sponsor the best in cultural entertainment which comes to 
the community. 

In America 20,000,000 people attend moving picture productions daily. 
The moving picture is here to stay. We feel that some method should be 
found whereby the church can recommend safe lists of productions. 


We must take a constructive and positive attitude on the recreation 
problem. 


SABBATH: Our churches are facing a determined effort on the part 
of commercialized entertainmént to divert the evening congregations to 
these places for profit. We must meet this condition with a challenging 
program, and should urge loyalty from all our people to this service. Let 
us proclaim the great truth that man is spirit, and cannot live by bread 
alone. Sabbath was made for man, and may it increasingly become an 
holy day unto the Lord, ministering to the deepest needs of human life. 

We believe the highest civilization can only be obtained and perpet- 
uated by true Christian living. We are, therefore, opposed to all social, 
economic, and political practices which tend to lower, or limit the highest 
spiritual development of the individual. 

The great heart of the church is, as ever, in sympathy with that vast 
army of men and women who do the world’s work, and carry its burdens. 
We concur in the action of the pastors of the Los Angeles District in 
opening their pulpits to representatives of the American Federation of 
Labor when they convene in Los Angeles.

Therefore, we believe the 
better way is not to stress benevolences so much directly, but to hold up 
the Christ, stress His love and passion for the world, and emphasize as the 
supreme motive in giving, not quotas and statistics, but The Christ, and 
His passion for the salvation of a lost world. 

We recommend, Christ and His Kingdom Conferences for the Dis- 
tricts, emphasizing our partnership with Christ in His Passion, calling us 
to repentance for having broken faith and brotherhood with the men 
and women who have gone out to represent us on the frontiers and 
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1 ivi t of worship

LOS ANGELES MISSIONARY AND CHURCH 
EXTENSION SOCIETY 


During the year the buildings which constitute the Church of All 
Nations have been dedicated. These buildings represent a net invest- 
ment of $250,000, and include the All Nations Clinic, the All Nations 
Community House, the All Nations Boys Club, and the All Nations 
Chapel. The title to these properties is held by the Society. The work 
as at present organized calls for the services of twenty-one upon its staff, 
and in the case of the Clinic twenty-four doctors give their services, in 
addition to the employed professional staff. The budget of this institu- 
tion is $46,187 this year, of which $20,500 will come from the Community 
Chest; $8000 from income producing departments; $2,350 from the 
Woman’s Home Missionary Society; $7,290 from the Board of Home Mis- 
sions; and the balance of $10,047 must be produced from the field and 
by the Los Angeles Missionary and Church Extension Society. During 
the past year this Society has expended in interest and taxes for this in- 
stitution, $3,650. It will be seen that the policy of the Board of Home 
Missions in providing maintenance funds over a period of seven years 
has resulted in a property now conservatively valued at $250,000, and a~ 
service to the east side the value of which cannot be reckoned in dollars. 
The All Nations Clinic alone rendered services last year which if they 
paid for at regular rates would have cost the people served $114,000. 


On May 22nd, 1927, the Saint Luke’s Methodist Episcopal Church 
was dedicated. This represents the first advance of the Society into that 
great field between Western Avenue and Sawtelle. This achievemnt has 
been made possible through the generosity of the Board of Home Missions 
and Church Extension, which loaned $17,000 for the site, and aided in 
the construction of the church, which is now in use. 


The payments due upon the University of California site have been 
made, and this property, which will give Methodism a superb location 
when the University is completed, is increasing steadily in value. 


_ During the year the Brooklyn Heights and the East 38th Street prop- 
erties have been sold. 


_The pastors of the Los Angeles district, after conferring upon the 
subject in their “Clearing House,” which meets monthly, decided upon 
the establishment of a Church Building Fellowship, which was adopted 
at the Annual Meeting. The effort is to raise a fund of $50,000, in multi- 
ples of $100 each. ‘These subscriptions will be subject to the call of the 
Board of Trustees, in sums of one-tenth of the original subscriptions, and 
will ue oes ~ Reel churches in strategic locations.

Site. 


The unpaid subscriptions in the Joint Campaign Fund for the Plaza 
and Church of All Nations, are being liquidated and a corresponding 
amount of debt for the Church of All Nations plant will have disappeared. 


G. Bromley Oxnam put ten years of his life into the work in this 
city, the results of which cannot be expressed in words. The securing of 
the gift from Messrs. Bush and Voorhis for the very fine Boys’ Building 
was a notable achievement, but this was surpassed by the contribution 
for the religious work of the plant which was made in the gift of the 
Chapel in memory of Walter Harrison Fisher. This donation was made 
by his family and is probably the most beautiful building of its kind in 
the City. Its cost, including the organ, was something over $30.000. Very 
fittingly a memorial tablet has been placed therein to Mr. Fisher, and 
also a suitable tablet recording the services of Bromley Oxnam was placed 
upon the Community House. But the record of such achievements 
cannot be “graven with a pen upon brass.” »

The standing of the deaconesses was approved. The secretary an- 
nounced the receipt of transfers of: Miss Pearl Kostenbader from Co- 
lumbia River Conference and Miss Marie Hoge from California Confer- 
ence and was instructed to request the transfers of Miss Elizabeth Board- 
man from the Ohio Conference, Miss Ethel Ristine and Miss Flora Cho, 
probationers in the first year from the St. Louis Conference.

A telegram from Miss Emma Wolfe, Phoenix, Ariz., requesting leave 
of absence, was read. On request of Dr. N. E. Davis, Miss Wolfe was 
left awaiting appointment. 

The case of Miss Marilla Williams was referred to the Board of 
Hospitals, Homes and Deaconess Work, for investigation and their 
special action. 

A letter was read from Irvin A. Engle, pastor of St. Marks Church, 
Los Angeles, asking if the Board could secure assistance in the support 
of a deaconess to promote Girls’ Club work and do parish visiting in St.

In the above list it will be seen that the property listed has come 
into our possession and has become an asset. The annuities are also in 
our hands but we will not receive a return from them until the death of 
the annuitants. The estate notes are also in that class. The underwritten 
subscriptions will not be collectable until the campaign is actually put on. 
This leaves as an amount to be collected at this time $327,835.97. We are 
very happy to be able to say that of this amount $295,000.00 has been 
collected or 90% of the total. I venture to say that fully 95% of the 
total. I venture to say that fully 95% of the total amount subscribed 
will be paid. Every dollar collected is put out at interest at once and 
the interest only is used to pay claims. 

We will not have done our full duty by this fund until we have put 
a full million into the treasury AND THIS CAN BE DONE. We should 
bend every effort to that task. Last year we added 351 years of claims 
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against the funds and the indications are that we will add at least 275 
years more this year. There is only one way to meet the situation and 
that is by adding to our capital and that must be our major task. ; 

With the uncertainty as to just how the legislation of the next session 
of the General Conference is going to affect this Conference the Com- 
mission believes we are not in a position at this session to formulate a 
definite program for the future. Several plans have been suggested but 
it would seem wise to hold them in abeyance until after next May. This 
is the advice of the office in Chicago. oe 

Our present task is to clean up the old subscriptions, get as many 
new as possible, and write a large number of annuities. We have written 
$59,500 in annuities this year and if every pastor would keep us in touch 
with the older people of the church we could greatly increase our an- 
nuity assets and provide them with a comfortable rate of interest during 
their lifetime.

CALIFORNIA STATE CHURCH FEDERATION 


In his introductory address at the last session of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America, the presi- 
dent, Bishop J. M. Moore, said: “The church must exist and function for 
humanity as a whole, and not for a small and select denominational group.” 
That this has been the policy of the Federal Council for twenty-eight 
years and that of the California State Church Federation for more than 
fourteen years is well known to you all. It is safe to say that the work 
of the State Church Federation during the past year has been the most 
effective and has dealt with a larger number of cooperative church inter- 
ests than any year in its history. It is not possible to give in detail the 
work of the office in its various departments or any adequate account 
of the personal work of the secretary in this brief report. 


PERSONAL WORK: The secretary has filled something over 132 
engagements during the year, more than one-half of them being speaking 
' engagements, before church audiences and other organizations, besides 
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many calls requiring interviews in the interest of our work and for the 
securing of individual contributions to provide for our budget. 

It was our privilege to attend the Annual Meeting of the Federal 
Council of Churches in Minneapolis last fall and to spend part, of two 
weeks in Sacramento in the interest of legislative matters pertaining to 
the work of the State Church Federation. During the year it was also 
our duty to present a petition to the so-called Athletic Association of the 
State against licensing the Wrigley Field in Los Angeles for prize fight- 
ing. This work was undertaken at the request of the churches and public 
school officials in that part of the city. 

The work of the secretary and his office during the political cam- 
paigns in the interest of moral issues and against the immoral movements 
in most caSes were not only successful but required much time and large 
sums of money. Through the very generous cooperation. and contribu- 
tions of certain individuals who gave their money especially for these 
campaigns, they were financed without involving the budget adopted by 
the executive committee. In cooperation with other organizations we sent 
out more than 3,000,000 copies of circulars, dealing with the questions on 
the ballot at the Annual State election, and we rejoice in the effectiveness 
of this kind of campaigning for moral welfare. 


Our Comity Councils in the state, with headquarters at San Fran- 
cisco, Fresno and Los Angeles, have been most effective in promoting 
cooperation in church work, eliminating unnecessary competition and 
duplication of church work, and thus, saving the various denominations 
thousands of dollars in missionary money besides making the Christian 
churches more effective in reaching the various communities which have 
been served. It is only necessary to say that during the past year more 
than 100 questions have been before the Southern Comity Council on 
the location of churches and other cooperative work, and almost as many 
more in the Northern Councils. During the past five years 133 commun- 
ities have been allocated to denominational community and federated 
churches. 


We have published three issues of FEDERATION NEWS, of 4,000 
copies each, in the interest of our work. The quarterly publication of the 
NEWS was requested by the Annual Meeting one year ago. 


During the entire year, five days in the week, broadcasting of the 
Scriptures has been arranged by the office secretary of the Federation, of 
which we have received high praise from the broadcasting station because 
of its value and effectiveness. 


It now seems that the Yosemite National Park Church building is 
soon to become a reality. All the details have been attended to, all the 
affiliated denominations have agreed to the plans, and we have secured 
the signatures of the officials in Washington to our lease. 


Numerous articles have been written for the secular and church . 
papers, the Doll Campaign for Japan, was promoted, and we cooperated 
in the Stewardship Cooperative Movement in California. 

An examination of our records will show an expenditure of our office 
postage alone of $270, to say nothing of our cooperation in the state 


political campaign. This indicates that we have sent out in the neighbor- 
hood of 15,000 pieces of mail. os 


FINANCES: We are glad to report that up to May 3lst o e 
present year, which begins October Ist, and ghee Septeniter 50th a 
current bills have been paid from current receipts, leaving a small balance 
in the treasury. During the summer months we have run behind in 
current receipts but if our friends and the churches pay as they did last 
September, all bills will be paid from current receipts for the second year. 
This does not indicate that we do not need more money. We would re- 
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gard it nothing less than a tragedy if any church organization had mone 
that it did not know what to do with. *

RADIO BROADCASTING 


Dear Brethren: 

In response to recommendations of the radio committee of the Pasa- 
dena District a year ago, action was taken by the Annual Conference 
at its last session authorizing the creation of a conference committee 
on radio broadcasting. This committee was duly instructed by the con- 
ference in five particulars and would report as follows: 

Length of Report 

In view of the importance and scope of the movement represented by 
the committee; and in view of the requirement of careful study of various 
matters in the fulfillment of instructions; and in view of the value and 
advisability of making a quite complete statement of findings, it becomes 
inevitable that the report of the committee should be of greater length 
than usually necessary for the registry of a committee’s work. 

We believe that an enterprise such as is contemplated by the com- 
mittee should be understood by all individuals and groups affected. 
Accordingly, a full statement relative to the work ordered by the con- 
ference is herewith submitted. 

Printing Expenses Paid 

If it is the pleasure of the conference to adopt it, the committee has 
made provision to stand the expense of printing. the complete report in 
the conference minutes. There being advantages in this to the movement, 
it is so recommended by the committee.

Lawrence D. Batson of the Commerce Department trade staff esti- 
mates that there are in use today a total of some 18,000,000 radio receiving 
sets serving not less than 90,000,000 of the earth’s inhabitants several times 
weekly. According to the Society for Electrical Development of New 
York, there are distributed among America’s 28,000,000 homes, approxi- 
mately 6,400,000 sets. Seven years ago, the year’s radio business amounted 
to $6,000,000. The volume of the industry’s business in 1927 will probably 
reach the sum of $600,000,000. Manufacturing is going on in the United 
States at the rate of 1.750000 sets this year, with sales at home and abroad 
mounting up tremendously. 

It is said that Los Angeles has become the largest distributing center 
in the West and the most rapidly growing market in the country. 

On the last anniversary of Washington’s birthday, President Cool- 
idge spoke over the radio to 20,000,000 citizens. When Charles Lindbergh 
returned in triumph. he was heard over a hook-up of some sixty stations. 
It is estimated that more than 30,000,000 listened in to the report of the 
Dempsey-Tunney prize fight in Chicago. 

Universal Use 

The time is not far distant when every home will have a radio 
set as a necessary part of its existence, as it now has the electric light 
and the gas stove. In view of the many hours spent in traveling with 
loss of time except for covering distances, it is inevitable that motor 
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cars will soon be equipped with radio sets which may be adjusted by 
dials on the dash, similar to a few special police cars now in USE. It is 
also probable that in the not far distant future, small individual sets will 
be mechanically perfected sufficiently to warrant their being carried on 
the person. And then knowledge will cover the earth, of one kind or 
another. . 

Intercontinental and International Aspects 


Regular broadcasting is being done in fifty-seven countries. Martin P. 
Rice, manager of the radiocasting activities of the General Electric 
Company, speaking of the accomplishments of the companys station 
at Schenectady, recently wrote of their programs being picked up and 
re-radiocast in Tuinucu, Cuba; Keston, England; Paris, France; Durban, 
South Africa; and Perth, Australia. In the issue of a local newspaper 
last July 17th, the following occurs: W. A. Waters, engineer and man- 
ager of the Manawatu-Oroua Electric Power Board of Palmerston North, 
New Zealand, in a letter to an engineer of this country, says, “Yesterday 
(June 3) I rebroadcast Holland in the morning, listened to WGY of 
Schenectady for two hours in the afternoon and finished up with JOAK, 
Tokio, Japan, on the loud speaker for an hour.” 


Radio knows no national or continental boundaries. Within the 
brief period of seven years, this infant has grown into a giant which 
is having to be reckoned with by international councils and the League 
of Nations. A sending station in Russia may propagandize all over the 
continent and across Asia, and yet not leave Russian territory. In order 
to resist this propaganda, a mechanical inhibition must be set up by an 
equally powerful station. Then the air is rendered impassable for other 
communications of or near the same wave length. And it is seen at 
once what a complexity of world possibilities and opportunities for good 


or evil are inherent in transmission of ideas by radio. 


In addressing our committee, a prominent man of Chicago declared, 
“There is real basis for believing that eventually it will surpass the 
press in importance.” Although we cannot seem to see this far into 
the future, it is evident that in the radio there is an instrument of great 
power for national and international use. 

Southern California 


Southern California is an important center for radiocasting interests. 
This section is a strategic location commercially, politically, religiously, 
educationally, and even internationally. Herbert Hoover, during a recent 
trip, asserted “there will be a population of five to seven million in 
Southern California in the next fifteen years.” It is nothing new to hear 
that Los Angeles is “marching on to heights of metropolitan greatness 
such as no other city in the world ever attained.” According to John D. 
Rockefeller, the county is destined to become the most thickly populated 
county in the world. Certainly every consideration should be given this 


field from the standpoint of constructive and progressive forces of re- 
ligious and cultural nature. 


Probable Sanction of Federal Government 


As indicated in the report of the Pasadena District committee already 
referred to, congressional action in connection with the radio situation 
bis sure te take ae before a present session of our Annual Conference 

e creation and activity of the Federal Radi issi 
pee tcancren Sl o Commission has been 

The Conference Radio Committee se i 

cured the services of a firm of 
attorneys who have called the local movement to the attention of the 
eo mioyy In reply, application forms for construction permit of a radio 
on ee returned with a communication from the secretary. It 
shou e stated that the Federal Radio Commission is confronted with 
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numerous applications for assignment of wave lengths and granting 
of licenses, and little could be said which would possibly be construed as 
a guarantee of governmental approval and the granting of a permit until 
we are actually ready for construction work. However, we have the un- 
derstanding that Admiral William H. G. Bullard, chairman of the Com. 
mission, will give audience to our representatives when he comes to the 
Pacific Coast next month to make a survey of the situation here. It is 
unthinkable that the plan in mind would not receive federal sanction. 


Survey of Stations 

In order to aid the Conference Radio Committee in the more technical 
and particular work of investigation the services of a prominent radio 
engineer were secured. The committee investigated the type of ap- 
paratus, cost of apparatus, cost of operation, activities and use, personnel, 
ownership and control, method of financing, and the practical aims of 
certain of the more prominent stations of Southern California. It com- 
municated with managers of radio stations maintained by several of the 
colleges and universities in the United States, and secured information 
regarding a number of other commercial, non-commercial and religious 
radio stations. It has been in correspondence with the Radio Corporation 
of America which represents two of the great electric manufacturing 
concerns, and with the Graybar Electric Company, Inc., representing the 
Western Electric products. The committee does not deem it of relative 
importance to submit a statement regarding technical matters in this 
report. Suffice it to say that good equipment is available for purchase 
and competent engineers are available for installation work. 


Cost of Apparatus 

With regard to costs, it should be explained that there is an initial 
price in connection with the complete outlay including everything ready 
for use, and there is also the expense of operation, maintenance and deter- 
ioration. Before one may indiate the actual cost of a completely equipped 
broadcast station, it is essential to have certain things specified which 
our committee does not know at this time. These things relate to the 
type and power of apparatus, the studio and location of same, the distance 
from studio to transmitting station, the number and type of remote con- 
trols, and so forth. However, not including land and buildings, remote 
controls nor special cables, it may be said that the present marked price 
of equipment of good quality, installed and ready for use would vary 
from $35,000 for a one kilowatt station to $200,000 for a fifty-kilowatt 
station. These figures cover electrical apparatus, freight from factory, 
self supporting towers, labor and material necessary for the installation, 
engineering supervision, housing for radio transmitter and necessary 
acoustical treatment of studio to insure satisfactory broadcasting. 

The purchase of second-hand apparatus has been looked into, also the 
securing of an independent electrician to attempt to build the transmitter, 
etc. In the long run, it is thought that this would not be the economical 
method And it would certainly be running a great risk of occasioning 
serious difficulty. Also in its attempt to provide sharpness of signals and 
otherwise keep the air clear of interference so as to afford the best possible 
reception and the public approval. it would be inevitable to have to deal 
with the Federal Radio Commission, whose policy it is to refuse to issue 
new licenses where serious mechanical difficulties exist. 


Cost of Operation 
Regarding an estimate of the cost of operation we would mention a 
letter to the committee from a station on the Great Lakes which declares 


that our annual cost would probably amount to $100,000 for seven hours’ 
broadcasting, daily, provided we intend to do broadcasting in an effective 
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way. Another letter from a prominent religious leader in the East, who 
is enthusiastic over our plan, tells of a certain commercial station which 
has been maintained at a loss of $4,000 per week. Such facts point out 
not only the possibility of a large expenditure for operation, but reveal 
that there are various interests in the country that must judge it worth 
while to spend millions to have the privilege of the use of the air. 


On the other hand, broadcasting is being done in the county of Los 
Angeles at a fraction of these figures. Conspicuous difference exists be- 
tween the costs of maintaining a great commercial station and a small 
non-commercial station. Elaborate programs including highly priced art- 
ists, salesmen soliciting advertising, large personnel, and various other 
items, make the costs of commercial broadcasting mount up rapidly. 
Whereas, with no specially delegated managers, no announcers, no repre- 
sentatives to sell time, no stenographic and clerical help other than that 
already in employ, with programs involving no more cost. than otherwise 
arranged for (as in a church service), with a single technician only occa- 
sionally on duty, with low power costs and short periods of broadcast, it 


will readily be seen that the extremes of running expenses of radio stations 
vary in large proportions. 


In order to operate such a radio agency as the committee contem- 
plates, a personnel would be required which would be almost as large 
as the body of persons in employ of a modern metropolitan church, Be- 
sides salaries, however, there would be rent, general maintenance, supplies, 
power, replacements, etc., all of which the committee estimates, would 
amount to approximately $70,000 per year as the total operation cost, or 
about the same as that required by a few larger city churches for current 
expenses. 


Requirement for Provision of Expenses 


It is estimated by the committee that there would be some income 
from fees, charges, small miscellaneous receipts and donations. The 
only practicable method of providing the balance would be to secure an 
endowment fund of one million dollars. This, together with the price 
of equipment, installation costs, etc., of a station which the committee be- 
lieves should be of fifty kilowatt power or more, should not exceed, as 
a maximum, the sum of $300,000, making a total of $1,300,000 with which 
to create and sustain a great Christian educational broadcasting radio 
station. 


Small Comparative Outlay 


By way of comparison of uses and costs, we would say this figure is 
not large. First, many congregations throughout the country spend as 
much, and indeed much more, for the erection and equipment of their 
church plants to serve two or three thousand members and constituents. 
Whereas, such a radio station as is suggested would minister more or less 
regularly to two or three hundred thousand persons, and occasionally to 
two or three millions. It would be the greatest single evangelical and ed- 
ucational agency of which we can think. 


With vast sums, we build and endow colleges and universities which 
do not average an enrollment of a fraction of the number who might be 
reached in various effective ways by this university of the air. We strive 
to make remedies available for the bodies of the sick, and build at large 
cost our hospitals, where charges for service must be made on the same 
basis as in secular institutions. But we often neglect to avail ourselves 
of the opportunity to minister sacrificially and gratuitously to the spiritual, 
intellectual and social needs of patients who are in the institutions 
and others who are not. There are pathological minds, disconsolate hearts, 


lonesome sufferers who would welcome as from Heaven certain types of 
ministering radio voices. 
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Psychology of Great Undertaking 


Second, the enthusiasm generated by a project eminently needful, and 
of unlimited possibilities of service and use, sixteen hours per day as a 
minimum, seven days of the week, summer and winter, should prove 
morally contagious. We believe the proposed radio enterprise would 
stimulate the kind of interest which carries with it material participation. 
In support of our anticipation, we call the attention of the conference to 
the fact that no person has been definitely solicited to help underwrite this 
project, but that a number have come to members of the committee to 
express their approval of the plan, and, in several instances, have volun- 
teered and promised contributions. 

Where unquestionable worth attaches to an ideal, there is always 
material support. Henry Ford recently pointed out conspicuously that one 
who has something useful to sell will find people who want it and will 
buy it. We believe that this is as true when applied to religion as in 
business. 


Opportunity for Expression of Altruism 

Further evidence of the admittedly strong appeal of the radio as an 
opportunity for the expression of beneficent impulses, are the announce- 
ments we read from time to time of cases where, for example, some local 
motion picture producer declares the readiness of his organization to 
donate a radio receiving set to every hospital ward in the city of Los 
Angeles. We understand that the Wednesday evening services of Wil- 
liam L. Stidger of Kansas City are broadcast through the courtesy of a 
man who is not a member of his church nor a resident of the municipality. 
It is reported that the radio station at the Trinity Methodist Church South. 
in Los Angeles, was made possible by the gift of one individual. Re- 
garding Angelus Temple, we call to mind the probably large amount 
which is not only received to pay the costs of radio transmission, but by 
means of it to support that institution. 


Psychology of Fanaticism 

We have noted there is sometimes an unhappy contrast between the 
reluctance of certain rational and deliberative Christian individuals and 
groups to undertake new enterprises or get them under way, on the one 
hand, and the psychology of fanaticism on the other, which quickly sees 
and seizes all available instruments with which to express passionate con- 
victions that are usually associated with an only hope. 

Common Sense 

We cannot seem to believe, however, that the rational Christian 
groups of Southern California would fail to kindle their ardor at the pre- 
sentation of such a tremendous agency for human uplift and enjoyment 
which would be made possible by the realization of our plan. Certainly 
there are numbers of men and women who would be glad to give liberally 
to such a great and greatly worth while undertaking. To be assured 
of success, we are convinced that the main thing needful is a manifest 
and sympathetic interest and endorsement of official bodies of the var- 
ious church denominations in Southern California, and then the ear of 
the men and women of good will. 

Nothing Ever Opportune 

Third, with further regard to the financing, we believe the radio is 
not only worthy of investment, but offers an effective means of general 
service on behalf of particular needs. In the consideration of the cost of 
the enterprise, it is well to keep this in mind. Occasionally, someone voices 
the fear that the time is not opportune to launch a new movement of any 
kind it being said that there are too many other pressing needs. In reply, 
we would suggest that no great worth while enterprises were ever imme- 
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i niversally recognized as opportune, while later on, these same 
pie ea yie seen 4 be pers. And the sooner undertaken, the 
sooner other causes have begun to prosper. 

Aid in Church Administration 

Take, for example, a possible situation of financial embarrassment 
regarding some worthy institution of a given denomination. May we 
suggest that if all the churches of that particular denomination ess 
equipped with good receiving sets and loud speakers, and if a powerlu 
radio station were at the disposal of the authorities of the denomination, 
and if there were a desire on the part of the pastors of the churches to 
have their congregations know the facts relative to the institution and 
its problem, that institution might be rendered perfectly solvent by use of 
the radio as a means of getting information to people whose assistance 
could thus be procured. 

However, we would recommend considerable caution in the use of a 
great broadcasting agency for denominational appeals. But such use 
would be possible in cases of extreme necessity or in connection with very 
large campaigns such as the recent Presbyterian national endeavor to 
raise fifteen millions for pensioning aged ministers. And general causes 
such as the Community Chest might be greatly aided, especially if.a com- 
mon date for solicitation were set in communities throughout Southern 
California and elsewhere. 


National Calamities 


Last winter seventeen complete sending and receiving stations were 
set up and put in operation in the flood zone of the Mississippi Valley. 
By means of radio transmission. Herbert Hoover not only directed re- 
lief work, but on a certain date he called upon the country to contribute 
$2,000,000 more than had been received by the Red Cross at that time. 
The money came forthwith. When the local station KMTR broadcasted 
an appeal for help, within a two-hour period $1,600 was pledged by tele- 
phone. After the tornado of March. 1925, station WLS of Chicago 
broadcasted the facts and $215,000 was raised by that individual station 
for relief of the storm sufferers. Last month, stations WMAQ and WQJ 
announced that the Chicago Symphony Orchestra was face to face with 
dissolution because of a need for $30,000 which could not be met, where- 
oes the radio public contributed virtually the whole amount within a few 
ays. 

The committee believes that the expenditure of $1,300,000 for a radio 
station with power and a Christly heart would be a great and producing 
asset rather than a liability. It would cost less. to have such a station 
than not to have it. It is of no little importance to public service. educa- 
tion and religion in our section of the country to take action immediately 
to establish it. 

A Sound Principle 


Build the health and the heart beats stronger. Advertise the auto- 
mobile industry and you sell more Buicks. Rehabilitate the group and 
renew the individual. Redeem America and save Americans. The gen- 
eral must receive our attention as well as the particular. Equations such 
as these work both ways. 

In giving our report of the situation, we particularly desire to point - 
out the grave danger arising from a type of leadership which cannot see 
the forest because of minute attention to the trees. It is sometimes 
quite difficult to get a man who thinks in microscopic terms to glance 
through a telescope in religious and social matters. Religion has in it 
a large element of the mystical and the psychological. It is individually 
very sensitive to the atmosphere. It lives or dies in an environment. 
When there is an outpouring of rain and sunshine upon the forest, individ- 
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ual trees and plants thrive. When the spiritual surroundings are rich and 
Beauty and Truth and Righteousness are given the wings of the wind, re- 
ligious enterprises and individual congregations thrive and individual insti- 
tutions prosper. 

Extreme Theologies 


Not only so, but no better way could be found to relieve the present 
more or less prevalent epidemic of religious nausea than clearing the at- 
mosphere of infection by charging it with the real evangel of Jesus and 
the message of positive Truth. 

We have read that Voliva, successor to Alexander Dowie, from a 
five kilowatt radio in the middle West, is proclaiming the earth is flat; 
and that WBBR, operated by the People’s Pulpit Association, transmits 
the doctrine of the late Pastor Russell; and that station WOQ of Kansas 
City is owned and operated by the Unity School of Christianity. We 
have heard from official sources that Adventism has been contemplating 
erecting a powerful station in Southern California and perhaps a chain 
throughout the country. We are more or less acquainted with McPher- 
sonism, and other broadcasting in this section and elsewhere which we 
believe does not represent the best in the way of religion. We sometimes 
wonder that Christianity has as good a name as it has in an atmosphere 
pregnant with such extreme theologies as these and many others being 
broadcast. 

Larger perspective applied to Kingdom interests and larger pro- 
grams of the church’s leaders will cost less money in the long run and 
save small individual groups and institutions much grief. 

Method of Financing 


Fourth, it is proposed to raise the cost of the radio station and the 
endowment by soliciting public-spirited citizens and Christian people of 
any or all religious affiliations. Names of possible contributors will be 
secured in the various communities of Southern California. This will be 
followed by educational publicity in the explanation of the enterprise. 
Then prospective givers will be solicited for their gifts. By means of such 
a distribution of the opportunity to serve in this undertaking, no denomin- 
ational group will in any way be financially impoverished. 

According to the National Bureau of Economic Research, the na- 
tional annual per capita income is $770. Local newspapers claim that 
the income in Southern California is $844. It is probable that the aver- 
age church member has larger resources than the average citizen. When 
an estimate based on these figures is made of the resources of all the 
churches in Southern California, it is seen that the sum of a million and 
three hundred thousand dollars should be comparatively easily secured, 
provided proper methods are used, and provided official bodies give en- 
couragement. 

No Burdensome Drive for Pastors or Churches 


No pastor of any church will be necessitated to shoulder a burden 
of any kind of responsibility in this matter. There will be no financial 
drive within any denominational group unless that group, of itself, under- 
takes it. Moreover, we believe that individual pastors will be very ma- 
terially and effectively aided in the administration of their churches in a 
financial way when any of their members are selected as prospective con- 
tributors and thereby receive literature which shall aim to promote interest 
in the Kingdom of God and the Church at large. ; ; sa 

The secretary of our committee, who has had experience in raising 
money, has volunteered to leave the pastorate long enough to organize 
and finance the movement. The committee very sincerely hopes that 
our own Annual Conference, in whose midst this movement was born, will 
give its enthusiastic support. 
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Super Power } 

The committee believes that there are important advantages in a 
transmitter of superior power. The function of radio is to reach the 
people. Increase of range is accompanied by larger audience. We 
believe it would be easier to raise the comparatively little larger cost 
of the transmitter with greater power than the slightly reduced cost of 
the transmitter of lesser power. The increase would not be eight per 
cent of the total outlay, whereas the appeal of a vastly larger usefulness 
would be proportionately greater. Moreover, we understand the Federal 
Radio Commission is favorable to use of large power with its consequent 
mechanical efficiency, for non-commercial, non-profit stations having a 
mind to serve the public convenience, interest and necessity in an effective 
way. 

Small Stations Doomed 


Also, it is inevitable that, by economic and other processes, smaller 
stations will ultimately be eliminated from the field. When only a twist 
of the dials is required to tune in on one of the more important stations 
and secure purer tone, sharper signals and a more excellent program, it 
stands to reason that it would be folly to enterprise something of tem- 
potary existence and otherwise limited worth. As the nickelodeon 
evolved into an enormous industry, radio is now adjusting itself to its 
astonishing possibilities. The future can hold no such opportunity as 
the present to lay foundations for permanent broadcasting on a worth 
while scale. 

The committee therefore recommends the establishment of a station 
of no less than fifty kilowatt power with offices and studio in the city of 
Los Angeles and with the transmitting apparatus located in the outskirts 
of the city. It advises the installation of remote control panels in several 
locations by means of which it would be possible to broadcast from var- 
fous centers in Southern California. 

In examining the feasibility of such an arrangement the attention of 
the Conference is directed to the Federal Telegraph Company with offices 
in the city of Los Angeles. This concern has five transmitters located on 
a thirty-three acre plot at Clearwater, and has its receiver at Elysian 
rae all of which are under the control at headquarters on Spring 

reet. 


Pacific Palisades 


oviihe Conference may be interested to learn that the committee con- 
sidered Pacific Palisades as a possible location for the transmitter. It 
has been our understanding that the Pacific Palisades Association has long 
cherished the hope of enterprising a radio sending station in connection 
with its activities as a seminary of learning. 

Incidentally as an instrument and opportunity for advertising the 
association, as well as being an agency for multiplying the usefulness of 
the association’s popular programs, the proposed super-broadcasting sta- 
tion would be unparalleled. 

However, there are several locations which would be acceptable, and 
the committee feels that financial consideration must be a large factor 
in determining the site of the transmitter. 

Monopolistic Trend 

Although denials are in evidence, it cannot be gainsaid that the 
tendency of our social order points toward concentration of control. AI- 
ready, there is talk of monopoly of the air, and some justification. This 
is seen in the. organization of several great chains, one including some 
forty stations in its network, (which is also in close affiliation with three 
immense corporations), another sixteen, while others exist and still others 
are being formed. This week’s Associated Press dispatches carried a 
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story of the “formation of a nation-wide broadcasting chain comprising 
sixty radio stations, which will be ready for the initial hook-up within a 
month, it was announced today (September 25) by Loew’s, Inc.,-and the 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Motion Picture Corporation.” Ultimately, it looks 
as though the public would be left a few huge chain systems and several 
independent stations scattered here and there. 

It has long been a boast among those afraid of the monopolistic 
trend that no one could get a “corner on the air.” However, this was 
before certain uses of the air were discovered. In the mind of the Brook- 
lyn Eagle, a rote slightest reflection should convince any one that a mon- 
opoly of the radio would be one of the most obnoxious forms of oppressive 
power. Such might easily lead to all manner of abuses, for the influence 
of the radio is tremendous, ranking next to that of the press and motion- 
Pictures as an agency for spreading ideas and controlling opinion.” 


Moral Discipline Vital to the Commonwealth 

} This brings us to the consideration of one of the most vital issues 
involved in our report. If the commonwealth is to be held inviolate and 
if democratic government is to endure, it can only be by means of an in- 
telligent and alert public opinion, one which, while it may not necessarily 
be able to penetrate the intricate social and economic problems, still 
knows whether or not it wants “government on behalf of the rich man or 
the poor, or both, government which favors industry or agriculture, or 
both, and will express these preferences at the ballot box.” 

A fatal problem of democracy, according to the great philosopher 
of antiquity, is that it cannot discipline itself. The engagement of ideas 
is democracy in action. And if right willing is the secret of discipline, 
and it issues from right thinking, then the stimulation of fearless and 
adequate thinking is the task of every citizen who repudiates dictatorship 
of any kind. Truly, it is only by means of courageous thinking and ac- 
companying consistency of action that the problem of the discipline of de- 
mocracy will not prove fatal. 

Last June T. N. Carver declared, “The most acute need of the world 
today, particularly in the United States, is a new set of values, a new 
moral discipline—or,” he says, “a new religion.” He thinks that until 
we can find this “new moral discipline which will fortify us against the 
demoralizing influences of prosperity we shall need to keep ourselves 
harnessed to a big job,” a job big enough to force us to a new estimate 
of life’s ultimate values, which, we must admit, are spiritual and religious. 


Emergent National Problems 


When we learn from our county clerk that there were only 16,516 
marriage licenses issued in Los Angeles county during 1926, while there 
were 9,224 legal procedures taken to terminate family relationships, beside 
other actions to modify marital ties, we realize that we are face to face 
with a problem which can ruin us, one which also vitally relates to religion 
and the national wellbeing. It is one of the many evidences of our crisis. 

“The Republic of the United States will never be defeated by any 
enemy from without,” exclaimed a great statesman. “She can only be 
defeated by some enemy from within, who persuades her to abandon 
the high principles of liberty and righteousness to which she has vowed 
her allegiance.” 

The discerning citizen sees the dangerous tendencies in our modern 
life, which, if allowed to continue unchecked, “will as certainly undermine 
the strength of our nation as slavery and the abuses of ancient Rome 
humbled that proud empire.” It need be recalled that most of our em- 
inent political leaders have seen in religion a vital requisite to the life 
and permanence of America. We are all aware that “who gives to his 
country an educated Christian citizen serves both God and man forever.” 
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The Religious Crisis 

Nevertheless, no one can successfully maintain that religion is func- 
tioning as it should, While the registration in the colleges and univer- 
sities of the United States increased six times as rapidly as the popula- 
tion between 1890 and 1924, there was “an increase of only eight-tenths of 
one per cent” in the percentage of the population affiliated with the 
churches between 1915 and 1925. Not only so, but there is a prevalent 
tendency to “look with contempt upon religion.” If anyone imagines 
there is no cause for this, let that one spend a Sunday listening in to 
some of the broadcasting in this or other sections of the country. 

Much journalistic and literary space is being devoted these days to 
religion, the church and matters pertaining to ecclesiasticism. Roger 
Babson says there is today an “excess of everything except religion,” 
although there never were more churches. Our Methodist Bishops 
speak of “a desperately low spiruitual vitality” within the Chitrehss iy et 
“civilization may not survive without religion,” observes George Bernard 
Shaw. We must not be like a merchant who refused to take inventory 
for fear he was failing. 


An Antidote 


While there may be many, varied and subtly complex reasons for the 
temporary decline of religion and for the increasing divorce rate, and 
for numerous other alarming symptoms, it is certain that only a mental 
dope-fiend could fail to see that the social environment fairly drips with 
secularism, not to say paganism, and only an intellectual inebriate would 
deny the far-reaching significance of our emergent problems. The cure 
lies to a large extent in providing a counter-environment as an antidote 
for modern pregnant evils. We must appetize the public with a display 
of the fruits of personal holiness and challenge the heroic in humanity 
by demonstrating the spirit of unity and Christlike service. 


Actually Doing Something Constructive 


It was Mark Twain who commented that there was a lot of talk about 
the weather, but no one seemed to do anything about it. For the pur- 
pose of serving the high ends of Christianity, particularly in the South- 
west, and also beyond the lines of state, nation and continent, we dis- 
believe that there could be found a better instrumentality than the pro- 
posed Christian super-broadcasting station. It would be something, and 
4 Mee be pro Serenade effective in the way of resistance 
o the present disintegration of religion and th 
within the church. : : thsi encase 

We do not, of course, advocate the broadcasting station as a means 
of saving Christianity,” or as the panacea for all personal and social 
evils. It is proposed as an imperative and practical method of giving a 
lofty interpretation to religion and of expressing it to a great and growing 
host of our citizenry and our fellow man. 

With the newspaper agency, the motion picture, the radio, and all 
other means of controlling public thinking and public action so largely 
in the hands of persons who are manipulating them for the sake of per- 
sonal power, private profit and often questionable ideals, and with the 
momentous issues of the day confronting the commonwealth and the 
church, it seems to us that a divine command is given to organize, estab- 
lish_and subsidize every movement which aims to bring the principles 
of Heaven to the solution of our perplexing human maladjustments: 

hee Denominational Co-operation 

ith regard to the question of inter-church co-operation i i 
enterprise, we must say that although tnteidclomidatioweie ama fet 
many practical problems, there are none sufficient to justify competitive 
radiocasting, in the mind of the committee. We disapprove the holding 
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of our different religious views and practices in any jealous, divisive and 
partisan fashion. Shall the church prostitute her energies defining creeds, 
and defending theologies which occasion divisions in the face of such 
emergencies as confront us. 


We disbelieve that humanity can be permanently happy without 
Christ and vital religion. Even those who despise Jesus Christ cannot 
do without Him. lf religion holds the torch of progress, it is not for 
denominational groups to be competing for some special privilege in the 
matter of exalting righteousness or leading men to God. It is a matter 
of co-operative endeavor. The great social redemptive mission of 
Christianity is at stake. We must co-operate. It is both our opportunity 
and our lone hope. 


Evangelism and Missions 


The committee believes that the uses to which the proposed station 
might be put are almost limitless. As an evangelical, home missionary 
agency, the radio is unsurpassed. While churches used to be recruited by 
means of mass evangelism such seems to be no longer the most effective 
method of reaching people. 


Most of our impressions come by way of the eye. But man reaches 
the heart of his fellow man most quickly and surely through the “whis- 
pering galleries of the ear.” Without doing violence to the Scripture, 
may we suggest that if “faith cometh of hearing,’ and countless numbers 
never attend religious services nor read religious literature nor meet pei~ 
sons interested in their religious attitudes, “how shall they hear” without 
the radio? Radio “converts the continent into an auditorium,” and gives 
the speaker a vast though invisible audience. 

The plan we have in mind would make possible evangelical work in 
various countries, for broadcasting might well be done in Spanish and in 
other languages at times. Bishop Welch speaks of the possible use and 
value of reaching the Orient, 

At home or abroad, we think of many churches in remote sections 
having no regular services, and of hospitals, orphanages, homes for the 
aged, schools, ships on the high seas, prisons and camps, and all other 
places of human gathering, where the happy messages of religion, culture, 
entertainment and good cheer might be individually received or delivered 
to assembled groups. 

The Home and School 

Of the more than 30,000,000 women in the United States over 21 
years of age, less than 9,000,000 are gainfully employed outside the home. 
Most of the other 21,000,000 would take great pleasure in hearing musical, 
informative, idealistic broadcasting as they go about their work. Few 
things have done more to maintain the interests of large numbers of men 
in the home than the radio. 

Multitudes of school children are awaiting a plan which will bring 
radio to the class room as a contributing factor in their education. How- 
ever, university extension courses, and religious leddership training! 
courses, etc., could be given in homes without the expense and incon- 
venience of attending classes. The Religious Education Department of 
Nebraska Wesleyan University conducted a training class by radio last 
year, and of 119 who registered for the course, 71 completed the work 
and received credit from the Methodist Board of Education, which indi- 
cates in a small way the possibilities of a definite, valuable service on 
behalf of religious education. 

Endless Other Practical Services 
. Regular courses in literature, sociology, orientation, Americanization, 
and kindred subjects would make possible popular education for hosts. 
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Presidents of local colleges and universities have declared their enthu- 
siasm in connection with the proposed station. ' 

It would be of real value to persons engaged in agriculture, stock 
raising, dairying, marketing, etc., etc., to have expert discussions, relating 
to their interests. The purpose of the proposed station is projected as 
that of service in every possible way to the largest number of individuals 
and groups in every sphere of life and living. 

Legislation and proposed legislation on behalf of worthy causes such 
as prohibition and week day religious education could be championed by 
means of the radio. ; : 

Endorsements have been received by the committee from prominent 
educators, ministers, business men and_ other leaders throughout the 
country, including Bishops of the Methodist Church and the President of 
the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America, and many 
others. 


Recommendations 


The following recommendations are made by the committee: 
(1) That it be discharged from further assignment of office and 
work; 


(2) That Bishop Charles W. Burns, Walter C. Buckner, George A. 
Warmer, B. D. Snudden and Gross W. Alexander be constituted as the 
Annual Conference Radio Broadcasting Committee, and that they be in- 
structed (a) to select such persons as they think would be specially 
fitted to act as the original Board of Directors of the proposed Broadcast- 
ing Association, and secure their co-operation and action, and (b) to 
select from the following list such persons as they think should act as 
official representatives of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the Asso- 
ciation, and secure their consent to do so: F. H. Ballinger, Frank Tag- 
gart, Walter Armacost, C. I. D. Moore, E. S. Bogardus, Mrs. C. F, 
Van de Water, Mrs. Margaret Locke Coates, M. M. Welch, F. A. Powell, 
Ralph Lloyd, Fillmore Condit, M. H. Webber, A. B. Stevens, J. M.

(4) That other denominational groups and official church bodies in 
Southern California be hereby requested to co-operate in the plan as 
and when it shall have been perfected by those who will constitute the 
original Board of Directors; 


_ (5) That the Federal Radio Commission be hereby requested to 
give the proposed radio broadcasting station its favorable consideration; 

(6) That the Conference hear a request of the Bishop and Cabinet 
to appoint the committee’s secretary, Gross W. Alexander, as special 
representative of the Southern California Annual Conference, to promote 
the proposed radio broadcasting enterprise, without salary from the 
Conference, this request, however, to be presented independently of 
the report of the committee; : 

(7) We submit herewith a statement of the plan approved by our 
committee, drawn up by attorneys Tanner, Odell and Taft of Los Angeles, 
and recommend its approval by the Conference as the Articles of Incor- 
poration suggested for the proposed broadcasting association, 
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ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION 


of 
PACIFIC BROADCASTING ASSOCIATION 


KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS: That we, the under- 
signed, citizens and residents of the State of California, have this day 
voluntarily associated ourselves together for the purpose of forming a 
corporation under the laws of the State of California, 


AND WE HEREBY CERTIFY: 


FIRST: That the name of the corporation shall be the Pacific 
Broadcasting Association. 


SECOND: That the purposes for which it is formed are as follows: 


1. To establish, create, control and operate a radio broadcasting 
station. 

2. To establish and control local, interstate and intercontinental 
radio transmission and communication of and by said radio broadcast- 
ing station, of discourses, lectures, addresses, sermons, public meetings, 
church services, Bible selections, training courses, university ex- 
tension courses, debates, forums, readings, news reports, weather reports, 
market reports, time signals, symphonies, oratorios, cantatas, other instru- 
mental or vocal music, dialogues. trialogues,’ dramas, contests, appeals, 
instruction, information, opinions, ideas, advertising, and all other trans- 
missions, communications and signals which in the opinion of Board of 
Directors of said Association will encourage and promote national stability, 
popular education and entertainment, social righteousness, Christian unity, 
equality, brotherhood and organization, spiritual fellowship, holiness, and 
goodwill. 

3. By means of all communications, transmission and activity, to pre- 
sent, proclaim and exalt our Lord Jesus Christ as worthy Master of 
every department of human existence; to elicit the faith that human- 
kind moves under a canopy of the love of a Christlike God; to maintain 
the supreme authority of the royal law of Christian love over individuals 
and groups in all their conduct and relationships; to build a rainbow of 
fraternity over land and sea; to lead Christian men and women to organize 
and stimulate the Church to function for all humanity; to face the prob- 
lems of life with an open mind, a courageous heart and a will to effect 
control of self and society in accord with the Christian ideal; to aid all 
men to “see life steadily and as a whole.” 

4. To induce the noblest, highest patriotism by seeking to make clear 
the privileges, responsibilities and duties of good citizenship and encour- 
aging participation in government and in all constructive community in- 
terests and activities, and to foster international friendship and world 
prosperity and peace. 

5. To injure no one, but to resolutely expose offenses against the so- 
cial order, providing such exposure is purposed for friendly correction 
of serious wrong. ; , 

6. To contribute in every way possible to the public convenience, in- 
terest and necessity, the prosperity of the commonwealth and the social 
weal. 

7. To make and use a common seal. 

8. To acquire by purchase, gift, devise, bequest or grant, real or 
personal property. To sell. mortgage, pledge, lease and otherwise use and 
dispose of the property of the corporation in such manner as its Board 
of Directors shall deem most conducive to the prosperity of the corpora- 
tion. To borrow money on its promissory notes and other obligations and 
pledge its property as security therefor, and in general do any business 
which any person might lawfully do, and to adopt a system of by-laws and 
to change said bylaws from time to time. 
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However, the policy of said corporation with regard to its declared 
endowment resources, as such, shall be to maintain said endowment intact 
and only available for use in operating said radio station with and by means 
of the income of interest therefrom, provided, however, that any or all 
of the endowment resources may be pledged as security, if, as stipulated 
herein above, the Board of Directors shall deem it desirable and conducive 
to the prosperity of the corporation. Any other use of the endowment 
fund shall require the sanction of a two-thirds vote ofa quorum of mem- 
bers of the Association present at a meeting called and duly announced 
for that purpose ten days in advance of said meeting. 

In no ‘case-shall contracts be let, obligations incurred, or construction 
work commenced until a minimum of Five Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($500,000.00) shall have been paid to said corporation or subscribed to it 
by responsible persons. 

9. Broadcasting and all other uses shall be in accord with law, ex: 
clusive of restrictions, except as follows: : 

There shall be no broadcasting over said radio station, or by use of 
it, of any lectures, addresses, forums, talks, dramas, Church services, 
public meetings, or of any other communications or transmissions what- 
ever by any individual. group or institution, which shall undermine, over- 
throw, or tend to vitiate faith in the personality of God, the deity of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the “coherence and oneness in nature, relations 
and interests” of humanity, the integrity of the family, the sanctity and 
inviolability of persons, the institution of government, the institution of 
law, the Christian religion and its progressively regenerating nature and 
mission. 

Controversial and intolerant ecclesiastical dogmatism, individualism, 
and sensationalism shall be avoided. As to these and all matters, the 
Board of Directors shall be judge, subject only to the action of the 
Association. Other than this, there shall be perfect freedom of utterance 
in harmony with the general principles of the Association, with loyalty 
to truth and devotion to human welfare. 

THIRD: The purpose of the corporation is purely benevolent and 
beneficent. and it is not formed for pecuniary profit, but it may 
charge and collect such fees and dues and other charges as may be 
reasonable or necessary and fixed by the Board of Directors or its officers 
for the purpose of sustaining it in the prosecution of its work. 

FOURTH: The place where the principal business of said_corpor- 
ation is to be transacted is the City of Los Angeles, County of Los An- 
geles, State of California, but it may establish branch offices in any other 
city or county in the State of California, or elsewhere, by resolution of 
its Board of Directors. 

\) FIBTH; That the term for which the said corporation is to exist 
is fifty years from and after the date of its incorporation and such 
further time as the law may provide in this class of corporation. 

SIXTH: There shall be no capital stock. The members of the As- 
sociation shall be constituted as follows: 

1, (a) Those who have signed these Articles of Incorporation and 
associated themselves together.

Should any of said institutions and organizations decline to cooper- 
ate officially with said Association, the Board of Directors, if it so de-

or institutions which may so decline, who shall unofficially and informally 
represent such institution or institutions. 


_ (c) Twenty (20) persons who shall be chosen by the Board of 
Directors at large because of or by virtue of outstanding leadership in 
Southern California in institutions and movements, educational, religious 
and otherwise, which aim to promote human uplift, general well-being, 
and social progress, or because of other special qualifications or fitness 
for membership in said Association. One or more of said twenty per- 
sons may be chosen or accepted by the Board of Directors as official or 
unofficial representative or representatives of such religious or ecclesias- 
tical institution or institutions not named hereinafter as shall be chosen 
and designated by the Board of Directors to have representation in said 
Association.

Should any official body or bodies of any denominational or church 
group or groups in Southern California named hereinabove decline to co- 
operate officially in this movement or fail to nominate a representative

5. Membership in the Association shall be limited to a period of 
five years, but any member shall be eligible for re-election by original 
process stipulated hereinabove, however, not to exceed three terms of 
office, provided, however, that this limitation of tenure of office shall 
not apply to those signing these Articles of Incorporation, 


SEVENTH: That the number of the directors of said corporation 
shall be for the first year fifteen, and thereafter may be increased by 
resolution of the Board of Directors to any number not exceeding twenty- 
five. The names and residences of the directors who have been elected 
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for the first year and to serve until the election and qualification of their 
successors are as follows: 1 
Names Residences 

1. Their successors shall be elected in the following manner: 

The members of the Association by a majority vote shall nominate 
twice as many directors as are fixed by these Articles of Incorporation 
or by resolution of the Board of Directors passed as above set forth, and 
from that number the Board of Directors shall elect by a majority vote 
their successors for the second year. Said succeeding directors shall 
classify themselves by lot forthwith so that five thereof shall hold office 
one.year, five thereof two years and five thereof three years, and there- 
after each year in a like manner five directors shalt-be nominated and 
elected. Should a vacancy occur in the Board of Directors the remain- 
ing Directors shall have power by a majority vote to fill such vacancy 
by electing a successor from the membership. 

2. Nominations by the members may be made either in a meeting 
called for such purpose, or by mail or in writing as the by-laws of the 
Association may provide. 

3. The directors after the first year shall hold their offices for five 
years or until their successors are elected and qualified. 

4. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors to call a meeting 
of the members at least once each year at a time and place to be fixed by 
said Board and to give notice to the members of such meeting at least 
ten days prior thereto by mailing to their addresses to be furnished by 
said members at the time when a certificate of membership is issued to 
them and each of them. a notice stating the time and place of such 
meeting. When assembled in regular meeting the membership shall 
have power to remove any member of the Board of Directors by a three- 
fourths vote of all the members present or represented by proxy; pro- 
vided, however, that a quorum to do business shall consist of not less 
than the majority of all the members. Said members when so assembled 
may transact any other business allowed by law. 

5. The General Manager of the radio station, by virtue of his posi- 
tion as such, shall be a member of the Board of Directors, without other 
necessity of election. ‘ : 


EIGHTH: All property shall belong to the Association, but in case 
of dissolution thereof, after payment of all debts and other obligations, 
the property may be by a majority vote of the membership given, assign- 
ed and transferred to the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America, with principal place of business in the city of New York, and 
State of New York. to be used in the promotion of church unity and 
world fraternity and peace. 

NINTH: These Articles of Incorporation shall be in no way inter- 
preted so as to involve any of the above mentioned institutions or or- 
ganizations in either legal, financial or moral responsibility for the ex- 
istence, activity and concerns of said Association. The province of all 
institutions and organizations having official or unofficial representation 
in said Association shall be limited to the expression of their counsel and 
advice and to the recommendation of a course of action in matters of in- 
terest to and pertaining to the business and concern of the Association 
by and through their representatives.

We most heartily commend all efforts on the part of employers to- 
ward profit-sharing and cooperative management in industry. 

We are gratified at the efforts on the part of labor leaders that em- 
ployees everywhere strive to make their work more productive and so 
render possible an increase of reward for toil. 


We condemn failure to keep contracts and denounce the spirit of 
selfishness or tyranny wherever found. 

Instead of prejudice and hatred and greed there must come into play 
the manifest teaching of our Master, that men are brothers. Without this 
recognition industrial battles will surely come. 

The church stands for the sacredness of personality. It is one of the 
great tasks of the church of Christ to foster the spirit of brotherhood 
among all groups of men, to help banish class bitterness and industrial 
struggle everywhere and so help usher in the era of goodwill among. men. 

In the family all cooperate, the rights of all are considered. Love 
is the controlling factor there. God’s family is the world. And when His 
kingdom has come upon earth there will be cooperation among all men. 
The rights of all will be considered and love will be the controlling prin- 
ciple. We must get Christianity Christianized. We must create a con- 
science that is in accord with Christian ideals. 

To translate our principles into concrete action we recommend: 

1. That the pastor become so equipped in the mastery of Christian’ 
principles applicable to industry that he may become an effective center 
of public opinion, that the pastor in his personal dealings incarnate those 
principles; and that, while we do not urge him to espouse proposed pan- 
aceas, we urge the clear statement of Christian principle; we do call upon 
him in clear cut issues of justice to fearlessly speak the truth and to 
courageously act in the interest of humanity. ; 

2. That the laity recognize that just as a Christian America is the 
most effective apologetic for missions abroad, so too are Christian indus- 
trial establishments effective factors in bringing materialistic folk to be- 
lieve in the right of the Church to insist upon the regnancy of Christ’s 
teaching in industry. 

3. That the Church as employer of labor and investor of funds seek 
to live up to its own program as adopted by the General Conference, 
particularly in dealing with organized labor and in enthroning democracy

Birthday Years One-Fourth Paid 
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In H#emoriam 


A. W. ADKINSON 


Alvah Wilson Adkinson was born ona farm in Southern Indiana, May 
2, 1851, and went to his coronation December 11, 1926, having lived 7 
months more than 75 years. Early in his boyhood he determined upon 
his life work and set about to obtain the 
best education possible. Supporting him- 
self by working on the farm during the 
summer and occasionally teaching a 
term of school during the winter, he 
made his way through college. Begin- 
ning his college work at Hillsdale Col- 
lege, Michigan, he continued his studies 
there and later at Asbury University. 
now called’ De Pauw University at 
Greencastle, Indiana. graduating frem 
that institution in 1875. After gradua- 
tion he was elected professor of mathe- 
matics in Moore’s Hill College, Indiana, 
remaining for two years. 


His record reveals him as a mission- 
ary, a college president, pastcr, district 
superintendent and his charges knew 
him as his own evangelist. No one will 
ever be able to write the full history of 

his days on frontier, in city charge and 
in college halls, in Ohio, Utah, South Dakota, New Mexico, Arizona and 
California. 

Twenty-eight years ago he came to the Southern California Conference 
and here, too, the record is a bright one. But the call to the frontier could 
not be downed and he gave his consent to again go out to the far reaches of 
a great state and for 11 years he served as superintendent of Arizona. Well 
do we remember that throughout the length and breadth of that State they 
affectionately refer to him as “the grand old man of Arizona.” 

Dr. Adkinson must have had good parents for out of that Indiana 
home came three lawyers and two preachers of the five boys born to them 
and of the two girls one of them became the wife of a preacher. The 
church was not sparing in the honors she bestowed upon this son of hers. 
Hillsdale College and De Panw University simultaneously conferred upon 
him the degree of Doctor cf Divinity. In 1892 the Dakota Conference sent 
him as a delegate to the General Conference and in 1908 the Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference sent him as their representative. In the days of the 
liquor fights in South Dakota, he gave a good account of himself and had 
much to do with putting that State in the dry column. Long Beach counted 
herself as fortunate to have such a leader during the trying days in which 
he helped to make this city bone dry.

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__ By the side of this good man has labored through all the years a faith- 
ful companion who as Miss Kate L. Cassel! of Greensburg, Indiana, was 
married to Brother Adkinson while he was professor in Moore’s Hill Col- 
lege.

WILLIAM CLARK GEYER 


William Clark Geyer was born at Pomeroy, Ohio, February 19. 1879, 
the son of John L. and Katherine Ohlinger Geyer. He was married to 
Ethel Marine at Iola, Kansas, September 18, 1902. He was called home 
from the Methodist Hospital in Los An- 
geles, December 17, 1926. 


Will Geyer, as he was familiarly 
known to his friends, came from Pro- 
testant German ancestry on both sides. 
The father was a merchant, and though 
never affluent, was able to give to his 
two sons college and seminary oppor- 
tunities to fit them for the ministry. 
Will was graduated from Ohio Wes- 
leyan University in the year 1897. While 
in that institution he fell under the 
influence of President Bashford, cne of 
the most inspirational college presidents 
which Methodism has produced. While 
a student he was a house mate of Fran- 
cis J. McConnell, now Bishop McCon- 
nell, and began a friendship which con- 
tinued steadfastly to the time of his 
death. After his graduation he went at 
once to Boston School of Theology and 
found in Borden P. Bowne a teacher who, perhaps more than any other, 
determined the trend of his future intellectual life. j 

Leaving the seminary he united with the Ohio Conference in 1900, 
and was appointed by that Conference as a missionary to Arizona, being 
stationed at Williams. He continued in this pastorate for two years, and 
then was transferred to the Southern Califcrnia Conference. On every 
community to which he ministered he left the impress of a beautiful life 
and a sincere and sturdy Christian character, the influence of which is an 
abiding inspiration to those who knew him. ; ao ' 

Himself an eager student, Brother Geyer approached his ministry 
always from the educational standpoint. Nowhere was the educational type 
of his ministry more evident than in the care which he gave to the organ- 
ization cf a program for children and young peop'e in his churches. The 
Church School, the Epworth Leagues, and training classes of various types 
always had large place in his plans. 

Brother Geyer was superb as a pastor because he was superb as a 
friend. As a man, Will Geyer was strong but singularly modest, honest 
in all the processes of his mind and heart, transparently sincere, loyal to 
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his friends without reference to popular opinion regarding them, fearless 
in his judgments of men and policies but charitable in the expression of 
them. courteous in heart as well as in manner, with the instinct of min- 
istry back of all his motives and acts. Remarkably unobtrusive and lack- 
ing in self assertion, one needed close association and the intimacy of 
friendship to appreciate fully his fine personality. 

He was keenly critical of the established order when he felt that estab- 
lished order was unduly considerate of wealth and privilege, and he cham- 
pioned always those whom he considered the victims of injustice or oppres- 
sion. He was intensely patriotic but his patriotism was for the ideal 
America. He lived always in sight of the Mount of Transfiguration, With- 
in the hard, unlovely reality of the actual America he saw glowing the 
ideal land of his dream and desire. His striving was always to free the

JOSEPH L. TAVARES 


This apostle of Christ to the Portuguese peoples was born on a stock 
ranch in the vicinity of Sprague, Washington, August 6, 1884. His brother 
of Spokane, Washington, in reviewing the early years, spoke of a diligence 
on the ranch in the great harvest fields 
where he took his place to do a man’s 
work at sixteen years of age. It was 
at this time that the dear mother was 
taken and then began the breaking up 
of the home. A persistent desire for 
an education found him in the Normal 
School at Cheney when he was eighteen. 
His search for knowledge was a life-long 
characteristic. 


In 1914 came the great event. Reared 
in a Roman Catholic home and _ faith- 
ful in many of its obligations, he now 
entered upon a new way. His heart 
was strangely warmed in a personal 
Christian experience. He met one of 
God’s great hearts in Dr. Fred White. 
How strange are the ways of Provi- 
dence! Brother White, an evangelistic 
pastor, discovered in Joseph Tavares the 
evangelistic temperament; a_ potential 
winner of men. Brother White was the father of Mrs. Vernon McCombs. 

Joseph Tavares gave his best always. He began with a mighty pur- 
pose and in eight months visited and did evangelistic work in 400 homes. 
Some of the Portuguese came to him one day and said, “If you were a 
Catholic, we would build you a great church right soon.” He met all pos- 
sible opposition. He unwaveringly continued. All along the way of his 
eleven years of ministry may be found a line of Bibles. He has placed them 
everywhere. He did not scatter the Word carelessly. He created a sense 
of value and sold the Book. The second year of his ministry, Brother 
Tavares took the Gospel to 326 different Portuguese and Mexicans in per- 
sonal interviews, and won 13 to an out-and-out confession.

At the age of 22, Albert went into Eastern Colorado. There, on the 

: frontier, he began his first public min- 

istry by organizing Sunday schools and 
preaching in school houses.

RULES FOR EXAMINATIONS 


1. Examinations in the Conference Courses of Study will be held the 
Tuesday preceding the opening of the Conference and at the seat of the 
Conference, and that afternoon at 4 o’clock the Board of Examiners wiil 
hold its annual meeting. 


3. All candidates holding a bachelor degree from an accredited college 
or university shall be exempt from examination in all studies not biblical 
and theological, and all graduates from accredited theological seminaries 
shall be exempt from examination in theological and biblical studies. 
This exemption shall not, however, exclude examination on the Discip ine. 
All candidates whether excused from other examination or not must take 
examination in this study. (See Discipline, par. 618, Sec. 4.) Certificates 
of such work must be sent the Registrar not later than Sept. 1st. 


4. A syllabus of each book in the “Collateral Reading and Study” 
shall be presented to the respective examiner, but this rule shall not apply 
to the College and Seminary graduates excused from examination in the 
courses of study But these latter must present to the Registrar a certifi- 
eate giving the grade of each study for work done in college or seminary. 


6. Sermons must be typewritten and sent to W. BE. Tilroe, University 
of Southern California, not later than Sept. 1st and should contain from 
2000 to 3000 words. The paper used should be letter-size and should be 
folded not rolled when sent. Deduction will be made when the spelling. 
grammar or general execution is faulty. 


7. A pre-requisite to being admitted to full membership in this con- 
ference shall be a Bachelor’s Degree from an approved college or univer- 
sity and graduation from one of our theological seminaries or its equiva- 
lent from one of our schools duly recognized by the University Senate. 
Exceptions for special reasons may be allowed under this rule when en- 
dorsed by a two-thirds vote of the conference. 


Henceforth the educational requirement for admission on trial into th 
conference shall be the A. B. Degree, this requirement being excepted in 
special cases by a two-thirds vote of the Board of Examiners and of the 
Conference; and in the case of the Mexican and other Latin American 
brethren in addition to the new and exacting courses of study in the ver- 
nacular, the candidate shall be expected to have completed, before admis- 
sion into full membership in the Conference, a High School course in Eng- 
lish or its equivalent in the vernacular, or three years of training in one of 
our training schools or universities. (Adopted Conference session 1924.)

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

Whereas, There has been presented to the Southern California Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church the “Complete Text of the 
Plan of the Ministers’ Reserve Pension Fund” of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church as approved by the Board of Pensions and Relief; therefore

the Methodist Episcopal Church and to the widows and orphans of 
Methodist Preachers. 

(2) That we commend to the next General Conference the adjust- 
ment of the pension program of the Church in such manner as to make 
the progressive funding of pensions for “New Entrants” a certainty, and 
at the same time make provision for the guaranty of all pensions based 
on services rendered by “Previous Entrants”; 

(3) That we urge the General Conference to direct that steps be 
taken to promote a general effort throughout the Church to secure the 
requisite reserves So as to make possible at an early day the reserve fund- 
ing of all accrued pensions; 

(4) That we approve the general principles embodied in the “Com-

Whereas, The genius of Methodism has always sought to release the

Whereas, The Chinese church has proved itself possessed of the tal- 
ents, training and heroic consecration, not only enabling it to save Christ- 
ianity, but to make it triumphant in the midst of misunderstanding. perse- 
cution and failure of financial support, 

Therefore Be It Resolved, That we memorialize the General Confer-: 
ence to initiate the legislation necessary to secure for the Methodist Epis- 
copal conferences included in the Eastern Asia Conference such a degree 
of control of their local church policy, organization and officiary as shall 
most surely strengthen them as Christian societies and most certainly in- 
sure their progress in and service toward bringing in the new day in China.

Church are in a real sense institutions of the entire church, not of a ee 
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lar conferences, or areas, or restricted geographical divisions, and are 
thus legitimately dependent upon the co-operatio# of the entire church, and 


_ Whereas, For various reasons such as (1) the lack of a local con- 
stituency, which means much to other connectional enterprises like col- 
leges, hospitals, etc.; (2) the absence of wealthy alumni, practically all 
the former students being ministers; and (3) the inability of alumni who 
have access to wealth to use their influence primarily for the benefit of 
Schools of Theology. because they are expected to use it on behalf of 
local educational and philanthropic institutions, it is impossible for the 
Schools of Theology to secure the needed increase in financial support 
through methods used by other Connectional Institutions, and 


Whereas, Methodist Schools of Theology can expect no assistance 
from the large general educational foundations which are prevented by 
their regulations from aiding denominational theological education, and 


Whereas, The provision for financial support made by the General 
Conference of 1924 (Discipline, 1924, Paragraph 458, Section 5 and Sub- 
Section 2) is proving entirely inadequate, and is creating some feeling 
of injustice because it tends to group the Schools of Theology with edu- 
cational institutions whose relation to the church and to their constit- 
uencies is of an entirely different nature from that of the Schools of 
Theology: therefore, be it 


Resolved, That we urge upon the General Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church assembled in Kansas City, Missouri, in May 1928, 
the necessity of considering the need of more adequate financial support, 
supplementing the normal resources of the Schools of Theology, and of 
providing a plan which shall meet the pressing and urgent needs of these 
institutions; and be it further 


Resolved, That we request the General Conference to consider as 
a possible means to this end the question of providing for the needs 
of the Schools of Theology in a way that will recognize the preparation 
and training of ministers in Schools of Theology -as an integral part 
of the provisions for ministerial support. which now includes the effective 
pastor, the district superintendent, the bishop, and the retired minister; 
and be it further 


Resolved, That to this end, we request the General Conference to 
consider the designation of a regular disciplinary collection, which would 
create a fund, to be administered by the Board of Education on the 
basis of principles of distribution to be determined by that Board, for 
the more adequate financial support of the Schools of Theology of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church.

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MINUTES OF LAY ELECTORAL CONFERENCE 
SEPTEMBER 30, 1927 


LONG BEACH, CALIFORNIA 


Meeting called to order in First Presbyterian Church by Secretary 
Chapman, with singing and prayer. } 

H. M. Chapman elected temporary chairman. 

R. O. Deacon, Fresno, chosen temporary secretary. | 

The following committees were appointed by the chair:

Committees retired to prepare reports. 

First Committee report received from Committee on Rules and Order 
of Business as follows: 

1. Your Committee recommends that the temporary officers be made 
the permanent officers of the Conference. 

2. Nominations for delegates to the next General Conference shall be 
the first order of business immediately following the adoption of report of 
the committee on Rules and Order of Business. Miscellaneous business 
shall be taken up during the intervals when balloting tickets are being 
counted. 

3. Those making nominating speeches shall take the platform, an- 
nounce their names and the churches from which they are delegates. Nom- 
inating speeches shall be limited to two minutes each. Only those who 
are regularly seated delegates shall be recognized by the chair to make 
nominating speeches. In order to save time all seconding speeches of the 
nominations will be out of order. 

4. All persons nominated shall take the platform and address the Con- 
ference. All nomination speeches and speeches of acceptance shall be 
limited to two minutes each. All nominating speeches shall be made suc- 
cessively before any speeches of acceptance will be in order. 

5. On the first ballot no ballot shall be considered a regular ballot if 
it contains more or less than nine names. Each successive ballot shall not 
be considered a regular ballot if it contains more or less than the number 
of delegates to be balloted for on that ballot. It shall require a majority 
of all votes cast’to constitute an election. 

6. Three alternates shall be elected by a separate ballot immediately 
following the completion of the elction for the nine regu'ar delegates, and 
the same rules shall govern that ballot as in the election of regular dele- 
gates. No additional nominations for alternates shall be in order. 

7. Five sets of tellers of three each shall be named by the chair, in 
order to expedite the business of counting the ballots. 

_ 8. The. bar of the Conference shall be fixed as that part of the Au- 

ditorium between the pulpit and the posts of the gallery. All who are 
not delegates shall be seated outside of the bar. The chair shall name two 
sergeant-at-arms to have supervision over the bar of the Conference as 
above fixed. 
_.. 9. The. Chair shall appoint a committee on Resolutions and Memor- 
ials. All resolutions and memorials shall first be nresented to that com- 
mittee for consideration and upon recommendation of said committee shall 
be read on the floor for the action of the Conference, 
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10. All elections shall be at large as provided by Section 39, Para- 
graph 3, of the Discipline. 
Report received and accepted by unanimous vote. 


Secretary read certified statement as to number of delegates to be 
elected trom HnGe Ee Stevens, Secretary of Southern California Confer- 
ences as follows: 


“To the Lay Electoral Conference of. the Southern California 
Conference 
Greeting: 

This is to certify that the Lay Electoral Conference is entitled 
to elect nine delegates to the General Conference, meeting at Kan- 
sas City in May, 1928. 

The qualifications are as follows as per Paragraph 39, Section 
5 of the Discipline: 

“Lay members twenty-five years of age, or over, holding 
membership in Pastoral Charges within the bounds of the Lay 
Electoral Conference, and having been lay members of the Church 
five years next preceding, shall be eligible to election to the Gen- 
eral Conference. Delegates-elect who cease to be members of the 
Church within the bounds of the Lay Electoral Conference by 
which they were elected shall not be entitled to seats in the 
General Conference.”

While Credentials Committee was preparing its report F. S. Wallace 
presented Dr. Kleinfeiter, of the Wesley Foundation, who briefly out- 
lined splendid work being done by the organization at different Colleges 
and Universities. 

Credentials Committee’s report showed a total of 187 delegates in at- 
tendance and these were seated officially by acceptance of this report. 

W. R. Hilmer, representing California German Conference was pre- 
sented to the Conference and heartily received. On motion regularly car- 
ried lay members of California German Conference were made members of 
Southern California Lay Electoral Conference and Mr. Hilmer as their 
representative was chosen to be regular ninth Lay Electoral Delegate to 
General Conference. 

Five sets of Tellers were appointed to have charge of balloting. 

Sergeant-at-arms, Ralph Chaffee and Wm. Stewart appointed. 


Afternoon Session 


Meeting opened with prayer and singing and then proceeded to nom- 
ination of delegates. There were nineteen nominations representing every 
district in the Southern California Conference. 

First ballot resulted in election of five delegates as follows: Mrs. 
C. F. Van de Water of Long Beach 139; F. H. Ballinger, Los Angeles, 
133; L. A. Copeland, Hollywood, 101; W. R. Stewart, Mesa, Arizona, 98;

Secretary then cast unanimous ballot for W. R. Hilmer as ninth dele- 

ate. 
rd Balloting for Alternates resulted in election of H. V. Mather of Los 
Angeles, first alternate; E. M. Cranston, Escondido, second alternate; 
C. I. D. Moore, Los Angeles, third alternate. 

In each case secretary duly authorized to cast unanimous ballot of 
Conference for these alternate delegates as listed. 
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Committee on Resolutions reported the following and they were reg- 
ularly adopted: 


1. TEMPERANCE: “Whereas the cause of temperance in the 
United States has been much helped and benefited by the passage of the 
18th amendment of the Constitution and all laws both municipal, state and 
national enacted for the enforcement of the 18th Amendment. 


Now therefore be it resolved that the Lay Electoral Conference of the 
Southern California Conference be and it does hereby request and petition 
all bodies of the Methodist Episcopal Church in united effort in every law- 
ful way to help and assist in the enforcement of all such municipal, state 
and federal laws, looking to the enforcement of the 18th Amendment to the 
Constitution; 


And be it further resolved that we ask all political parties to place in 
their platforms a declaration to support and enforce all legislation in sup- 
port of the 18th Amendment.” 


2. “Realizing that the coming of Christ’s Kingdom here on earth is 
now more than ever dependent upon the daily Christian conduct in every 
walk of life, of each and every professing Christian, it is most earnestly and 
prayerfully resolved that, 


“We, the delegates of the Lay Electoral Conference of Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, do hereby most 
earnestly beseech all Methodist communicants, and all Christian believers 
everywhere to practically apply the doctrines of Jesus Christ in their indi- 
vidual daily business, political and social contacts with all human beings 
whether they be Jews or Gentiles, Catholics or Protestants, Christians or 
non-Christians, white or colored, native-born or foreign-born, capitalists 
or laborers, men or women. 


“For it is only by the daily shining of our respective lives in point of 
actual Christian conduct that men will be constrained to see in our works 
Jesus Christ and glorify our Father in Heaven! 


“Resolved that a copy of this resolution be forwarded to the General 
Conference at its coming session. 


“And that a copy of this resolution be furnished the public press.” 


The Lay Electoral Conference of the Southern California Conference 
HEREBY MEMORIALIZES the General Conference of the Methodist

Conference of 1928 to raffirm its resolution in regard to the outlawry of 
war passed at the last General Conference.” 


5. Memorial on the COURSE OF STUDY: “Whereas, the General 
Conference of 1920 provided that no books should be nominated as text 
books except such as are in full and hearty accord with our doctrinal 
standards as established in the Constitution of the Church (Discipline, 
Paragraph 210, section 2); and 

Whereas, the General Conference of 1924 reaffirmed this action and 
further declared that the Articles of Religion are an effective expression 
of the abiding faith of Methodism, calling upon all those who exercise 
the teaching office in the Church to recognize their obligation to be ab- 
solutely loyal to them (Report No. 8, Declaration of Spiritual Life Jour- 
nal, pages 500-501); and 

Whereas, the Commission cn the Courses of Study have failed to 
obey this law and have introduced into our courses of ministerial training 
text books of which a careful and conscientious study shows: 

1. That they deny the eternal personality and Godhead of Jesus 
Christ. 

2. That they whittle down the historic evidences of His Virgin 
Birth. 

3. That they set aside the historic witness of His Bodily Resurrec- 
tion. : 

4. That they repudiate His propitiatory work for sin upon the Cross. 
5. That they reduce the Bible to an errant human book and Jesus 
Christ to an errant human being; therefore be it: 

RESOLVED: that we request our delegates elected by this Lay 
Electoral Conference of the Southern California Conference, September 29, 
1927, to bring this matter to the attention of the General Conference, and 
that we do ourselves memorialize the General Conference of 1928 to give

6. “Inasmuch as the unity of the followers of Jesus Christ on earth,

“Inasmuch as any reasons ‘which may have existed, for the separa- 
tion of Methodist young people into an organization of their own appear 
no longer to exist, 

NOW, THEREFORE, we respectfully memorialize you to instruct 
the Committee on Epworth League to consider seriously and prayerfully 
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whether or not the time is not now opportune to make overtures looking 
to the amalgamation of the Epworth League with the United Society of 
Christian Endeavor, to the end that our young people, by joiming forces 
with this great interdenominational body, may hasten the day when the 
children of God on earth may all march under one banner.” 


7 PROTEST AGAINST THE USE OF CIGARETTES: 

“Whereas, the use of cigarettes by almost all classes and ages has 
‘spread with alarming rapidity, affecting particularly the young of the 
country; 

Whereas, medical authorities of the highest rank are agreed as to the 
harmful physical effect of this pernicious habit, a conviction which is en- 


dorsed by leading athletic directors throughout the land; and 

Whereas, conscientious educators in our highest institutions of learn- 
ing, as well as teachers in our public schools corroborate the claim that 
the use of cigarettes does weaken the intellectual ability of students ad- 
dicted to this habit; and 

Whereas, the general public is constantly subjected to annoyances and 
physical discomfort on account of the indifference and discourtesy of 
those who persist in poisoning the atmosphere of public places with the 
vile fumes of this obnoxious weed, 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Lay Electoral Con- 
ference of the Southern California Annual Conference memorialize the 
General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church at its 1928 session 
to register its hearty disapproval of the sale and use of cigarettes, and pe- 
tition for legislation in every State of the United States that will help to 
abate this nuisance; and 


RESOLVED that the General Conference effectively protest against 
the employment, on the faculty of any of our Denominational educatonal 
institutions of professors addicted to the use of cigarettes or tobacco in 
any form.” 

8 The Credentials Committee could have reported much earlier in 
the day, thus saving precious time of the Lay Electoral Conference if 
credentials had been properly executed. 

It is recommended that in sufficient time before this body meets in 
1931 the Secretary of this Conference shall prepare and forward to the 
pastor of every church in the Conference a form to be used as a creden- 
tial for each delegate and alternate elected; that will call for the Dis- 
trict and Church as well as the names of the persons elected, to be shown. 

This complete information and uniformity will make possible a much 
earlier report of the Committee on Credentials.

MINUTES OF THE TWENTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL 
MEETING OF THE

We heartily endorse the Laymen’s Intensive Service Movement as 
affording an opportunity for closer inter-church co-operation and an out- 
let for lay evangelistic endeavor. 


Lay Activities (4) 

Appreciating the heavy burden borne by our brethren in the Ministry 
and realizing that multiplied duties and multitudinous tasks demand time 
and attention which should be given to the larger and more important 
work of the Methodist pastorate, we urge that, insofar as may be deemed 
practicable, the administrative work of our local Churches be intrusted to 
the laity, whose delight it will be to assume their full share of responsi- 
bility for the faithful performance of those necessary tasks which help 
to advance the work of the Kingdom. 


Connectional Offices (5) 


Sincerely believing that the supreme work of the Christian minister 
is to preach the gospel of our Lord and Master, and that his best work is 
that done in the pulpit and in connection with pastoral visitation we 
respectfully suggest that. our ministers of proven pulpit ability be re- 
tained in the active pastorate, and that such connectional positions as 
may be filled acceptably by consecrated laymen, be delegated to those 
available laymen who possess special qualifications and an aptitude for 
the service to be rendered in the connectional offices, calling for execu- ° 
tive or administrative ability. 


Evangelism and Stewardship (6) 

It is interesting to note that during the last four years. when World 
Service giving has declined ‘at an alarming rate, the increase in member- 
ship has been almost negligible It would appear that lack of evangelistic 
zeal and decline in missionary passion go hand in hand. We, therefore, 
call upon our laity to re-consecrate themselves to the holy task of evan- 
gelism, believing that when this is done our gifts to maintain the gospel 
around the world will also materially increase. 


Wesley Foundation (7) 

In view of the large and increasing number of young people from 
Christian homes now attending tax-supported and independent educational 
institutions and the record already established by the Wesley Foundation 
at such institutions, we heartily welcome its activity within the bounds 
of the Southern California Conference and bespeak for it the cordial 
and financial support of our laymen. 


Lord’s Day Observance (8) 

Recognizing the necessity of the rest of the Lord's Day to man’s 
physical nature, and of worship, prayer, and the practice of the pres- 
ence of God” to our spiritual nature. we record our conviction that all 
Christian patriots should make earnest and sustained effort to defend 
the Lord’s Day from profanation by unnecessary work and commercial- 
ized sports and amusements, and to recover and restore it to its right- 
ful place in the thought and life of the people of our state, and we 
proffer to the Lord’s Day Alliance of California our hearty moral sup- 
port, and heartily commend its important educational program 


Connectional Interests (10) 
Sympathetically evaluating the work being done by the several Con- 
ference Institutions and organizations. and desiring to encourage these 
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various connectional interests in their work of Kingdom building, we 
heartily endorse their respective programs, promising them our friendly 
interest and loyal support in all their undertakings. 


Connectional Interests (10-a) 


And we recommend to our Annual Conference that an intensive survey 
of the financial needs of our Conference Educational interests and Insti- 
tutions be made during the coming year, so that an intelligent canvass 
may be made of t! eir respective financial needs before any Conferences 
wide or otle: intensive financial campaign should be undertaken. 


Good Literature (11) 


We commend the able editorial policy of the California Christian 
Advocate, favor the continuance of the publication of the segregated 
material, and urge Southern Cali-ornia Methodism to observe Good Litera- 
ture Day. 


General Conference Delegates (12) 

We recommend to the most serious consideration of the members of 
this body who may be delegates to the Lay Electorial Conference, the 
matter of the-election of General Conference delegates. We sincerely be- 
lieve that those who are thus honored should be men and women of 
proven ability. These positions should not be given to individuals because of 
friendship or merely to bestow an honor upon them, but solely and entire- 
ly on merit. The laymen in the General Conference bear a heavy. re- 
spons bility, and those who go should be men and women whose knowledge 
of Church polity and government, and whose experience in the affairs of 
the Church fit them to render large and constructive service to the 
Church at large. 


Area Supervision (13) 


Believing that the Area system of Episcopal supervision works to 
greater efficiency and economy in our Church government we heartily 
endorse the present area system of Episcopal supervision and respect- 
fully urge our representatives to the next General Confere>ce to seek 
such legislation as will enable the resident Bishops to preside over 
the Annual Conferences and missions within their respective areas dur- 
ing the entire quanrennium. 


Lay Representatives (14) 


Since we are convinced that it will redound to the advancement of 
the cause of the Kingdom and better co-operation in our Church organi- 
zation by having our laymen represented in our Annual Conference, we, 
therefore, urge our lay delegates to the next General Conference to sup- 
port any legislation which will tend to bring to pass lay representa- 
tion in tre Annual Conference. 


Nationalist’c Aspirations (15) 


We heartily approve the policy of non-interference which our 
National Government has followed respecting the affairs of China. While 
watchfully guarding the safety of our citizens in that distracted country. 
our President and Secretary of State have consistently maintained our 
traditional attitude of friendly sympathy for the Chinese people, with- 
cut any thought of gaining either territory or concessions for our- 
selves, which attitude, we are confident. will be maintained by our author- 
ities at Washington. Having faith in the basic integrity and high sin- 
cerity of the Chinese people we sympathize with China’s growing na- 
tional consciousness and with her aspriations for the establishment of 
efficient self-government We ea‘nestly hope that our missionaries will 
stand for the political autonomy and self-government of China, which will 
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make her nationally free. We further express sympathy with similar 
nationalistic aspirations in Mexico, Nicaragua and India. 


Law Enforcement (16) 

We urge an open and honest settlement of the Prohibition Contro- 
versy by plain declaration, by political party platforms and candidates 
in favor of Law Enforcement. We also urge every Methodist layman 
to lend his or her undivided support to law enforcement in general, It 
is also our firm belief that the Church, Sunday School Young Peoples’ 
Societies and Public Schools, should do all in their power to incorporate 
Prohibition and Temperance education in their courses of study. 


Superannuate Claims (17) 

In view of the unexpected increase in our retired ministers list, 
due in part to the present merger with the German Conference, and also 
having in view that some churches have failed to adequately present the 
superannuaté claims to their people, it is hereby resolved that we urge the 
Annual Conference to make apportionment equal to not less than Twenty- 
five Dollars for each year of active service of the retired ministers, respec- 
tively. And this Association also urges upon the laity the sacred duty of 
meeting such apportionments with willing hearts. 


World’s Sunday School Convention (18) 

We urge that every Sunday School in Southern California lend its 
support, by way of publicity and otherwise, to the World’s Sunday School 
Convention which will be held in July, 1928, and suggest that this As- 
sociation pledge the sum of Fifty Dollars toward the expenses of this 
great gathering. 

Expenses Authorized (19) 

The Treasurer is hereby instructed and authorized to pay any and 
all bills incured in connection with the work of the Laymen’s Associa- 
tion during the past year and the expenses of the 1927 meeting. 


Constitutional Amendment (20) 

Resolved, That Article IV. Section I, of the Constitution of this As- 
sociation be, and the same is hereby amended by adding thereto the 
following: 

“The Executive Committee shall fill any vacancy, or vacan- 
cies, occurring between sessions.” 


Memorial To The General Conference (21) 
The Laymen’s Association of the Southern California Conference 
Hereby Memorializes the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church to be held in May. 1928, as follows: 


Whereas, The task of the Church in this generation at home and 
abroad is staggering in its proportions and challenging in its possi- 
bilities to the united membership 

And, Whereas, In our judgment greater interest and greater loyalty 
will come with a greater knowledge of our Church and the work it is 
trying to do, 

Therefore, Be It Resolved: That we Memorialize the General 
Conference of 1928 to take definite steps to. qualify more adequately the 
laymen for their share of the responsibilities, by providing courses of 
reading for their greater information concerning the history polity and 
program of the Church, and, further, that such books be listed in the Dis- 
cipline and a paragraph accompanying the same, advising at to the best 
methods of securing the widest possible response by the laymen of the 


Church. 
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Following the reading of the resolutions a motion was duly made 
and seconded that these resolutions be accepted in their entirety and 
such editing as necessary be done by the Committee before handing in 
to the Secretary. Upon being opened for discussion the advisability of 
acting so hurriedly upon so many important matters was discussed. 
Amendments and substitute motions were offered but did not prevail. 

An Amendment was offered, seconded and carried. amending the 
Fifteenth Resolution on the Nationalistic program, adding the word 
“Nicaragua” after the word “Mexico.” 


Upon a re-statement of the original motion covering the approval 
of the resolution offered by the Resolutions Committee, a standing vote 
was taken with ninety affirmative votes and seventy negative votes, 
whereupon the president declared that the motion would prevail. 

It was then moved that all resolutions handed to the Committee 
on Resolutions hereafter be read in the open meeting, with the recom- 
mendation or non-recommendation of the Committee, permitting the 
members of the Association to pass on each and every resolution. This 
motion was seconded and then amended with the amendment that the 
president should appoint a Committee on Resolutions, giving the names 
and addresses of the members of the Committee to the California Christian 
Advocate for publication at least sixty days prior to the Annual Meeting 
of the Association, and that such publication should be considered due 
notice that the Committee was ready to consider any and all resolutions 
and memorials that should properly come before it for consideration. And 
further, that all resolutions be read during the early part of the fore- 
noon of the second day of the Annual Meeting of the Association. The 
Amendment was duly seconded and the motion carried. 

A motion was duly made and carried that the resolution tabled by 
the Resolution Committee be heard later if there was time. 

The Treasurer’s Report was then given by M. J. Bicknell, showing 
receipts during the year of $416.43, with expenditures of $43.05. leav- 
ing a balance in the Treasury of $374.43. Moved, seconded and carried 
that this report be adopted.

REPORTS 
SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 


The “Pacific Old People’s Home” having been in active operation 
fora period of seventeen years, the officials of the Home prepared a more 
comprehensive report for the information of the general public, and 
especially for the membership of the Methodist Episcopal Church on the 
Pacific Coast. Also a financial statement of the Institution is presented 
annually. First, that they may have a visual concept of what has been 
accomplished in location and buildings and a summary of the Home life 
of the guests, now spending their days in domestic tranquillity. ’Twere 
hard to find another seventy Aged Folks in greater comfort and good 
cheer — waiting till the shadows are a little longer grown! After years 
of arduous toil and sacrifices many were left homeless and dependent. 
Others through loss of children or companion. In their old Age they 
were desirous of the care and protection of a real Christian Home — 
such as the “Pacific Old People’s Home” can and does supply. These 
Life Members are not a financial liability, some only partially so — while 
most of them are and will be an asset. The combined ages of the 34 
life members besides 36 sojourners now living totals 2,483 years — this 
makes the average about 73 years. These servants of God have been 
members of the church for many years. How-much they accomplished 
for God in these years only Eternity will tell! Even now, in the evening 
of life, those who are able attend divine services regularly, as Sunday 
School, Preaching Class and Prayer meetings. Each morning at our 
devotion, and especially on midweek prayer meeting, if you could hear 
the prayers of these fathers and mothers! The Home stands welcoming 
those good people who need its care and protection and it is a blessing 
to those who give for its support. Our Home has standardized under the 
requirements of the Board of Hospitals and Homes as to management, 
food, cleanliness, health, attention, including beds for sick and invalids 
with physician’s care and enjoyable social conditions. A visiting Commit- 
tee, such as is sent to our Educational Institutions by the Conference, 
we believe, would be stimulating to the Homes and information to the 


Conference. 

The year past has been one of progress. A new Garland Kitchen 
Range has been installed. The Main Building and one of the Annexes 
has been painted and many rooms renovated. An addition to the Main 
Building and a beautiful arbor was built. The whole property is in very 
good condition. The general health of our people has been exceptionally 
good the past year. We have several chronic cases who have needed the 
constant care of our nurses. I here desire to mention that our nurses’ 
staff for the year has been very efficient. We have had only two deaths 
during the year. This is a very low death rate taking into consideration 


our number and their ages. 

This year there have been held eleven regular meetings, and one 
special meeting of the Board of Dirctors. We pause to emphasize our 
appreciation of the unstinted and effective service of our Board of Di- 
rectors and thus publicly give them our thanks. This is their only 
gratuity for much time and care —and we acknowledge all that our good 
friends and Coworkers Itave meant to us! We are indeed very sorry to 
chronicle the mishap to our beloved Treasurer, Dr. P. Bendixen, in break- 
ing his hipbone, preventing him from attending our Board Meetings for 
months; but one who visited him at his home found him always eager 
for every item of the Home life and the hope that he might again take 
up his beloved work. 

Five applicants were admitted by the Home as Life Members. with 
an admittance fee of $15,000.00, besides $1,000.00 for the annuity fund for 
retired Ministers of our Conference. The Board of Directors has pro- 


“ceeded wisely in all matters pertaining to the material, spiritual and 
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social progress of the Institution. The Administration work of the Home 
has received most careful attention, and the annual report shows a very 
gratifying increase and growth. 

We also wish to acknowledge our deep appreciation to the Matron, 
Miss Ramser, and our Head Nurse, Miss Hessel, and their assistants 
for their loyal and untiring services. 


Let us press forward in the work of the Home! For here are dear 
aged people, infirm —and often friendless. They need all the comfort 
or solace you can bring. A busy, burdened Superintendent and Board 
of Directors would welcome your alliance and share with you their joy 
in spending and being spent. We can say to the Church whose repre- 
sentatives we are: ‘““We have dealt righteously with our household and 
withheld no needful thing’”’— and we bring you no debts or deficiencies. 
Thank God with us, for these are they for whose welfare we are pledged 
to care!

Organizations be authorized to change the name of the Corporation, 
Organization or Congregation as the case may be, to conform to the new 
name of the Conferences, created by the Merger of the California German 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church with the Southern 
California and the California Conferences with which they may have 
become merged. 


3. Resolved: That these resolutions become a part of our minutes 
for the benefit of all who may heed them. 


Resolved: That a sum not to exceed One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) 
is to be deposited to the credit of the Treasurer of the Ministers’ and

Daily Proceedings 


FIRST DAY 
Tuesday, September 25, 1928 


The Southern California Annual Conference convened for its 53rd 
session In the First Methodist Episcopal Church of Santa Barbara, Cal- 
ifornia, Samuel Hughes, pastor, on Tuesday, September 25, 1928. 

The Presiding Bishop, Charles Wesley Burns, called the Conference 
to order at 7:30 p. m. 


GREETINGS: The Bishop expressed his appreciation of the new 
church, and the pastor extended the greetings of the city and church, 
and introduced the heads of his various committees, 


COMMUNION SERVICE: The hymn, “And Can it Be That I 
Should Gain,” was sung, and E. P. Dennett led in the communion prayer. 
The Bishop administered the communion assisted by the District Super- 
intendents and the Superintendents of the Missions. 


ROLL CALL: The Roll was called by the Secretary of the last con- 
ference, and 311 full members responded. 


QUESTION 16 was called: “Who Have Been Transferred and to 
What Conferences?” 

The Bishop announced the transfer of C. L. Calkins to California; 
I. B. Harper to the N. E. Ohio and Fred M. Essig, a probationer in the 
4th year, to N. W. Indiana, and Douglas Ewan, California, Probationer, 
3rd year. 


QUESTION 2 was called: “Who Have Been Received by Transfer 
and From What Conferences?” 

The Bishop announced the transfer into this Conference of Gerald

L. A. Rice was elected Postmaster. 
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The Bar of the Conference was fixed to include the first fifteen 
rows of pews. 

The Printed Program was made the Official Program. ; 

The Standing Committees, Commissions and Boards as nominated 
last year were elected. 


It was ordered that the minutes be made the Official Journal and 
the Secretaries were authorized to edit reports. 


PROHIBITION AND HOOVER: E. E. Helms presented the fol- 
lowing resolution and it was unanimously adopted by a standing vote: 

“In view of the moral crisis facing our country in the present Pres- 
idential Campaign and election; 


And in view of the well known position of our founder, John Wesley, 
and the repeated utterances of our General Conference through more 
than a Century, declaring the irrevocable opposition of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church against the manufacture, sale and importation of intox- 
icating liquors; 

And in view of the well known and universally recognized fact that 
the present Presidential Campaign has broken through party lines and 
is being waged around the unequivocal declaration and personal position 
of the candidates of the two major parties on National prohibition— 
the one candidate aligning himself for the repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment and the Enforcement laws enacted thereunder, and the other 
unmistakingly and emphatically aligning himself against their repeal and 
for their enforcement; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED by the Southern California 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church now assembled in its 53rd 
session, comprising 447 ministers and 85,000 lay members, and represent- 
ing a constituency of more than a third of a million, that we are unalter- 
ably opposed to the election of Alfred E. Smith to the Presidency of the 
United States and that by voice and vote we pledge our support for this 
high office to Herbert C. Hoover. 


We heartily endorse the report of the Committee appointed by our 
recent General Conference assembled in Kansas City, to visit the Na- 
tional Conventions of the Republican and Democratic Parties, to plead 
for the adoption of Dry Platforms and the nomination of Dry Candidates, 
in which report the Committee said, “We call upon all men and women 
of this Nation who believe in the integrity of the Constitution of the 
United States to defeat Alfred E. Smith at the polls in November.” And 
in the words of the same General Conference we solemnly declare, “We 
will not be stampeded; we will not cease to spak by tongue and pen and 
vote; we will not turn back; we have enlisted for the duration of the 
conflict, which will end only in the complete extermination of the beverage 
alcohol habit and traffic. There we stand. We can do no other. So 
help us God.”

PACIFIC OLD PEOPLE’S HOME 


J. H. Durbahn presented the following resolution concerning the 
Pacific Old People’s Home as passed by the directors of the Ministers 
and Dependents’ Pension and Relief Association: 

“WHEREAS in compliance with the Declaration of the Merger of 
the California German Annual Conference with the Southern California 
Annual Conference it was agreed that the California German Conference 
should transfer all articles of value, such as: Bonds, Mortgages, all avail- 
able monies or its equivalent, etc., now in possession of the Ministers 
and Dependents’ Pension Association, into the Treasury of the Con- 

ference Endowment Fund of the Southern California Annual Conference, 
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WHEREAS the PACIFIC OLD PEOPLE’S HOME, among other 
assets belonging to the Ministers’ and Dependents’ Pension and Relief 
Association, we, members of the Southern California Annual Conference, 
deem it for the best interest of above mentioned Home and for all con- 
cerned in said Home, that a new Corporation should be formed to take 
over and continue to hold, support, maintain and operate said Home for 
the worthy aged and infirm persons, and to provide for and carry on 
such other charitable work in connection therewith as may be necessary 
and convenient in carrying out the purposes for which this Corporation 
shall be formed, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the officers and 
members of the Southern California Annual Conference, a Church Organ- 
ization, that such a Corporation be formed and the joint Commission on 
Merger of the erstwhile California German Annual Conference and the 
Southern California Annual Conference constitute a Committee to be 
commissioned and instructed to prepare such Articles of Incorporation 
and present them at an early session of this Conference for adoption; 
also investigate the proposed constitution and by-laws prepared by the 
Superintendent of the Pacific Old People’s Home. This committee shall 
have the power to make any changes they may deem necessary and there- 
after report their findings to the Conference for adoption without 
reading.” 

He also presented the following resolution concerning the property 
of the Old People’s Home as adopted by the directors: 

WHEREAS: the Officers, Trustees, Members of the Ministers’ and 
Dependents’ Pension and Relief Association, owners of the Pacific Old 
People’s Home, find it for the best interests of the said corporation, and 
all of the membership thereof, and all other persons interested therein, 
that all of the property of every kind and description, including Real 
Estate, Credits, Notes, Mortgages, Contracts and all other property be- 
longing to said corporation, the Ministers’ and Dependents’ Pension and 
Relief Association be sold and transferred to the said corporation, to wit: 
the “Pacific Old People’s Home of the Southern California Annual Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church.” 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that all of the property 
of every kind and description belonging to the said Ministers’ and De- 
pendents’ Pension and Relief Association, a corporation, that the Officers 
and Trustees of said corporation take such legal action as may be neces- 
sary for the proper and legal transfer of all of the property of every 
kind and description belonging to said Ministers’ and Dependents’ Pen- 
sion and Relief Association, a corporation. 


Pacific Old People’s Home

As favorable action on the above motion was anticipated, Willsie 
Martin read the Articles of Incorporation as provided for, and they were 
adopted as follows: 

“We, the undersigned officers and members of the Southern Califor- 
nia Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church in annual 
session, have been commissioned and instructed by the members of said 
Conference to procure Articles of Incorporation, which Corporation 
shall not exist for pecuniary profits but for the benefit of aged members 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church and other aged persons whose cir- 
cumstances require such aid, and for the transaction of said business in 
accordance with the Constitution and By-Laws adopted by said corpo- 
ration. 

NOW, THEREFORE, pursuant to said instructions, we, the under- 
sigsed, do hereby make, execute and declare the following as the Articles 
of Incorporation of said Organization: 


First ; 
Name: The name of said Corporation shall be “The Pacific Old 
People’s Home.” 
Second 
Location: Said Corporation shall be located in Los Angeles, in the 
County of Los Angeles, California. 
Third 
Purpose: The purpose for which said Corporation is formed is to 
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establish, hold, support, maintain and operate a home for the worthy aged 
and infirm persons, and to provide for and carry on such other charitable 
work in connection therewith as may be necessary and convenient in car- 
rying out the purpose for which this Corporation is formed. All the 
work and purposes of said Corporation to be carried on in harmony with 
the Discipline of the Methodist Episcopal Church of the United States 
of America. 


Fourth 


Membership: Sec. 1. The Membership of said Corporation shall 
consist of all persons who now are or may hereafter become members 
of the Southern California Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church while they continue to be members of this Conference. 

Sec. 2. The payment of five (5) dollars or more annually by a lay- 
man shall constitute a member of the Corporation. Fifty (50) dollars at 
one time a Life Member; One hundred (100) dollars at one time sha'l 
constitute a Benefactor or the contribution of five hundred (500) dollars 
at one time shall constitute a Patron for life. 


Fifth 
Term: The term for which said Corporation is to exist is for a period 
of Ninety-nine (99) years from and after the date of its Incorporation. 


Sixth 
Trustees: The members of Trustees for the above named Home for 
the Aged shall be Nine (9), Five (5) of whom shall be members of the 
said Southern California Annual Conference, residing in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and the remaining Four (4) Trustees shall be laymen members 


of the Methodist Episcopal Church, residing within the bounds of South- 
ern California. 


Seventh 


Trustees First Year: The names of Trustees selected for first year 
of the existence of the Corporation are: H. G. Steinman, J. Huber, E. C. 
Jannusch, L. T. Guild, A. Ray Moore, E. A. Knapp, J. H. Durbahn, Wm. 
Schmutzler, J. W. Reideman, three of whom shall hold office as such 
Trustees for the term of one (1) year; three for the term of two (2) 
years and three (3) for the term of three (3) years or until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified; and at their first meeting this said 
Board of Trustees shall select three (3) of their number who shall hold 
office one (1) year, and until their successors are elected and qualified; 
and three (3) of their number shall hold office two (2) years and until 
their successors are elected and qualified: and three (3) of their number 
who shall hold office three (3) years and until their successors are elec- 
ed, and qualified, and at each annual meeting thereafter there shall be 
elected three Trustees, who sha'l hold their office for three (3) years and 
until their successors are elected and qualified.

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PACIFIC SWEDISH MISSION CONFERENCE MERGER 
I. Historical 


Swedish Methodism was introduced to the Pacific Coast about 1874, 
when Dr. F. F. Jewell organized a Scandinavian Class in the Howard 
Street Church, San Francisco. The first leader was a layman, by the 
name of J. A. Bergner, the first preacher was Erick Shogren. From the 
mother church in San Francisco the work spread to various points in 
California, Oregon and Washington. 

The work was first organized into districts, belonging to the English- 
speaking Conference, within whose bounds the charges were located. In 
1908 the work was organized into a separate unit, the Pacific Swedish 
Mission Conference, with 14 charges, 918 church members, and 17 con- 
ference members. During these twenty years thirty-seven men have been 
Or are members of this conference as follows: Francis Ahnlund, J. R. 
Andrews, K. O. Berglund, D. K. Bjork, J. N. Burdell, C. A. Cederberg, 
P. N. Dahlin, Andrew Farrell, John Johnson, G. E. Kallstedt, J. H. 
Levedahl, A. E. Lind, F. A. Lundberg, C. E. Magnuson, S. Moody, G. A. 
Nelson, Harry Nelson, O. W. Ostrom, John QOvall, C. H. Sundstrom, 
B. W. Selin, J. O. Wahlberg, Aug. Wallin, J. A. Willman, A. G. Beck, 
C. W. Bergquist, Abel Eklund, C. G. Emanuel, A. Hallen, O. N. Johnson, 
E. G. Landin, Gustav Lindstrom, O. F. Linstrum, C. J. Wells, G. A. 
Werner, C. G. Westerdahl and O. W. Westling. The following charges 
do now belong, or have belonged to the Conference: in California—Kings- 
burg, Los Angeles, Oakland-Berkeley, Easton-Fresno, San Francisco, 
Pasadena and Paso Robles; in Oregon—Salem, Oregon City and Portland; 
in Washington—Seattle, Tacoma, Skagit City, Spokane, Pleasant Ridge, 
Fremont, Cedar Home, Mount Vernon, Venersborg, Kelso, Long View, 
Outlook and Vancouver. Twenty-one conferences have been held, pre- 
sided over by Bishops Warren, Smith, Edwin H. and Matt S. Hughes, 
Shepherd, Cooke, McConnell, Thirkield, Leonard, Burns, Johnson, Mead 
and Nicholson. At its dissolution the conference had 14 charges, 1,192 
members and 21 ministers. 


II. Dissolution and Merger 


About three years ago the question was raised, first by the Laymen at 
the Laymen’s Conference, as to whether the interest of the Kingdom would 
not be better served by a closer union with the English-speaking Confer- 
ences in whose bounds our work was located. 

One year ago a memorial to the General Conference, presented by a 
Commission composed of Merle N., Smith, J. Wesley Neely and Geo. B. 
Cliff of this Conference and Carl W. Bergquist of the Swedish Conference, 
was adopted by this Conference, asking the General Conference to change 
the Pacific Swedish Mission Conference into a Mission, belonging to the 
Southern California Conference. The General Conference replied that 
present legislation did not permit of such a step. 

On the advice and call of Bishop Charles Wesley Burns the two 
district superintendents of the Pacific Swedish Conference later met with 
the Cabinet of the Southern California Conference. At this meeting it was 
proposed that the Swedish Conference be dissolved this fall, the preachers 
and congregations to be transferred to the contiguous English-speaking 
Conferences. A Commission was appointed, consisting of Charles D. 
Lewis, Lewis T. Guild, and A. Ray Moore, representing the Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference, and F. Ahnlund and C. H. Sundstrom, representing the 
Pacific Swedish Mission Conference, to which the treasurer of the Board 
of Pensions and Relief of the Swedish Conference, Mr. O. E. Peterson, 
of Kingsburg, was later added. The Cabinet of the Southern California 
Conference recommended favorable action. Bishop Burns got in touch 
with the California Conference, which took favorable action, also with 
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Bishop Titus E. Lowe, of the Portland Area, and the Conferences on his 
Area took favorable action. 


On the basis of these “favorable actions” by the Conferences involved, 
the Bishops of the Areas involved concurring, the Pacific Swedish Mission 
Conference, at its regular session, held in the First Swedish Methodist 
Church, Los Angeles, Calif., voted unanimously Friday, Sept. 21, 1928, to 
dissolve the said Pacific Swedish Mission Conference, the members and 
congregations to join, some the Southern California Conference, some the 
California Conference, and some the Puget Sound Conference, this being 
done on the authority granted by the General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, authorizing any Foreign Language Conference to dis- 
continue its organization and merge with contiguous - English-speaking 
Conferences. 

It is mutually understood by those joining the Southern California 
Conference and said Conference: 


1. That the members of the Pacific Swedish Mission Conference, 
effective and retired, as listed below, and the congregations and property 
within the bounds of the Southern California Conference be transferred to 
said Southern California Conference. 


2. That the ministers joining said Conference shall all, effective and 
retired, enjoy the same rights and privileges, also their widows and minor 
children, as those enjoyed by the members, widows and minor children of 
the Southern California Conference. 


3. That of the funds gathered by the Pacific Swedish Mission Con- 
ference for pensioning the retired ministers, widows, etc., the Southern 
California Conference shall receive its share pro rated according to service 
years as listed below; also funds from sale of property, etc., as listed below. 


4. That these Swedish-American congregations now joining the 
Southern California Conference shall, as long as they may so desire, have 
ministers appointed to serve them who are capable of using both the En- 
glish and Swedish languages. ha 


Va That the Swedish Pacific Mission Conference shall take care of 
their own pensioners for the year 1928-1929, 


Pro-rata Distribution of the Permanent Fund of the Board of Pensions 
and Relief of the Pacific Swedish Mission Conference to the Southern 
California Conference at the time of the Merger of said Swedish Mission 
Conference to the Contiguous English-speaking Conferences.

IV. Closing Remarks 

On behalf of the men now joining the Southern California Conference 
permit us to say that while we fully realize and are truly grateful for the 
privileges, honors and advantages that come to us through this merger, 
we hope that we are not considered a liability to the Conference, no, not 
even the retired men, although their annuity will hereby be considerably 
increased. 

We wish to call your attention to the fact that Methodism is one the 
world over, and that these veterans of the cross have worked as hard and 
sacrificed as much as the average Methodist preacher anywhere. 

And we wish to call your attention to the fact that these retired men 
were once members of this or some other English-speaking Conference, 
and hed they remained there their eligibility to full pension would never 
had been questioned. 

And may we also remind you that some of the most loyal, some of 
the finest members in your English-speaking churches to day were won 
for God and the church through the efforts of these retired ministers. 

And, although we cannot boast a large number of church members 
being transferred, we cannot speak too highly of those that are trans- 
ferred. They are spiritual, they are true to God and the church, they 
sacrifice freely. As an example may be cited one church with about 300 
members which has contributed to henevolences during the last nine years 


on the average of over $5,000 annually.

number of applicants for transfers into our Conference already made 


“THEREFORE, RESOLVED, That in the interests of our churches 
and of our Conference membership, young life should be given a chance 
for development, so we request the Bishop to keep the same principle in 
force for the future, i.e. no transfer unless a man of equal years of service 
is transferred out.” 


DR. W. S. BOVARD, Secretary of the Board of Education was in- 
troduced. He was admitted a Probationer in the Conference 41 years ago 
today.

The Executive Session Closed.

CONFERENCE: A. Ray Moore read the Summary of Corporation

CONFERENCE TRUSTEES: On motion of A. Ray Moore the 
Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot for Frank D. Mather and E. W. 
Pasko as Conference Trustees, Class of 1931, and they were declared 
elected. 


APPRECIATION J. B. GREEN: F. D. Mather on behalf of the 
Conference Trustees presented the following appreciation of J. B. Green 
and it was adopted by the Conference by a rising vote: 


DR. JOHN B. GREEN: Believing it to be fitting that a memoir of 
Dr. John B. Green expressly commemorating his many years of service 
as a Trustee of this Conference, and as Treasurer of its Endowment and 
Trust Funds, should be embodied in the Minutes thereof, your Conference 
Trustees present for your consideration a copy of the memoir which was 
by them unanimously adopted, as follows: 

“At the first session of the Southern California Annual Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, held in the year 1876, John B. Green 
was elected as one of its Trustees, and was annually re-elected fifty times. 
In 1900 he was elected Treasurer of the Board, having served during the 
two previous years as its Secretary. 

At the Conference session in 1906 he was given the Special Appoint- 
ment of “Field Secretary and Treasurer of Conference Endowment Funds” 
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being thereafter annually appointed thereto until his retirement from the 
Effective Relation in 1926. He ever bore its heavy responsibilities and 
discharged its multiform duties faithfully and efficiently. : 

At the Conference session in 1901 he reported a total of $2730.14 in 
the Conference Endowment Fund: and property in the Hough Endowment 
Fund of an estimated value of $35,000.00. At the termination of his 
Treasureship in 1926 he.reported a total in the Conference Endowment 
Fund of $431,022.75; and in the Hough Endowment Fund a total of 
$106,765.50. This great increase was due, in large measure, to his sagacity, 
wisdom, untiring devotion and unflagging zeal. 

People believed and trusted him. To us who were intimately asso- 
ciated with him in the Trusteeship of the Conference his whole hearted 
service and godly life were ever an inspiration and benediction. His 
superior qualities of mind and heart and his nobility of character endeared 
him to us all. He was truly a ‘‘beloved brother.”

BISHOP’S ADDRESS TO THE CLASS: The Bishop spoke to the 
Class to be Admitted to the Conference with the feeling of a brother and 
the heart of a father. 

“I am holden by three great desires, to hold a revival service, a con- 
secration service, or deliver an address. 

“Tt was said of the Good Parson of Chaucer that ‘He taught but first 
he followed himself’. 

“No man can declare unless he knows Jesus Christ better than any 
man in town. 

“Three loyalties I would drop from my heart into yours: 

“First: loyalty to yourself. Are you sure you are called? The day 
has passed when an anointed numskull can lead. You are Comrades in 
the Culture Way. Have your wives keep inviolate those necessary morning 
hours for the kindling, the seasoning, and undergirding of your study life. 

“Second: Be loyal to your church. We can be genial to interdenom- 
inational activities, and yet be loyal, with our denominational loyalty. 
The time has passed when anyone need be ashamed that he is a Protestant 
and a Methodist. The Methodist roof tree is so broad that it will take 
you all in. 

“Third: Be loyal to your God. Paul keeps ever sounding that he is 
an apostle, not of men, but of God. He felt the inviolate sanction of the 
call of God to preach. Let there be no uncertainty that you are called to 
be prophets and ambassadors of God. 

“Remember that, ‘if you fix the center of your life, the circumference 
will take care of itself. Do not be concerned about the cosmologies and 
the cosmogonies of Genesis but be concerned about Calvary; not about 
the Garden of Eden but the Garden of Gethsemane. When you have seen 
His face and caught His spirit you never will go back.”

Third: The Claimant shall have the right, at any future time, to 
withdraw any and all of these credits if he or she finds need of them, but 
any remaining balance in their account at the time of their death shall 
revert back to the Conference for the benefit of the Conference Claimants 
Endowment Fund. 

} Fourth: In lieu of this third provision, any Claimant may, at any 
time, enter into an Annuity Agreement with the Conference whereby any 
credits in his account may be released to the Conference under an agree- 
ment of an annual, semi-annual or quarterly payment of annuity interest, 


ny interest to be paid to the Claimant as long as he or she may 
ive. 


UNIVERSITY CHURCH: Frank Linder presented the following re- 
port of the Special Committee on University Church. 
_ W. C. Hodgson, pastor of University Church, gave a history of that 
historic church and outlined its present needs, 
The report was adopted: 
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_“We desire to direct the attention of the Conference to the fact that 
University Church, Los Angeles, has had a special ministry to the students 
of the University of Southern California for about a half a century. 

The church, which .has served the whole Conference and Methodism 
beyond the limits of this Conference has come to a time of crisis in its 
history. The church plant which has served many years became so in- 
creasingly inadequate as to handicap the work and limit the development 
of the church. That plant was sold some time ago. The University 
Church now holds its service of worship in Bovard Auditorium, and its 
Sunday School in the old building six blocks away. There seems to be 
unanimous agreement of all concerned that the work is suffering now, 
because of this unsettled and divided condition, and that further continua- 
tion of this plan will be costly in the extreme. 

There is general agreement also, that this Church must continue its 
ministry to the student body, and that there should be special provision 
in the new building for such ministry, such as is provided by the Wesley 
foundation for the Methodist students in State institutions. The local 
church is unable, in itself, to undertake such additional burdens as will be 
imposed by adequate provisions for this special ministry. 

We therefore claim the sympathetic, prayerful, helpful consideration 
of the Southern California Conference for this enterprise. Under the 
provision of the recent General Conference, the Board of Home Missions 
may, at their discretion, set aside special projects which seem to them 
worthy, as suitable objects for designated gifts, for which the contributor’s 
church may receive full World Service credit, upon the request of the 
individual donors. 

The Committee recommends that the Conference unite with University 
Church in the request that this project be so designated, and be privileged 
to receive such designated gifts to the extent of $20,000 per year for a 
term of three years. ; 

We further request the appointment of a Committee from this Con- 
ference to work with the local church during the continuance of the 
enterprise.” 


A collection was taken for the janitors amounting to $70.32. 


PROGRAM COMMITTEE: On motion of I. Frank Roach, the Pro- 
gram Committee for next year was requested to place no time for ad-

The Board of Ministerial Instruction was authorized to change the 
rule for admission so that men from any accredited college or university 
might be admitted on trial in their senior year.

WHEREAS our Sister Republic has recently suffered the tragedy of 
the assassination of President Elect Obregon; and 


WHEREAS signal progress in national strength and stability is un- 
mistakably demonstrated by the well ordered dealing with the situation, 
and the raising to leadership by due and legal process of Provisional 
President Gil, an estimable statesman of pronounced views on education 
and moral reforms; 


THEREFORE we request the Secretary of this Conference to extend 
to Provisional President Elect Gil our felicitations and the assurance of 
deep interest and prayer for the promising future of Mexico.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE: On motion of J. M. Baxter, the Secre- 
tary was requested to transmit the following resolution to the House of 
Representatives and the Senate: 

“We, the Southern California Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, representing 418 ministers and 85,584 members, earnestly petition 


your Honorable Body to enact into law the Lankford Sunday Rest Bill 
for the District of Columbia—H. R, 78,” 
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GROUP INSURANCE: A. Ray Moore presented the matter of 
group insurance, stating that in accordance with the previous instructions 
of the Conference the proposition of the Equitable Life Assurance Society 
of the United States had been considered the best and the company had 
circularized the men of the Conference to that effect. He stated that it 
it would be necessary for 240 men to sign in order to secure the insurance. 
He further stated that the insurance would cost from $17 to $19 per 
thousand, depending on the average age of those applying. Of this amount 
$7.20 is to be paid by the pastor (employee) and the balance by the 
Southern California Conference (the employer). This latter amount may 
be paid by the Conference or by the local church or by the pastor himself, 
if sent through the treasurer of the local church. It was decided that we 
guarantee the payment for $1000 each of insurance when the necessary 
240 shall agree thereto. One hundred forty-nine men signified their in- 
tention of signing and the company was requested to follow up and secure 
the additional necessary applicants. 


CONFERENCE ENTERTAINMENT: On motion of Alfred In- 
wood the following resolution was adopted. 

“Whereas our Conference is now so large its entertainment puts a 
heavy financial burden on the entertaining church, 


RESOLVED: That we adopt the democratic plan of every member 
providing his own entertainment, all sharing alike in the present plan of 
a per diem allowance towards expenses—all, excepting the retired mem- 
bers, who shall be cared for as at present.” 


PRIZE FIGHTING: F. M. Larkin called the attention of the Con- 
ference to the fact that on the Anti-Prize Fighting Initiative we are ex- 
pected to vote “yes” on the repeal. 


GREETINGS: On motion of J. L. Corley the Conference extended 
to Miss Kathryn Baker our sympathy with the request that flowers be 
sent her. 


MISSIONARY SUNDAY: On motion of Leonard Oechsli the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted: 


“RESOLVED: that this Conference endorse the appeal of the World 
Service Commission for the observance of an annual Missionary Sunday 
in all the churches of Methodism sometime during the month of October 
and that we recommend to all our pastors that wherever possible they 
observe this Sunday this Fall and forward immediately to the office in 
Chicago before the end of the month such sums as may be received.

Reports 
(a) District Superintendents 


Arizona 


There are no spectacular achievements to report for the past year. 
Laymen and pastors have labored together in fine harmony to do the 
tasks of the kingdom and there has been both creative and sacrificial work 
performed. There has been a joy in the hearts of the pastors as they 
have gone about difficult tasks. We have no gloomy pessimists or joy 
killers on the district and the superintendent has delighted in a fellow- 
ship that is unequalled anywhere else in life. 

Our Sorrows: On December 21st, while visiting her daughter at 
Tempe, Mrs. Clara Amanda Hamill York, wife of C. L. York, passed 
quickly to her eternal reward. She had graced and made bright a Metho- 
dist parsonage for forty years. 

Mrs. William Reberger, going with her husband to supply Winslow, 
was badly injured in an automobile accident from which she has not 
wholly recovered. 

Mrs. E. S. Stricker of Tucson has been confined to her bed through- 
out the year, but is much improved. 

In July Mrs. R. B. Scott of Glendale became ill and has been a 
shut-in since that time. 

Since coming to conference I hear that Mrs. Imel, wife of Pastor 
Imel at Yuma, is at Loma Linda for a major operation. 

Parsonage Babies: The Superintendent has been aware that most of - 
our young men are Christian pacifists fighting for a warless world but 
he did not think there would be such a concerted movement as indicated 
by the births in the parsonages during the year. Six girls, dainty and 
smiling, found their way into the homes of the Enyearts, Johnsons, Hes- 
sells, Wagners, Brooks, Butlers. 

Change of Personnel: The new men are: Recter W. Johnson, Colo- 
rado Conference, to the Federated Church of Flagstaff; ‘Tom Steele, Colo- 
rado Conference, Tempe; Cloyd V. Gustafson, North West Indiana Con- 
ference, Assistant Pastor and Wesley Foundation worker, Tucson. 

L. B. Matthewson, a Baptist preacher, who has served Hayden for 
six years, resigned in July and C. C. Hartzler, one of our Southern Cali- 
fornia boys who has just returned from ten years’ service on the mission 
field in Africa, has been secured to take Hayden. 
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J. A. Matthews returned to his conference, the Des Moines, and 
Somerton and Gadsen is filled by Gerald B. Harvey, a graduate of Hamlin 
and of Garrett. 

Bishop Burns having transferred Charles L. Calkins to Hamilton St. 
church, San Francisco, Paul Lomax was changed from Needles to Clark- 
dale and W. G. Barron secured to fill out the year at Needles. 


Episcopal Visitation: Bishop Burns made one of his flying trips to 
the district the last days of the old year, giving many addresses at the 
District meeting, League banquet and other organizations, and dedicating 
the new church at Globe on the first Sunday in January. 


Young People’s Institute: Groom Creek had three hundred people en- 
camped during the week of June 18 to 24. One hundred ninety-nine young 
people paid two dollars registration for the privilege of attending classes, 
which were so perfectly carried out that there was almost one hundred per 
cent attendance. 

Nineteen young people from Douglas, four hundred miles away, Car- 
ried home the record cup. Decisions for Christ, for life service and for 
new loyalty to the local church were made and all thought it the best 
institute we have ever had. These young people have earned and paid 
fifteen hundred dollars towards the new grounds within the past two years. 


Church Schools Teacher training classes, Daily Vacation Bible Schools 
and other church training gatherings were held on practically every charge 
in the district. Three short Schools of Methods at Williams, Kingman 
and Jerome and Clarkdale proved so successful that they will be repeated 
again next year, while regular interdenominational schools were held at 
Phoenix and Prescott, our pastors doing much of the propaganda work 
and teaching. 


An interesting item about our Sunday schools is that our enrollment 
is almost three thousand larger than the church membership. The Bap- 
tist church, which claims the largest church membership in Arizona, re- 
ports 450 smaller enrollment in schools than church membership. 


Ladies Aid Societies: Ten thousand calls and twenty thousand dollars 
given to the churches is the record of the Ladies Aid for the year. Thirty 
women in the Jerome Ladies Aid last year gave $2768, this year $1954. 
pussan ladies report 2500 calls by themselves and 700 by a worker paid 

y them, 


Women’s Missionary Societies: In all but one of the larger churches 
the two societies have been united forming a Women’s Council which 
carries on departments of Home and Foreign work. A new energy and 
life seems to have come because of this and these organizations have had 
. a great year together, 


Methodist Men: Starting in the Salt River Valley two years ago this 
organization is extended through the state and the men of the churches 
have caught a new vision of service. A Gospel team holding Sunday night 
services in different churches has had conversions and stimulated the in- 
terest of men in the spiritual program of the church. 


The Good Samaritan Hospital: The name of the Arizona Deaconess 
Hospital has been changed to “Good Samaritan Hospital’. Reason, de- 
mand for a live name from many quarters. The Board of Trustees has 
been. enlarged, many strong men from other churches added, but the 
hospital is still under Methodist supervision. 

_ Financially, in number of patients treated, in free hospitalization and 
in gaining new friends, the report shows great gains. ; 
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Foreign Speaking Work: Our mining camps are fast becoming Mexi- 
can towns. English speaking workers are being supplanted by Mexican 
labor and already some self-supporting English churches are falling back 
on missionary aid. We shall only meet this crisis by the organization of 
Bi-Lingual Churches. We should have at least one this coming year. 

In our centers the Spanish work should be a department of our local 
English speaking churches and so related that all might become interested 
in a piece of Christianizing and, Americanizing endeavor that cannot be 
surpassed. 


Moral and Political Aspects: Arizona, in spite of the handicap of half 
of her population being Indian and Mexican and with another third being 
Mormon, is making moral progress. Every clean-cut moral issue brought 
to vote during the past five years has been sustained by the people. Three 
years ago, Para Mutual gambling was overwhelmingly defeated. Two 
years ago a wet senator was ousted from his seemingly solidly entrenched 
position and an outstanding dry man of fine moral character sent to the 
United States Senate. 


Building and Improvements: Jerome’s new church built last year has 
had some $1500 of improvements added and the debt reduced to five hun- 
dred dollars. 


Globe 


Globe has felt the influence of Methodism for fifty years and until two 
years ago received missionary help during all that time. The old church 
built forty years ago has given place to one of the best buildings in the 
district with fine auditorium, gymnasium, school rooms and many modern 
features. New life and interest have come as a result of this beautiful 
$25,000 church structure. 

Glendale, worshipping in a cement basement for years, will come out 
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round on October 14th and occupy a beautiful new auditorium 
Cae Ee aipied with the best of furnishirg’s, will seat five hundred. Bishop 
Burns will dedicate the first Sunday in January. : om 

Winslow completely renovated inside and out with new lighting fix- 
tures is delighted with the new old home. There is $2500 in cash for a 
new unit as well. j 

Se aicaneal improvements running all the way from new furniture, 
floors, roofs, cement walks, garages and redecorating, have been made at 
Kingman, Williams, Flagstaff, Winslow, Clarkdale, Jerome, Prescott, 
Glendale, Garfield, First Phoenix, Mesa, Globe, Wilcox, Tucson, Douglas, 

jo, Yuma and Somerton. ; 
aa Payment of debts has also been the order of the day with Flagstaff, 
First, Phoenix and Garfield each paying $2000 while many others have 
done proportionately as much. This district stood third in per capita giv- 
ing last year. 

Tucson, uncertain as to what should be done for many years, at last 
seems to have found her way. The Fourth Quarterly Conference instruct- 
ed the trustees to purchase a new site opposite the West entrance to the 
campus of the University of Arizona. Two fine homes now on the prop- 
erty will be used for Wesley Foundation work and for organizing what in 
time will become a great church in Tucson. 


Physical Developments: The Salt River Valley and Phoenix are in 
the midst of a great and substantial growth. Numerous irrigation projects, 
now building or soon to be, open up large tracts of valley lands to settle- 
ment. Four great hotels building in Phoenix at a cost of four million 
dollars will bring thousands of winter tourists to this, the most delightful 
climate of the Southwest. Hundreds of new homes and business buildings 
are in course of construction and property values have made great advance. 

First Church Phoenix, with a remarkable history of forty years, is 
situated in the very center of the business development. Large prices 
have already been offered for the ground upon which the church stands. 
So far these offers have fallen on deaf ears but some near day First 
Church will sell and go out a few blocks and build a great new church 
which will more worthily represent our Methodism. 

I cannot close this report without saying a word about Christian co- 
operation. The day is here for a closer union of denominations in the work 
of the kingdom. I have no sympathy whatever for the young man who 
left the ministry of our church because he did not get any help in a com- 
munity church to keep him spiritual. The recent editorial in the California 
Christian Advocate concerning this young man, with a sarcastic reference 
to the “much vaunted Community Church” shows little knowledge of these 
new-day federated community churches which under proper supervision 
are doing a mighty work for the kingdom. 

We have one Federated Church in Arizona with twelve years of suc- 
cessful service behind it. - The Methodists and Presbyterians alternate 
pastors and our denominational interests are well cared for. Another 


ceived a Pastor from the Southern California Conference and: has made a 
record in building and a real service to the community that is seldom 


In eleven other places Community Methodist churches are doing a 
great piece of work supported by folks of all creeds and faiths. Our 
preachers are not backsliding in any of these. They do not have time. 
They must work and study and be almost everything in that community 
if they are to keep pace with the live things that are happening all the time. 

Co-operation, community effort, federated movements are here and 
they will grow in the passing years until all God’s children shall be one.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION on the District seems to be, on 
the whole, about the same as last year. Those depending on cotton, oil, 
citrus fruit, dairying, and the business of the towns are doing a little bet- 
ter. Those associated with the production end of the fruit industry are in 
a tighter place, and the raisin men are desperate. Liquidation of vine- 
yards is going on at a fast rate. In certain sections it is declared that there 
is no rancher but is in debt and hopelessly so, so far as can be seen even 
by the optimistic.Ten of our churches in the raisin belt are seriously af- 
fected. People are leaving, resources dwindling, morale depressed. Even 
in these places, however, the church is about the most hopeful institution 
in town, for our people have other resources which cannot be taken away. 


OWENS VALLEY: In Owens Valley approximately ninety per cent 
of the ranches have been purchased by the City of Los Angeles. The 
ranchers have left the Valley to settle elsewhere. A few of them have 
moved into the Valley towns to remain among their loved mountains and 
streams. ‘ 

The old life of the Valley, supported by a pure American stock of 
ranchers and cattlemen, has gone. Another life is coming. The govern- 
ment plans great Naval Ammunition storage plants above the Valley, which 
will bring a broad gauge road and heavy highway. It is a favorite out- 
ing place. 

Methodism has four of the seven churches, and, therefore, a major 
responsibility. It is planned to organize the whole Valley into a Larger 
Parish, with E. D. Goodell, our pastor at Bishop, with some other man 
who must be well-trained, energetic and daring, and a woman worker, 
as the staff to care for the people there. 


District Council: The Fresno District Council, composed of the pas- 
tors and one layman appointed by the board of each church, meets once 
a month, presents a program, dines together in fine fellowship, acts as a 
clearing house for the district program, and promotes the task of the 
churches. Many laymen attend, and it is valuable to the life of the cause. 


Epworth Leagues: The Epworth Leagues are well organized on the 
District and are eager and enthusiastic in the cause of Christ and the 
Church. Some churches have four chapters. The Leagues are organized 
by chapters, Sub-Districts, and District. A profitable convention was 
held at Delano in April. 

Our institute this year was the largest, and in some ways the finest, 
which we have ever had, with 330 Leagues enrolled. 


CAMP SIERRA: Camp Sierra, two and a half hours from Fresno, 
high up in the mountains, is under the auspices of the Methodist Church. 
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It is intended to furnish a Summer Camp for transients, a place where 
our people may own cabins and live in comfort with their families for 
a season, and where gatherings for all sorts of purposes may be held. 
Accommodations for over four hundred at a time are afforded at about 
half the rates of commercial camps. The property values are near $60,000, 
with an indebtedness of $15,000. Income exceeds cost of maintenance, so 
that it is on a secure foundation. : 


Women’s Work: The Ladies Aid Societies are efficient and enthusias- 
tic, organized in almost every church, and federated into a District Organ- 
ization. This Federation meets four times a year, and at times has over 
three hundred in attendance. —) 

The Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies are maintain- 
ing fine organizations, instructing the church in the work of the Women’s 
societies, and collecting large amounts of money. 


Evangelism: An interdenominational, District-wide, Visitation Evan- 
gelistic effort was participated in by our church in February and March. 
Churches derived benefit from it in proportion to the effort they invested. 
Many were won for Christ and the church: and it was demonstrated that 
it is an effective method of work and profitable to the life of the church 
that does it. : 

Revival meetings were held in a number of places, with increases in 
all instances. The ideal method is the combination of the two, Mass 
Evangelism and Personal Evangelism. 

Bishop Burns greatly stimulated the work by spending five days on 
the District, visiting sometimes three places a day and addressing many 
groups. Some of these places had never had a Bishop in them before, 
and his coming delighted them greatly. 


World Service: The report from Chicago on September Ist indicated 
advance over last year’s giving at the same date. We believe that this 
will continue for the year. 

Gain is indicated in preliminary reports in the following: 

Church Membership, Epworth League Members, Church School En- 
rollment. A loss is indicated in the Conference askings. 

Some pastors will have come to the Conference with salaries unpaid. 
There are at least ten churches which have increased salaries for next 
year, and eight that have reduced them. 


_ FRESNO CITY: Three men who are pastors here have given to the 
city a total of twenty-four years of service: E, E, Marshall, ten; F. G. H. 
Stevens, nine; J. E. Vandagriff, five. When, ten years ago, Brother 
Stevens came to Fresno, he found one church in ashes, one occupying 
small lots and housed in cheapest quarters. Now, First Methodist Church 
is housed in a building worth $210,000, her membership over 1100, a hive 
of activity. It is confidently expected that $18,000 of indebtedness will be 
lifted from this church by February 1st; $12,000 is already subscribed. 

Five years ago, J. E. Vandagriff came to Trinity, Fresno. Since 
that time there has been a turn-over of 59% in membership. At its doors 
the State College has arisen, with over 1500 now enrolled. Under his 
leadership, this church has undertaken to minister to the student body. 
There is now arising On a conspicuous site which will be a part of the 
campus scheme the first unit of Trinity that is to be. This unit will cost 
$50,000, and will be completed about the first of the year. 


BAKERSFIELD: First Church Bakersfield, is goi 
‘ : r : going forward und 
the leadership of Leonard Oechsli, commencing the erection of a $50,000 
building which will be used for recreational and religious educational pur- 
poses, to be followed later by a new auditorium. 
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Trinity Church Bakersfield, with A. E. Haase leading, has had a net 


gain in membership of over 100, the largest gain of any church in the 
District. The salary will be raised $500 for next year. It has a Sunday 


School of over 600; and three Epworth Leagues. 
One new church has been dedicated during the year, that at Delano. 


This church, erected last year, has secured this year subscriptioris of over 
$24,000, covering the entire unpaid balance, and was dedicated by Bishop 
Burns in February. W. C. Botkin had secured $16,000 advance subscrip- 
tions before the day of dedication. During the year, there has been paid 


on interest and principal $9,000. 


At MOUNTAIN VIEW, under the leadership of C. S. Crowder, the 
church has been moved; a basement for Sunday School and recreational 
purposes placed beneath, thus doubling the capacity. Rededication of the 
reconstructed plant took place on the visit of Bishop Burns to the District. 


REEDLEY, in the heart of the raisin section, has, under the leader- 
ship of Frank D. Lawyer, brought its unprovided indebtedness down from 
$14,000 to $3,500. The finances in this section are desperately hard, dan- 
gerous retreat in this church has been changed into advance. 


_ At SULTANA, a new church has taken the place of the old Gne de- 
stroyed by fire. Though it is not completed as yet, the auditorium is fin- 
ished and occupied. ; 

Lifting on debts has taken place at the following places and approxi- 
mately the following amounts: 

Reedley, $4500; Dinuba, $675; Fresno Ist, $12,000, subscribed Feb. 
Ist; Fresno Grace, $1000; Delano, $9425; McFarland, $1000, improvements; 
Springville, $700; San Joaquin, $600; Sultana, $450. 


CONFERENCE POLICY: Since the Conference adopted the policy 
of increasing its membership by bringing in young men, well trained to 
meet the high standards required by the Conference, and allowing them 
to work their way up, I have brought into its membership on the Fresno 
District nine men. Seven of these are now working on the District, I 
have two more to offert to the Conference this year, and ask that they be 
received: 

Herbert C. Gans at the Conference one year ago took work at Al- 
paugh, which has been a supply point partly supported by missionary 
money for years. He has done splendid work, attracting the attention not 
only of his own locality, but also of the towns about. 

Alfred C. Abbe, coming from Drew Seminary, with three years of 
preaching experience, finely recommended, with an accomplished wife, 
will take up work on the Fresno District, at Dinuba. 

I commend most highly the service of these young men from the 
seminaries. Assigned to these small communities where the work is low, 
they are bringing to the church new life, and increasing the confidence 
of the people of its leadership. Some of these men will be occupying our 
leading pulpits in future days, and are taking place with our other min- 
isters as builders of the Kingdom of God. 

The work of the ministry is becoming more and more exacting with 
each succeeding year. There are few places in life that make so heavy 
demands on ability, diplomacy, intelligence, tact, discretion, time, heart 
and hand, together with that combination known as personality. Ministers 
are high-strung, high geared, forward-looking, spiritually minded, pace- 
setting, life-guiding men. Their wives should be their equals but not so 
high strung. The maintenance of their morale is the concern of the whole 
church. The world will not assist in it. 
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The appointment of the Committee on Pastoral Relations was not 
intended to change us into a Congregationally operated church. On this 
committee should be placed the most sincere and spiritually minded mem- 
bers. They will be able to be the most helpful by listening much, talking 
little, and representing to the District Superintendent what is the situation 
within the church and tke desires of its people with relation to the leaders. 
Should they go to negotiating directly with pastors or demanding that their 
own churches shall have consideration regardless of the effect it has in 
other ways, they might at times get their desires, but it would tend to tear 
the church and rend our connectionalism.

Faithful administration has characterized the men throughout the 
District. The women of the parsonages have rendered magnificent serv- 
ice. The laity has been receptive and cooperative with the leadership of 
the ministers. 


June, the month of brides and roses, added two brides to the District. 
On the first of June our Fred Mosley of Seal Beach married Miss Minnie 
L. Benzler. D. K. Burnham of Artesia and Isobel G. Hodges of San 
Jose were married on June 25th. Captain Ted Evans, Conference Evan- 
gelist, was married to Miss Gladys Schaaf of Huntington Park, on July 
Sth. Joy reigns in the Oxnard parsonage because a son, Roger Humphrey, 
was born December 27th to Mr. and Mrs. Paul Huebner. - 

Mrs. Glenn R. Phillips, Mrs. E. J. Bradner, Mrs. Ralph W. Lee, Mrs. 
R. W. Plannette, Don S. Ford, Paul Huebner, E. A. Palmer, H. H. 
Stranberg, and H. O. Simmons have each suffered critical illness during 
some part of the Conference year. Fred H. Ross, Conference Evangelist, 
has carried on the work in San Pedro since June in a splendid manner. 


Santa Clara Valley Flood: The immediate and hearty way in which 
many of our churches rushed to the aid of our people in the devasted 
regions at the time of the San Francisquito Dam disaster, was typical of 
the spirit of real Methodism. The total amount received from all sources 
was $1800 and was distributed under the supervision of a committee of 
which E. A. Palmer, of Bardsdale, is chairman. The total loss of life 
will never be estimated; 422 bodies have been found to date, 311 of which 
were in Ventura County, 88 in Los Angeles County, and 23 in Kern 


County. Our pastors in these distressed flood regions were heroic in 
their efforts of relief,

Pastoral School of Methods and Retreat: At the request of the 
pastors a School of Methods and Retreat was~held in First Church, 
Long Beach, February 16th and 17th, with I. Frank Roach as our 
genial entertaining host. Bishop Burns spent a whole day with us in 
holy fellowship. _Fhose who attended say they went away with their 
own personal lives deepened spiritually. 


Pastoral Calling: 36,140 pastoral calls have been reported by 52 
pastors, an average of 695. It is my growing belief that few attainments 
of the preacher count quite so much in the building up of the new church 
as the results of real pastoral visitation. It must be given a vital place 
in the pastor’s program.

Sea Side Coast Camp Meeting: With distinguished results a three 
day Camp Meeting was held at Arroyo Grande July 27-29 with Bishop 
Charles Wesley Burns as the preacher. Increasing congregations greeted 
the speaker at each service. His messages were evangelical and through 
him the Spirit of God found ready entrance into the hearts of the people. 
On the Sabbath the $500 indebtedness on the Camp Grounds was sub- 


scribed with $100 to spare. 


Christian Education: Climaxing in personal experience with Jesus 
Christ has been a steady goal for the year. Under the able supervision 
of Jesse L. Corley, 13 standard leadership Training Schools were held, 
and 221 teachers received credit; 254 were enrolled in teacher training 
in the local churches; 18 efficiency conferences have been held with 
church school workers. Fifteen churches conducted Daily Vacation Bible 
Schools, with an enrollment of 2000. The rising tide in interest in the 
correlated plan of religious education is evidenced in many churches. 
The Church Schools, Epworth Leagues and Women’s Missionary Socie- 
ties, with splendid harmony are attempting this newer method. The 
District Epworth League Convention at Santa Barbara, with 520 regis- 
trations, is the largest gathering in our history. Last year the Leagues

gave their missionary money to the foreign field, and after careful con- 
sideration of our District and Home Missionary needs, decided this year 
to pledge $300 to the San Miguel Circuit and $200 to the Arroyo Grande 
Institute needs. It has been a frequent pleasure in presiding at the local 
conferences to note the number of conversions and accessions to the church 
reported from the Church Schools and Epworth Leagues. Sixty-three 
weeks of evangelistic services were conducted by the pastors, and other 
churches were assisted by evangelists. Easter Day witnessed a great 
ingathering in church membership when 1284 joined the church, and 
over 1000 received the sacrament of Christian baptism. A total of 2442 
members have been received this year. I. Frank Roach receivd 183; 
Ray C. Harker 175; S. S. Sampson 161; Glenn R. Phillips 135; John 
Oliver 134; H. H. Hocker 129; Samuel Hughes 115;-Don S. Ford 110; 
R. Kells Swenerton 108; E. J. Inwood 83; Tom Burden 80; J. E. Houl- 
gate 80; W. W. Ralph 75; Grover Ralston 72; H. C. Clarke 58; H. W. 
White 56; Clyde P. Metcalf 55; W. D. Wilt 52. Practically all other 
churches received some for the year. Compton, under H. H. Hocker, 
had the unusual distinction on Easter Sunday of receiving 150 members 
and probationers. This record, for the size of the church, presents a 
challenge Conference-wide. 


World Service: The World Service slogan, “An advance over last 
year,” was gallantly met by Atlantic Boulevard, Chatsworth, Compton, 
Huntington Park, all three Inglewood Churches, all six Long Beach 
Churches, Lynwood, North Hollywood, Owensmouth, Paso Robles, Santa 
Barbara, Santa Paula, Sepulveda, Seal Beach, Simi and Whittier. The 
total will be over $63,000. 


Our Women’s Organizations: The Ladies Aid Societies, always 
ready, willing and eager to lend the helping hand, have made over 48,000 
calls and raised $57,500. 

In the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society last year this was the 
only District to report an increase in membership, and again this year 
reports increase. The amount of money raised is $23,717. The Woman’s 
Home Missionary Society has raised $41,704. 


Improvements: Over $15,000 has been spent on improvements of 
church property. Thorough renovation and beautifying the churches at 
San Luis Obispo, San Fernando and Torrance; changing a porch into 
beautiful ladies parlors, and new carpets at Burbank; new Sunday School 
equipment at First Inglewood; redecorating and improving the grounds 
with lawns and shrubbery at Arroyo Grande. In all, 21 churches have 
done ee thing needful to make their church home a place beloved and 
cared for. 


San Pedro Financial Crisis: Unless outside financial aid can be 
secured in the immediate future this church will close in virtual bank- 
ruptcy. The church property is valued at $200,000, and was in a large 
measure a Board of Home Missions ‘project. The size and type of the 
plant was occasioned by the fact that San Pedro is the home of the fleet, 
and also the infantry. The Board of Home Missions has expended here 
$26,000 and pays $1500 per year towards the salary of the pastor. Bishop 
Burns, the Cabinet, Dr. Kohlstedt and Dr. Torbet, representatives of the 
Board of Home Missions, have consented that San Pedro be placed on 
the “Designated Projects” list under the auspices of the Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension. This will give to the churches of the 
Conference an opportunity to designate generously their World Service 
funds with credit, and save this church to a great city with opportunity 
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for religious ministry not excelled in this Conference. I beg that your 
response be immediate and generous. 


: Debt Reductions: With militant advancing courage to reduce the 
indebtedness upon our churches, C. O. Kimball of Burbank makes the 
outstanding campaign for the year, tackling a debt of $21,000 in a unique 
way by having all subscribers pay their own interest on the amount of 
the subscription, finishing’ the campaign with $23,000. They have paid to 
date $9,000 in cash. : 

. J. Inwood of Belmont Heights received over $20,000 in a debt 
campaign, and has paid $12,900. 

R. K. Swenerton of East Long Beach, carrying the highest per cap- 
ita of debt on the district, reports $3500. paid on debt and increases every-

NEW WORK: Cahuenga Park has projected a church organization 
under the leadership of John T. Carson, a supernumerary Methodist Epis- 
copal minister. They report a membership of 45, and Sunday School 
enrollment of 175. They maintain a Boy Scout Troop and Girls Camp 
Fire Group, and a Ladies Aid Society with 30 members. The location 
of Cahuenga Park is three miles South of Van Nuys on the Ventura 
Boulevard. Bundy and Albright, the subdividers, have been generous 
and courteous to the church. They have assured us that we will receive 
as a donation a lot to be used as the church site for a church when 


builded. . 
SIGNAL HILL, LONG BEACH. A Church School has been 


organized with an enrollment of 50, under the supervision of Atlantic 
Avenue. California Heights Sunday School is also supervised by this 
church, having an enrollment of 150. Don S. Ford, the pastor of Atlantic 
Avenue, gives pastoral visitation and oversight to these growing centers. 


Building Enterprises: Chatsworth has enjoyed a happy and achiey- 
ing year under the brilliant leadership of Kemp J. Winkler. They are NOW 
completing a new parsonage of striking design and modern detail at a 
cost of $3500. 

El! Segundo purchased a location for a parsonage, a house from the 
Board of Education which was moved and thoroughly reconstructed by 
volunteer labor and the expenditure of $1877, resu'ting in a splendid par- 
sonage conservatively valued at $4000. 

A total of $8342 for parsonage improvements has been reported by 
the following pastors: G. W. Richmire, Thomas Burden, H. C, Mullen, 
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John Oliver, H. C. Taylor, W. A. Jennings, R. W. Plannette, R. W. Lee, 
R. A. Young, H. B. Clark, Ray C. Harker, H. B. Sellers, which shows 
an increasing desire on the part of the laity to see that the pastor and 
his family are comfortably housed. z : ; ; 

At Lynwood W. W. Ralph is leading his people in the immediate 
building of the first unit at a cost of $35,000. The completed plant will 
cost $65,000; $48,000 is subscribed on five year pledges, $11,000 cash has 
been paid to date. => 

At Magnolia Park, A. L. Lamport, a retired minister, has rendered 
splendid leadership. Plans have been accepted for the first unit costing 
$25,000, and the salary for a Conference man has been set at $1500 and 
house. 

At Davidson City, C. W. Scharer, a returned missionary, is getting 
hold of the community. Plans are adopted for a new church costing 
6500. 

: At Venice, B. L. Jennings has received Quarterly Conference action 
authorizing the selection of a new location and a campaign for a church 
unit. 

At Ventura, Fred B. Trotter is engaged in bui'ding a new church 
costing $125,000. F. M. Larkin laid the cornerstone September 2nd. It 
means a new day in the grip of Methodism in this thriving city.. The 
pastor is greatly beloved, and had the signal honor bestowed upon him 
recently of being elected State Chaplain of the American Legion at the 
State Convention in Stockton. The church will be ready for dedication 
the latter part of November. The old parsonage lot was sold for $30,000 
and the new location purchased for $26,300. The old church was sold to 
the Salvation Army for $12,500. 


At Atlantic Blvd. Maywood. The handling of this merged church. 
formerly Cudahy and Maywood, has been a difficult task. The pastor, 
Harold J. Smith, has shown tact and sagacious leadership. He has thor- 
oughly united the two churches, and purchased a new location on the 
corner of Atlantic Blvd. and Randolph Street, 150x285 feet, af a cost of 
$23,000. We have sold the Cudahy location and are moving the parsonage 
and church to the new location. Added improvements will be made to 
the buildings and the church used as a unit in the general scheme of a 
complete church plant. ; 


Santa Monica Merger: April 12th will become an historic date in 
the Bay City Methodism. On that date a joint Quarterly Conference was 
held by the First and Grace Churches. After thorough discussion, with 
hearty accord they voted to merge and be called by the name of First 
Methodist Episcopal Church of Santa Monica. Bishop Burns had coun- 
selled with them prior to this meeting and issued the Disciplinary decree, 
wedding the two churches. A new location had been purchased at the 
corner of 16th and California for the new church. I think further study 
should be given concerning the wisdom of this location before the new 
church is constructed. The Grace Church property has been leased to 
the Board of Education. A conservative estimate of our real estate equi- 
ties, after sales are negotiated. is $150,000 toward the new plant. High 
Praise is due the pastors H. W. White and H. B. Sellers for this con- 
summation and the bright prospective future of a consolidated Bay City 
Methodism. These preachers under Area administration policies, will 
move on to new fields of labor, ‘and this Conference owes to them its 
appreciation of their unselfishness in bringing to pass a merger, at the 
expense of their elimination at the close of only one year pastorates. 


Banner Dedication Day: Sunday, February 19th, will long be re- 
membered as Dedication Day. At 11.00 A.M, Bishop Burns dedicated the 
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Santa Paula Educational Plant: at 2:30 the Simi Church; at 4:30 the 
Mexican Church in Moorpark; and at 8:00 the Piru Church. 


SANTA PAULA: A red letter day for Santa Paula Methodism was 
February 19th when Bishop Burns dedicated the Educational Plant, 
erected at a cost of approximately $38,000, The building is complete in 
every way and will provide for a community as well as church need. 
The interior is planned and» equipped for housing a church school. It 
has a banquet and social hall with a seating capacity of 500. The struc- 
ture is well financed, $22,000 has already been paid and all but $7500 is 
provided for by good subscriptions. Brother Stranberg led this church 
in 1924 in building a ten thousand dollar parsonage, one of the best homes 
in the Conference. ¢

SIMI: On February 19th at 2:30 o’clock Bishop Burns dedicated 
perhaps the most outstanding distinctly rural church in our Conference, 
The cost of finishing the interior of the church in genuine oak with 
oak pews and pipe organ, was $29,000 and was underwritten before dedi- 
cation. Ralph W. Lee became pastor of this church in 1921 as an after 
Conference adjustment because the pastor appointed could not oa that 
the field offered a 1eal opportunity to a real preacher. He built the first 
unit and paid for it, and in 1925 went to the pastorate at ep ey 
Santa Monica. In 1926 the Simi Church and Valley enthusiastically 
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invited him to return for five years at a salary of $3600 and a beautiful 
new furnished parsonage. The total cost of church and parsonage is 


$70,000. 


PIRU: Bishop Burns dedicated the remodelled church Sunday, 
February 19th. The old church in this small rural field was badly dilap- 
idated and it was a matter of real importance when the small expenditure 
of about $2000 cash, which has been paid, “remade the old church into 
one which is inviting and sufficient to carry on for years to come. The 
salary has been raised to $1500 and parsonage for next year. 


TUJUNGA: On Sunday, July 15th, Bishop Burns dedicated the 
Tujunga Church. W. I. Lowe, the pastor, has given the church mag- 
nificent leadership and in two years’ ministry has brought to final con- 
summation the dream of beautiful Tujunga Valley that it ought to possess 
one outstanding Protestant Church. 


The new church plant consists of a lovely small stone chapel, a 
memorial to the first pastor, W. H. Weiman, and the main structure, a 
Spanish mission exterior building, 75x84 feet. The foundation story under 
the whole structure contains kitchens, dining rooms, Boy Scout rooms and 
Sunday School facilities. The banquet room will take care of 400; the 
church auditorium 600; the total cost is $50,000; and about $40,000 of 
this amount is cared for and mostly paid. 


EL SEGUNDO: L. O. Bostwick has completed a magnificent 
achievement in the building of a new church and almost total recon- 
struction of a new parsonage. The dedication of the church Janary 29th 
by Bishop Burns records a great event in the religious life of this com- 
munity. The auditorium seats 375, with comfortable pews, pulpit furnish- 
ings, altar of pleasing design, a sweet-toned organ and colored windows. 
The church school, caring for 600, is thoroughly departmentalized, with 
assembly halls and class rooms. A spacious banquet room seating 500, 
which by swinging doors can be used as Sunday School rooms, com- 
bined with the spacious kitchen, makes possible taking care of social life 
on an adequate scale. The pastor led his people successfully in a financial 
campaign for $25,000, the amount needed to complete the church. The 
total cost of church furnishings and parsonage is about $52,000. About 
$20,000 in cash has been paid this year by this sacrificial church. Its 
location is ideal, on a prominent corner on the main highway, just across 
the street from the new $500,000 high school. 


_ OXNARD: _On Sunday evening, January 29th, Bishop Burns ded- 
icated the new Pipe organ costing $5,000. The Methodist churches of the 
neighboring cities joined with Pau! Huebner for this jubilant occasion. 


SANTA BARBARA: Four years ago in this city Bishop Charles 
Wesley Burns, with his family, was welcomed to the Southern California 
Conference as our resident Bishop of the San Francisco Area. Little did 
we dream that in four years the same church with the same pastor, Samuel 
Hughes, would again be our host in a-new church edifice. During the 
intervening years a new history has been written. On June 29, 1925, a 
disastrous earthquake wiped out one-third of the assessed value of this 
beautiful city. Her splendid hotels, schools, churches, homes, business 
sections sprawled in the streets as ruins and dust. Our Methodist people 
were sorely stricken, for they had paid in actual cash $50,000 for the 
improvement of their church in the seven years prior to the earthquake, 
and had Just completed a Sunday School addition costing $8000. All this 
was gone in the short space of nineteen seconds, and they found them- 
selves without a church and with $15,000 indebtedness. Yet, thank God, 
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while the church lost everything material she still! possessed that which 
wind, thunder, lightning, earthquake and storm cannot destroy, her 
Spirit. By the triumph of spiritual life and passion to do and dare, under 
the courageous statesmanship of her virile pastor, we meet today-in a 
Temple beautiful, and the night has passed and daybreak is nigh. Having 
nothing but sentiment to hold us to the old location on Dela Vina Street 
we wisely moved to this Strategic center. Beautiful for situation is the 
Santa Barbara church. Here we are gathered in a church charming and 
compelling, complete with church facilities, worshipful auditorium, with 
adequate social, recreational and educational plant adjoining. The church 
and the $15,000 indebtedness before mentioned cost $265,000. Of this 
cost $139,000 cash has been paid, leaving a balance of $111,000. The old 
location at Dela Vina and the adjoining lot give us a valued asset of 
$35,000, and there is $26,000 in pledges and notes, leaving a debt of 
$50,000 unprovided. Part of the Dela Vina property is leased for $125 
per month and we expect to lease other parts of the property or sell 
the complete holdings and apply the proceeds on the indebtedness. It was 
an unforgettable day when on December 18, 1927, Bishop Charles Wesley 
Burns dedicated the church. : 

I should be miscreant in duty and privilege if I did not pause long 
enough to say that we thank God for the sacrificing leadership of the 
pastor, Samuel Hughes, and his people; to give expression of thanks to 
Bishop Burns for his ready willingness in enlisting the sympathy of the 
Board of Home Missions whereby we received a gift of $10,000 and a 
revolving loan of $15,000; to the Board of Home Missions for this aid. 
We also wish to give thanks to the California Conference for $2500: to 
the Laymen’s Association, to the Conference Commissions, to the preachers 
and churches of our Conference for the gift of $40,000. For all these 
labors of love we thank God and take courage, knowing that Methodism 
through the years to come will “carry on.” ALFRED J. HUGHES.

I shall never be able adequately to portray my feeling of appreciation 
to my co-laborers in the District work, and the cordial hospitality of the 
parsonage homes. The hearty cooperation, the intelligent endeavor and 
the splendid enterprise of the pastors and laymen of the San Diego Dis- 
trict will continue to be an abiding and joyous memory. As the result 
of this united effort much has been accomplished; far more than -can be 


recorded here. 
San Diego City Methodism: A modern miracle has been enacted 


i iego Cit ‘ing - i i 1922 there was 
in San Diego City during these brief six years past. In , 
only one adequate. structure in our city Methodism, that of the First 
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Church at 9th and C Streets. There have been erected during this six 
year period the following edifices: Trinity at a cost of $40,000; Asbury 
with a valuation of $60,000; Park Boulevard worth $100,000; and Normal 
Heights with an approximate valuation of $125,000. My successor will 
find two other enterprises in the midst of activities that will soon even- 
tuate into additional equipment for meeting the demands of Kingdom 
Extension in San Diego: Inwood Church, of reinforced concrete con- 
struction, is under way, and H. A. McPheeters has purchased a lot, and 
is to begin soon after Conference, the erection of a building at Ocean 
Beach at a total cost approximating $15,000; this is to be known as the 
Point Loma Methodist Church. 


City Missionary Society: One of the most hopeful aspects of our 
San Diego situation is the increased interest in the City Missionary 
Society, which organization is beginning to function in a way that will 
care for many of the future needs of this metropolis. Back of every 
worthy project there is a'so the support which comes from the presence, 
in that city, of the generous-hearted pastor of the First Church. Frank 
Linder is not only having a gloriously successful ministry in his own 
pulpit, but also has the joy of being a real brother to every other preacher. 


Problems: The one outstanding local situation which constitutes a 
staggering problem is the Normal Heights Church. The wisdom of 
the builders in the construction of such a costly edifice with so meager 
resources in sight may be questioned now, but the time will come when 
this will be considered one of the outstanding achievements of the Dis- 
trict. With a present indebtedness of $60,000, but with the importance 
of the church, its stragetic location in the midst of a constituent population 
of 10,000, and with practically no competition on the part of Protestant- 
ism, it must be saved! Dr. Walter Torbet, representing the Board of 
Home Missions and Church Extension, has visited San Diego, and has 
agreed to return soon after Conference and personally supervise a cam- 
paign that will save to our Methodism and to the Kingdom this great 
temple of worship. 

Another cause to which San Diego city Methodism must address 
itself constructively is Central Church. Whether the institutional form 
should supplant the regular church program or not, the time is at hand 
for some aggressive move. Clyde Beecher is loyally and effectively work- 
ing at the task. 


New Buildings This Year: Costa Mesa: Bishop Burns dedicated 
the new $30,000 church here on July 30th. Probably there is no more 
worshipful auditorium than this on the District. Lyman R. Bayard is 
to be sincerely congratulated on this splendid designed and achieved 
structure... A $2700 pipe organ is now being installed. 


; Santa Fe Springs: On May 20th a beautiful chapel was dedicated at 
this place by the District Superintendent and C. T. Harrison, the pastor. 
The cost of the building and furnishings are fully met. The pastor and 
people are happy. 


Oceanside: | A. S. Hale has added one hundred per cent to the prop- 
erty at Oceanside by the purchase of a church building from another 
denomination, and its removal to our own grounds. This addition con- 
stitutes a “Parish House,” and not only provides room for the church 
school, but also meets the need in community service. A conservative 
estimate of the value of this improvement is $5000. 


Indio: A. L. Bear has again done what could not be done! A fine 
new Sunday School unit has been constructed at a cost of $3000. Being 
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the only Protestant Church in a community of 3000 population presents 
a challenge that is being fully met by the “Community Methodist Church 
of Indio.”

Cardiff-by-the-Sea: J. L. Gillies assisted the District Superintendent 
and the pastor, E. R. Kelley, in dedicating our community Methodist 
Church at Cardiff on May 6th. There has just been completed here also 
a fine parsonage. An indebtedness of only $3300 remains unpaid. 


Santee: A primary and kindergarten room was a necessary adjunct 
to our work and was therefore constructed. Carl Ross is giving fine 
service here, but a proposed storage reservoir for San Diego city will 
probably necessitate the early removal of the church and parsonage build- 
ings to some other site, presumably El] Cajon. 


Buildings now under Construction: Santa Ana First: A $120,000 
church school unit is now being constructed. This is a part of a big 
program and George A. Warmer, the pastor, is leading on. 


Banning: The old property was sold and a new location purs 
htow A Soiendid $28,000 church now awaits dedication by our Bishop. 
This is one of the really great achievements of the District. B. F. Davis 


has had a remarkable year. 
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Arlington: A $25,000 improvement program is on, and soon after 
Conference there will be dedicated a church school building and a gym- 
nasium which are forerunners of the completed program of construction. 
W. L. Dexter, the successful pastor, is climaxing his ministry at Arlington 
and is to take the retired relation at this Conference. 


Future Programs: Fullerton: A successful financial campaign for 
$127,000 has brought this congregation up to the building enterprise which 
will begin with the new Conference year. The contract is signed. C. A. 
Kent has been a loyal, aggressive and achieving leader. 


Alomorio and Mulberry: Soon after Conference closed this year, 
the church and parsonage properties at Alomorio were burned. A new 
location has been decided upon and this circuit is now to be known as 
Magnolia and Mulberry. A new church is to be built at once; the money 
is mostly in hand and great credit is to be given our supply pastor, 
George A. Berry. Sie; 


Encinitas: According to the pastor, Lawson Watkins, a new build- 
ing program to the extent of $7,500 is ready for immediate action. 


Brawley: A lot has been purchased looking toward a new church 
location, the best in the city. A newly acquired parsonage provides for 
our preacher and his family as good a residence as there is in the com- 
munity. The new church building program awaits the sale of the old 
church and parsonage properties. H. K. Holtzinger is a great leader 
and an unusually strong preacher. 


Point Loma will appear in the Conference minutes as another church 
added to the San Diego group. Newport and Balboa, under the excellent 
leadership of W. H. Stockton, will appear no longer as a circuit but each 
will function separately. 


Oil Producing Centers: At Huntington Beach oil derricks are 
crowding up close to the church and parsonage, and with the influx of 
the temporary resident and with all other problems incident to such loca- 
tions, S. J. Rogers and his loyal laymen are facing a real task. The work 
is advancing, increases are reported, and Brother Rogers is asked to 
return for a fifth year. 


Another oil field location is Santa Fe Springs. Here, just as the 
new chapel was dedicated, the oil industry has taken on a new aspect; 
what was considered a decreasing and soon to be abandoned field, has 
become a scene of activity, never before witnessed, by the bringing in 
of deep wells. So marked is the encroachment of the derricks and the 
consequent noise of production that church work is almost impossible. 
C. T. Harrison and his loyal band of workers are wisely considering a 
well populated center known as Sunshine Acres. It is a sure guess that 
within a few months at most our community lease at Santa Fe Springs 
will be bringing into our Methodist treasury an amount increased over 
the present by hundreds of dollars monthly. 


IMPERIAL VALLEY :—This valley constitutes the great open door 
of opportunity. With the Boulder Dam project almost a certainty and 
with fertile acres and adventurous men and women, there will spring up 
here within the next decade an Imperial Empire. Church building pro- 
grams are in the mind of our leaders; and while there is not now an 
adequate Structure in the entire valley, except for Japanese, Mexican and 
Chinese, it is just as true that within the next five years practically all 
the great centers will have new buildings. 
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Increases: There has been a steady advance in membership during 
the year, giving net increases as follows: Anaheim 150; Alomorio and 
Mulberry 2; Asbury 35; Banning 40; Cardiff 16; Corona 55; Coronado 2; 
Costa Mesa 11; El Centro 3; Escondido 20; Encinitas 13; Garden Grove 
12; Heber and Verde 4; Hemet 10; Huntington Beach 23; Indio 29; 
Inwood 7; La Mesa 7; National City 6; Nestor 26; Newport and Balboa 
5; Orange 25; Point Loma 65; Riverside First 106; San Diego First 110; 
Santa Ana First 134; Santee 15; Trinity 10; Tustin 37; Winchester 9; 
Yorba Linda 16; a total of 956. Eleven other charges report a decrease 
totalling 137; leaving a net increase of 819. There were salary increases 
for the year aggregating $2737. 


Paid on Building, Improvements and Old Indebtedness: Anaheim 
$550; Asbury $1400; Banning $20,000; Brawley $300; Cardiff $1550; Corona 
$1300; Costa Mesa $27,500; Coronado $750; Escondido $150; Fallbrook 
$170; Garden Grove $2000; Hemet $2150; Highgrove $50; Holtville $700; 
Indio $3050; Inwood $1077; Imperial $200; La Mesa $600; Nestor $850; 
Newport and Balboa $400; National City $50; Normal Heights $4408; 
Oceanside $500; Orange $11,000; Point Loma $100; Richland Avenue 
$865; Riverside First $5000; Riverside Grace $3611; San Jacinto $350; 
Santa Ana First $10,000; San Diego First $11,200; Trinity $1950; Tustin 
$398; Winchester $194; Yorba Linda $1365. Total $118,088. 


World Service Successes: The following churches have paid this 
year an amount equal to or exceeding that of last year; Anaheim, Asbury, 
Cardiff, Central, Corona, Encinitas, Escondido, Garden Grove, Heber 
and Verde, Hemet, Huntington Beach, Imperial, Indio, La Mesa, Mag- 
nolia and Mulberry, National City, Nestor, Newport and Balboa, Ocean- 
side, Santee, Santa Ana First, San Diego First, San Marcos, Trinity, 
Tustin, and Yorba Linda. 


Women’s Organizations: The Woman’s Home and Foreign Mis- 
sionary Societies and the Ladies Aid Societies have had a successful 
year. The giving of the two former will be slightly in excess of the 
previous year, while in almost every charge the Ladies Aid Society 
functions in a big way. The banner organization of the District is that 
of First San Diego where the women report 8000 calls made, 3000 bou- 
quets distributed and $3396 raised during the year. 


‘Epworth League: The young people throughout the District are 
working toward the correlated program, but with the hope of soon 
having a Conference Young People’s Worker. An increasing interest is 
evident and the District Convention held this year at Santa Ana was a 
great success. There were in attendance 560 registered delegates. Miss 
Lucille Bush, the District President, is presenting a strong leadership. 


Religious Education: The church schools are to a considerable 
extent putting on a more dignified program of Religious Education. 
While there will not be reported a large increase in Sunday School 
average attendance the work is, in the main, encouraging. Daily Vacation 
Bible Schools have been conducted in Encinitas, Escondido, Highgrove, 
Hemet, La Mesa, National City, Riverside First, San Jacinto, San Diego 
First, Wintersburg and Yorba Linda. 


Personal Privilege: In bringing this year’s report to a close, and 
having in mind the impressions resulting from these six years of splendid 
opportunity, may I indulge in the expression of some convictions that 
have resulted from an intimate contact with my own District, and a 
somewhat careful study of the Conference as a whole? 
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One of the outstanding needs of our Church is the visiting pastor. 
As important as is the pulpit ministry, that ministry only reaches the 
highest value when it is presented by one who comes into the home-life 
of his people and thus bases his appeal upon a personal knowledge of 
the needs and problems of his constituency. 

There is what I interpret to be a growing temptation to the preacher 
of this day to swing too far away from the clerical idea. With the 
organization of “Service Clubs” into which our ministers are often in- 
vited to take membership, we have been developing the “good fellow” 
type of preacher. My judgment is that it is possible for one to become 
so much the “good fellow” type that he becomes less fhe Prophet of God. 
My candid conviction is that the success or failure of the World Service 
cause is a reflection in many instances of the preacher’s own attitude. 


Appreciation: Just one further word: Bishop Burns and members 
of the Cabinet, may I in some faltering way attempt to express my 
gratitude to God for the fellowship we have had together? It would 
be difficult for me to think of anything more splendid and more gracious 
than has been your attitude toward me. It is with a feeling of deep 
regret that I must so soon step aside from this circle of service, but I 
shall always think of it as having been a gracious privilege and I shall 
always continue to prize the personal fellowships that have grown out 
of these relationships in the Cabinet. My heart’s affection is with you. 


C2 MOCRIST:

Before I begin this report I wish to express my gratitude for the 
appreciation and responsiveness shown for my work on the Los Angeles 
District by the many devoted laymen, for the fine teamwork of the pastors, 


and in superlative degree for the steady reinforcement of my efforts by 
Bishop Burns. 


’ Psychological: Urbanization is a_racial push from the time when 
“Cain builded a city,” to the last country boy who today left the farm for 
the bright lights. Men of faith still follow the gleam which dazzled Abra- 
ham when he “went forth not knowing whither he went, for he sought a 
city—whose builder and maker is God.” We are seriously trying to cor- 
 rellate that City with Los Angeles. Methodism has failed in our great 
cities; it still has a chance here, where despite our million and a half popu- 
aucnane are yet rs ne day of beginnings. 
€ city psychology, with its local tones, tints and flavors 

made more difficult for us this year by three denouements. (1) Thebaces 
Palisades Association, after a race between the selling of property and 
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increasing expenditures for inprovements and interest, succumbed to eco- 
nomic laws and sold its real estate to a big brother buyer. _The entire 
conditions of that important enterprise have thus been changed, affecting 
our Church and a much wider constituency. (2) The financial embarrass 
ments of the Methodist Hospital and consequent change in administra- 
tion and method have also been depressing. (3) The announcement that 
the Trustees of the University of Southern California have severed the 
ties between them and this Confrence has agitated a large constituency, 
some of which contributed within a few years to a million dollar endow- 
ment fund. 

Three years ago the Quarterly Conference, containing several members 
of the University administration, entered into intimate relations with the 
University, voting to undertake a permanent program of service for the 
students. The morning worship and a part of the Church School were 
transferred to Bovard Auditorium, and a little later the old building was 
sold and lots were purchased adjoining the Campus. The plan for rela- 
tions has now been abandoned and the Church organization, while still 
worshiping in Bovard Auditorium, finds itself like Mahomet’s coffin, or 
more modernly like a downtown automobilist, hunting a place to park. 

The future of this church, with its splendid record, is precarious, and 
the situation more regrettable because last year St. James. Church united 
with it in eager anticipation of an immediatel forward program and an 
adequate edifice. For these three years their activities have been divided 
between two locations nearly a mile apart. 

I recommend that the Conference appoint a Committee immediately 
to confer with the University Church and to report to this session what 
we can do to assist them, it is of the gravest concern. W. C. Hodgson 
has wrought cheerfully, hopefully and wisely under great discouragements. 

Methodism is popularly supposed to have a highly organized adminis- 
tration and eloquent apostrophes to “our connectional system” are fre- 
quently heard. Nevertheless it is a vital weakness that work in our city 
is administered under five different Conferences; also from Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, Cincinnati and other General Headquarters. _No busi- 
ness organization would expect to succeed under such decentralized man- 
agement. The Board of Home Missions expends $25,000 per year in Los 
Angeles for work among aliens, with a few pitiful hundreds for the strug- 
gling American churches which meet the terrific current of shifting popu- 
lation and go up against the Chinese Wall of building restrictions which 
bar the Son of Man from our choice home sections. While thus expending 
among the foreigners we have no funds for sites nor maintenance in 
American communities which we should immediately enter. Unless we 
soon plant a number of new churches and rescue some now struggling for 
life, Los Angeles will soon follow New York in the wreckage of Methodist 


hopes. 


Stubborn Facts: Presentation of unpleasant facts is never popular, 
but if we are ever to remedy the disease of our Conference heart we must 
diagnose it and cease assuring ourselves that “every day in every way we 
are growing better and better,” when in fact we are dying. No, I am not 
a “pessimts;” I am an unquenchable optimist. Jesus Christ will win the 
world; He will win the cities, but with different instruments than our 
Methodism, unless we speeidly use different methods. : ; 

Within five years a half million people have taken up residence. in 
Los Angeles. In that five years our gain in membership was 1,728. Using 
Chamber of Commerce figures, while the population gained 70% we 
Methodists gained 18%. In the past three years the entire Conference has 
dumped into the garbage can of “nonresident and inactive members” the 
following total percentages: 1925, 10.75; 1926, 11.4; 1927, 12.2; Los Angeles 
District participates with the rest: 1925, 7.05; 1926, 11.4; 1927, 11%; an 
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appalling: loss of our assets. During five years, 1922 to 1927, Epworth 
League membership in the Conference decreased 2,000; Los Angeles dis: 
trict 347. 

One reason that we have not kept pace with the growth is the tre- 
mendous pressure of our financial burdens. Another is the intensity of 
city life which limits the amount of time which individuals can give to 
church work. Result—pastors and churches are absorbed in their immedi- 
ate problems and give little time to our mutual task of caring for the in- 
creasing city. There is but little group consciousness nor feeling of re- 
sponsibility for other localities. 


The shift of population continues to close churches. We have with- 
drawn from Elysian Gardens, where we plainly had no future. Union 
Avenue, brave in personnel, sacrificial in history, must now become a 
student charge, and that only for a time. 


Progress: Under heavy apportionments, with staggering burdens of 
debt and with many pathetic buildings of worship, our brave people of 
Los Angeles led the Conference in the per capita increase of Disciplinary 
Benevolences in a five-year period, our gain being $47,629, and that despite 
the continual extraction of money for special causes performed by wan- 
dering Bishops and all manner of traveling field agents. Last year (1927) 
Los Angeles District led the entire Church in the per capita for Disci- 
plinary Benevolences as compared with the giving for ministerial support. 
For the latter we paid $169,073; for Disciplinary Benevolences, $207,276; 
a total of $10.46 per capita for Disciplinary Benevolences; an excess for 
“others”, as compared with “ourselves” of $38,203, or 22 2-3%.

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Two new churches were completed and were dedicated in December 
by Bishop Burns; Mount Olive, where W. H. Rogers has wrought for 
eight years, first paying off a debt of $14,000 and now erecting a beautiful 
church at a cost of $36,000, which was provided in subscriptions which 
are being paid in with remarkable promptness. Culver City occupies a 
strategic location and is doing a work second to none. This also is a 
beautiful building and its obligations are financed. 


First Church is so intertwined in our denominational life that it af- 
fects us all. Alone of our churches it stands on an equality with our great 
civic institutions, and its pulpit commands the attention of the entire city. 
E. E. Helms and his tireless associate, C. E. Leitzell, led in a final assault 
upon the debt, and it is-paid. People join this great church every Sunday, 
and sinners often kneel at its altar seeking forgiveness. The treasurer 
has paid out during this Conference year $238,000, of which $103,000 was 
for benevolences. 

I have persistently endeavored to increase the personal contacts of 
our people with the multitudes about us having no church affiliation, and 
urge pastors to visit diligently in their constituencies. Our Ladies Aid 
Societies have reported more than 50,000 visits and pastors more than 
25,000. Results are nearly always seen in increased congregations and 
membership. Another illustration I draw from First @hurchyas iteis! a! 
notable record and presents a vivid comparison. Gypsy Smith held great 
meetings in First Church for four weeks and 150 accessions resulted. 
Something like $10,000 was expended. During six weeks in midsummer, 
while the pastor was absent on vacation, C. E. Leitzell, associate pastor, 
made 751 visits, besides holding innumerable interviews, winning many 
to Christ for the first time. On the Sunday after Dr. Helms’ return, 180 
members were received and a goodly number sought Christ at the altar. 
Other instances of what the persistent, house to house and soul to soul 
method will do are Rosewood, where John Matthew Baxter, coming to 
us in December by exchange with I. B. Harper, has passed no Sunday 
without receiving new members, a total of 136; Asbury, where D. Roland 
Martin received 108; Chesterfield Square, Guy McBride, 90; Vermont 
Square, B. D. Snudden, 115. 

The long planned for new church is being erected at Santa Barbara 
Avenue. Arthur T. Hobson has been patient, diligent and persistent and 
the $25,000 unit of their plant will soon be completed. . 

Contracts have been let for First Church Hollywood. Most of its 
former site has been sold, and the beautiful cathedral for the northwestern 
part of the city will be in use before next Conference. -Charles F. Seitter 
‘is a-skillful, active leader. ‘The immediate enterprise expends $498,000; 
‘the value of this entire plant,-when finished, will be fully $800,000. 

West Adams, J. W. Neely, pastor, plans soon to erect a community 
building. Pacific Palisades Church is crowded toward a building program. 
Normandie Avenue faces the widening of the street and plans a suitable 
arrangement of buildings with addition of a community house. The next 
enterprise is the Westwood project, where we hold a building site adja- 
cent to the new State University. This work must begin with buildings 
congenial to the impressive University and the beautiful homes about it. 

Two baby girls have wisely chosen parsonage homes, Mary Jane Clay 
at Florence Avenue, Russell E. Clay and wife; and Virginia LeClaire 
Morgan, at Westland, Richard R. Morgan and wife. : é 

The Los Angeles Missionary and Church Extension Society has been 
the instrument wherewith we have tried to develop the Methodist con- 
sciousness and to care somewhat for the crying needs of the city. We have 
had the sympathy and cooperation of the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension, which has helped us to set up the Loyalty Crusade, 
and interdenominational movement of evangelism and of financial effort 
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by which we hope to provide foundations for future achievement. I have 
served as the unsalaried Executive Secretary during the past year as a 
sideline to my work as District Superintendent. 

It is absurd in these few minutes to attempt to represent the devoted 
ministers who work amid the actual crumbling of Protestantism, in an 
atmosphere tainted with frivolity, jazz, marathon dances, Julian Oil, specu- 
lation, Mellus homes, shrewd and opulent Romanism, surrounded by a half 
million lapsed, backslidden Christians, who are utterly indifferent to the 
thirst of the man of Calvary for the souls of men. These men carry on 
steadily the monotonous, uninspiring contest with church debts, the effort 
to put on an appealing program with meagre funds. Their wives unceas- 
ingly match their keen wits against poverty in the effort to live within 
narrow incomes, dress the children well enough to keep them from self- 
consciousness or bitterness amid wealthier people. Not the least of their 
tasks is the stabilizing of our people amid-the constant pull of 57 varieties 
of bootleg religion and the turgid emotionalism popularized by miracle 
working prophetesses, often advertised by dim eyed elderly church folk, 
who mistake these fanaticisms for the “old time religion.” : 

These men have seen their best laid plans fail, yea, moreover at times 
have felt themselves to be failures when their efforts have been thwarted 
by subtle antagonisms in this ambiguous world, and when fagged and 
awearied by exhausting days and succeeding evenings of soul sapping work 
they have knelt before God and have thanked Him for the privilege of 
service and of matching themselves against the united forces of evil here 
in the Verdun salient. 

“This is the word that, year by year 
While in her place the school is set 
Every one of her sons must hear 
And none that hear it dare forget; 
This they all with joyful mind 
Bear thru life like a torch in flame, 
And falling, fling to the host behind— 
‘Play up, play up, and play the game.’”’

trict since the adjournment of the last Annual Conference. Every man 


Not one Quarterly Conference has this year asked for a change of 
the Quarter Conference and 
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asked for a change of appointment. In all other cases, where a change 
is contemplated, the matter has, by formal action, been left in the hands 
of the District Superintendent to do as his judgment dictates. 

The full, official, detailed report from each charge will be filed with 
‘the Statistician and Treasurer and will appear in tabulated form in the 
printed journal. However, there are matters of vital interest which cannot 
thus be properly tabulated and are gladly recorded here. The Godly com- 
pany of men who have led the charges of the District this year have my 
unstinted praise. They have been devoted and efficient. The result was 
inevitable; a splendid year. 

A survey of the year reveals quite clearly five high points in general 
activities of the District: 


Debt Paying: Easily the outstanding achievements of the year have 
been in debt liquidation. Alhambra First Church has subscribed and paid 
on its indebtedness $60,000 this year. All factors considered, this is the 
greatest feat in church financing I have ever seen performed. Along with 
financial victory has come a spiritual awakening in all departments of this 
church which is truly remarkable. 

Another notable victory was won at Baldwin Park where they set 
out to pledge $10,000 of the total $15,000 debt and secured $10,350. 


Glendale First has paid $40,000 on debt this year. 

First Church, Pomona, wiped out her debt of $1289. First, Ontario, 
cleared a debt of $5,000. 

La Verne paid $1000, Monrovia $4000, Temple $500, Glendale Central 
$2000, Victorville $165, Highland $1200. 

The great Annual Meeting at First Church, Pasadena, cheered lustily 
when the Building Fund Treasurer announced that there remains to be 
collected but $25,000 when this magnificent new $1,000,000 temple will be 
free from debt. 


Church School Efficiency: There has been a noticeable improvement, 
both in the standards and methods of our church schools. The steady, 
persistent, constructive influence of the Conference Department of Reli- 
gious Education, together with the inspiration caught at the World’s 
Sunday School Convention, has been largely responsible for the upward 
trend. Eight of our churches employ Directors of Religious Education 
while many others have unsalaried Directors appointed who are doing 
intelligent, effective work in this field. 


Systematic Every Member Canvass: Our local church budgets were 
probably never so nearly pledged in advance as this year. This has been 
due to a more determined and systematic effort through the every member 
aa We are expecting that this same stimulation will be reflected in the 
World Service giving for the year. Most of the churches will exceed last 
year’s giving by a smali amount and it is hoped that this may overcome 
the loss from two or three churches where the benevolent giving has fallen 


off seriously. 


ng People’s Work: The Epworth League, always a flourishing 
peat eres District, has. had a notable year. It is doubtful if 
the Annual Convention, held at First Church Alhambra in May, has ever 
been equaled in our field for satisfactory results. The District Cabinet 
has conducted evangelistic services, through gospel teams, at nearly ‘every 
point on the District. The new organization at headquarters in| Chicago, 
correlating all young people’s activities in one department of “Epworth 
League and Young People’s Work”, has been hailed with delight by our 
young Leaguers. They are joining the young people of the other Districts 
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in requesting this Conference to recast our Conference organization along 
similar lines. This will open the way, it is hoped, for the ultimate correla- 
tion of our work in the local churches. 


Cooperation Among the Women’s Societies: Reports in Quarterly 
Conferences indicate a decided trend toward hearty cooperation between 
the three great women’s organizations: the Women’s Foreign Missionary 
Society, the Women’s Home Missionary Society and the Ladies’ Aid 
Society. This is making for the solidarity and power of the womanhood 
of our churches in a marked way. They are closing their best year. 


The foregoing seem to be the high points of the year’s developments. 
It remains to record certain other activities in the field of building and 
evangelism. 

Two churches have been dedicated. A beautiful, well-planned, brick 
structure, on a sightly corner on Whittier Boulevard, costing $31,000, was 
dedicated by Bishop Burns at Monte Belle, July 8. A neat, attractive 
bungalow church, stucco finish, costing $5000, was dedicated September 
23rd at Rosemead, our baby charge. Bishop Burns was not able to be 
present at the dedication but spoke at one of the prededication services.

out, at a cost of $4000. Bungalows, to accommodate Church School ex- 
pansion were built at Ontario First and La Verne. Trinity Pomona ex- 
pended $1000 on property improvement, Temple $500, Rialto $724, First 
Pomona $500, Glendora $400. 

First Glendale will be ready to dedicate early in the year, her new 
$200,000 projects. This is to consist of an educational building and a 
remodeled auditorium. 

We are in the midst of a city wide financial campaign in Pasadena 
for the building of a new church for Scott Chapel, our colored church, 
costing $42,000; and the first unit of the new Washington Street church, 
On a new location, at an estimated cost of $90,000. 

The Official Board at Upland has had referred to it by the Building 
Committee, plans for a beautiful $75,000 church. Trinity Pomona has a 
committee at work on plans for a new educational building, and Glendora 
is contemplating a $15,000 building of like nature. 

This year has not seen the marked activities in evangelism which 
were evident last year. A number of evangelistic meetings were held, 
some of them with excellent results. But on the whole there has been a 
noticeable letup in the pressure at this point. Plans are under way, how- 
ever, which indicate that next year will see determined efforts in soul 
winning. Seventeen of our churches in the West end of the District are 
to cooperate in the United Church Loyalty Campaign from Oct. 21 to 
Dec. 9. 


Some General Observations: It is becoming increasingly difficult to 
maintain a small church, especially if it be within a radius of 10 to 15 miles 
of a large, well-equipped church. This for two reasons. First, the con- 
trast between the programs of large and small churches is more marked 
than in former days. Second, the automobile has made it easy to pass 
up the small church and travel the necessary distance to the larger center. 
As a result we find the very people who would be most useful to the small 
church, both in leadership and finance, most inclined to gravitate to the 
stronger church. Consolidation is in the air. Just as the schools are 
abandoning the small plant and uniting to form strong, well-equipped and 
well manned units, so the church must consolidate and for very much the 
same reasons. 

The community church under denominational auspices is the Cali- 
fornia method of handling the small community. It is not altogether satis- 
factory and is difficult to administer, but it is the best plan yet attempted. 
It is much better than the old way where small competing churches adver- 
tised to the world our failure to cooperate. The legislation of the last 
General Conference, authorizing the Bishops to appoint our men to strictly 
nondenominational community churches, was a step in the right direction 
and may forestall the development of a new denomination from the in- 
creasing number of such orggnizations, by providing trustworthy leader- 
ship. If some of our sister denominations will put themselves in a similar 
position, we may be able, among us, to provide pastors for these churches 
and serve the Kingdom well at a very critical point. 

The new committee on Pastoral Relation and Pulpit Supply, provided 
by the last General Conference marks an important step in the direction 
of lay participation in our appointments. Our District Superintendents are 
already discovering how difficult it is for the laymen to understand all 
sides of the problem of appointments in our system. A layman from each 
District, appointed to sit in the Cabinet, with a term coetaneous with 
that of the District Superintendent, would give opportunity for a sympa- 
thetic understanding of all factors involved in making appointments, with- 
out which we surely face some extremely unhappy days ahead. 

Four years of District administration has left the writer with a very 
high appreciation of a certain group of elect laymen to be found at the 
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heart of every one of our churches. J have never failed to find them. I 
thank God for them daily. They are our hope and stay. They are not less 
loyal and devoted than our pastors. They are much in my mind these days 
as I dream of the future of our church in this changing world. 


We hear much about the lagging loyalties of our church members. 
I wonder if this is not due largely to the fact that the world has caught 
up with us, so that there is not any longer that sharp distinction between 
the church and the world which marked a former day. It is surely time 
for the church to take advanced ground; to attempt the heroic once more, 
what Niebuhr calls the “tension” between the church and the world. It 
was Thoreau who said, “If I do not keep step with others it is because 
I hear a different drummer Let a man keep step to the music he hears, 
however measured and however far away.” I should like to join in a new 
crusade with my brother pastors and these elect laymen at the heart of 
the church. A crusade which would dare to be fashioned not according 
to this world. A crusade which would challenge this age to a new plane 
of living. A crusade which would step to the music of a different drummer, 
even Christ. How may we bring upon the Church the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit? By adventuring in such heroic undertakings in the name of 
Christ as cannot be accomplished without Him.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE GERMAN 
WORK IN CALIFORNIA 


Two years ago, we, the ministerial members of the California 
German Annual Conference, on our own’ initiative approached the 
Southern California Conference relative to the question of merging. A 
commission of three members of each conference was named, which 
made a thorough study of the entire matter, after which the conditions 
set forth in the “Dec'aration of Merger” Conference Journal of 1927 
were read at each annual conference concerned and unanimously adopted. 


_ By mutual agreement the former superintendent “was to continue 
in office for another year or longer, if the cabinets of the conference 
deemed it necessary and the bishop concur.” This year has now come to 
a close and the report is herewith respectfully submitted. 


Facts Frankly Stated: It is not hard to realize that in the course 
of such a transition misunderstanding may easily arise. That the com- 
mission of the former California German Conference has made its pro- 
posals and overtures in all sincerity and is earnestly endeavoring to fulfill 
every detail contained therein, I claim to be a fact. As ministers we stand 
by what we have agreed to last year, and feel that all circumstances taken 
into consideration, we have done the very best possible. 

As to the reaction of the merger on the laity of our church, may I 
say that it has not altogether been favorably received and has in some 
cases retarded the completion of all requirements. With the conservative 
nature of our people, their love of native language, sentiment for place 
of worship, friendship and family ties, these make it hard to think of 
Baie oe serene So it is in the uniting of two or more of the 

ish speaking chur nfo 
eee ee urches, people are naturally slow to conform to 
; For our mutual understanding, may I repeat a sente c i 
in paragraph four of above named ie re ee our Cenhedt eat 
not to be neglected.” It has been our policy during the past four years 
where the conditions did not justify the continuation of our work after 
a reasonable trial, that such a place be filled by a part-time or supply- 
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pastor in order to conserve men and mission money or abandon such 
field entirely. The case of Santa Cruz, Stockton, Escondido, San Diego 
and others prove that we believe in economy in Kingdom Work. 


When in the month of May the German members of the Commission 
on Merger recommended that, in their opinion, there was no further 
need of a Superintendent of German work, it was done in the same spirit 
to conserve men and money, thereby avoiding any unnecessary over- 
lapping. But where there is need of German preaching, because many 
of our older members have not learned the language of their adopted land, 
we must needs continue our work, even at a seemingly financial loss 
for the time being. There are many cities in this state as well as rural 
districts where there are German people to whom we have a very definite 
mission with the gospel of personal salvation as preached by the Meth- 
odist pulpit. 


The Ministerial Members of the German Work: There are now 16 
conference members in the effctive relation, with an average of 27 years 
of service. These men are truly missionaries in the fullest sense of the 
word. The foreign language work has its discouragements and disap- 
pointments. When the children and youth of the emigrant know the 
language of the land, as they rightly should, a transfer to the English- 
speaking church is quite natural. When our men and women have 
become well-to-do and gained social standing in the community and 
could be a real help in our struggling churches, we lose them from our 
membership by transferring to the English church. 


The following are the charges in their alphabetical order: 


ANAHEIM AND ORANGE: Frank Brinkmeyer is the pastor 
and Richard Matthies his assistant. Brother Brinkmeyer closes his third 
year. His health having been impaired for the past two years and as he has 
more than reached the age of retirement he now asks the Conference to 
' grant him this relation. Brother Matthies preaches at Orange every 
’ Sunday. 


ESCONDIDO: W. C. Schmutzler was drafted into active relation 
to fill this pulpit three years ago. We will be obliged to make some ad- 
justment here in order to economize on missionary money by probably 
using a supply pastor. 


Fresno: Emil Klawiter closes his first year in this mission charge. 
Sickness and accident to himself and his good wife has made this a hard 
year for them. This is a growing congregation, many improvements 
have been made, but the financial problems are many. 


Bethel Los Angeles: H. B. Lang closes his second year under very 
favorable circumstances. The cooperation between pastor and people 
is the finest. 


First Church Los Angeles: Rudolph Zurbuchen has been the pastor 
of this numerically largest and in property the richest church in German 
Methodism on the Pacific coast. The church is in the very heart of our 
great city and has only an occasional English service. Young people 
but recently from Germany comprise a large part of the membership. 


Immanuel Los Angeles: The increasing number of colored residents 
in the immediate neighborhood of this church has thus far not discouraged 
the pastor, R. W. Tautenhahn, to wish to abandon this post. The Sunday 
School is a real factor in the life of this community. 
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South Hollywood: This charge with its Old People’s Home and 
congregation is a full-sized man’s job. J. H. Durbahn is pastor and 
superintendent. 


Pasadena: F. W. Elger, our conference artist “in chalk and talk” 
closes his third year at this charge, in the midst of very pleasant circum- 
stances. 


San Diego: Brother John Kracher, a retired pastor residing at 
Escondido, supplied this charge during the past year. He did most 
commendable work. 2 Rey

BOARD OF EDUCATION 


_ , One of the high notes sounding through the church today is the re- 
ligious education of its youth, commanding the deepest interest and 
challenging to highest effort. 

No graver fact faces us than that of millions of our youth untouched 
by religious training. It sobers and calls to continued and deeper concern. 
For the youth of today are the Nation of tomorrow. It is this grave fact 
that has constantly been before your board in all its meetings during the 
year, and ever and ever the question, if even unexpressed, has been: 
What best can we do for the higher moral welfare of our youth? 

It is with pride we again remind you of the large contribution the 
church has made to the higher education of our Southland, and it is not 
improper to say that one of the greatest contributors to the unusual high- 
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grade character of life in our Southwest has been this contribution the 
Church has made to this educational life. 


And the contribution has not been narrow. We have only to mention 
such schools of our own as the DePauw School for Mexican girls, the 
Spanish-American Institute at Gardena for Mexican boys, the Plaza School 
for the training our our Mexican preachers, the large number of other 
nationalties and of other faiths in the student body of our great university, 
not to speak of the youth gathered in our church schools of our foreign 
speaking missions, besides the hosts of our own American youth. 


SPANISH AMERICAN INSTITUTE: The Spanish-American In- 
stitute, our only school for Mexican boys west of Albuquerque, has just 
closed a most successful year. A class of eleven completed the Junior 
High School course, while six were graduated from the Senior High 
School, four of whom have entered college this fall. The work of the In- 
dustrial Department is very gratifying and this emphasis put on the prac- 
tical arts is shown in the large number of ex-students now employed in 
Southern California. 

One of the dormitories carinot be opened this fall because of financial 
conditions. Over a score are waiting until friends assist by providing a. 
part or full scholarship. 

The following are nominated as Directors, year 1932: A. Ray Moore, 
R. W. E. Cole, C. A. Robinson, Frank Taggart, Geo. A. Warmer and Mrs. 
Grow Brown. ; 


THE PLAZA SCHOOL: A number of our Mexican pastors have 
been taking scholastic and theological training in the Plaza School. This 
group has very faithfully striven to maintain the educational standard set 
by our conference for our Mexican brothers. 


YOUNG PEOPLES DEPARTMENT: The policy of the Conference 
League organization for the past year has been to hold itself ready for 
readjustment to the new correlation policy of the church, but to await 
General Conference action. The young leaders of this group have per- 
fected what one of the Chicago staff has called “the most comprehensive 
organization in the Church”, and this is the first and only conference group 
to make such change. R 

Under the new plan the Conference Board of Epworth League is to 
be known as “The Conference Board of Epworth League and Young 
Peoples Work” and its executive Committee is now recognized by the 
Conference Board of Education as its standing committee on young peoples 
work. 

Five District Conventions were held in the Spring with a total attend- 
ance of over 2500. Los Angeles District attempted a new type, and had 
800 on the one-night convention and a month later the officers of the 
local chapters met with the district officers for the second half of the 
convention. The ‘“split-convention” has attracted national attention as a 
solution of the metropolitan-District-Convention problem. 

Three Institutes were held with a total registration of 971 and no one 
can estimate the progress made during these institutes to help youth solve 
its problems and to measure up to its task of furthering the kingdom. 

Our young people feel a very definite need of a Field Secretary for 
their work, and are planning to promote Rally Day, Oct. 7th, in order to 
get this year a maximum offering, hoping it will bring back a sufficient 
amount to finance such a program. Your Board asks this conference to 
request the Board of Education at Chicago, following the legislation per- 
mitting such passed by the General Conference, to remit half or part of 
this collection, for such use as this conference Board of Education shall 


determine. 
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The leaders feel that a 10 day institute would be preferable to the 7 
day type now carried on. This will be presented to the Institute Com- 
mission, but they desire our pastors to know of this problem, 

They also ask that we pastors place more responsibility on the young 
people. And further that we concern ourselves with the great interde- 
nominational movement—‘“The Crusade with Christ”. 


DEPARTMENT OF CHURCH SCHOOLS: Your conference board 
has for years been loking forward to the day when it could center all our 
educational interests in one body. No less than seven heretofore separate 
and often conflicting agencies form a part of it, working to so organize and 
carry on as to meet the educational needs of all our people within the 
bounds of this conference. 

If we believe that the church’s supreme task is the Christian culture of 
its youth, this conference ought very soon to plan for much larger outlay 
in this strategic activity. Your board joins very heartily in the hope of 
the young people, already expressed, that soon there can come some one 
who will give his whole time and energy as leader of these young hosts. 

I quote from the report of our conference Director: “Never was such 
opportunity open as now for us with our young people—Many of our 
churches swarm with young life. In increasing numbers our youth are 
flocking to our Institutes. Wherever conventions or conferences for young 
people are called crowds assemble; eager and interested and anxious for 
something worthy of their strength—We should not be blind to these facts 
and so lose our opportunity.” 

Our conference office conducts a many-sided program including 
leadership training, church visitation, summer conferences, standardization 
of church schools, week-day religious education, daily vacation Bible 
schools, adult education and seminaries, and advice on church buildings. 
The conference director, J. L. Corley, is also responsible for the numerous 
interdenominational contacts of our church in the field of religious educa- 
tion. Your board at one of its recent meetings expressed its high appre- 
ciation of the very valuable service he is giving, elected him Executive 
Secretary of the Board and unanimously ask his reappointment to this 
department. 

It is as necessary to have trained treachers as trained preachers. Last 
year the churches united in cooperative community schools for leadership 
training, and in these schools there were 1170 teachers from our Methodist 
churches who did credit work. 

_ Vacation schools also offer the church a great opportunity for her 
childhood, and the past year there were not less than sixty of such schools 
in which thousands of our boys and girls were enrolled.

THE PACIFIC PALISADES ASSOCIATION: The Pacific Pali- 


sades Association will bring its own report, but your Board cannot refrain 
from expressing its high appreciation of the contribution this Association 
has again made to popular Christian education. ; 

Its Assembly program brought some of the outstanding leaders of 
Christian thought to discuss the bearings of our Christian faith upon the 
big moral Problems that face us today; while its more technical features 
of symposium lectures and classes, its school for religious éducation, its 
High School and Daily Vacation Bible School made an unusual contribu- 
tion to our broadening intellectual life. All this was in addition to the 
conferences and institutes of the many groups of youth and of religious 
workers that gathered in the different camps. 

This conference owes a big debt to Oren B. Waite who planned and 
executed this fine Program. It was very fitting that the Board of Directors 
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expresses its great appreciation, not only of the fine program planned and 
Projected by hiin, but also for the fine way in which the important change 
in the real estate holdings of the Association was handled by him, saving to 
the Association holdings that will enable it to do its work in the future 
unhampered by heavy bond indebtedness and your Board recommends his 
reappointment as Executive President of this Association. 


This enterprise is the child of this conference, but the conference does 
not show a parent’s interest in its offspring. If this institution is to stay 
and grow the members of this conference must take it to their hearts. 
Otherwise it will be engulfed in the rapidly growing secular life around it, 
and its existence a matter of a few years. 


One thing your Board would urge on the directorate of that Associa- 
tion: viz: that in the future Program specific attention be paid to the prob- 
lem and place of youth, and it raises the question as to the possibility of 
making the League Institute a part of the Assembly program. 


THE INTERDENOMINATIONAL CONFERENCE: This Asso- 
ciation, made possible the holding again of the Interdenominational Con- 
ference, which three years ago took the place of our camp-meeting and 
which has proved itself to be of inestimable value in bringing together the 
various denominations for discussion of the Christian way of life. This 
interdenominational conference gives Him a great opportunity for this. 


THE UNIVERSITY OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA: All these 
great agencies have ben doing outstanding pieces of work; but the interest 
is deepest in our great University, which under the administration of Presj- 
dent Von KleinSmid, has had another year of remarkable success. 


During the academic year just closed over fifteen thousand (15,409) 
were enrolled in the various departments of the university, and at its last 
Conmimencement more than sixteen hundred (1613) received their degrees 
and diplomas, among them eight receiving the degree of Doctor of Phil- 
osophy. 

The enrollment in the classes of The School of Religion during the 
year reached the fine total of seven hundred and fifty two. At the June 
Commencement the degree of Master of Theology was conferred on five 
candidates and that of Bachelor of Divinity on two. 


So great has been the increase in the student body that thirty-six new 
members have been added to the Faculty, some of whom are very noted 
educators. 

Valuable additions have been made during the past year to the Uni- 
versity curriculum. The work of the Engineering Department has ex- 
panded to such a degree that it became necessary to form a College of 
Engineering, the curriculum of which leads to the degree of Bachelor of 
Science in Engineering. Plans were completed for the School of Medicine, 
which opens this month. The first year curriculum only will be offered in 
1928-29, the additional three years being added one each year for the ensu- 
ing years. The University is requiring three years of college training for 
admission to the School of Medicine, a requirement demanded by only 
nine of the sixty Class “A” Medical Schools of the country. 

In recognition of the great demand for trained leaders in the motion 
picture industry the University has organized curricula in the various de- 
partments to give thorough training in the science and technique of 
Cinematography. : ; 

The Los Angeles University of International Relations organized in 
1924 to furnish opportunities for the training of statesmen for consular 
and diplomatic service, of business men for commerce and business ad- 
ministration, and of teachers in departments related to world affairs in 
colleges and universities has been affiliated with the university, 
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Professional training for Journalism has been added to the curriculum 
of the University as has also the Department of Slavic studies, comprising 
ten courses therein. 

The Building program for the past year has included the Student 
Union Building, the Bridge Hall—a four story Class “A” classroom and 
office building, and the completing unit of the Science Hall which was 
ready for the opening the present semester. The sum of $265,000 was 
bequeathed the University for the erection and endowment of a School of 
Philosophy. Plans have been drawn for the structure and building opera- 
tions will soon begin. 

All this remarkable growth has brought the University face to face 
with the necessity of its being put on a broader financial foundation, a 
foundation that would enable it more adequately to fill its proper place in 
the educational life of today; and to raise the question as to whether the 
time had not come when the University had not grown beyond the power 
of the Conference to maintain it effectively. It had indeed passed beyond 
a question: it had become an established fact. The annual budget called 
for a million and a quarter dollars; the church could only give it directly 
less than ten thousand dollars. And the Conference had felt itself under 
such urgency of other claims that it could not give the university the 
chance to increase its endowment through campaign among the churches. 
The university was therefore compelled, for the sake of its very existence, 
to seek some other way. It therefore initiated a financial campaign inde- 
pendent of the conference, but almost immediately found itself face to 
face with two stern facts; its consulting lawyers advised that under the 
California Code the University could not, with its existing organization, 
legally receive and hold gifts and bequests: its campaign managers found 
themselves against an insuperable barrier: educational foundations and men 
of large means would not give any financial aid while its board of trustees 
was constituted as was then done. Its campaign—a costly one—for its 
necessary millions was being effectively blocked. Its very existence was 
therefore at stake. It was forced to the conclusion that for its very life it 
must change the foundation of corporate form, viz: by making its trustees 
self-electing instead of being nominated by its board of trustees and elected 
by this conference. Accordingly, by the unanimous vote of the trutees, at 
a meeting called specifically for this purpose the articles of incorporation 
were ordered to be so amended. Our university was not alone in such an 
action. Other great Methodist universities have been compelled to act 
similarly. The matter was brought before your Board of Education, which 
after lengthy discussion felt that, though it could not assume to speak au- 
thoritatively for the conference, yet the proposed change was inevitable, 
because imperative, and so gave a very modified assent to the proposal. 

The university however had no desire to sever its real connection with 
the church and so, while changing its method of electing its trustees, it 
safeguarded its church affiliation by making it a part of its corporate law 


that a majority of its trustees must be members in good standing of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. . 


It went farther. In the deepest sense of the church’s interest in and 
sacrifice for the cause of Christian education and to conserve the heroic 
sacrifices made by the church for this cause it raised a committee to con- 
sider the whole matter of reorganizing the School of Religion so as to place 
it as an affiliated school of the University, but making the Conference the 
sustaining and controlling power of the school, thus putting it in closest 
affiliation with the conference. Your Board, in harmony with the desire of 
the University, recommends the appointment of a commission to cooperate 
with that of the University, which shall study this whole question and 
report its findings to the next session of this annual conference touching 
the aim, location, erection and endowment of such an institution, 
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We respectfully request the University trustees to set aside from their 
funds an amount of money that shall represent our past contributions to 
the university and that shail constitute the beginning of the foundation con- 
templated, and that our acceptance of this report is conditional on such 
equitable cooperation. 


To many of the church’s most devoted sons has come the conviction 
that the time is at hand when the church must free herself from such 
educational work as the State can do better than she and fix her mind on 
her own distinctive task: Viz. The culture of the soul through the highest 
culture of the mind, but a culture dominated by the enthronement of the 
mind of Christ in all her educational endeavors, and so devote her great 
energy to the religious education of her youth, at least to give only such 
cultural training as shall be possible of being linked up with a new positive 
religious emphasis. Perhaps that hour has dawned on us. 


WESLEY FOUNDATION: We cannot close this report without 
brief mention of two important movements related to the religious life in 
our State Universities, that of our Wesley Foundation, which under the 
direction of Dr. Blakeman is doing such fine work for our Methodist stu- 
dents at Berkeley, and ask that as a conference we inake at least the same 
appropriation for this work the coming year as we have done this year. 
The other movement is that of the Religious Conference recently organized 
at the University of California located in Los Angeles, a conference in 
which the Protestant, Romanist and Jewish faiths combine for the religious 
oversight of their communicants, to cooperate in maintaining religion at 
the heart of this great university, none surrendering its distinctive faith but 
seeking together to find some common ground for the religious culture of 
the student body. We are sure that this conference, with the free mind 
and broad outlook of Methodism, will extend to this organization its hearti- 
est God-speed and pray that it may be preeminently successful in holding 
before the mind of this great student body the highest ideals of the re- 
ligious life.

PACIFIC PALISADES 


Pacific Palisades Association has emerged from its harassing uncertain- 
ties and stands today in a secure financial position: When this Conference 
last met the Board of Trustees was dealing with a tangled and difficult 
problem of finance. At that time it seemed possible to find the. funds 
needed to retain and develop all the properties then held. Unfortunately, 
active dissatisfaction with the lease system and other adverse conditions 
so undermined the credit position that the best ultimate solution was 
found in the wholesale transaction consummated in March, 1928. A brief 
review of the history of the enterprise will make clear the reasons for the 
wisdom of the policy adopted by the Board. 

The two tracts composing the original Pacific Palisades properties 
were purchased in 1921 and 1922. Certain areas in the first of these two 
purchases were set aside for institutional purposes, it being planned from 
the first to develop the remainder of the acreage into a series of subdivi- 
sions to be sold. Under normal conditions these sales would have been 
timed to meet the needs of the development program of the Association. 
The project moved with tremendous success for a period of two years 
following its opening on Founder’s Day in 1922. In the middle of 1924 
the first sales campaign closed and a sharp decline in the demand for the 
property began and continued throughout 1925 and 1926. The effects are 
revealed in the sales reports. During the first six months of 1924 sales 
totaled $1,088,000. During the last six months of that year the total 
reached only $50,600. A new sales campaign began in 1925, but during 
that year and 1926 sales amounted to less than a quarter of a million 
dollars. Meanwhile carrying charges and development costs continued, 
rapidly consuming the capital resources of the Association. 

In 1926 the Association purchased the Huntington Palisdase properties. 
It was moved to do so in order to enlarge and safeguard the business 
center by controlling possible types of business and also to write residential 
restrictions into the deeds for all the remainder of the new purchase. 
These two objectives have been secured, but at a heavy price. The pur- 
chase increased the bonded indebtedness from $808,000 on December 31, 
1925 to $3,500,000 on April 1, 1928. It changed a surplus of interest earned 
amounting to $30,711 in 1925 to an interest deficit of $108,365 in 1926. The 


was cut in two in 1927, the carrying charges and unfinanced improvement 
Program still proved an intolerable load, steadily consuming the Associa- 
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tion’s Property resources. This financial situation led to the sharp crisis 
early in 1927, and caused the Board of Trustees to determine on a policy 
of liquidation which came to a successful conclusion in the recent whole- 
sale transaction. 


In this transaction the Association reserved from sale the propertv 
necessary for its institutional activities, including its entire institutional 
area in Temescal Canyon of which the Athletic field is part, approximately 
fifteen acres on the mesa for permanent educational buildings, a beach 
reservation of 500 feet at the mouth of Temescal Canyon, and a site for 
a bath or club house on the land side of the coast highway opposite the 
beach reservation. It also reserved fifteen lots in what has been known 
as the Church Vacation Home Area, and a site for the local church on 
the Via de la Paz two blocks south of Beverly Boulevard. It retained all 
of its office, educational and operating equipment necessary for the main- 
tenance and conduct of its institutional activities, together with all the 
buildings located in Temescal Canyon. 


The properties retained by the Association are to be freed from the 
trust indenture through the sale of the property purchased by the new 
owner, and in case of refinancing on his part these retained properties may 
not be encumbered by him. In addition the Association received a cash 
guarantee of $250,000 payable in ten equal annual installments as part of 
a 25% participation in the net profits of the enterprise when it is liquidated. 
The option is held by the purchaser to pay off this guarantee at any time 
should he so desire. 

The present assets of the Association, including the land, buildings, 
equipment, the amount in its Building and Endowment Fund, and its quar- 
ter of a million guarantee amount in round numbers to $1,000,000. When 
this is compared with the property possessed by the Association at the 
beginning of its career, the achievement of the last seven years is no 
mean one. The Association had then in material resources ten acres of 
land in Huntington Beach encumbered by a mortgage of $15,000. Today 
the Association has a property fourteen times as large, with an equipment 
far superior, contracts and cash amounting to a quarter of a million dollars, 
and a large, though undetermined participation in the future profits from 
the property sold. These make possible a future program worthy of the 
enthusiasm and the support of the Protestant people of Southern California. 

The unfriendly publicity of last winter and the uncertainties begotten 
in the public mind regarding the future of the Association and its activities, 
combined with a general economic depression and the coming of the 
World’s Sunday School Convention to Los Angeles, brought about the 
lightest attendance on the summer activities we have had for two years 
Fortunately, this was foreseen and expenses were correspondingly cut. 
Radical changes in the personnel were made and operating costs were very 
greatly reduced. The net result is that for the first time in our history 
the actual cash receipts up to and including September 15, 1928, have been 
greater than our actual cash expenditures without taking into account any 
payments received from our annual guarantee. oe ee 

Problems are by no means all solved. The institution needs and must 
have quiet and steady support until the results of the recent transaction 
can be carefully determined and developed. The Association has made 
and will continue to make a great contribution to the cultural and religious 
life of the Southwest. How great the contribution will be must depend 
largely upon the faith and the enthusiasm of the support which Christian 
people in Southern California give to its management. The major problem 
of the Pacific Palisades Association at the present time is to determine 
among the many things which might be done the thing which it is most 
desirable to do in the light of our origin and history and the thing which 
it is possible to do with our existing conditions and limitations. For the 
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present, it is clear to me that we should continue our present lines of 
activity. We must both act as host to institute and conference groups and 
maintain our own educational undertakings. It is possible that as time 
goes on we shall need to develop facilities which will attract the patronage 
of convention rather than summer camp groups. This, of course, means 
provision for the better housing and care of guests. 


The largest future of the Association, however, will lie in the develop- 
ment of our educational activities. While we must continue our Summer 
Schools and Assembly, expanding them to meet the current needs, we 
must also determine upon a more serious educational project demanding a 
plant which will operate throughout the academic year and which will be 
available for use in connection with the Summer School and Assembly 
activities. The Board is giving earnest consideration to the determination 
of its major educational undertaking. A survey will be carried on through- 
out the early months of the coming year, and it is hoped that plans may 
be formulated in time to be announced in connection with the Assembly 
of 1929. In the light of our origin and history it would seem logical that 
here might be developed a great School of Religion, unique in character 
and scope. Certainly the Conference should take into account the possi- 
bilities and resources in the possession of the Association before committing 
itself finally to any development of this character. 


In the interests of efficiency and economy your Board of Trustees 
has amended its Articles of Incorporation to reduce the number of its 
membership from twenty-five to fifteen. This was the number composing 
the original Board. It was expanded largely in order to bring into its 
membership certain men whose financial strength and influence would help 
to stabilize business confidence in the Association during the days when 
it required large financing. The larger Board has proved to be unwieldy 
and difficult to assemble and involves unnecessary expense. Your ratifica- 
tion of the following action of the Board of Trustees at its meeting of 
September 10, 1928, amending the Articles of Incorporation, is therefore 
now asked: 


“RESOLVED, That The Articles of Incorporation be amended 
so that the Board of Trustees of the Pacific Palisades Association be 
diminished from twenty-five (25) to fifteen (15) from and after the 
first Monday in November, 1928, that being the date of the annual 
meeting, and that the attorney be requested to prepare the legal form 
for written assent of the majority of the members of the present Board 
of Trustees authorizing the change and also the necessary certificate 
to be filed in the office of the Secretary of State.” .

The Conference has magnificent value in the plant now held by the 
Association. It has also tremendous value as a cultural instrument. It 
will have a magnificent future of service as the ministry and membership 
of the Protestant churches of Southern California see its latent possibilities. 
Pacific Palisades cannot, however, come to its largest usefulness if it is 
regarded purely as a denominational possession. Created, controlled and 
operated by Methodism, it must be held by Methodism in trust for all 
Protestantism in the Southwest. It must not only seek the support of, 
but it must serve Christians of all faiths. Only so can it fulfill its potential 
mission. It is today an outstanding challenge to the vision, faith and en 
thusiasm of California Protestantism. 


OREN B. WAITE 
PLAZA COMMUNITY CENTER 


The past year has seen the greatest forward step yet taken at the 
Plaza Community Center. Contributions of the preceding year made pos- 
sible the construction of the Social Service unit for partial use. We now 
have our new and permanent building, housing the entire enterprise, which 
presents a fine completed exterior. The third and fourth floors of this 
last unit are unfinished on the inside, awaiting the gifts of friends who 
will see here an opportunity for carrying on a greatly needed constructive 
work among our Mexican young people and children. 

We moved into our new quarters on December 5th, 1927, before the 
contractors were quite ready for us. As predicted, the volume of work 
has greatly increased because of larger space, better facilities and an ade- 
quate building. Even with the handicap attendant upon moving and get- 
ting settled, our first full month in the new edifice showed a considerable 
advance in work over the highest monthly record in the old temporary 
bungalows. In five months, we jumped from 380 clinic cases to 725 per 

nth. 
ae During the year, three physicians have been added to our medical 
staff, making a total of ten who are giving their valuable services every 
week. Besides this, two registered nurses and three other volunteer work- 
ers are giving regular time on certain days. There are seventeen on the 
paid staff, four of whom serve only part time. Additional workers are 
much needed to handle the growing volume of service in all departments. 

The statistical record follows in part: 11,679 total desk registrations ; 
legal and general interviews on miscellaneous problems, 5,494; visits in 
homes and hospitals, 313; jail services, 75; visits to offices and courts, 327; 
pieces of Christian literature given out, 2741; with 100 Gospels and Bibles. 
Garments given to the destitute, 616, including 200 sent to the flood- 
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sufferers in Santa Paula. Food given to 37 needy families, and $64 distri- 
buted to necessitous cases. Employment found for 347. _ Clinic cases, 
6185, 1185 being new patients, and 1198 being free patients with $868 given 
in free medicines. The amount received from paying patients was $2192. 

The pastor of our Plaza church reports an average attendance of 400 
at the Sunday morning services, this being twice the number attending in 
the old quarters. The call to follow Christ is frequently given, and there 
is always a good response. Twenty-seven were taken into the church on 
Easter Sunday morning. 3 

Our Children’s Home, located in Sierra Madre, now caring for and 
training 17 Mexican orphaned and half-orphaned children, is full to capa- 
city with others clamoring for admission. 

Approximately $32,000 is needed annually for maintenance, one fifth 
of which comes from the local Community Chest, two-fifths from our 
Board of Home Missions and Church Extension, and the remaining two- 
fifths from local friends and organizations. We pray for added friends, 
continued interest, and increasing gifts for the extension of this Kingdom

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REPORT OF THE LOS ANGELES MISSIONARY AND CHURCH 
EXTENSION SOCIETY 


The Home Mission work of this Society which attracts the most at- 
tention is the All Nations Foundation, at Sixth Street and Gladys Avenue, 
under the capable supervision of Robert A. McKibben. Herein a complex 
of activities are carried on for children, young people and adults, including 
clinics and varied services of the Community House, the Boys Club, in 
the building erected by the munificence of Messrs. Bush and Voorhis, and 
the religious work by Robert McKibben in All Nations Chapel, which is 
perhaps the most beautiful architectural structure belonging to us in the 
City of Los Angeles. The budget of this great organization reaches a 
total of $49,000 for this financial year, of which $20,819 comes from the 
Community Chest; $14,089 from the church constituency and income pro- 
ducing apartments, $2350 from the Woman's Home Missionary Society, 
and $7290 from the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension; 
while the balance of $4452 must be produced from the field. The latter 
necessity requires more of the time and attention of Superintendent Mc- 
Kibben than is really good for the work. His passion for the souls of 
men and his desire to build up the work of the church in this neighborhood 
must be held in abeyance much of the time because of the necessity of 
developing a constituency which will bear the increasing financial demands. 
The interest upon the debt during the fiscal year was $3178. Superintend- 
ent McKibben has gathered about him a self sacrificing staff of workers 
whose interests seem never to flag in the ministrations to the under- 
privileged of that great community. The results of this work cannot be 
reckoned by the number of accessions to the church nor by a great increase 
in Sunday School pupils, but there are some tangible fruits such as a 
marked decrease in the juvenile criminality in that part of the city and a 
very appreciable achievement in developing the character of boys and girls. 
The migration of families from the neighborhood constantly carry away 
from affiliation those who might be regarded as the choice products of the 
work. 

Last year we reported to the Conference the effort to raise a Church 
Building Fellowship Fund which we hoped might reach the sum of $50,000. 
Eleven months of effort produced subscriptions in the amount of more 
than $17,000. 

About a year ago, the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
suggested that, being convinced of the great need for the development of 
our work in Los Angeles, which need they were unable to meet because 
of declining contributions and the legitimate demands upon them in other 
parts of the church, they would be glad to assist us in the raising of funds. 
About the same time, the proposal was made by leaders of the Presbyterian 
denomination who were planning a campaign for spiritual and financial 
objects, that we join in an interdenominational movement. After full 
consideration of this on the part of the pastors of the district in the 
Pastor’s Clearing House, and by the annual meeting of the City Missionary 
Society, it was unanimously decided to enter upon such a campaign, which 
is called the Loyalty Crusade. ; 

Secretary Kohlstedt sent Dr. Walter Torbet, Field Representative of 
the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension, to manage our part 
of this enterprise. The financial objects, which will in some cases include 
church debts, will in all cases include a considerable subscription for the 
Methodist Extension Fund of the City Missionary Society. This fund will 
be administered under strict regulations to be provided by the Board of 
Trustees, and will be used for founding new churches and assisting needy 
churches in strategic locations. Some other of our sister denominations 
have more than a half million dollars of endowment for their city societies. 
Our Presbyterian brethren are planning to raise for such purposes a half 
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million dollars in this campaign. The trustees of the City Missionary 
Society the pastors concuring, have felt it our great responsibility to at- 
tempt to raise $250,000. , : . 

After full consideration it was found impracticable, this year, to open 
work in the Westwood addition, which is our site adjacent to the new 
University of California in Los Angeles. By careful application of all funds 
available we have reduced our debt upon this property to $24,000, in this 
section. As the University will be moved to its new location next year 
it is highly desirable that we should very soon have a church to care for 
our own people and meet our definite responsibilities for this community. 
The site is on the north east corner of Wilshire Boulevard and Warner 
Avenue, and is the only property that the Methodist Episcopal Church 
owns on Wilshire Boulevard, the greatest of all streets in Los Angeles. 

The annual meeting of the Society, held June 12th, was representative 
of the churches, nearly all of the pastors, with lay delegates, being present. 
It aided much in developing the group consciousness which our people 
greatly need in order that our church should meet its obligations in this 
city. The Society has had the very cordial cooperation of nearly every 
pastor in the district during the past year. 

It has been the policy of the Board to add to its membership capable 
business men, and we have secured the loyal affiliation of some excellent 
men during the past year. We submit for election by the Conference the 
following names:

5457 used free laundry. 5c Coffee House served 278,725 meals. 2386 free 
meals given. 

Men’s Dormitory: 30 beds (increased by 8 over last year) furnished 
8,265 lodgings, of which 204 were free. 3,599 were worked for. 

: Employment Bureau: Applications, 28,897. Jobs given, 18,052. Large 
increase in jobs outside the Industries—a free service of inestimable value. 

Craft Shop: 4 blind and 15 seriously handicapped workers caned 1505 
chairs, wove 1050 rag rugs, and made 1200 baskets, hampers, etc. 

Home Visitation: A years ago we reported 258 welfare visits. Our 
Deaconess, Miss Jennie M. Brown, has made 852 visits this year, and many 
more personal interviews. 

Group Insurance is now in force for employees of certain responsibili- 
ties and service. A boon to those who work at a sacrifice. An endowed 
benevolent fund should be developed for other workers.

GOOD SAMARITAN HOSPITAL 
(Arizona Deaconess Hospital) 


Every year the problems of a young growing institution seem to get 
more numerous, but as our problems increase, we seem to grow strong 
enough to handle them. 

We have just closed the most successful year in the history of our 
hospital, from the standpoint of number of patients cared for, amount of 
money received, and progress in all lines. 

We wish to report the change of name from the Arizona Deaconess 
Hospital, to the Good Samaritan Hospital. The change was made because 
it was practically a unanimous opinion of the Board of Directors and 
members of the corporation, that it was for the advance and betterment 
of the institution. We are running a Protestant institution. On our Board 
are representatives of the seven largest Protestant denominations in Ari- 
zona. All our articles of corporation, our by-laws, and minutes all the way 
through, make it very definite that the institution is controlled by the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, that a majority of the Board must be mem- 
bers of that Church, that we are affiliated with our Methodist institions 
and organizations, and that it has a definite understanding with all those 
who know that there has been no attempt or intention to disturb his situa- 
tion. We have enlarged the Board and now have a number of outstanding 
men, in their Church denominations, in their financial and business ability 
in our State. 


We feel that these two steps have put our institution on a much 
sounder foundation, and will be the cause of much support that we have 
not received in the past. The audit for the past year showed only a loss 
of $1664.04, after paying interest charge of $7889.65, doing free work to 
ee puree of $11,958.84, making a total of almost $20,000 of interest and 
ree work. 


Our number of patients during’ the past year increased almost twenty 
per cent. Our School of Nursing is improving constantly. We have 
reached the place where we are sometimes embarrassed by the number of 
applicants who wish to get into our Training School. 


Our staff of graduate nurses are exceptionally high grade, well quali- 
fied and experienced, and at the head of each department we have people 
with real ability in handling their work. Today we have fifty-six graduate 
nurses and pupils in our organization and thirty other employees. The 
grade of our surgical and medical work is maintained at the height for 
which it is known, our medical staff being of exceptionally high calibre. 

The spirit of devotion to the patients’ welfare on the part of our entire 
force has marked us an unusual hospital. Our president and members of 
the Board have given a great deal of time and thought to the hospital 
interest. The hospital is fortunate in having such men to determine its 
destiny. We have much to be grateful for and much to be thankful for, 
but we are not contented. There is a larger work for us to do and we 


hope and pray that we will be bi j i 
: g enough to measure up to the job that is 
ours, and the opportunity before us. > :

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PACIFIC OLD PEOPLE’S HOME 


“Cast me not off in Mine Old Age, Foresake me not when my strength 
faileth”! A most human cry for assurance of safety. Humanity craves 
such assurance. Here in our Pacific Home we gather those who are beset 
by the ills incident to old age when accompanied by loneliness. Now I 
come before you reviewing the work of the year. 

There are seventy members and boarders now sheltered here of whom 
four Life Members have come during the last conference year, viz: Miss 
Emma Kane, Capt. C. J. Brink, Miss Sara A. Saunders and Mrs. Alice 
Babbitt. The average age of the members in the Home family is 77 years, 
The past year has been a severe strain on the nursing staff of the institu- 
tion as both the morbidity and mortality rate have been unusually high, 
not so much among the Life Members as among the sojourners. We are 
trying to give every possible care to this family of whom it may be said 
that they live “In the House by the side of the Road of Life’, The 
standards for caring for the sick are very high in your Home. 

All holidays were appropriately celebrated. Thanksgiving, Christmas, 
Easter, Golden Wedding of Dr. and Mrs. Howard, Birthday anniversaries, 
as well as our Annual Picnic being crowning events of the year. 

Chapel exercises are held in the Home every morning and on Wed- 
nesday and Friday evenings we hold our prayer meetings. Epworth 
Leagues, Sunday School classes, Missionary Societies, especially the young 
people of the Trinity Methodist Church have been kind and considerate of 
the religious welfare of the aged people and frequently visited the Home. 
We are often exhorted to bring our bouquets to folks while they are living, 
and not wait until they are dead. I wish that in this connection and at 
this occasion I could hand out a few. To the Board of Directors for un- 
wavering devotion to the cause, and brotherly kindness in all deliberations. 
To our two matrons who served us, Miss Dina Ramser, now Mrs. Scherf, 
and Miss Marie Zimmermann and all their assistants in the kitchen and 
dining hall for efficient, intelligent and patient service under heavy burdens 
and many provocations in managing of the household affairs. To our 
Head Nurse, Miss Barbara Hessel, beloved by all, and her colaborers for 
unreservedly giving themselves to their tasks in giving conscientious and 
pains taking care of the sick and affiliated. 

Since our merger with the Southern California Conference we have 
entered into wonderful possibilities for larger usefulness and a greater 
destiny for our beloved Home. Southern California Methodism must now 
get ready to care for a large company of aged Methodist people who have 
reached the sunset days of their journey. 

Most of those who inquire fail to make application when they learn 
that there is no room in the Home or the Endowment Fund not sufficient 
to extend charity. With a long waiting list of needy aged from our 
churches in Southern California we realize more and more that it needs 
larger buildings, it needs a greater endowment. ‘This building should be 
strictly fireproof, modern in construction and appointment and provide ac- 
commodation for a family of more than one hundred and seventy five 
members. The ground floor containing a beautiful shapel, seating 300, the 
family dining room and kitchen. The boiler room, fuel, laundry, store 
rooms, as well as fruit and vegetable cold storage and refrigeration plant 
should be in the sub basement in the north of the building. The second or 
main floor should contain the lobby, parlor, office, matron’s suite and mem- 
bers’ rooms. The third, fourth, fifth and sixth to provide rooms for about 
120 members. Each of these floors should be provided with spacious sun 
parlors to the East, large open porches to the South and cozy reading 
rooms to the north, furnishing ideal meeting places for the members of 


the family.

As Executive Secretary of the Conference Claimants Endowment 
Fund I desire to make the following report. Frequently the question 
has been asked as to the value of the campaign which was put on for 
this Fund and occasionally some one complains at the apportionment 
which is sent to the churches for the Conference Claimants, saying that 
they thought the returns from the campaign would lessen the apportion- 
ments. I desire, therefore, to give you a brief analysis of this whole 
matter so that every one may understand just what has been done. 

In 1922 William M. Jeffers was appointed as Executive Secretary 
of this Fund and like a real statesman he did not begin a campaign at 
once, but took some time to study the field and the needs and see what 
would be the best method of handling so big a task. In 1924 the cam- 
paign was put on for $500,000 and when it was finished in 1925 $327,835 
had been subscribed by individuals, $50,285 had been underwritten by 
churches, $36,500 had been given in property and estate notes and $97,650 
had been written in Annuities, making a grand total of $512,270. The 
very next task was to make the collections and the common comment on 
campaigns is that it is easy to get subscriptions but there is always such 
a shrinkage that some wonder if it is worth while, but I am happy to 
report today that of the $327,835 that was to be collected, $316,250 of it 
is in our treasury, which represents 93.4% of the total. To be exact there 
is but $11,585 left to be collected. Of the $50,285 which was under- 
written by churches, most of them have given their promises that some 
time they will finish that task. Some questions have been asked about 
First Church Pasadena, where the campaign was postponed, but it is only 
fair to them to say that even without a campaign almost one-half of 
their apportionment has been paid and they have definitely voted to 
complete the balance. Much credit is due the faithful pastors and loyal 
laymen who have made this report possible and to them I give most 
hearty thanks. : 

The story, however, is not entirely told nor are the questions above 
referred to answered by this report just given. They indicate something 
that I would now like to call to your attention. At the Conference of 
1923, the Fall before the campaign was put on, we had on our roll 145 
claimants and that year the return from Conference investments was 
$1500 to help pay those claims. In 1928 we have on our roll 194 claimants 
or 25% more than we had in 1923 and this Conference we are giving 
to the Fund to pay these claims, not $1500 as in 1923 but $22,000 or an 
wereas€ in our returns. of 1466%.«. Some one may ask, “Why does 
this not effect our apportionments?” Here we have the answer. Last

year we apportioned $76,000 to meet our claims and this ye - 
tioned $86,000 or an increase of 13%, but if we did not eben 
from the campaign we would have been compelled to increase the appor- 
tionments 40% to have met the needs of the claimants. Since the cam- 
Paign the returns have saved the churches $63,000 or almost 75% of 
one year's apportionments and the “end is not yet.” 


With your permission I would like to give you a little survey of 
the future and to give what would seem to be the program for this Con- 
ference. In order to get at the facts I asked the preachers to give me 
their ages and I gave them my promise that this information would be 
absolutely confidential. No one has seen these facts but myself and no 


that investigation are most startling, 


_ There are sixteen men who have the right to retire this Fall and 
their claims amount to $16,150. Next year, 1929, ten more are entitled 
to retire and their claims will amount to $8,425. Remember we would 
not only have the increase next year of the $8,425 but the increase of 
this year would be added to it, making the increase in 1929 of $24,575 


for the second ten years, which is a conservative estimate, we discover 
that at the end of 20 years, if we continue on the 1908 plan of pensions, 
we will have almost twice as many men on our list as we now have, 
that from the churches and in investments we will have to produce in 
that time $3,241,700 which means that we will either be in debt $290,700 
or we will have to have a gradual increase in the apportionments through 
the years until we will be asking double what we are now asking, and 
in addition thereto we will be twice as far from the goal as we are today. 
It would seem to be unthinkable that we would allow ourselves to get 
into such a condition. 

Over against this we have gone into a careful survey of what this 
Conference can do with a combination of the old plan, known as the 
1908 plan, and the new pension plan which will probably be in force 
before two years from now. It is an absolute impossibility for us to go 
into the new plan at once. It will take 25 years to complete that task. 
While it would take more than a million dollars to commute all our 
claims to the Chicago office, yet with half that sum we could set up a 
program whereby no new claimants would go on to our funds here but 
year by year we could commute to the Chicago office those who retire dur- 
ing that year. If we had $500,000 additional in our funds at this time we 
could laugh at our troubles, but we do not have the $500,000. A cam- 
paign for that amount at this time seems impossible. To delay making 
some provisions to care for this increase is suicidal. 

I am, therefore, coming to this Conference with a recommendation 
which will not be received with special favor, but it is the best I can 
see and I believe will turn defeat into victory. It is to ask the churches 
for a new apportionment to be known as a Retiring Fund. This appor- 
tionment to be one-half of the amount of the regular apportionment for 
Conference Claimants. If every church in the Conference would pay 
this apportionment year by year for the next 20 years, together with their 
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regular apportionment to the Conference Claimants, we would have 
every man of our Conference into the new pension plan in 20 to 25 
years. I might say that I have submitted this plan to the actuaries of 
the Chicago office and they pronounce it sound. 


In conclusion permit me to say that we have gone into this matter 
with considerable care. This program was first submitted to the Chicago 
office, then to the Conference Commission on Finance who looked upon 
it with favor and asked that it be submitted to the Conference Commission 
on Conference: Claimants for their consideration. This has been done 
and they passed an unanimous motion of approval and asked that it be 
presented to this Conference for your consideration. I now bring it 
to you for your judgment. I want to thank this Conference, both preach- 
ers and laymen, for a fine co-operation in as great a task as any man 
ever had.

Report No. 3 


The Commission recommends that the apportionment set by the Los 
Angeles Missionary and Church Extension Society for the churches of 
that city be accepted and approved by the Conference. 


Report No. 4 


The Commission recommends that the apportionment of support 
for the State Church Federation be fixed on the basis of four cents per 
member for the entire Conference, that total amount to be sent down to 
the churches according to the regular manner of apportionment. 


Report No. 5 


j The Commission recommends that the charges of the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Conference be requested to contribute $1,000 toward the support 
of the University Pastor at Berkeley, and the same amount be raised 
for work among the students of the Southern Branch of the State Uni- 
versity at Los Angeles, the first $400 of this latter assessment of the 
appropriation to be used to pay our portion of the interdenominational 
work at the site of the Southern Branch. It is understood that the 
amounts raised in Arizona shall be used within that State.

; The Commission recommends that the report of the Conference 
Stewards be accepted and that the amount asked by them be apportioned 
to the churches by the Commission, provided that the amount asked 
shall not be less than $25.00 for each year of service, which is the legal 
rate computed from our statistics according to the order of the General 
Conference. 


Report No. 7 


The Commission recommends that the salaries of the District Supver- 
intendents be fixed for the coming year at $4,000, and that in addition 
they be allowed $400 for traveling expenses and $600 toward house rent, 
and that in the case of Los Angeles District Superintendent an allowance 
of $500 additional shall be made toward office expenses. 

It is further recommended that where a District makes further provi- 
sion for house rent or traveling expenses that said amount be added to 
the quota asked from the charges of that District and be sent down as 
a separate item to the churches. 


Report No. 8 


The Commission recommends that an apportionment of $3,000 be 
apportioned to the churches for the support of the Sunday School work 
of our Conference under the direction of J. L. Corley. 


Report No. 9 


The Commission recommends that the grade discovered by the 
examination of the statistics on membership and total giving for the 
past three years be used as a basis for apportionments to the Districts. 
That is: Arizona, 4.5%; Fresno, 8%: Long Beach, 20.5%; Los Angeles, 
24%; Pasadena, 27%; San Diego, 16%. 


Report No 10 


(Retiring Fund apportionment as ordered elsewhere). 

The Commission recommends a special appropriation to be sent out 
as a separate item for the establishment of a Retirement Fund to com- 
mute and otherwise provide for the claims of all men retiring in 1931, 
and thereafter. Such appropriation shall be 50% of the present appor- 
tionment for Conference Claimants.

“Marathon 
dances” are heathenish, and detrimental to both health and morals. We 
condemn “Bathing Beauty Contests”, because of their vulgar display of 
nakedness, which destroys modesty. “Companionate Marriage” is just 
another name for an old sin of which God spoke when He said, “Thou 
shalt not commit adultery.” 


awe believe the aforementioned evils are contributing causes to the 
divorce peril. Divorce strikes at the sanctity of the home, which is the 
foundation of our civilization. From broken homes come the appalling 
increase of crime among our youth. Moreover, soft, selfish, indulgent par- 
ents are contributing to the divorce problem by raising ignorant, and selfish 
children. We therefore, most heartily recommend the study of paragraph 
67 in the Discipline, as a safeguard to our young people contemplating 
marriage. The three day notification of intention to marry, has greatly 
reduced hasty marriages, which are feeders to divorce. 
We denounce prize-fighting because of its brutalizing effect, and be- 
cause of its connection with gambling, and abnormal financial gain. 
Gambling and speculation is sweeping the country. A few years ago 
we made gambling illegal in California, we closed the race-track, drove out 
book-makers, and slot machines, together with prize-fighting. Prize-fight- 
ing has come back, and the vicious element, with large financial and poli- 
tical support, are making a determined effort to bring back those other 
evils. Application has been made, according to the press, for a racing 
permit at the old notorious track near San Francisco. It is time for the 
church to begin an aggressive crusade against this unrighteousness. 


SABBATH: The commercial agencies for recreation are trying to 
make the Sabbath a holiday, instead of a “Holy Day unto the Lord”. We 
believe the observance of God’s Day will be a great source of strength in 
combating the social dangers mentioned above. Religious education, to- 
gether with the worship of God in His House, on His Day, will help to 
build a safe and sane civilization. 


PROHIBITION: No other evil has brought more suffering to hu- 
manity than the liquor traffic. The Eighteenth Amendment has legally 
done away with this business. We must insist on more stringent enforce- 
ment of the Volstead law, and place men in office who believe in its en- 
forcement. We must insist that all violators are given the same treatment 
before the law, regardless of financial standing or political prestige. Faith- 
ful officers should be encouraged and supported. Public opinion is most 
powerful in a Democracy. 

We are facing a crisis in moral reform. All the elements of vice and 
corruption are lining up behind a candidate pledged to the nullification of 
the Eighteenth Amendment, and the restoration of the liquor business, 
with all its attendant vices. This financially powerful, wise, and unscrupu- 
lous force can only be defeated by the faithful, intelligent effort of all 
decent folks. Let us see to it that every decent citizen is registered, and 
notes in November. 

We endorse the W. C. T. U. and the Anti-Saloon League as our 
agencies in the co-operative fight against the liquor business. 

We endorse Herbert Hoover, because of his outspoken stand on the 
Prohibition issue, and because of his life-long habit of temperance. 

Recently in Washington, D. C., the Association against the Prohibition 
Amendment protested against anti-cigarette teaching in our schools, and 
had the W. C. T. U. disbarred from teaching the evil effect of the use of 
alcohol, on the grounds that there subjects were controversal. The Board 
of Education in San Francisco passed a ruling that the name of Christ 
must not be mentioned in any of the Christmas school exercises.

La VeReWiCAS 
INTERNATIONAL DISARMAMENT AND PEACE 


True internationalism must and will have much to do with the 
peace of the world. The followers of Christ and citizens of this kingdom 
must think in terms of a spiritual brotherhood of the nations, and do 
their best to destroy all false ideas of racial superiority. The preaching 
of Christ’s gospel will eliminate all enemy complex from the thinking 
of mankind. 

We rejoice in the “Peace Pact” inaugurated by Coolidge and Secre- 
tary of State Kellogg and already signed by a majority of the nations, 
and we thank God for this treaty brought to consummation by our peace 
loving nation, outlawing the colossal sin of ages and branding war as 
an international crime.

This Conference closes another blessed year in our ministry. It has 
been a happy one for us and, I believe, a profitable one for the Kingdom. 
Our aim has been to help each pastor work out his problems and to meet 
the particular need of each church and community where we have labored 
Sometimes that need was within the church membership itself and some- 
times among those not actively aligned with the local church organization. 
In one place the pastor and evangelist did not deem it wisé to invite any 
person to unite with the church at the time of the meeting, while in one 
community the pastor received 100, and in another 150 members at the 
close of the campaign. One church in a two weeks campaign made a gain 
of 62 per cent in its membership; another 39 per cent; another 38 per cent; 
another 30 per cent; and another 24 per cent. Meetings were conducted 
at Woodcrest, Grace Los Angeles, Glendale Central, Needles, Lindsay, 
Porterville, Echo Park, San Luis Obispo, West Adams, Compton, Hunt- 
ington Beach, Highland, Hynes and Alhambra First. The offerings 
amounted to $2915.

CALIFORNIA STATE CHURCH FEDERATION 


It is not possible in the time alloted for a report to do more than 
outline in brief the work of the secretary. 

One year’s work requires something over one hundred formal engage- 
ments, many of them including formal addresses or sermons. The office 
calls number on the average about 12 per day. Our postal bill for one 
year amounts to about $384 which indicates no less number than 20,000 
pieces of mail sent out from this office to say nothing of the mail received 
which must be carefully considered. We have published three issues of 
the Federation News, which have been sent to more than 2000 ministers 
throughout the State and to many laymen. The publication was requested 
. by an annual meeting held several years ago, and as soon as finances 
justify it will be published quarterly. 

Articles on different phases of cooperative church work have been 
written and sent not only to the church papers in the state but to many 
secular papers, a very valuable kind of church publicity work. 

In January the secretary attended the Federal Council meeting in 
Cleveland, Ohio; and the National Church Comity Council, attended by 
about 500 delegates representing 30 different denominations; a report of 
which has appeared in the Federation News. 


One of the most significant achievements, which could not have suc- 
ceeded without the organization of the State Church Federation, has been 
the success of the plan for religious education at the University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles. Through the work of the special committee a:plan 
has been adopted and signed by representatives of all organizations seeking 
to promote religious education as a part of the State University education. 
A general secretary has been secured to promote this work. 

The Superintendents’ Councils of the State, with headquarters at San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and Fresno, which are the Comity Councils of 
the State Church Federation, represent the most significant movement in 
modern Protestantism. Meetings are held monthly except during the 
months of July and August, and questions for mutual consideration and 
Gee average about ten each month in the Los Angeles Comity 

ouncil. 


REPEAL OF THE PRIZE FIGHTING LAW: After a survey of 
the state through the secular Papers; in accordance with instructions re- 
ceived from the Executive Committee and the action of the Annual meet- 
ing, the secretary has promoted a movement for the repeal of the law

secured and filed about 140,000 signatures. The Secretary of Stet 
officially announced that sufficient signatures have been secured and the 
repeal of the law will be on the ballot in November. We believe that we 
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FINANCES: Our financial year is from October lst to September 
30th. On March 31st we closed our accounts for the first six months of 
the year with all bills paid and a balance of $127 in our current expense 
account. All bills are paid to date which includes the large bill for printing 
the initiative petitions. But we need vastly more money if we are to 
accomplish what has been authorized by the executive committee. The 
immediate demand is for more denominational support. We must lay 
this task upon the hearts of the pastors of all the denominations, so that 
all our overhead expenses may be paid from the regular contributions from 
the churches and special individual contributions used for special campaigns. 


TWO REQUESTS: FIRST, We earnestly urge on behalf of 
the Executive Committee that all churches directly or through the de- 
nominational Board, make an annual contribution to the State Church 
Federation. 


SECOND, We earnestly request that you pass resolutions in reference 
to the campaign for the repeal of the law which legalizes prize fighting 
in our state. 

Our task is one. We may have different methods and means of ap- 
proaching it; but we should earnestly pray God to help us to such co- 
operation in church work, that we may do our best to make California a 
“happier place to live in and a better place to die in.”

DEACONESS BOARD 


A deepened sense of high appreciation is increasingly ours of the work 
of our faithful Deaconesses of the Southern California Conference. 

During the year there have been but two changes in the personnel of 
the deaconesses employed in the Conference. 

Mrs. C. W. Horton, because of physical inability asked to be relieved 
of the Superintendency of the Deaconess Home after serving very efficient- 
ly for four and one-half years. Miss Verta M. Naylor was transferred 
from the Iowa Conference to fill the vacancy, 

Miss Lila Bocksteller, appointed to serve the First German Church, 
Los Angeles, desiring to take up religious educational work was released 
to enter that work in the East. 

In addition to those named above there are fourteen deaconesses em- 
ployed within the bounds of the Conference, nine in Los Angeles, two in 
Pasadena, one in Tucson, one in Phoenix, one in Huntington Beach and 
one Deaconess at large. 

Eleven deaconesses reporting tabulate 11,567 calls, 2161 calls on the 
sick in hospitals or in homes; 2439 individual conferences held; 4449 meet- 
ings were attended or addressed; 1810 letters written in the interest of the 
work. 

In the Sunday School an enrollment of 832 children have been under 
instruction of deaconesses, a total attendance of 7339. In Junior and In- 
termediate Leagues a total of 3596 children have been instructed. In day 
school a total of 544, in probationers’ classes an enrollment of 315, in 
Bible classes an enrollment of 2117, in Club and Class work including 
sewing, kitchen, garden, manuel training, music, story hour, and play hour 
a total of 1774 children have been instructed, in kindergarten classes a 
total of 1179 and in day nursery a total of 962. Total supervised in 
children’s homes 3219, in relief work 610 families or representatives of 
families were given help to the amount of $4251.90.

BENJ. S. HAYWOOD 
RADIO BROADCASTING 


At its last session, the Annual Conference instructed the new Radio 
Broadcasting Committee to do certain things. aaet 

First: To select a group of persons to perfect the plans of organization 
of a broadcasting institution, and secure their interest to incorporate and 
serve as directors. This has been done. Incorporation of the Pacific- 
Western Broadcasting Federation took place August seventeenth, under 
the laws of the state of California. The fifteen directors are persons of 
unimpeachable leadership and Christly idealism. They include four church- 
men, four presidents of colleges and universities, four business men, two 
women prominent in civic affairs and club life, and a journalist; and are 
by name: Mrs. Carrie Parsons Bryant, Miss Mary J. Workman, J. Frank 
Burke, Fillmore Condit, J. S. Edwards, R. J. Farguhar, Will C. Wood, 
Bishop W. Bertrand Stevens, Dr. E. P. Ryland, Dr. Josiah Sibley, Dr. 
Walter C. Buckner, Dr. F. Dexter, Mr. Aurelia Henry Heinhardt, Dr. 
James A. Blaisdell, Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur. 

Second: To select from a group of Methodists named in the report of 
the previous year’s committee persons who should represent the Methodist 
denomination in the proposed federation. This has been done by referring 
the matter of selection to the Board of Directors for action. The Board 
will elect representatives of the Methodist denomination from among per- 
sons who have been nominated by both the California and the Southern 
California Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Third: To secure the interest and cooperation of other church de- 
nominations and religious bodies. Nine church denominations have named 
their representatives to serve in the Federation when elected as provided 
in the Articls of Incorporation. They are the Diocese of Los Angeles of 
the Episcopal Church, the Synod of California of the Presbyterian Church, 
the Synodical Council of California and Nevada of the Presbyterian 
Church, the Southern California State Congregational Conference, the 
Southern California State Baptist Convention, the Annual Conference of 
the Church of the United Brethren in Christ in California, the South 
Coast Division of the Salvation Army, the Yearly Meeting of Friends in 
California, the Southern California State Conference of Christian Churches, 
and the California and the Southern California Annual Conferences of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Cooperative action has also been taken by 
the California State Church Federation and other official ecclesiastical 
bodies. The California Congress of Parents and Teachers and the Cali- 
fornia Federation of Women’s Clubs have elected their representatives to 
serve in the Federation. Steps are being taken to bring about the coopera- 
tion of other groups and institutions. 

Fourth: To deal with the government. After action had been taken 
by the Conference Radio Committee, its secretary, on behalf of the Cor- 
poration to be organized, filed application with the Federal Radio Com- 
mission for construction permit of a 50,000 watt transmitter, and made a 
trip East to represent the enterprise. before the Federal authority, and to 
make contacts for the undertaking with certain leaders in our national life. 
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Fifth: To supervise financial matters. Funds have been secured with 
which to purchase radio station K W T C in Santa Ana, California, which 
gives desirable advantages to the enterprise. The cost of the station at 
Santa Ana was $12,000, which amount was received and disbursed by the 


have been elected by the Board of Directors of the Federation. The 
amount received during the year has not been sufficient to meet all ex- 
penses, but has been taken care of in one way or another on the personal 
responsibility of the secretary of the committee. The total amount re- 
ceived from A. Ray Moore’s office is $4,260, which is not sufficient to 
cover the one item of salaries. But there are outstanding pledges to the 
expense fund which, together with other contributions to be made, will 
take care of all items of the past year’s work. In view of the fact that 
the whole movement was a mere project or adventure a year ago, this is 
thought to be gratifying. Contributions have come from persons of vari- 
ous denominations, the Methodists having given a comparatively small 
share. 

It is believed that the invention of the radio transmitter offers unique 
occasion for a restatement of the aims and clarifying of the purposes of 
the Church of Jesus Christ. It affords imperative demand for functional 
unity in achievement of ideal, specialization or division of labor in technique 
of service, and mutual understanding, common worship, tolerance, and 
cooperation, if not unification of evangelical bodies. 

Here and there the church saves an individual. It expends enormous 
energies and funds to maintain in ecclasiastical fellowship those who are 
born and reared in its midst; but for every one who is thus saved and 
maintained, the unmoral if not immoral influence of Mammon damns its 
scores and hundreds. The impact of the individual upon society is rarely 
so powerful as the impact of society upon the individual. For this reason 
it is believed that the instruments or agencies for shaping and controlling 
the public mind should be guarded and administered by altruists—Christian 
idealists, who have a concern for the service of Christ and humanity rather 
than financial or other personal advantages to themselves. The radio is a 
marvelous vehicle for reaching the public and should be in control of the 
nation’s best institutions and leaders.

CONSTITUTION OF THE 
PACIFIC OLD PEOPLE’S HOME 


of the 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


Article I. 
NAME 
The name of this Corporation is the “PACIFIC OLD PEOPLES 
HOME of the SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA ANNUAL CONFER- 
ENCE of the METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH.” 
OBJECT 
The object of this Corporation is the Organization and Maintenance 
of a convenient Christian Home for old people. 
MEMBERSHIP 
Sec. 1. The Members of the Association shall consist of all persons 
who now are or may hereafter become members of the SOUTHERN 
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CALIFORNIA ANNUAL CONFERENCE of the METHODIST 
EPISCOPAL CHURCH while they continue to be members of this con- 
ference. 

Sec. 2. The payment of five (5) dollars or more annually by a 
layman shall constitute a member of the Association; Fifty (50) dollars 
at one time a Life Member; one hundred (100) Dollars at one time shall 
constitute a Benefactor or the contribution of five hundred (500) dollars 
at one time shall constitute a Patron for life. 


CONTROL 

Said Corporation shall be controlled by a Board of Trustees consist- 
ing of nine (9) members, as specified in the Articles of Incorporation. 
Four (4) members of said Board shall be lay members of any of the 
Churches under the jurisdiction of the Southern California Annual Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, residing in Southern Cal- 
ifornia—and five (5) members of said Board are to be elected from the 
Ministers constituting said Conference and residing in Southern California. 


ELECTION OF TRUSTEES 


Sec. 1. The Trustees shall be elected at the Annual Meeting of the 
Association by Members thereof, duly qualified to vote. 

Sec. 2. The Trustees shall hold office for three (3) years from the 
date of their election and until their successors are elected. They shall 
be divided into three classes of three Trustees each, the term of office 
of one class to expire each year. The Trustees who shall be elected 
at this first Annual Meeting of the new Corporation shall expire in 1929, 
1930, and 1931 and shall continue to hold office until their successors 
are elected. 

At each Annual Meeting hereafter three (3) Trustees shall be elected 
to take the places of those whose terms expire and shall hold ‘office 
for three (3) years and until their successors are elected. 

Sec. 3. Whenever a vacancy shall occur on the Board of Trustees, 
by death or otherwise, then the Trustees at any meeting thereafter 
shall elect a successor who shall serve until the next Annual Meeting 
of the Association, when a Trustee shall be elected for the unexpired term. 


TIME AND PLACE 


Sec. 1. The Annual Meeting of this Corporation, for the purpose 
of electing the Board of Trustees, and the transaction of other business, 
shall be held at the same time and place that the Annual Conference of 
the Southern California Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
ee is held, and all this business shall be transacted in open Conference 

ession. 


BUSINESS 

Sec. 1. At the Annual Meeting of the Corporation the Board of 
Trustees through its proper officers, shall present its annual report, 
showing the condition of the Home, the assets and liabilities of the 
Corporation and its income and expenditures for the previous year. And 
an election of Trustees shall be held to fill the places of those whose 
terms have expired, as provided by the Charter of the Corporation; and 
fill the unexpired term of any Trustee whose place has been made 
vacant by death, resignation, removal, change of residence from the 
bounds of the Conference, or vacancy arising from any other cause. 


Article, II. 


OFFICERS 


' Sec. 1. The officers of the Corporation shall be a President, Vice- 
resident, Secretary, Treasurer and a Superintendent, 
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ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


Sec. 2. Immediately after the Trustees shall have been chosen they 
shall elect the President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Corporation from their own members. In each case a majority vote shall 
be required to elect. 


TIME OF SERVICE 

Sec. 3. The officers shall serve for the term of one year, beginning 
on the day of the Annual Corporation Meeting, and until their successors 
are elected and enter upon the discharge of their duties. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS 
The President and Vice-President 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the President to -preside at all the 
meetings and in his absence the Vice-President shall preside. In the 
absence of both President and Vice-President a Chairman of the com- 
mittee shall be selected by the Board. 

Secretary 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep the Minutes of 
all the transactions of the Board of Trustees and to enter into the Minute 
Book, in their proper order, the Minutes of all Corporation Meetings 
furnished by the Secretary thereof. 

Treasurer 

Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall give bond with such sureties and in 
such amount as may be required by the Board of Trustees conditioned 
for the faithful discharge of his duties. He shall receive and have custody 
of all moneys, bonds, notes, deeds and other securities belonging to the 
Corporation which he shall keep and manage under the direction and 
control of the Board of Trustees. He shall deposit the moneys of the 
Corporation in such bank or banks as the said Board shall direct. He 
shall pay no money except by order of the Board of Trustees except 
that the Board may authorize the Treasurer to draw checks for the reg- 
ular monthly salaries of the duly appointed employees and servants of 
the Corporation and for the payment of the monthly bills for the main- 
tenance of the Home when approved for payment by the Superintendent. 
He shall render an account of the funds and property of the Corporation 
in his keeping when called upon by the Board of Trustees or by the 
Corporation so to do and shall submit to the Annual Meeting of the 
Corporation a statement of the assets and the liabilities of the Corpora- 
tion and of all receipts and expenditures during the last fiscal year. He 
shall also submit to the Board of Trustees, at the regular Meeting, a 
statement of all receipts and expenditures for the month for which he 


makes such report. 
Article III 


MANAGERS 


Sec. 1. The regular Meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be 
held on such day of each month as the Board may fix, and the day when 
once fixed shall continue to be the day for the regular Meetings of the 
Board until otherwise provided by the action of the Board. On written 
demand of any three members of the Board of Trustees a special meeting 
may be called, either by the President or Vice-President. Notice of 
special Meetings shall be given to all the members of the Board, either 
by phone or mail; and the purpose thereof shall be stated in the notice. 

POWERS AND DUTIES 


Sec. 2. The Board of Trustees may at any time remove any of its 
officers for failure to perform his duties, or for other good and sufficient 
cause, being responsible for such removal only to the Corporation. 
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SUPERINTENDENT 


Sec. 3. A Superintendent shall be appointed by the Bishop and 
Cabinet of the Conference, on recommendation by the Board of Trustees, 
who shall serve for the ensuing Conference Year, and who shall be the 
executive officer of the Corporation and have full charge and management 
of the Home for the Aged conducted by the Corporation, subject only 
to the supervision and control of the Board of Trustees. 


DUTIES OF SUPERINTENDENT 


Sec. 4. The Superintendent shall enforce the rules and regulations 
of the Board of Trustees for the proper and successful conduct of the 
domestic affairs of the Home. He shall make monthly report to the 
Board of Trustees of the Corporation of the Home, containing such 
detailed statements as said Board may require. He shall also make 
report of all moneys received and disbursed by him. He shall see that 
notices of all meetings of the Corporation and of the Board of Trustees 
are sent out from his office. 


COMMITTEES 


Sec. 5. The Board of Trustees shall appoint from its own member- 
ship a Finance Committee, Auditing Committee, a Home Committee, a 
Committee for Application for Admission and such other Committees as 
said Board of Trustees may deem advisable. All- of said Committees 
shall perform such duties as specified in the By-Laws and may be-as- 
signed to them by the Board of Trustees and shall make report of their 
actions to the Board of Trustees when requested to do so. 

Sec. 6. The said Board of Trustees shall have power to authorize the 
employment by the Superintendent of such other persons for such duties 


as may be deemed necessary by the said Board for the proper conduct 
of the business of the Home. 


ADVISORY BOARD 


Sec. 7. The Board of Trustees shall appoint an Advisory Board to 
consist of one or more, not to exceed two, members of each pastoral 
charge; and where deemed advisable, of one member from each Church, 
whose duty shall be twofold; First, to aid in raising money for the 
support and endowment of the Home; and Second, when requested so 
to do, to assist the Board of Trustees and the Committee on Application 
for Admission, in securing such information as may enable the Board 
and its said Committee in determining the qualification and fitness of such 
applicants for admission to the Home. To be eligible to election on the 
Advisory Board the member must be appointed by the Pastor of his or 
her Church with the approval of the District Superintendent. 


Article IV. 

This Constitution may be altered on the recommendation of the 
Board of Trustees at an Annual Meeting called for that purpose by the 
concurrence of two-thirds of the members present.

REQUIREMENTS FOR MEMBERS 
Article ITI, 


Sec. 1. No person shall be admitted as a resident of the Home, 
unless he or she shall be recommended by a member of the Advisory 
Board, when requested so to do, and shall produce satisfactory testi- 
monials of respectability, character and propriety. of conduct and general 
fitness for admission. Every Applicant for admission shall be examined 
by a physician, to be appointed by the Board of Trustees, and his report 
as to the physical and mental condition of the Applicant shall be con- 
clusive as against said Applicant. 


Sec. 2. Persons under sixty-five (65) years of age shall not be 
admitted except by the affirmative votes of two-thirds of the whole 
number of the Board of Trustees. 


Sec. 3.. The Board of Trustees may, by vote, admit Applicants to 
the Home on such pecuniary terms as the financial condition of the Cor- 
poration and the circumstances of any particular case may seem to 
warrant, but, except when otherwise ordered each Applicant’ shall pay, 
or cause to be paid to the Treasurer of the Corporation, according to 
his or her age, state of health or other conditions. Applicants from 65 
to 70 years of age, $4,000; from $70 to 78, $3,500; over 78 years $3,000 
before being admitted. In no case, however, will an offer to pay this or 
any other sum of itself, be considered as conferring the right upon any 
person to send any Applicant to the Home, the Corporation reserving 
to itself in all cases the exclusive right to admit or reject persons who 
may desire to become residents. 


Sec. 4. Each person who shall be admitted, shall be received on 
probation for a period of three (3) months, after which time the Board 
of Trustees, at its discretion may extend the time of probation for a 
like period or longer as it may see fit, or may take final action to declare 
such person a permanent resident at the expiration of the probationary 
period, he or she may be dismissed and the admission fee shall be re- 
turned to the person paying the same, deducting therefrom, however, 
board and room at the rate of from $45.00 to $60.00 per month, plus the 
amount of any unusual expenses incurred by or because of such resident. 

Sec. 5. In case of residents becoming insane after being admitted 
to the Home, those who applied for their admission shall remove and 
provide for them. but if any such residents shall be without friends, or 
their friends shall refuse, or neglect to remove or provide for them, 
then the Corporation reserves the right to remove such residents to an 
asylum where they can be cared for. 

Sec. 6. Furniture or other articles brought into the Home by or 
for permanent residents shall remain for the benefit of the Home unless 
otherwise agreed to in writing. : 

Sec. 7. Any Life member of the Home who shall be guilty of

circulating reports injurious to the reputation of the Home, criticising and 
finding fault with its management, creating dissatisfaction or disturbance 
among its guests shall thereby forfeit his or her privileges, and be dis- 
missed from the Institution. 


Article IV 
DUTIES OF COMMITTEE 


Sec. 1. Finance Committee. 

The Finance Committee shall consist of three (3) members. It shall 
be their duty to look after all money or property that shall be given 
to the Home, by request or otherwise, to protect its interests in wills by 
the employment of all help, legal or other, as may be necessary to make 
loans, collect rents and pay taxes on Real Estate belonging to the 
Society, and in conjunction with the Treasurer, to guard its property, 
care for its financial interests and seek to increase its annual revenue. 


Sec. 2. Auditing Committee. 


It shall be the duty of the Auditing Committee to audit the accounts 
of the Treasurer monthly and to verify the list of securities as shown 
by the books, with a list of same to be furnished by the Bank or Trust 
Company with which they are deposited. A report of such audit shall 
be presented at each monthly meeting. 


Sec. 3. House Committee. 


The House Committee shall consult and advise with the Superin- 
tendent, regarding any matters for the domestic requirements of the 
Home which may arise between the regular Meeting of the Board, 
whenever in their judgment immediate action is necessary and shall be 
empowered to act. 


Sec. 4. Admission Committee. 


It shall be the duty of the Committee on Admission to meet Appli- 
cants, after they have made written application, to inquire into their 
circumstances and character. It shall also be the duty of this Com- 
mittee to keep a register in which shall be filed the names of all appli- 
cants, their respective age, place of birth and residence, the persons by 
whom they are recommended, the date of thier application, time and terms 
of their admission and such other facts as they may deem important. 
No Applicant for admission to the Home will be considered by the 
Board, which is not recommended by the Committee on Admission. 

Sec. 5. All reports of regular and special Committees shall be sub- 


mitted in writing to the Board of Trustees at the regular monthly Meet- 
ings of the Board. 


Article V. 
QUORUM 


Sec. 1. At the Annual Meeting of the Corporation those present 
shall constitute a quorum provided the provision of these By-Laws re- 
garding notice be complied with. At a special meeting of the Corpora- 
tion thirty (30) members shall constitute a quorum. 


Sec, 2. At any meeting of the Board of Trustees five (5) members 
shall constitute a quorum.

OHN B. GREEN 


“Know ye not that there is a prince and a great man fallen this 
day in Israel?” 

This question of King David concerning the man of whom he spoke, 
may be fitting applied to the subject of 
this memoir, for John B. Green was a 
prince in our Israel, and judged -by all 
true standards was a great man. 

Early in the history of the Confer- 
ence he became one of its leaders. His 
power of intellect, clearness of percep- 
tion, soundess of judgment transparent 
honesty, manifest singltness of purpose, 
brotherliness and courtesy won for him 
this foremost position, which was there- 
after gladly accorded to him during all 
the years of his effective relationship. 

When, two years ago, he took the re- 
tired relation, it was with the high es- 
teem and affectionate regard not only 
of the members of the Conference, but 
also of multitudes of laymen whose 
lives had been enriched by their associa- 
ton with him. 

He was born in Madison, Indiana, 
December 29, 1849; was educated at 
Moore’s Hill College; joined the South East Indiana Conference in 
1871, served two charges there, Sellersville two years and Vernon two 
years; then, in 1875, was transferred to the California Conference, at 
whose session that fall twenty members were set apart for the formation 
of the Southern California Conference, he being one of the number. 


The organization of the Southern Conference was effected at the 
seat of the California Conference; the ministers received their appoint- 
ments and departed southward to their various fields of labor, John B. 
Green going to Bakersfield. His subsequent appointments were Lom- 
poc; San Luis Obispo; Orange; Compton; Pasadena; Fresno District; 
Ontario; Vincent, Los Angeles; Los Angeles District; Asbury, Los 
Angeles; Santa Ana; Fresno District: and Field Secretary and Treasurer 
of Conference Funds, in which position he remained twenty years, con- 
stantly manifesting by his efficiency and fidelity and his careful and 
judicious handling of the Conference funds his fitness for that responsible 
position, 


At the first session of the Conference, held in 1876, he, with six others, 


Te 
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was elected a trustee, which office, by annual election, he held fifty-one 
years, 


He was one of the founders of the University of Southern California, 
and for nearly half a century was a member of its board of trustees. In 
just recognition of his worthiness for the honor the University, about 
twenty years ago, conferred on him the degree of Doctor of Divinity. 


He was a delegate to the General Conference in 1888 and 1912, 
where he ranked high in ability and influence. At the latter session he 
performed, by a five minute speech, the unprecedented act of defeating 
a report from the Judiciary Committee, the adoption of which was force- 
fully urged by the eminent jurist who was chairman of the committee, 
the Hon. Henry Wade Rogers. 


John B. Green excelled as a debater. He would clearly and con- 
cisely state the question at issue or the point in dispute, and then pro- 
ceeding with his argument, by fact and logic he would generally win. the 
decision. 


As a preacher Brother Green was practical, spiritual and evangelistic, 
Under his ministry sinners were converted and saints were edified. As 
a Presiding Elder~he was wise in counsel and judicious and kind in 
administration. Pastors and people loved him for his brotherliness and 
his constant manifestation of the Christly spirit. 


He was a companionable man. It was a delight to have him as a 
guest in the home. His well informed mind, his cheerfulness, geniality 
and optimism, his interest in life and people, in the affairs of the world 
and the kingdom of righteousness made fellowship with him interesting 
and profitable. 

Eight years ago Brother Green experienced the great sorrow of his 
life, occasioned by the death of her who was the bride of his youth, 
the queen of his life, his companion and helper for forty-five years, and 
who, after the growth of her children to manhood and womanhood, gave 
herself unsparingly to the missionary work carried on by the women 
of the church. 

He was a devout man. His belief in God as Creator and Father, 
in Jesus Christ as his personal Savior, in the Holy Spirit as his regen- 
erator and sanctifier, and in the Bible as the God given Book, was firm 
and constant, directing his thinking and shaping his life. 

He was a man of profound convictions, which he always had the 
courage to express and defend whenever such expression and defense 
appeared to be necessary. Two of his prominent traits were sympathy 
and generosity. 

He was a lovable man. Envy, jealousy, self-aggrandizement were 
foreign to his nature. He was too much like Him who “came not to be 
ministered unto but to minister” to be selfish or self-seeking. 

We say “He is dead” but can that man be dead whose spiritual 
influence is on multitudes of his fellow men? What we call death is 
transition. Early in the morning of April 6th he passed from scenes of 
earth to scenes of glory. 

What a legacy he left to his family and to the church—not gold and 
silver, houses and lands, stocks and bonds, but a priceless legacy—an ‘ 
unsullied reputation, a spotless character.

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LOUIS G. SPRING 


Louis G. Spring was born at Weathersfield, Illinois, February 13, 
1858. When he was but four years of age his parents sold their home- 
stead in Illinois and moved to Nebraska, going overland by ox team and 
covered wagon. When they arrived at 
Omaha they found a small trading post 
for trappers and Indians and there were 
but six or seven log cabin stores in 
the place. Thus began the life of this 
boy who was to endure the privations 
and hardships of a pioneer, while mold- 
ing a character that was to be as sturdy 
as his environments. It was during 
these impressionable years. that an in- 
cident occurred that made a lasting 
impression upon him and kindled a 
determination to let nothing come in 
the way of his education and his entry 
into the Methodist ministry. All honor 
to the circuit rider who came into his 
community preaching in the log school 
house, arousing a whole community and 
starting Louis Spring on a life of 
usefulness. 

By hard labor he secured sufficient 
funds to begin his studies in York 
College, the president of which was 
Doctor Edward Thompson, who later came to Los Angeles to be Vice 
President of the University of Southern California, and with him came 
Brother Spring in the Fall of 1886. When the Maclay School of Theology 
was opened he was the first student to register, graduating three years 
later and joining the Southern California Conference in 1888. 

On October 22, 1890, he was married to Miss Bertha Fisher and for 
thirty-seven years they measured their joys and sorrows together. To 
them were born four children, all living, Gardiner of Santa Rosa, Eliz- 
abeth, now Mrs. G. R. Ramage, Paul and Carl of Los Angeles. 

Thirteen charges of the Southern California Conference felt the 
influence of this man of God. It is an interesting coincidence that Brother 
Spring preached his first and last sermons in the Florence Avenue Church 
in Los Angeles and in this church his funeral service was held. His 
first sermon was preached while he was a student in the University, 
and thirty years later he came back to be its pastor and great was his 
joy in seeing a new church building rise to crown his efforts. 


No one had to question where this man stood on the vital things 
of life. He lived them every day. He also lived a strenuous life, always 
giving his best to the churches he served. For this reason his years 
of retirement were the most difficult. He said that the saddest hour of 
his life was when in the Fall of 1922 it became necessary, because of 
ill health, for him to retire. It was his hope that he might again regain 
sufficient strength to continue in the ministry for a few more years. A 
few days before his death he wrote a letter to a ministerial friend and 
closed with these words: “Would that the Lord might spare me a few 
more years of service for Him. But if it is His will that I should close 
my earthly career, may I, like Paul, finish my course victoriously, and 
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be able to exclaim with him, ‘I have fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith—’. May I be remembered by my 
brethren as one who sought upon every charge to which I have been 
assigned, to do my best.” 


Greatly beloved by his brethren of the Southern California Con- 
ference for his noble and sacrificing character, idolized by some and 
honored by a great host of former parishioners, he was laid to rest on 
October 11, 1927; by L. T. Guild assisted by other brethren, all of us 
feeling that a hero of the cross had gone to his reward and that the 
world is richer for his having lived A, RAY MOORE. 


R, L. BRUCE 


Romanzo Lester Bruce was born April 1, 1847, at Mount Vernon, 
New Hampshire, but when he was about two months old his parents 
moved to a suburb of Boston where he spent his youth and young man- 
hood. He was converted at the age 
of nineteen, and soon felt the call to 
preach, but dismissed it as an utter 
impossibility, owing to lack of educa- 
tion and other impediments. He soon 
learned, however, that his friends in 
the church had the same idea for him, 
and finally decided to prepare himself 
for the work. He entered Tilton Sem- 
inary, New Hampshire, in the Fall of 
1868, with $40.00 in cash, plus a deter- 
mination to do the Lord’s will, no mat- 
ter where it might lead him. He was 
graduated from Boston University 
School of Theology (with »which the 
Tilton institution had meantime been 
merged) in 1872, but was unable for 
financial reasons to enter the active 
work until 1879. 

In 1879 he joined the Vermont Con- 
ference, and gave to that state 15 years 
of fruitful ministry, being transferred 
in August of 1894 to Montana and stationed at Helena, the capital of the 
state, where he was successful in relieving a pressing financial burden 
from the church. 

In 1896 he came to Northern California on account of the health of 
his wife, and in 1898 to Southern California. He was the first pastor 
of the newly organized Lincoln Avenue Church in Pasadena, and then 
served successively First Church, Redlands; First Church, San Diego; 
Santa Barbara, and Ocean Park. He retired at the conference session 
of 1909 and returned to New England, where he lived for about 10 years, 
and then came again to Southern California since which time he has lived 
in Pasadena and South Pasadena. 

Brother Bruce was twice married, first to M. Wilma Delano in 1872. 
To them were born three children: Aubert Edgar, who lives in Clare- 
mont, California; Robert Ernest, at the head of the mathematics depart- 
ment of Boston University; and Mary Harriet, who died in infancy. 
Mrs. Bruce died during his Redlands pastorate and he was married during 
his San Diego pastorate to Ann S. Memory, who survives him, 
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The date of his decease was May 3rd, 1828. The funeral service was 
held in South Pasadena, May 5th, in charge of his pastor, Thomas Grice. 
The memorial address was given by B. C. Cory. The interment was at 
Redlands, California. F 

Brother Bruce was a man of the highest type, keen of intellect, with 
a moral and spiritual. nature as delicate of touch and as lofty in tone as 
the harp of a seraph. He was wholly devoted to God, and he rests in 
His bosom evermore.

F. W. MEYER 


F. W. Meyer was born on the 20th of November, 1838, in Radsick, 
Germany, of Christian parents who were members of the Reformed 
Lutheran Church. Besides his early Christian training in the home of 
his parents, his childhood was blessedly 
influenced by compulsory religious 
training in church and school, being 
obliged to study the catechism and 
memorizing many portions of Scripture. 
At the age of 18 years Brother .Meyer 
came to America, locating near Chicago, 
making his home with relatives on a 
farm, where he became acquainted with 
the German Methodist Church. 

Two years later, under the pastorate 
of Fredrich Kluckhahn, he experienced 
the blessing of salvation through faith 
in Jesus Christ and, showing talent to 
teach and preach, he received license 
as a local minister. In 1869 he joined 
the Chicago German Conference and 
was ordained deacon by Bishop Mat- 
thew Simpson and in 1871 an elder by 
©| Bishop Janes. On the 27th of Decem- 
=! ber, 1869, he entered into holy wedlock 

with Miss Caroline Frevert. This union 
was blessed by God with four sons and two daughters. Two sons, Dr. 
H. H. Meyer, Editor in Chief of the Methodist Sunday School Publica- 
tions, and Charles Meyer, both of New York City, survive the parents. 

After 19 years of faithful service in the Chicago German Conference 
he transferred to the California German Conference and received San 
Bernardino as his first appointment in this state. Our conference records 
show that Mrs. F. W. Meyer organized the first German Woman’s 
Foreign Society of the former California German Conference while sery- 
ing in San Bernardino. 

January 11, 1904, his wife was called to her heavenly home at East 
Oakland, leaving him bereaved and alone to continue in the duties of 
his ministry. In 1909 he married Miss Freidericka Kurz, and after four 
more years in the effective ministry they made their home in Santa Rosa 


until he was called to his reward. Their home was one of Christian sun- 
shine and happiness. 


In the death of our dear Brother Meyer a typical pioneer of German 
Methodism has been removed from our midst. 


In every church where he served as pastor, souls were led to the 
Cross and accepted Jesus as their personal Savior. 
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_ To his fellow-ministers he was a brother beloved; to the young 
minister he was a father and wise counselor; to the members of the 
church he was a beaconing light to a higher Christian life; to the young 
people and children, a sympathetic and loving friend. 

He leaves to mourn his death a loving and devoted widow, his two 
sons, many relatives and a host of friends, who have the blessed hope to 
meet with him again in that better land of sunshine and eternal life. 

The remains were laid to rest on the 7th day of May in the beautiful 
Santa Rosa cemetery awaiting the Resurrection Morn.

EDWARD HOSKYN 


Edward Hoskyn was born September 19th, 1846, at Hungerford, 
England, and fell asleep at Glendale, California, on the evening of Jan- 
uary 2nd, 1928, thus completing his earthly journey in eighty-one years, 
three months, and eleven days. 

In 1851 he sailed with his parents 
from their home in England to Amer- 
ica and located in Milwaukee, Wiscon- 
sin. He was converted when but a 
young man and soon after, with an 
older brother, entered the State Uni- 
versity at Madison. While in this insti- 
tution of learning these brothers began 
preaching, much of their ministry being 
among the prisoners in the state pen- 
itentiary.

He was admitted into the Upper 
Iowa Conference in 1871 and was trans- 
ferred to the Dakota Conference in 
1884. Three years later he was trans- 
ferred to the Southern California Con- 
ference where he served acceptably until 
he entered the ranks of the retired ministers in 1904. 

Brother Hoskyn was a man of fine spirit and a devoted servant of 
the Church of Christ. The last fourteen years of his life were spent 
in Glendale where he took an active and very useful part in the affairs 
of our First Church. During most of the time of his residence in Glen- 
dale he was the teacher of a Men’s Bible Class. He was an exceptionally 
clear thinker and up to the last he kept himself familiarized with current 
thought, being keenly alert to every change in church polity. 

He lived a joyous, happy Christian life and everywhere he radiated 
sunshine. The writer of this brief sketch began his public ministry in 
the little church of which Brother Hoskyn was the pastor. 


The minister of our church was greatly beloved in the community 
where he met his tragic death.

GEORGE GUTH 


A sense of personal loss was felt by the members of the erstwhile 
California German Annual Conference when the news was sent out that 
George Guth, after months of lingering illness had been translated from 
earthly labor to heavenly reward. His death occurred on the early eve- 
ning of January 19th, 1928. 


He was born in Cincinnati, Ohio, July 5th, 1845. Converted at the 
age of eleven, called to the ministry in 1865 at the age of twenty, he 
was duly received into the Central German Annual Conference and his 
first appointment was Goshen, Ind., 3 years, where he gave evidence of 
a very successful preacher and church administrator. His subsequent 
charges in the ministry were: Nashville, Tenn., 3 years; Terre Haute, 
Ind., 3 years; Buckeye Street Church, Cincinnati, Ohio, 3 years; Coving- 
ton, Ky., 3 years. After that he served a term as Presiding Elder of 

the Cincinnati District in Ohio for six years; pastor of the Everett Street 
' Church, Cincinnati, Oho, 3 years. He was transferred to the California 
German Conference in 1889 and served the following charges: Broadway 
St., San Francisco, 3 years; District Superintendent of California District, 
6 years; St. John Church, San Francisco, 12 years. After 47 years of 
life’s hard toil together, he and his companion were hoping to spend 
some genial years in a well earned retirement, passing slowly down to 
life’s western sea, when on June 13, 1921, his true and accomplished 
helpmeet preceded him to the better home. After the death of Mrs. Guth 
our brother was tenderly taken care of at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Fred Fischbeck, San Francisco. He was married in December, 1923, 
to Miss Anna Hoehn, who with his son, Dr. Wm. Guth, President of 
Goucher College, and daughter, Mrs. Fred Fischbeck, San Francisco, 
survive their husband and father. 


Brother Guth was a preacher of rare ability, forceful and original 
in the presentations of truth.

He was also a very 
fruitful writer for our church periodicals, and the author of several books. 
He had a fine type of mind which turned naturally toward the philosophic 
and literary. He delighted in delving into the problems of life, death 
and destiny, he was a lover of good books and had accumulated a most 
carefully selected library. He was in his element when he could make 
of his library a retreat in which he communed with his books and with 
his God. Twice he was elected to the General Conference and served 
with diligent care. His executive and business ability was of high order. 
He was devoted to his family, and his home life was pure and sweet 
with a prevailing atmosphere of love and affection. He took the Father’s 
Book as the Truth and the Savior’s mercy as adequate and without any 
reserve either of mind or will he lived a Christian life.

The New Course of Study will not be given to the Church by the 
Bishops until after their meeting in November. 

The new course will become effective for the Spring Conferences with 
the year 1929-1930. All examinations for the current conference year, up 
to and including the next session, will be on the old course. For the Fall 
Conferences the.course will become effective with the new year beginning 
after the adjournment of the 1929 conferences. 


RULES FOR EXAMINATIONS 


1. Examinations in the Conference Courses of Study will be held the 
Tuesday preceding the opening of the Conference and at the seat of the 
Conference, and that afternoon at 4 o’clock the Board of Examiners will 
hold its annual meeting. 


3. All candidates holding a bachelor degree from an accredited college 
or university shall be exempt from examination in all studies not biblical 
and theological, and all graduates from accredited theological seminaries 
shall be exempt from examination in theological and biblical studies. 
This exemption shall not, however, exclude examination on the Discipline. 
All candidates whether excused from other examination or not must take 
examination in this study. (See Discipline, par. 618, Sec. 4.) Certificates 
of such work must be sent the Registrar not later than Sept, ist. 


4. A syllabus of each book in the “Collateral Reading and Study” 
shall be presented to the respective examiner, but this rule shall not apply 
to the College and Seminary graduates excused from examination in the 
courses of study But these latter must present to the Registrar a certifi- 
cate giving the grade of each study for work done in college or seminary. 

6. Sermons must be typewritten and sent to C. O. Kimball not later 
than Sept. Ist and should contain from 2000 to 3000 words. The paper 
used should be letter-size and should be folded, not rolled, when sent.

STUDIES AND EXAMINERS 


1. Directions for Students and Examiners. 


Special attention is called to the “Directions and Helps” as listed in the 
Course of Study for Traveling Preachers, and for Local Preachers. For 
each subject in these courses there is a separate pamphlet giving the 
student the necessary directions for his work and help in his study, They 
indicate also the written work which must be done in connection with 
each subject, including the “Collateral Reading and Study.” This written 
work is a part of the required course equally with any of the books to be 
studied. The pamphlets are bound together in one volume for each year 
listed as the “Directions and Helps.” This volume is to be ordered by the 
student from the Book Concern with his other books. 

Conference examiners must have these “Directions and Helps’ in order 
to carry on their work. They must be purchased by the Conference Board 
from the Book Concern. The Commission does not handle the Directions 
and Helps.

WHEREAS, There is at this time a candidate for the high office of 
President of the United States who has declared from the platform and 
through the public press that he would do all in his power to do away 
with the said amendment, and 

WHEREAS, There is another candidate for the same high office who 
has declared from the public platform and through the press that he is 
in favor of and will support the said amendment,

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Laymen’s Association of the Southern 
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California Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, composed of 
both Democrats and Republicans of the States of California and Arizona
